RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened 
with  Divine  Service,  beginning  at  lo  o'clock  A.  M. 

2.  The  Convention,  upon  its  first  assembling,  shall  be  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he 
be  absent,  by  the  PrcFident  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  by 
some  member  of  that  body  appointed  by  those  of  its  members 
who  may  be  present. 

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  every  member  shall 
take  his  seat,  and  remain  uncovered  until  he  shall  have  left 
the  Convention. 

4.  The  names  of  the  Gergymen  entitled  to  seats  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or  in 
his  absence  by  some  one  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  other  per- 
son who  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  said  call  shall 
be  made  from  a  roll  furnished  by  the  Bishop  or  other 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  which  roll  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  right  of  such  Qergymen  to  seats  until  the  Con- 
vention shall  have  formally  acted  upon  that  question.  The 
Secretary  shall  then  call  a  provisional  roll  of  Lay  delegates, 
prepared  from  the  certificates  which  have  been  received  from 
the  vestries.  The  Lay  delegates  whose  certificates  have  not 
already  been  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  shall  then  lay  their 
certificates  upon  the  table,  with  the  declaration  subscribed 
as  required  by  the  Constitution.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call 
these  additional  names,  if  required  by  the  Chair,  or  by  any 
member.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates 
the  surname  only — with  the  prefix  of  "Mr." — shall  be  called, 
except  where  there  may  be  two,  or  more,  of  the  same  name, 
in  which  case  they  shall  be  designated  by  the  addition  of  their 
Christian  names.  If  a  quorum  of  both  orders  appear,  th« 
presiding  officer  shall  announce  the  fact,  and  declare  that  the 
Convention  is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 
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5.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Epiiscopate,  the  person  who  called  the  Convention  to  or- 
der shall  announce  that  there  is  a  quorum  present.  The  Con- 
vention shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  President  according  to  the 
Seventh  article  of  the  Constitution;  who  shall,  so  soon  as  liis 
election  is  completed,  take  the  chair  and  declare  that  the  Con- 
^^ention  is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

6.  The  first  business  after  the  declaration  is  made,  either 
by  the  Bishop  or  the  President,  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary. The  Chair  shall  then  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary  and 
the  Committees  mentioned  in  the  Order  of  Business  (No.  III). 
The  Chair  shall  also  appoint  all  other  Committees  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Convention. 

7.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  Convention,  he  shall  arise,  and,  with  due  respect, 
address  himself  to  the  President. 

8.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  arise  at  the  same  time  to 
speak,  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  4he  «ame  de- 
bate, nor  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded, 
and,  if  desired  by  any  member,  reduced  to  writing  and  read 
by  the  Secretary. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  no  other  mo- 
tion shall  be  received,  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  com- 
mit or  to  amend;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  slir.ll 
have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  If  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  an  amendment  be  carried,  the  matter  before 
the  Convention  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amend- 
ment had  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and 
to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  if  the  mover  has  the  floor. 

12.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  mav  be  made.     No  after  amend- 
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ments  shall  be  in  order,  but  a  substitute  for  both  amendments 
may  be  received,  which,  if  adopted,  shall  operate  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  original  proposition.  No  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received 
under  color  of  an  amendment  cr  substitute. 

13.  If  a  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

14.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
without  debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision, and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  without  express  leave  of  the  Convention. 

15.  When  any  member  arises  to  a  point  of  order,  the  mem- 
ber who  has  the  floor  shall  take  his  seat  until  the  point  of  order 
is  decided  by  the  Chair. 

16.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  session,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention,  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider 
made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority  and  seconded 
by  a  member  who  also  voted  with  the  majority. 

17.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report  unless  upon 
a  motion  to  print  or  recommit  it;  but  reports  shall,  as  of 

•  

course,  lie  upon  the  table.  If  a  Committee  deem  any  action 
of  the  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  present 
ill  writing  such  Resolutions,  Acts  or  Canons,  as  it  may  think 
it  should  adopt,  which  only  shall  be  subject  to  the  action  of 
the  Convention.  Every  act  which  divides  a  Parish,  or  in  any 
way  affects  Parish  boundaries,  shall  distinctly  set  out  the  new 
boundaries  which  it  is  intended  to  establish.  The  Convention 
will  not  act  upon  any  proposed  Resolution,  Act  or  Canon  which 
is  not  conformed  to  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 

18.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered; 
the  votes  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  be  received  and  counted 
separately;  but  the  vote  shall  be  regarded  as  a  joint  one,  and 
the  election  shall  be  dcculcd  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
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ber  of  votes  taken  together,  except  where  a  vote  by  orders 
shall  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

19.  When  a  joint  ballot  is  taken,  the  procedure  shall  be 
as  follows :  The  President  shall  appoint  two  tellers  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  and  two  on  the  part  of  the  Laity.  The  Secre- 
tary shall  then  call  the  roll  and  the  tellers  shall  collect  the 
votes.  After  the  clerical  and  lay  votes  shall  have  been  counted 
by  the  respective  tellers,  the  teller  first  named  by  the  Chair 
shall  combine  them  in  one  joint  ballot,  which  he  shall  present 
to  the  Convention,  reading  out  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for,  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  votes  for  each  sep- 
arately, and  the  sum  total  of  votes  received  by  each  person. 
The  Chair  shall  then  state  to  the  Convention  the  result  of  the 
joint  ballot. 

20.  The  Convention,  after  Evening  Prayer,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  annual  session,  shall  consider  the  subject  of  Missions. 

21.  A  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  required  to  suspend  any  Rule  of  Order  or  make  any  change 
in  the  Order  of  Business;  but  "Orders  of  the  Day"  may  be 
intercalated  in  the  Order  of  Business  by  a  majority  vote. 

22.  "Roberts'  Rules  of  Order"  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
guide  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

23.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order,  together  with  the  Order 
of  Business  hereto  annexed,  shall  be  deemed  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der for  all  future  Conventions  until  altered  or  rescinded,  and 
the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Third  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  assembled  in  Grace  and  St.  Peter's  Church,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  on  Wednesday,  the  eighth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, A.  D.,  1916. 

The  services  began  with  the  Office  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
which  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  the  Epistle  being  read  by  the 
Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries,  and  the  Gospel  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Meade  Dame,  D.  D. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Hobart  Smith,  the  Rev.  Peregrine  Wroth, 
the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Douglass 
Hooff. 

Divine  service  being  over,  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention 
to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  then  called  the  roll  of 
clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  from  the  list 
furnished  by  the  Bishop,  and  seventy-six  answered  to  their 
names.

In  Article  II,  add  the  words  "Suffragan  Bishop"  after  the  words 
''Bishop  Coadjutor"  in  the  second  line,  and  change  the  word  "one" 
in  the  third  line  to  "such,"  so  that  the  sentence  shall  read: 

Tlie  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Suffragan  Bishop 
if  there  be  such,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

In  Article  V,  add  the  words  "or  a  Suffragan  Bishop"  after  the 
words  "Bishop  Coadjutor"  in  the  second  line  of  the  Proviso,  so  that 
it  shall  read : 

Provided,  that  whenever  it  shall  be  proposed  to  elect  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  or  a  Suffragan   Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  etc.".

The  advice  and  consent  of  the  Committee  was 
also,  upon  request  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  given  to  shorten  the 
time  of  the  Rev.  William  O.  Smith,  Jr.,  Deacon,  desiring  to  be  ordained 
Priest. 

Unanimous  consent  was  given  by  the  Committee  to  change  the  date 
of  this  annual  Convention  to  November  8th,  being  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  said  month. 

The  Committee  concurred  in,  and  gave  express  consent  to,  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Rt.

Blanchard  Randall  presented  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention,  which  was  ordered  printed. 

He  also  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  which  showed  that  the  Diocesan  Assessment  for  the 
coming  year  would  be  Ay^  per  cent,  on  the  Parochial  Expenses. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the 
Convention  leave  to  the  Committee  on  Assessments  and  Ap- 
portionments the  amount  of  the  Diocesan  Assessmients  for  the 
coming  year,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Randall  moved  that  the  payments  made  by  the  Treasurer 
to  the  Delegates  to  the  Synod  of  Washington,  not  exceeding 
$25  each,  on  account  of  their  expenses  for  attending  the  same, 
and  that  the  payments  made  to  the  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  not  exceeding  $100  each,  on  account  of  their 
expeubcs  in  attending  the  same,  be  ratified  and  approved, 
which  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education: 

Report  of  the  Diocesax  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

Report    of    Texchers'    Training    Department — 1915-1916. 

The  work  of  the  J'cachers'  Training  Department  has  been  decidedly 
encouraging  during  the  paht  year.  Whereas  before  individuals  in  the 
Diocese  had  caught  the  vi>ion,  now  whole  schools  are  changing  their 
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point  of  view,  which  is  leading  to  radical  changes  in  the  Sunday 
Schools,  and  even  enlisting  the  co-operation  of  the  Home. 

From  November  1st  to  April  10th,  three  classes  in  "Child  Study, 
Religious  Pedagogy,  and  Sunday  School  Administration  were  run- 
pin^'  rt-gularly  each  week,  meeting  morning,  afternoon  and  night,  cover- 
ing parallel  work  and  meeting  at  different  hours  to  suit  the  con- 
venience of  the  members.  In  January  a  second-year  class  was  started 
which  ran  to  April  12th,  and  also  in  January  a  class  for  parents 
which  closed  May  9th,  so  that  from  January  to  May  there  were  five 
classes  running  each  week.  These  all  met  at  the  Sunday  School 
Rooms,  1106  Madison  avenue,  and  one  of  the  encouraging  features  was 
the  increased  demand  for  literature.  From  year  to  year  the  department 
has  collected  a  small  library  and  now  that  the  classes  are  meeting 
at  our  rooms,  these  books  are  constantly  in   demand. 

But  the  most  encouraging  feature  of  last  year's  work  was  the  class 
for  parents.  While  small  in  numbers,  the  superintendent  was  amazed 
to  find  with  what  vital  interest  this  class  opened  and  continued,  closing 
only  at  the  request  of  the  leader,  who  purposely  did  this  to  prevent 
waning  interest  with  the  advent  of  warm  weather.  From  the  stand- 
point of  religious  education,  the  superintendent  feels  this  was  the  most 
vital  of  all  the  classes  because  of  the  many  home  problems  in  child 
nurture  that  were  brought  up  and  thrashed  cut  by  the  members.  Of 
course  as  the  Diocese  supports  the  work  there  is  no  fee  charged  for 
any  of  the  classes  except  for  such  members  as  do  not  belong  to  the 
Diocese. 

At  the  Sunday  School  Institute  held  in  May,  the  Bishop  pre^^ented 
the  Diocesan  Certificate  for  first-year  work  to  ten  members  of  the 
Diocese  and  one  Lutheran  who  joined  us,  and  the  General  Board's 
Certificate  to  the  five  members  of  the  Diocese  who  had  completed  the 
second  year's  work.  We  have  now  51  teachers  holding  the  Diocesan 
Certificate  and  23  holding  the  General  Board's.  These  teachers  repre- 
sent 18  parishes,  with  Memorial,  Baltimore,  standing  first  in  number  of 
teachers  who  have  taken  the  training. 

The  superintendent  may  be  found  at  the  office  each  day  from  10  to 
1  o'clock  and  here  may  be  found  all  the  be^t  graded  courses  of  Sunday 
School  lessons,  which  may  be  reviewed  by  any  who  care  to  see  them. 
There  are  still  superintendents  and  teachers  who  do  not  seem  t  ;  know 
that  the  office  is  there  to  assist  any  school  that  chooser  to  call  upon 
it,  and  while  many  have  availed  themselves  of  its  help  we  wish  all  would 
understand  that  we  will  gladly  help  wherever  we  can.  The  sui)er- 
intendcnt  has  been  able  to  visit  many  .schools  during  tlie  Sprir.g  and 
Fall  and  has  frequently  spoken  to  parish  teachers  and  t  ■■  the  parcnt.s  ot 
the  Sunday  School  scholar^  at  certain  app(»inted  times.  She  i.s  always 
glad  to  accept  any  such  invitation.s,  if  she  can  he  of  ^er\ice. 
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Frequently  we  find  that  it  is  the  smaller  parish  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts that  is  making  the  greater  progress.  This  is  particularly  the 
case  at  Grace  Church,  Elkridge.  Through  the  sanction  of  the  rector 
and  the  awakened  enthusiasm  of  the  superintendent  and  teachers  much 
has  been  accomplished. 

This  is  only  because  these  people  have  caught  the  vision  of  the 
possibilities  of  a  Sunday  School  whose  work  is  well  thought  out,  well 
planned,  and  systematically  carried  on.  This  does  not  always  mean 
numbers  at  first.  Results  are  in  God's  hand,  but  with  the  earnest  force 
now  at  work  there,  willing  to  put  the  thought  and  time  on  it  (for  it 
requires  both),  we  can  certainly  hope  for  great  things.  Of  course  we 
could  mention  other  schools  where  splendid  work  is  being  done,  both 
in  city  and  country,  but  in  comparison  of  numbers,  it  is  the  rural 
schools  that  are  rising  to  their  possiblities  faster  than  those  in  the  heart 
of  the  city.  This  is  also  seen  in  the  training  classes.  This  superin- 
tendent is  often  surprised  at  the  faithful  attendance  of  those  living  at 
such  distances  and  also  at  the  sacrifices  these  people  must  make  to 
attend  the  classes. 

Through  the  Sunday  School  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Board  a 
mailing  list  of  rectors  and  superintendents  has  been  secured  and  kept 
at  the  office  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  In  this  way  we  feel  more  cer- 
tain that  the  notices  are  received  by  the  teachers.  Aside  from  the 
Diocesan  Board  much  of  the  work  of  the  Provincial  Board  has  passed 
through  the  office.

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education  through  its  Finance 
Committee  made  an  effort  to  raise  $1,200  by  appeals^  to  the  Rectors 
and  Vestries  in  the  Diocese,  with  which  to  pay  the  apportionments 
to  the  Provincial  and  General  Boards  of  Religious  Education,  and 
to  meet  its  own  expenses. 

A  very  small  number  of  the  Parishes  throughout  the  Diocese  re- 
sponded to  our  appeals.  The  amount  of  $250  due  the  Provincial  Board 
has  been  paid  in  full,  but  only  $50  of  the  amount  of  $732  due  the 
General  Board  has  been  paid. 

The  Boards  through  their  Secretaries  have  given  us  valuable  assist- 
ance whenever  called  upon,  furnished  speakers  for  our  institutes,  and  it 
it  but  fair  that  Maryland  should  bear  its  just  share  of  the  expense  of 
maintaining  these  Boards.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious 
Eklucation  that  the  Convention  should  make  an  assessment  of  $1,200 
to  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  same  manner  as  the  amount 
collected  for  Diocesan  Missions.

The  Rev.  William  -\Ieade  Dame's,  D.  D.,  resolution  was  then 
considered. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Crawford-Frost  moved  that  the  reso- 
lution be  laid  on  the  table. 
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A  vote  was  had,  a  division  called  for  and  the  motion  was 
lost  by  a  vote  of  forty-five  (45)  ayes  to  seventy-one  (71)  noes.

The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Himiphries  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Social  Service.     (See  Appendix.) 

The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  presented  the  following 
resolutions  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Social  Service:

Mr.  Edward  N.  Rich  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  first 
resolution  could  not  be  considered  at  this  time  as  it  was  in 
violation  of  Rule  of  Order  No.  17. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the  reso- 
lution be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Social  Service  in 
order  that  it  might  be  made  to  conform  to  said  Rule  of  Order. 

The  second  resolution  was  then  considered  and  adopted. 

The  third  resolution  was  considered,  was  declared  lost,  a 
division  was  requested  and  it  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  42  ayes 
to  60  noes. 

Mr.  George  C.  Thomas  then  presented  the  following 
resolution : 
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"Resolved,  That  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be 
authorized  to  pay  to  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service  such 
portion  of  the  sum  of  $500  heretofore  appropriated  as  is  not  needed 
for  their  own  expenses." 

Mr.  Thomas  then  offered  to  withdraw  his  resolution,  but 
the  delegate  who  seconded  the  same  declined  to  permit  it. 

The  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  moved  to  lay  said 
resolution. on  the  table,  which  was  carried. 

The  kev.  William  A.  Crawford-Frost,  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  duly  seconded  by  one  who  had  also  so  voted,  moved 
to  reconsider  the  third  resolution,  and  it  was  carried  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote. 

The  third  resolution  was  then  considered  and  adopted. 

The  first  resolution,  which  had  been  recommitted,  was  then 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries.    It  is  as  follows : 

''Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  place  itself  on  record  as  favoring  the 
policy  of  prohibition,  city-wide,  state-wide,  nation-wide,  of  the  sale  and 
manufacture  of  intoxicating  liquors." 

Mr.  Bonsai  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 
A  vote  was  had,  a  division  requested  and  the  motion  was  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  87  ayes  to  44  noes. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E,  Perkins  presented  the  report  of  the 
Lay  Readers'  League.    It  is  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Lay  Readers'  League, 

The  services  of  the  Lay  Readers'  League  are  voluntary.  Although 
the  call  of  the  country  in  the  service  of  the  National  Guard  took  away 
two  of  our  members,  still  the  work  was  carried  on  without  interrup- 
tion. The  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  grateful  to  these  faithful  laymen 
who  have  manifested  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  under  conditions  not 
always  the  most  encouraging. 

There  are  at  present  19  active  members  of  the  League.  They  have 
conducted  483  services  during  the  past  year,  in  11  churches  and  5  insti- 
tutions. In  4  churches  and  3  institutions  services  have  been  held 
regularly  every  Sunday.  In  7  churches  and  2  institutions  services  have 
been  held  at  regular  or  varied  intervals. 

An  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  work  of  the  League  is  evident  in  the 
iiift   of  places   where   services   have   been   held,   namely:    St.   Andrew's 
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Chapel,  Hamilton;  Chapel  of  the  Incarnation,  St.  Helena;  St.  Luke's, 
Harrisonville ;  the  churches  at  Franklin,  Mt.  Winans,  Rossville,  Patux- 
ent  and  Sparrows  Point;  also  the  Bishop  Paret  Memorial,  Holy  Inno- 
cents,' and  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Baltimore;  and  the  following 
institutions:  Bay  View  Hospital,  Melvale  School;  Bloede  Hospital, 
Eudowood  Sanatorium  and  the  National  Junior  Republic. 

On  Thursday  morning,  December  23,  1915,  at  7.30  o'clock,  a  Cor- 
porate Communion  was  held  in  the  Bishop's  Chapel,  at  which  the 
Bishop  celebrated,  assisted  by  the  Chaplain.  After  the  service  all 
present  were  guests  of  the  Bishop  at  breakfast  in  the  Diocesan  House. 
The  members  of  the  League  accept  this  token  of  appreciation,  and  it  is 
a  source  of  inspiration  to  them  in  their  work  for  the  Church.

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Report  of  the  Committeb  on  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions — 1916. 

Your  Committee  regrets  to  be  unable  to  sound  the  note  of  con- 
gratulation that  marked  the  report  of  last  year. 

For  the  five  years  ending  October,  1915,  there  had  been  a  sustained 
increase  in  the  offerings  for  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions.  Last 
year  our  apportionment,  amounting  to  $30,263,  was  paid  in  full,  besides 
which  the  appeal  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for  an  Emergency 
Fund  produced  $4,395.75,  making  -a  grand  total  of  $34,658.70. 

For  the  first  time  Maryland  met  her  apportionment  and  we  had 
earnestly  hoped  this  would  continue — but,  while  the  total  given  by  the 
Diocese  to  October  1,  1916,  $30,690.76,  exceeded  our  total  of  last  year  by 
$457.76,  yet,  on  account  of  an  increase  of  the  apportionment  of  $4,565, 
we  actually  fell  short  of  the  sum  requested  of  us  $4,138,  being  a  few 
hundred   dollars  less  than   the  increase. 

The  fiscal  year  ends  October  1st — ^to  that  date,  60  Churches  and  Mis- 
sions had  paid  in  full  their  apportionment— of  these  47  overpaid  a 
sum  aggregating  $3,759.40.  To  October  1st,  105  Churches  and  Mis- 
sions had  failed  to  meet  their  apportionment  by  the  sum  of  $7,427. 

No  doubt,  much  of  this  shortage  will  be  made  good,  but  not  in  time 
to  save  our  name.  In  the  Province  of  Washington  several  Dioceses 
have  exceeded  their  apportionments  in  amounts  running  from  $6,000 
to  $20,000. 

While  we  expect  much  of  our  shortage  to  be  paid,  we  urge  rectors 
and  vestries  to  endeavor  to  forward  all  contributions  for  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions  before  the  General  Board  in  New  York  closes  its 

a 

books  October  1st. 

Assured  of  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  furthering  to  the  utmost 
all  efforts  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  offer 
the  following  resolution : 

^'Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Domestic  and  Foreign  ^!:;''or< 
be  authorized  to  appropriate  $35,000  for  General  Missions  for  the 
year  ending  October  1,  1917,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Wocc^an 
Assessments  and  Apportionments  be  instructed  to  apportion  this  sum 
to  the  parishes,  churches  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese." 

The  members  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, whose  terms  had  expired,  viz :  The  Rev.  William  Meade 
Dame.  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William  Dallam  Morgan,  and  Messrs. 
William  B.  Hurst  and  William  Magee,  were  nominated  to 
succeed  themselves.  On  motion  the  ballot  was  disi>ensed  with 
and  they  were  declared  elected. 
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The  Rev.  William  Cleveland  Hicks,  Secretary  of  the  Synod 
of  Washington,  with  unanimous  consent,  addressed  the 
Convention. 

The  Convention  then  at  10.10  P.  M.  "took  a  recess  until  10 
o'clock  Thursday  morning. 

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  November  9th,  1916. 

After  Morning  Prayer,  which  was  said  by  the  Rev.  John 
D.  La  Mothe  and  the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Parkman,  the  Bishop 
saying  the  absolution,  the  Bishop  took  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  the  Qergy  and  Lay  Delegates  who  had  not 
responded  yesterday  were  called,  and  several  answered  to 
their  names. 

The  Bishop  spoke  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  as  did  also 
Mr.  Blanchard  Randall. 

The  following  were  nominated  as  the  Committee  on  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Missions,  viz :  The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving, 
D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William  H.  H.  Powers,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William 
Page  Dame  and  the  Rev.  Romilly  Francis  Humphries,  and 
Messrs.  Franklin  P.  Cator,  J.  Noble  Stockett,  Charles  J.  B. 
Swindell  and  C.  L  T.  Gould.  On  motion  the  ballot  was  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  were  declared  elected. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  George  Alexander  Griffith, 
the  Rev.  Frank  H.  Staples  and  Mr.  Ethan  Allen  Lycett  a  com- 
mittee to  make  nominations  for  the  Committee  on  Social 
Service. 

The  following  nominations  were  made  for  the  Committee 
of  Missions :  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  and  also  the  existing 
Committee,  viz :  The  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Niver,  D.  D.,  the  Rev. 
William  H.  McClenthen,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Birckliead, 
D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  Edward  Guest  Gibson,  J.  Smith  Orrick 
and  Arthur  Boehm. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Niver  withdrew  his  name  and  nominated  the 
Rev.  Philip  Cook,  who  withdrew  his  name. 
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Mr.  George  C.  Thomas  withdrew  his  name  and  moved  that 
the  old  Committee  be  elected,  whereupon  the  ballot  was  dis- 
pensed with  and  they  were  declared  elected. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Niver,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following 
change  in  the  plan  of  the  Cathedral  organization,  which  was 
adopted : 

Changes  in  Plan  of  Cathbdral  Organization. 

Article  II. 

THE  FIRST  SENTENCE  to  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following 
substituted : 

THE  CHAPTER  may,  upon  nomination  by  the  Bishop,  elect  a 
Dean,  such  nomination  being  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Chapter  preceding  the  regular  meeting  at  which  the  election  is  held. 
Until  a  Dean  is  elected,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the 
Bishop  shall  act  as  Dean. 

Amendment  to  Section  Third  of  Article  II. 

Two  Canons  may,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
be  elected  by  the  Chapter,  the  one  to  have  charge  of  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean;  the  other  to  act  as 
Canon  Missioner  of  the  Diocese  and  to  carry  on  special  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

Canons  Residentiary,  not  more  than  four  in  number,  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  may  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  to  serve  from  time  to 
time  as  Special  Preachers. 

NEW  ARTICLE  IV. 
The  Cathedral  Counhl. 

The  Cathedral  Council  shall  be  an  advisory  or  consultative  board 
to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Cathedral  Organization 
as  an  adjunct  of  Diocesan  efficiency. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Chapter  and  all  of  the  Canons, 
together  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Deputies, 
clerical  and  lay,  to  the  General  Convention,  the  four  Archdeacons.* the 
Committee  of  Missions,  the  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese, 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  Social  Service  Commission 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  officers  and  Executive  Board  '>f  the  Cathedral 
League. 
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The  Council  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  same  clay  when 
the  Trustees  convene  for  the  last  time  prior  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. Other  meetings  may  be  called  during  the  year  by  the 
Bishop,   who   shall   be  ex-officio   President  of  the   Council. 

A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  to  keep  the  records  of  all  meetings. 

Change   Article   IV   to   Article   V. 

The  Rev.  Hugh  Birckhead,  D.  D.,  on  behalf  of  the  Cathedral 
League,  presented  the  following  communication,  together  with 
a  sketch  of  a  Coat  of  Arms  for  this  Diocese: 

The  Cathedral  League  of  Maryland,  desiring  to  give  the  arms  to  the 
Diocese,  naturally  consulted  Mr.  Bertram  G.  Goodhue,  architect  of  the 
Cathedral.  They  were  referred  by  him  to  Prof.  Pierre  de  Chaignon  la 
Rose,  of  Harvard  University,  a  well-known  authority  on  heraldry,  who 
has  made  the  arms  for  12  of  our  Dioceses.  Mr.  la  Rose  in  sending 
his  designs  for  the  arms  for  the  Diocese  made  the  following  statement : 

"The  first  principle  to  be  considered  in  designing  a  shield  is  the 
ancient  heraldic  canon  of  simplicity.  A  good  coat  should  be  able  to  be 
read  easily  from  a  distance,  and  should  be  readily  perspicuous  and  under- 
standable ;  it,  therefore,  should  not  be  overloaded  with  small  charges 
(in  manner  of  late  debased  heraldry)  and  one  should  avoid  novel  or 
recondite  symbolism.  One  should  also  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
the  original  purpose  of  a  coat  of  arms  was  never  identification ;  the 
shield  was  not  intended  to  be  an  historical  chart  nor  a  psychological 
portrait  of  its  bearer. 

"The  Diocesan  shield  is  based  uoon  two  earlier  coats  which  seem 
to  have  some  bearing  on  the  problem.  First:  the  'arms  of  St.  George,*^ 
silver  with  a  plain  red  cross — and  the  arms  of  the  Lord  Proprietor* 
Baltimore. 

"This  St.  George  Cross  in  its  unaltered  form  would  infringe  upon 
existing  rights  of  others  (the  Order  of  the  Garter,  etc.),  but  it  is 
pos>iil)le,  starting  with  the  St.  George  Cross,  to  'countercharge'  it 
'quarterly,'  just  as  the  'cross-bottonnee'  in  the  second  and  third  quarters 
(Crd-slanrl)  of  Lord  Baltimcre's  coat  is  quarterly  countercharged. 
The  new  Cross  then  clearly  shows  still  its  St.  George  origin,  but  derives 
its  di'^tiiictive  shifting  of  colors  from  the  coat  of  the  original  Lord 
Proprietor,   without  confusing  itself  with   its  differently  shaped  cross. 

"Next,  following  the  precedent  of  the  arms  of  the  See  of  Manchester 
where  the  paternal  coat  of  the  feudal  Over  Lord  appears  in  a  canton 
(arms  of  the  Gresley  family),  an  abridgment  of  the  Calvert  coat  has 
been  placed  in  the  corresponding  canton  of  the  shield.  The  Calvert 
coat  is  'paly  of  six  or  and  sable,  a  bctui  countercharged,'  but  this  when 
placed  on  a  canton  bccc^mcs  to:;,  ^mall  in   scale  and  too  complicated  to 
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look  well.  Therefore  the  canton  has  been  made  paly  of  four,  and 
simply  countercharged  per  bend,  a  wholly  adequate  heraldic  abbrevia- 
tion. 

"Finally,  a  *pheon'  has  been  placed  'in  chief — the  head  of  a  dart, 
barbed  and  engrailed  on  the  inner  side.  Moule  in  his  'Heraldry  of 
Fish'  regards  the  pheon  as  the  head  of  a  fishing  implement.  It  is 
used  to  represent  the  first  Bishop — Claggett.  In  Burke's  General 
Armory  the  arms  given  under  the  Claggett  name  have  on  them  three 
pheons.  Thus  the  proposed  arms  combine  the  three  elements  which 
together  express  the  position  of  the  Church  of  Maryland. 

"(a)  The  Church  of  England,  from  which  we  sprang,  suggested  by 
the  St.  George  Cross  countercharged. 

"(b)  The  State  of  Maryland,  represented  by  an  abridgment  of  the 
arms  of  the  Lord  Proprietor,  Baltimore.  ' 

**(c)  Our  own  successions  of  Bishops  through  the  pheon  from  the 
arms  of  Bishop  Claggett  placed  in  chief." 

The  Rev.  Hugh  Birckhead,  D.  D.,  also  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  for  the  adoption  of  said  Coat  of  Arms  by  the 
Diocese : 

Resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  armorial  bearings  for  the  Diocese  of  Maryland 
be  and  are  hereby  adopted  in  accordance  with  the  following  blazon : 
Quarterly  argent  and  gules,  a  cross  throughout  charged  in  chief  with 
a  pheon  both  countercharged :  the  first  canton  paly  of  four,  sable  and 
or.  countercharged  per  bend.    The  shield  ensigned  with  a  mitre. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Seal  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  shall  con- 
sist of  the  said  arms,  ensigned  with  a  mitre,  within  a  vesica  oval,  and 
on  the  rim  the  inscription:  +  Sigillum  Diocccsis  Terrcc  Marice  Cenditcr 
MDCCLXXXIII. 

The  Rev.  William  Lindsay  Glenn  moved  as  an  amendment 
that  the  resolutions  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  to  report  at  the  next  Convention,  which  was  lost. 

The  original  resolution  was  then  considered  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Joseph  Packard  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  record  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
generous  act  of  the  Cathedral  League  in  presenting  a  new  Coat  of 
Arms  for  the  Diocese  and  a  Coat  of  Arms  for  the  Cathedral. 
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The  Rev.  William  H.  H.  Powers,  D.  D.,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

"Whereas,  Certain  laymen  of  the  Diocese  have  had  painted  by  Mr. 
Thomas  C.  Corner  and  have  presented  to  the  Diocese  the  portrait 
of  our  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Gardner  Murray,  D.  D. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Convention  accepts  this  portrait  with  the  as- 
surance of  their  grateful  appreciation." 

Mr.  T.  J.  C.  Williams  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

**Resolved,  That  the  portrait  of  Bishop  John  Gardner  Murray  by 
Mr.  Thomas  C.  Comer  presented  to  the  Diocese  be  placed  in  the  same 
custody  with  the  other  portraits  belonging  to  the  Diocese." 

Mr.  John  Glenn.  Jr.,  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  400  copies  of  the  Bishop's  address  be  printed  and 
distributed  by  the  Secretary  as  usual." 

The  Bishop  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  har- 
monize the  accounts  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make  them  conform 
with  the  suggestions  made  in  his  address,  which  was  carried. 

He  then  appointed  the  following  committee,  viz:  Messrs. 
John  Glenn,  Jr.,  Leigh  Bonsai  and  William  Thomsen. 

The  Bishop  also  spoke  of  the  proposed  survey  of  the  Church 
membership  in  this  Diocese,  as  suggested  in  his  address. 

Whereupon  the  Rev.  Rjomilly  F.  Humphries  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Bishop  in  his  address 
that  a  survey  be  made  by  the  Diocese  be  commended  and  endorsed  by 
this  Convention." 

At  12  M.  Prayers  for  Missions  were  said  by  the  Bishop. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Hugh  W.  S.  Powers 
and  the  Rev.  Leslie  E.  Goodwin  as  tellers  on  the  part  of  the 
Clerg>',  and  Messrs.  Hugh  J.  Jewett  and  Frank  V.  Rho<les 
as  tellers  on  the  part  of  the  Laity. 
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The  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired. 

The  following  were  nominated  as  Trustees  of  St.  James' 
School,  viz :  The  Rev.  Philip  Cook  and  Mr.  Hugh  J.  Jewett. 
A  ballot  was  had  and  they  were  unanimously  elected. 

The  Rev.  James  Mitchell  Magruder  read  a  communication 
from  the  Historical  Society  of  Maryland  and  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  The  Parish  Records  of  Maryland  are  the  chief  sources 
of  vital  statistics  obtainable,  and  several  of  them  have  been  lost 
by  fire,  and  whereas  the  Episcopal  churches  have  saved  such  records 
and  rendered  such  valuable  service  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  when 
not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Civil  Authorities.    Therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  be  requested,  upon  appli- 
cation, to  furnish  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  its  originals  to  be 
copied,  at  the  Society's  expense,  and  preserved  for  all  time;  said 
originals  to  be  returned  to  the  respective  parishes  when  complete  copies 
have  been  made." 

Mr.  T.  J.  C.  Williams  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Donations  and  Bequests,  and  the  resolutions 
accompanying  the  same  were  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Donations  and  Bequests. 

The  Committee  on  Donations  and  Bequests  respectfully  reports: 

That  during  the  Convention  year  they  have  been  advised  of  the  fol- 
lowing bequests  to  the  Convention : 

FIRST:  A  bequest  by  the  late  Henry  Williams  of  Baltimore  of 
$500  to  the  Convention  in  trust  to  invest  the  same  and  to  apply  the 
income  therefrom  to  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Rector  of  All 
Saints'  Parish  in  Calvert  County.  A  check  for  this  sum  has  been 
received  by  the  Treasurer. 

SECOND:  A  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  late  John  Black  to  the 
Convention  of  $50,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation. 
Also  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  said  John  Black  of  one-fifth  part  of 
the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  paying  certain  expenses  and  bequests 
and  devises,  to  this  Convention  for  the  benefit  of  the  Cathedral 
Foundation. 

THIRD:  A  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  late  Henry  Claggett  Duvall. 
of  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  of  the  sum  of  $1,000,  to  be  held  in 
trust  and  the  annual  income  therefrom  to  be  paid  semi-annually  to  the 
Vestry  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  near  Petersville,  Frederick  County, 
for  the  care  of  the  churchyard,  and  the  fences  and  church  edifice  of 
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said  St.  Mark's  Church.  Also  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  said  Henry 
Claggett  Duvall  of  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  to  this 
Convention  in  trust  to  be  invested  and  the  income  to  be  used  for  the 
support  of  the  Rector  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  St.  Mark's  Church, 
under  certain  restrictions  contained  in  the  will,  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  annexed.  A  check  for  these  two  bequests,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Samuel  Maddox,  executor  of  the 
will  of  Mr.  Duvall. 

Also  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Claggett  Duvall  to  this 
Convention  of  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  for  the  use 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation,  to  be  designated  as  a 
memorial  of  the  late  Ann  Claggett,  the  aunt  of  the  testator. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  all  of  these  bequests  be  gratefully 
accepted  by  the  Convention  and  applied  according  to  the  wishes  of  the 
several  testators  as  expressed  in  their  said  wills.  The  Committee 
accordingly  offers  the   following  resolution : 

"'Resolved,  That  the  bequests  to  this  Convention  made  by  the  late 
Henry  Williams,  John  Black  and  Henry  Claggett  Duvall,  be  accepted 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  their  respective  wills :  That  the  sum 
of  $500  devised  by  Henry  Williams  for  the  benefit  of  All  Saints' Church, 
Calvert  County,  and  the  two  sums  of  $1,000  and  $4,000  devised  by 
H.  C.  Duvall  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Frederick  County, 
be  committed  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Charities  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  be  administered  according  to  the  terms  of  the  wills  making  these 
bequests.    And 

"Resolved,  That  the   sum   of   $6,000  bequeathed  by   H.   C.   Duvall 
for  the  use  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  and  the  sums  bequeathed  by 
the  late  John  Black  for  the  Cathedral  Foundation  shall  be  paid,  when 
received,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation." 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Niver,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Hannah  More  Academy.     (See  Appendix.) 
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The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  House  and  Library,  and  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $2,200  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the 
Committee  on  Diocesan  House  and  Library  for  the  current  Conven- 
tion year,  $1,100  to  be  paid  from  the  Convention  Fund  and  $1,100  from 
the  Keerl  Fund/' 

Mr.  William  B.  Hurst  presented  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education. 
(See  Appendix.) 

The  final  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop  Paret  Me- 
morial Chapel  was  then  presented.     (See  Appendix.) 

The  Rev.  Smith  Hilton  Orrick  presented  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  St.  James'  School.     (See  Appendix.) 

The  Bishop  read  the  following  telegraphic  reply  from. the 
Rev.  William  Page  Dame  to  the  greetings  sent  him  by  the 
Convention  yesterday  :

On  reassembling  at  2  P.  M.,  Mr.  John  Glenn,  Jr.,  presented 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  and  Diocesan  Assessments  and 
Apportionments,  to  be  reported  upon  at  the  next  Convention :

Resolved,  That  all  resolutions  carrying  appropriations  intended  to 
be  .offered  to  the  Annual  Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  by  the  first  day 
of  October  preceding  that  Convention,  who  shall  have  the  same  printed 
for  distribution  among  the  delegates  when  the  Convention  meets. 

Hcsolved,  That  on  the  basis  of  the  Annual  Reports  and  the  Resolu- 
tions carrying  appropriations,  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assess- 
ments and  Apportionments  shall  announce  to  each  Convention  at  its 
opening  the  classification  of  the  apportionment  and  the  amount  of  the 
same. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business,  and  the 
resolution  accompanying  the  same,  which  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Resolution  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  pertaining  to 
certain  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  begs 
leave  to  report  that  it  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  changes 
to  Article  II.  but  does  not  recommend  the  proposed  changes  to  Arti- 
cle V. 

The  Committee  therefore  offers  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  words  "and  Suffragan  Bishop"  be  added  after 
the  words  "Bishop  Coadjutor'*  in  the  second  line  of  Article  II,  and 
that  the  word  "one"  in  the  third  line  be  changed  to  "such,"  so  that  the 
sentence  shall  read : 

The  Bishop,  and  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there 
be  such,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention.

"Whereas,  The  seriousness  and  gravity  of  life  at  this  time  calls  for 
the  highest  expressions  of  clear  thinking  and  personal  self-control  oi. 
the    part    of    every    Christian,    that    the    momentous    problems    of    tlu' 
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hour  may  be  righteously  solved,  and  the  tremendous  crisis  in  human 
affairs  be  faced  with  saintly  and  moral  sufficiency;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  sensible 
of  the  great  evils  resulting  from  intemperance  in  the  use  of  alcoholic 
liquors,  appeals  to  all  people  of  the  Church  to  set  the  example  of 
temperance  and  self-control  by  refraining  from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  beverage  at  all  public  functions  and  social  gatherings."

The  Rev.  William  H.  H.  Powers,  D.  D.,  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  which  were  adopted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars  or  so 
much  theerof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Committee 
on  Hospitality. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  returned  to 
the  Clergy,  Vestry  and  Congregation  of  Grace  and  St.  Peter's  Church 
for  the  use  of  their  Church  building  during  the  services  of  this  Con- 
vention, and  that  the  sum  of  $50  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  be 
appropriated  to  the  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries,  for  any  special 
expenses   in  connection  therewith. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  returned  to  the 
ladies  of  St.  Cecilia's  Guild  for  their  very  inspiring  music  during  the 
Convention,  and  to  the  y onng  ladies  who  so  efficiently  waited  upon  us 
at  the  luncheon. 

The  Rev.  George  Freeman  Bragg,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the 
President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  approve  the  minutes 
of  this  day,  which  was  carried. 
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After  a  brief  address  by  the  Bishop,  and  suitable  devotions 
with  the  Benediction,  the  Convention  at  3  P.  M.  adjourned

THE  BISHOPS  ADDRESS 


(Journal  p.  2.) 


My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland: 

This  report  is  for  the  twelve  months  closing  the  seven  years  of  my 
Episcopate  with  you.  God  has  been  very  good  to  me  during  this 
entire  period,  and  you,  my  brethren,  have  been  most  considerate  and 
gracious.  That  I  have  fallen  sho:t  of  the  full  realization  of  my 
hopes  and  ideals,  is  due  to  my  own  marked  limitations,  and  not  to 
lack  of  divine  goodness  or  consistent,  cordial  human  co-operation. 
God  make  me  wise  to  "both  perceive  and  know  what  things  I  ought 
to  do,  and  give  me  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfil  the  same"  more 
successfully  in  the  future  than  I  have  in  the  past. 

During  this  Convention  year  I  have,  as  usual,  visited  every  congre- 
gation in  the  diocese.  Where  any  cure  was  without  a  minister,  I  made 
extra  visitations  as  frequently  as  possible,  and  was  present  in  thirty 
different  churches  on  other  special  occasions.  I  attended  seventy-two 
trustee  or  committee  sessions,  presided  at  thirty-four  different  meet- 
ings of  church  organizations,  and  offered  Invocations  at  fifteen  variou-^ 
public  conventions  or  gatherings.  My  official  correspondence  covered 
nearly  seven  thousand  letters  and  I  held  more  than  two  thousand  con- 
ferences with  individuals,  committees  and  vestries  concerning  civil 
and  ecclesiastical  affairs.  My  journal  for  the  year  is  herewith  fub- 
mitted.     Its  details,  summarized,  are  as  follows :

1,492,  of  whom  673  were  male  and  819  female.  100  bein?  colored  ;  ser- 
mons, 155;  addresses,  95;  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion,  51:

Deaconess  Margaret  S.  Peet  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Southern  Virginia  on  September  25,  1916,  leaving  us  one  Deaconess — 
Georgie  Edwardina  Crane — in  canonical  connection. 

None  of  our  diocesan  clergymen  died  during  the  year,  but  I  feel 
note  should  be  made  of  the  passing  into  Paradise  of  a  good  man 
officiating  with  us  under  special  license — the  Rev.  Edward  Robins 
Rich,  D.  D.  He  was  born  January  6,  1841,  made  deacon  by  Bishop 
Whittingham  in  1870,  and  ordered  priest  by  Bishop  Atkinson  in  1873. 
His  family  name  is  an  honored  one  in  the  history  of  the  Church  in 
Maryland,  and  the  last  few  years  of  his  long  and  useful  life  in  the 
ministry  he  spent  here  with  us  in  the  home  of  his  young  manhood, 
departing  hence  on  April  30,  1916,  "a  good  man,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  of  faith." 

Of  the  many  brethren  of  the  laity  who,  during  the  past  twelve  months 
have  gone  on  before,  there  are  three  whose  official  connection  with 
the  Church  and  this  Convention  deserves  the  tribute  of  our  thought. 

H.  Irvine  Keyser  was  born  in  Baltimore,  December  17,  1837,  and  at 
the  age  of  18  years  entered  the  firm  of  Keyser  &  Troxell,  beginning 
an  honorable  and  successful  business  career  spanning  more  than  one- 
half  century  of  the  period  of  greatest  development  in  every  sphere  of 
human  activity  the  world  has  known.  He  was,  if  possible,  even  more 
prominent  in  Church  than  secular  affairs,  and  as  one  of  the  founders 
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of  Grace — now  Grace  and  St.  Peter's — Church,  he  continued  a  com- 
municant member  thereof  through  the  years  of  his  earthly  life,  which 
for  him  merged  into  the  eternal  on  May  7tb  last.  Unostentatious,  but 
most  generous  in  all  public  and  private  benefactions,  he  was  particu- 
larly so  in  his  contributions  toward  the  Cathedral  Foundation,  of  which 
he  was  one  of  the  charter  members.  "He  died  in  a  good  old  age,  full 
of  days,  riches,  and  honour,"  and  we  thank  God  for  the  blessing  of 
his  life  and  take  fresh  courage  in  our  endeavor  to  be  pure  and  manly 
as  was  he.  "Blessed  is  the  man  that  provideth  for  the  sick  and 
needy;  the  Lord  shall  deliver  him  in  the  time  of  trouble." 

John  Black  was  born  in  what  is  now  Baltimore  County,  October  19, 
1832,   and  the  spirit  of  simplicity  and  sincerity  was  upon   him  from 
his   birth.     With   him    through   his    lyhole,   long   useful    life,    "God's 
mercies  were  new  every  morning  and  fresh  every  evening."     Skilled, 
sagacious,  honest  and  successful  in  business,  his  fidelity  to  Christ  and 
the^  Church  was  his  supreme  characteristic.     As  much  as  any  man  I 
have    ever    known   he    recognized    and    discharged   the   obligation    of 
stewardship.     The  only  scriptural   injunction   he  at  times   seemed   to 
ignore  in  its  application  to  his  own  person  was  the  reminder  that  the 
"laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."     As  we  conveyed  the  mortal  of  his 
being  to  its  earthly  entombment,  one  who  knew  him  better  than  he 
knew   himself  said,   "Were   I   to  write   his  epitaph   it  would   be.   *he 
lived  frugally  that  he  might  give  bountifully.'  "     The  Church  of  the 
Ascension  was  the  shrine  of  his  worship  and  the  home  of  his  affection. 
For  a  longer  term  of  years  than  that  ordinarily  allotted  to  man  on 
earth  he  was  a  vestryman  of  this  congregation  and  Superintendent  of 
its  Sunday  School,  but  the  world  was  the  church  of  his  prayers  and 
alms.     Of  his  vast  income  he  reserved  for  his  own  use  less  than  the 
expenditure  of  a  salaried  clerk,  bestowing  its  bulk  upon   needy  indi- 
viduals and  institutions,  charitable,  philanthropic,  educational,  medical 
and  religious.    And  being  dead,  he  thus  still  speaks,  for  his  estate  of 
one   million   dollars   was  bequeathed   to  others   for  the   same   use   he 
himself  had  made  of  its  earnings  when  he  was  doing  his  own  admin- 
istering.    The  consecrated  consistency  of  the  man   is  the  monument 
which   he  himself  erected   to  his  own   memory  in   our  midst   in   the 
deliberate  provision   he   made  -for   the   continuance   of  the  works   he 
did  by  those  whom  he  appointed  to  follow  after  him  in  the  conduct 
of  his  affairs.    "A  wise  man  layeth  up  knowlec^ge.  and  a  prudent  n.an 
looketh  well  to  his  going."     "Let  nie  die  the  death  of  the  righteous, 
and  let  my  last  end  be  like  his." 

John  A.  Tompkins,  expert  accountant,  was  born  February  27^^  1837, 
and  entered  into  rest  September  30,  1916.  He  was  a  devoted  member 
of  Emmanuel  Church  and  took  great  interest  in  its  services  and  work. 
For  years  he  was  chairman  of  our  Convention  Committee  on  Auditing 
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all  our  official  diocesan  accounts  and  was  most  diligent  and  efficient 
in  the  discharge  of  every  duty  appertaining  thereto.  "Thou  hast  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things ;  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things." 

For  the  good  example  of  these  and  the  many  other  worthy  brethren 
who,  having  finished  their  course  in  faith,  do  now  rest  from  their 
labors,  let  us  give  thanks  to  God  and  pray  that  the  influence  cf  their 
memory  may  lead  us  to  walk  in  higher  ways  and  pursue  our  journey 
more  hopefully  and  graciously  to  the  end.    Let  us  pray.

A  statistical  and  financial  summary  for  the  seven  years  of  my  ad- 
ministration may  be  of  interest  to  you.  It  is  as  follows :  Confirmation 
services,  public,  985 ;  private,  66 ;  persons  confirmed,  9,926,  of  whom 
4,153  were  male  and  5,773  female,  747  being  colored;  sermons,  1,172; 
addresses,  922 ;  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion,  383 ;  churches  erected, 
14;  churches  consecrated,  7;  parish  houses  built,  15;  Postulants  re- 
ceived, 20;  Candidates  admitted,  16;  Ordinations  held,  17;  Deacons 
made,  16;  Priests  ordered,  13;  baptisms,  49;  marriages,  28;  burials, 
46;  cash  contributions  to  Treasurer  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation, 
$121,570.02;  money  received  by  me,  $66,183,88;  money  disbursed  by 
me.  $66,072.78:  balance  on  hand  October  1,  1916.  $111.10;  additional 
legacy  of  approximately  $200,000.00  for  the  use  of  the  Cathedral  will, 
we  believe,  soon  be  paid  in  the  distribution  of  the  John  Black  estate.

The  General  Convention. 

The  regular  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  has  just 
adjourned.  It  was  more  fully  attended  than  any  other  in  the  history 
of  the  Church,  and  the  legislation  enacted  or  entombed  will,  I  think, 
exercise  a  most  gracious  influence  upon  the  affairs  of  both  Church  and 
State.  The  proceedings  will  be  published  in  due  time  and  I  hope  you 
will  all  procure  a  copy  of  them  for  your  personal  information  and 
profitable  consideration.  Too  little  interest  is  manifested  in  this  respect 
by  the  average  churchman.  Let  there  be  a  more  universal  study  of  our 
General  Convention  journals  and  there  will  be  much  improvement  in 
the  General  Convention  matter  to  be  published  in  them. 
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The  spirit  of  the  Convention  was  admirable.  Charity,  patience,  per- 
severing industry,  and  mutual  consideration  and  forbearance  prevailed 
generally  in  discussion;  and  practical  pious  progressiveness  was  dom- 
inant in  final  accomplishment.  Balance  of  judgment  was  splendidly 
maintained  between  the  extremes  of  binocular  imaginary  presbyopia 
and  microscopic  mental  myopia.  "First  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after 
that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear,"  is  the  natural  law  of  normal  growth — 
physical,  mental  and  moral.  Only  normal  growth  is  permanent.  Per- 
manent growth  is  always  slow,  but  must  be  steady  and  sure,  and  for 
the  uniformity  and  continuity  inseparable  from  permanency  there  must 
be  fertilization  of  even  the  best  soil.  Warmth  is  essential  for  germina- 
tion and  enrichment  necessary  for  propagation.  But  .all  must  be  in 
proper  proportion  and  perfect  adaptation.  In  this  it  is  "that  one 
day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years  as 
one  day."  In  this  it  is  too  that  a  Paul  planting  and  an  Apollos  water- 
ing insures  the  divine  increase.  Through  the  sifting,  steadying  process 
of  this  principle  the  residuum  of  the  St.  Louis  deliberations  and  legis- 
lation will,  I  think,  add  to  the  valuable  treasure  of  the  Church  and 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  human  life  in  every  sphere  of  its  conduct 
and  conquest. 

Among  all  features  and  figures,  the  crowning  character  and  supreme 
personality  was  the  Presiding  Bishop.  With  the  winsome  simplicity 
of  a  child,  he  won  every  heart;  with  the  trained  intellect  of  manhood's 
most  perfect  stature  he  controlled  and  directed  every  mind;  and  with 
the  power  of  one  who  walks  with  God,  he  uplifted  and  inspired  every 
soul  with  desire  for  fuller  consecration  of  purpose  and  piety  of  life. 
Other  Presiding  Bishops  may  celebrate  the  semi-centennial  anniver- 
sary of  their  election  to  the  Episcopate,  and  the  eightieth  year  of  their 
sojourn  upon  earth,  but  as  in  all  the  past  sum  of  human  existence  I 
am  sure  there  has  never  been  another  unit  like  Daniel  Sylvester  Tuttle, 
so  I  confidently  prophesy  that  the  whole  future  arithmetic  of  life 
will  also  be  minus  any  such  figure.  May  God  be  gracious  to  us  and 
crown  the  earthly  life  of  this  great  good  man  with  many  more  years 
for  the  pure  glory  of  the  Church  and  the  rich  joy  of  the  world. 

Two  perfected  works  of  the  Convention  that  will  appeal  forcibly  to 
the  approving  judgment  of  all  practical  persons  are  the  positive 
establishment  of  the  pension  system  for  the  Clergy  and  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  universal  uniform  method  for  the  transaction  and  report  of 
all  church  business.  Here  in  Maryland  we  have  already  passed  favor- 
ably upon  the  former,  and  the  latter  should  be  no  less  acceptable  to  us, 
inasmuch  as  its  every  salient  feature  and  essential  provision  have  either 
a  place  in  the  present  conduct  of  our  diocesan  affairs,  or  have  been 
urged  for  adoption  in  the  Convention  addresses  and  pastorals  of  my 
predecessor  and  myself.  The  rendering  of  accounts  on  January  1st 
of  each  year,  which  is  requested,  will  call  for  adjusting  consideration 
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upon  our  part,  and  I  ask  that  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
and  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  be 
authorized  and  requested  to  take  the  matter  under  advisement  and  re- 
port to*the  next  convention,  if  possible,  a  plan  to  harmonize  this  require- 
ment with  our  present  Convention  date. 

Diocesan  Matters. 

Our  parochial  affairs  are,  with  few  exceptions,  harmonious,  normal 
and  vigorous.  Several  congregations  are  without  regular  ministers, 
but  all  have  weekly  services  and  ministrations. 

Diocesan  matters  arc  most  encouraging  both  as  relating  to  parochial 
and  general  Church  life.  The  amount  contributed  this  year  for 
Diocesan  Missions  was  $20,982.88,  as  against  $10,667.30  during  the 
first  year  of  my  Episcopate,  and  the  offerings  for  General  Missions 
were  over  $30,000,  as  against  less  than  $16,000  six  years  ago.  The 
women  in  their  distinctive  auxiliary  sphere  have  done  as  well  in 
every  way.  their  marked  improvement  being  most  manifest  in  their 
United  Offering,  which  was  $7,174.00  this  triennial,  as  against  $5,592.71 
in  the  1910  triennial.  Our  Parochial  Missions  are  prospering  under 
the  fostering  care  of  the  congregations  standing  sponsor  for  them, 
notable  among  them  this  year  being  the  completion  and  consecration 
of  the  splendid  Church  of  the  Advent  under  the  protection  of  Grace 
and  St.  Peter's  Church,  the  enlarging  improvements  at  St.  Paul's  Chapel 
and  the  taking  over  entirely  of  the  Bishop  Paret  Memorial  work  by 
Emmanuel  Church.  This  latter  action  realizes  my  dream  and  grati- 
fies my  desire  for  a  permanent,  profitable  work  at  Locust  Point  in 
memory  of  my  worthy  predecessor.  Mr.  Charles  O.  Scull  has  pai-l 
$7,000  for  construction  account  and  the  property  is  now  free  from  debt, 
and  the  future  work  of  the  mission  assured  by  the  sponsorship  of  this 
splendid  congregation  which,  in  other  ways  also,  is  doing  so  much 
for  the  diocese  at  large.  By  its  present  action  it  links  together  the 
names  of  two  friends,  than  whom  no  other  twain  has  done  more 
for  the  Church  in  the  Diocese — William  Paret  and  James  Houston 
Eccleston.  '^Lovely  and  pleasant  (to  each  other)  were  they  in  the'r 
lives,  and  in  their  death  they  are  not  divided." 

The  Church  Extension  Society  has  during  the  six  years  of  its  ex- 
istence assisted  new  congregations  in  the  sum  of  $8,600.00,  all  of  which 
has  been  collected  by  its  agent,  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  T.  Helfenstein,  in 
small  sums  from  hundreds  of  individuals.  We  have  no  worthier  work. 
Every  man,  woman  and  child  among  us  should  be  on  the  list  of  its 
contributors,  and  that  voluntarily,  to  save  the  agent  the  trying  labor 
of  keeping  the  fund  apace  with  the  demands  upon  it  by  necessary 
persevering,  personal  solicitation.  How  this  man  successfully  and  con- 
tinuously conducts  the  work  of  two  men  parochially,  administers  the 
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affairs  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Annapolis,  discharges  the  duties  of 
Secretary  to  the  Committee  of  Missions  and  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  is  always  ready  and  able  to  help  every  brother  in  need,  is  to 
me  a  constant  marvel,  a  perpetual  reproach  and  yet  at  the  same  4ime  a 
continual  inspiration.  For  once  and  all,  let  me  here  exercise  my 
privilege  of  acknowledging  my  dependence  upon  him,  my  apprecia- 
tion of  him  and  my  gratitude  to  God  for  him. 

Church  Home. 

A  word  or  two  about  the  Church  Home  and  Infirmary.  So  much 
misunderstanding  apparently  exists  among  Church  people  as  to  the 
administration  of  this  institution  that  it  seems  well  to  me  to  put  at 
rest  any  question  as  to  the  so-called  abandonment  of  the  Home  Side 
for  all  time.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  one  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Church  Home  and  Infirmary  for  a  number  of  years,  and  I 
know  of  no  more  .useful  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  It  may 
be  a  surprise  to  many  to  know  that  there  are  more  patients  on  the  Home 
Side  of  the  Institution  today  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the 
Home,  and  this,  too.  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  endowment  is  in- 
sufficient to  adequately  care  for  the  present  number. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  income  from  endowments  amounted 
to  $17,129.45,  and  the  income  received  from  Churches  ($200.00  per 
annum  for  each  bed)  and  individuals  amounted  to  $6,562.62,  a  total 
of  $23,692.07.  The  estimated  cost  of  maintenance  of  inmates  on  the 
Home  Side  is  $1.33  per  day,  or  $485.45  per  annum.  Fifty-four  persons 
are  now  being  cared  for,  so  that  if  every  dollar  of  this  income  were 
applied  to  the  maintenance  of  Home  cases  alone  there  would  be  a 
deficit.  This  deficit  has  been  in  a  great  measure  offset  by  the  income 
from  paying  patients  using  the  Hospital. 

When  founded,  the  Church  Home  and  Infirmary  was  an  amalgama- 
tion of  a  Hospital  and  a  Home,  and  through  the  years  a  Hospital  and 
a  Home  have  always  been  maintained.  This  is  advantageous  to  both, 
but  particularly  so  to  the  Home,  because  the  receipts  from  the  Hos- 
pital help  to  meet  its  obligations,  and  Home  patients  when  ill  or  under 
disability  have  nursing  care  and  hospital  attention,  something  altogether 
unknown  in  the  ordinary  Homes  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

The  Church  Home  and  Infirmary  should  be  particularly  dear  to  the 
hearts  of  all  people  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  and  I  commend  it  with- 
out reservation  and  ask  that  it  be  remembered  both  in  their  interest 
and  by  gifts.  It  is  one  of  the  ftw  institutions  in  the  State  of  Maryland 
which  has  never  asked  for  State  aid.  It  needs  financial  assistance  now, 
and  I  trust  tliat  the  long  established  custom  of  remembering  the  Church 
Home  and  Infirmary  in  testamentary  papers  and  by  gifts  may  be  con- 
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tinued  generously  by  all  who  have  the  interest  of  the  Church  and  her 
institutions  at  heart. 

Educational  Institutions, 

I  feel  that  a  word  is  necessary  again  in  behalf  of  our  educational 
institutions,  parochial  and  diocesan.  St.  Stephen's  School,  St.  Luke's 
School.  St.  Paul's  School  and  the  Donaldson  School  of  Mt.  Calvary 
Church,  with  its  splendid  equipment  at  Ilchester,  in  Howard  county, 
are  unsurpassed  by  any  schools  of  corresponding  grade  in  our  State 
or  country.  And  in  addition  to  these  we  have  several  lesser  excellent 
parochial  schools.  Our  people  should  investigate  the  claims  of  all 
these  and  study  their  advantages  before  placing  their  children  in  other 
schools  where  secular  instruction  is  not  superior  and  where  no 
Christian  training  or  culture  is  afforded.  That  education  which  de- 
velops the  body  and  informs  the  mind  alone  is  imperfect  and  Ip- 
sufficient.  The  only  true  instruction  is  that  which  awakens  the  soul 
to  a  working  consciousness  of  its  subjection  to  God  and  inspires  it  with 
a  sense  of  dominion  over  everything  material  and  rational  on  earth. 
The  fundamental  principle  of  Christianity  is  that  it  is  educalicnal,  and 
the  only  education  that  is  perfect  in  its  potency  and  potent  in  its 
perfection  is  that  which  is  in  the  fullest  sense  Christian.  Our  parochial 
schools  profess  to  furnish  such  an  education  and  are  practising  most 
perseveringly  their  profession.  They  deserve  our  highest  recognition 
and  most  generous  patronage,  and  I  am  sure  a  fuller  knowledge  of  their 
worth  would  impel  many  of  us  to  avail  ourselves  more  universally 
and  profitably  of  their  work. 

And  my  words  similarly  apply,  only  more  particularly  and  em- 
phatically, to  our  diocesan  schools — Hannah  More  Academy  for  girls 
and  St.  James'  School  for  boys.  We  are,  as  a  diocese,  really  absolutely 
ig  lorant  of  the  neglected  resources  we  have  in  these  two  institutions,  and 
our  ignorance  is  due,  as  all  ignorance  largely  is,  to  our  utter  indifference 
to  existing  relationships  and  their  corresponding  obligations.  Through 
all  the  years  these  schools  have  advertised  at  heme  and  abroad.  In 
Hannah  More  Academy  there  are  this  year  about  60  girls  from  the 
best  families,  socially  and  religiously,  of  other  States,  and  that  because 
of  the  known  excellence  and  work  of  this  Maryland  Church  Schcjol 
throughout  those  States.  From  our  own  diocese  we  have  only  23 
girls,  and  two-thirds  of  our  clergy  are  ignorant  of  the  location  cf  the 
Academy  and  three-fourths  of  our  people  would  lose  their  way  should 
they  seek  to  visit  it.  Of  St.  James'  School  this  is,  if  possible,  more 
true.  This  should  not  be.  It  really  must  cease  to  be.  We  must  awake 
to  a  realization  of  the  wonderful  opportunity  we  have  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  young  manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  homes  under  in- 
fluences which   will   make  every   boy   and   girl   subject  to  them,   in   a 
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greater  or  less  degree,  a  missionary  for  God  and  humanity  in  the 
world.  I  ask  that,  as  the  reports  from  these  schools  are  presented  to 
this  Convention,  you  arouse  yourselves  to  a  sense  of  their  significance, 
and  that  both  clergy  and  laity  manifest  a  personal  interest  in  that 
which  belongs  to  every  one  of  us  and  consequently  is  the  common 
property  of  all.  Let  the  progress  of  the  present  year  over  that  of  the 
years  past  partly  at  least  be  in  repentance  for  the  neglect  which  is 
behind  and  in  faithful  performance  of  the  work  that  lies  before. 

The  Cathedral, 

Another  onward  step  I  ask  you  to  take  in  the  diocesan  accomplish- 
ment of  the  current  year  is  along  the  journey  we  are  pursuing  in  our 
upward  climb  to  the  heights  of  our  Cathedral  consummation.  Next 
year  will  complete  the  first  decade  of  our  Cathedral  conception.  I  am 
mpst  anxious  to  have  the  Convention  meet  then  in  the  finished 
Synod  Hall.  This  is  easily  possible,  and  to  me  now  seems  quite  prob- 
able. Had  John  Black  lived  to  be  here  with  us  now,  I  feel  sure  he 
would  have  furnished  the  money  for  this  purpose.  What  he  thus 
would  have  done  living,  he  has  arranged  for  others  to  do  for  him 
now  that  he  is  dead.  And  if  his  wish  and  will  obtain,  we  shall  have 
from  his  legacy  virtually  enough  to  pay  our  entire  mortgage  debt  of 
$68,000  and  build  our  Synod  Hall. 

But  I  want  more  than  this.  Interest  in  this  great  enterprise  is  in 
many  ways  growing  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  Parishes  are  losing 
their  fear  of  it  and  our  people  as  a  whole  are  looking  upcn  it  with 
favor,  and  many  of  them  with  longing  to  see  it  supplying  in  the  city 
and  State  the  community  need  and  Church  ascendancy  for  which  we 
arc  creating  it. 

The  most  assuring  single  evidence  of  this  is  the  accomplished 
organization  of  the  Cathedral  League  by  our  women.  Almost  every 
congregation  in  the  diocese  is  already  represented  in  this  League, 
the  membership  of  which  is  now  nearly  two  thousand.  Its  immediate 
purpose  is  to  interest  not  only  every  congregation,  but  also  every  indi- 
vidual communicant  in  the  work  of  the  Cathedral,  and  that  purpose  is 
being  wonderfully  realized.  God  encourage  this  worthy  effort  to 
persevere  and  multiply  exceedingly. 

Other  cumulative  evidence  of  the  hold  the  Cathedral  idea  is  taking 
upon  the  devoted  hearts  of  churchmen  and  churchwomen  finds  expres- 
sion in  the  testamentary  provision  that  is  being  made  both  by  persons 
of  wealth  and  moderate  means  for  its  construction.  I  know  today  of 
wills  signed  and  sealed  bequeathing  more  than  one-half  million  dollars 
for  this  purpose,  in  addition  to  the  John  Black  and  H.  C.  Duvall 
legacies.  Blessed  be  God  that  He  is  thus  moving  the  generous  hearts 
of   His   stewards. 
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But  I  want  immediate  means  with  which  to  go  forward  in  our 
fabric  construction.  My  consuming  desire  for  the  speedy  complct'on 
of  the  Synod  Hall  is  likely  to  be  gratified.  But  I  cannot  bear  to  think 
of  halting  there.  We  must  go  steadily  on  to  the  erection  of  the 
Diocesan  Library  and  Offices,  and  then  to  the  construction  of  such  por- 
tion of  the  Nave  of  the  Cathedral  itself  as  may  be  necessary  to  ac- 
commodate any  congregation  of  people  we  may  be  able  to  assemble 
for  worship,  or  any  other  public  purpose — pious,  philanthropic,  or 
patriotic.  This  is  all  I  hope  for  during  my  Episcopate.  Less  than 
this,  should  I  live  to  labor  a  few  years  longer,  I  cannot  bear  to  con- 
template. The  $150,000  required  for  the  completion  of  the  Synod  Hall 
is,  we  think,  provided.  A  like  sum  will  build  the  Library  and  Offices. 
No  more  worthy  contribution  than  this  could  be  made  for  the  glory 
of  God  and  service  of  man,  and  it  is  my  daily  prayer  that  some  prac- 
tical pious  person  looking  for  a  profitable  opportunity  to  exercise  faith- 
ful stewardship,  according  to  ability  divinely  bestowed,  may  recognize 
this  fact  and  act  accordingly. 

Diocesan  Survey. 

And  now,  feeling  sure  that  all  our  ordinary  parochial,  diocesan  and 
general  Church  obligations  are  going  to  be  fully  met  this  year,  let 
my  closing  suggestion  be  that  of  a  diocesat?  survey.  We  really  have 
most  imperfect  knowledge  of  our  family  membership.  We  show  less 
than  30,000  communicants  by  our  parochial  reports.  I  am  sure  that 
40,000  will  not  number  them.  I  am  anxious  for  a  house-to-hou5=e  can- 
vass of  the  ten  splendid  counties  and  the  noble  city  comprising  our 
diocese.  I  want  this  not  only  because  we  ought  to  know  what  kind 
of  a  folk  we  are,  but  especially  because  the  contact  of  securing  this 
knowledge  will  communicate  a  current  of  life  to  our  body  that  will 
animate  our  soul,  stir  up  our  will  and  energize  our  action  for  the 
accomplishment  of  new  things  among  us.  There  ?s  not  a  congregation 
that  will  not  profit  by  it.  There  is  not  a  communicant  who  will  not 
be  inspired  with  greater  interest  and  led  to  nobler  consecration  of 
purpose  and  diligence  of  accomplishment  through  it.  It  will  be  a  big 
undertaking,  but  its  very  bigness  is  what  will  make  it  worth  while. 
A  goodly  number  in  every  district  or  community  will  be  engaged  in  it 
and  not  one  individual  will  be  untouched  by  it.  In  order  that  the  un- 
dertakmg  may  at  once  acquire  its  proper  significance,  I  ask  that  the 
Convention  authorize  the  Bishop  and  the  four  Archdeacons  to  formu- 
late and  operate  such  plans  and  enlist  the  co-operation  of  such  per- 
sons as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  accomplishment  of  this  purpose 
without  expense  to  the  Convention. 

And  now  I  invite  you  to  the  consideration  and  transaction  of  the 
business  of  this  Convention  in  the  fear  of  God  and  for  the  glory  of 
His  cause  and  blessed  name.    Amen.

October  ist,  1915. — Eighteen  letters.  Several  important  conferences 
concerning  adjustment  and  combination  of  various  missions  stations 
of  the  diocese.  3  P.  M.,  presided  at  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Library 
Committee.  4  P.  M.,  presided  at  meeting  of  the  Cathedral  Trustees. 
Upon  recommendation  of  Standing  Committee  admitted  Messrs.  Gar- 
ence  E.  Wolf  and  Edmund  H.  Prince,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

(Journal,  p.  20.) 

We  ask  your  indulgence  to  present  the  subject-matter  of  this  report 
under  three  heads:  The  Field,  The  Workers,  The  Budget. 

1.  The  Field.  For  our  thought  tonight  we  are  one  of  the  ecclesias- 
tical units  at  the  base  of  a  world-wide  spiritual  offensive.  This  unit 
is  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  i.  e.,  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  three  rural 
archdeaconries.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Towson  comprises  three  coun- 
ties, Harford,  Baltimore  and  Carroll :  Archdeaconry  of  Annapolis 
three,  Howard,  Anne  Arundel  and  Calvert;  Cumberland  four,  Fred- 
erick, Washington,  Allegany  and  Garrett.  This  is  the  limitation  of 
territory  with  which  we  are  concerned.  We  shall  try  to  think  of  it  as 
a  unit  to  be  made  more  effective  as  a  base  of  supply,  as  a  strategic 
point  not  simply  to  be  held  for  its  own  sake  but  to  be  organized  as  an 
integral  factor  in  the  spiritual  conquest  of  the  world. 

Of  course  we  are  at  once  struck  by  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the 
base  itself  is  a  field  to  be  won.  That  is  the  crux  of  the  whole  situation. 
The  dependent  portions  must  be  kept  up  and  strengthened  by  the  por- 
tions that  are  self-supporting.  The  proportion  of  self-supporting  and 
dependent  parishes  and  missions  is  as  follows :

Diocesan  policy  must  be  steady  progression  from  the  latter  class 
into  the  former. 

This  was  most  strongly  presented  in  the  Bishop's  address  last  year 
as  an  aim,  an  ideal  to  be  kept  ever  before  as.  You  will  not  forget  his 
earnest  words  upon  the  subject  nor  his  recommendation  of  a  ten  per 
cent,  reduction  annually  in  appropriations.  Except  in  some  isolated 
instances  there  is  no  reason  for  permanent  dependent  parishes  in  our 
midst.  Strong  help  is  needed  at  times,  much  stronger  than  we  arc 
accustomed  to  give,  but  it  should  not  be  calmly  acquiesced  in  as  a 
normal  status. 

We  want  to  note  the  more  careful  attention  to  the  location  of  new 
work.     With  the  splendid  personnel,  clerical  and  lay,  of  the  Church 
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ExitmiXMi  Society,  there  is  not  likely  to  be  a  repetition  of  some  of  the 
mistakes  made  in  the  past. 

Then  there  is  the  need  of  the  maximum  appropriation  at  the  start. 
It  takes  courage  and  faith  to  do  this.  But  look  at  the  results,  e,  g,. 
Forest  Park.  Bay  Shore  offers  a  similar  opportunity.  It  calls  for 
large  and  confident  investment  such  as  business  men  of  sound  judg- 
ment make  when  they  know  they  have  discovered  a  good  thing. 

Further  details  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Archdeacons. 
But  taking  a  broad  view  of  the  field,  looking  upon  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  as  an  ecclesiastical  unit  or  base  of  supply,  the  supreme  call 
is  to  plant  and  develop  strong  centers  in  our  midst.  The  splendidly 
equipped  parishes  in  Annapolis,  Frederick,  Hagerstown  and  Cumber- 
land must  help  in  what  falls  so  largely  upon  the  churches  in  Balti- 
more and  its  suburbs.  Our  united  effort  must  be  put  forth  to  convert 
the  whole  field  into  a  force.  No  lesser  ideal  would  be  worthy  of  the 
traditions  of  this  Diocese. 

2.  The  Workers.  Outside  the  limits  of  Baltimore  this  ideal  has  to 
be  realized  in  districts  predominantly  rural.  One  of  the  most  striking 
signs  of  the  times  is  the  silent  but  swift  transformation  of  country  life. 
Its  deadliest  drawback  in  the  past  has  been  its  isolation.  Three  mod- 
em factors  are  relieving  that  more  rapidly  than  we  in  town  realize — 
automobiles,  good  roads  and  telephones.  The  rural  minister  must  be 
able  to  meet  this  new  situation  and  take  advantage  of  its  opportuni- 
ties. We  think  the  time  has  come  when  an  automobile  is  a  necessary 
part  of  his  equipment.  It  is  unfair  for  the  Church  to  put  a  man  in  a 
place  and  then  not  furnish  him  with  proper  tools  for  his  work.  Side 
by  side  with  the  Bishop's  movement  through  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
for  a  parish  house  as  a  community  center  in  every  country  town,  why 
should  not  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  start  a  movement  to  give  every 
rural  clergyman  an  automobile?  Think  of  the  greater  efficiency,  the 
hopefulness  and  encouragement  that  it  would  inspire  in  covering  long 
distances  and  binding  families  to  the  Church  through  the  pastoral  rela- 
tion !  It  would  bring  a  new  zeal  and  ambition,  a  new  sense  of  worthy 
vocation,  to  many  who  are  devoting  their  ministry  to  the  patient  shep- 
herding of  scattered  flocks. 

3.  The  Budget,  This  is  not  always  pleasant  reading.  The  record 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  sometimes  acts  as  a  check  to  enthusiasm. 
That  is  not  so  this  year.  We  have  done  well,  though  not  quite  as  well 
as  we  hoped.  The  total  receipts  to  October  1st  are  about  $2,000— more 
than  at  same  date  last  year,  a  larger  percentage  of  increase  than  in 
any  previous  year.  Per  cent,  paid  in  each  Archdeaconry  on  apportion- 
ment: 

Baltimore      92%  Towson        98% 

Cumberland  93%  Annapolis   100% 

We  should  familiarize  ourselves  with  the  figures  which  will  later  be 
presented,  so  that  the  Convention  itself  can  take  responsibility  both  for 
the  policy  and  the  amounts  to  be  raised  and  spent.  We  have  an  exact 
parallel  here  to  the  relation  between  the  General  Convention  and  the 
Board  of  Missions.  Too  often  in  the  past  the  Board  was  elected, 
then  told  to  go  ahead  and  do  the  best  it  could,  while  the  Convention 
quietly  shifted  its  responsibility  and  settled  back  in  complacent  inac- 
tivity. The  present  spirit  is  entirely  different.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  General  Convention  itself,  representing  the  whole  Church, 
to  decide  the  large  questions  of  policy  and  methods.  The  Board  is 
simply  its  agent  in  administrative  details. 
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So  here  we  would  suggest  that  the  Diocesan  Convention  vote  not 
only  the  total  appropriation  but,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Bishop  and  Archdeacons,  how  this  total  sum  should  be  divided  among 
the  Archdeaconries.  The  Convention  might  also  have  presented  to  it 
for  consideration,  the  places  where  we  should  concentrate  for  new 
work  in  the  ensuing  year.  It  would  take  more  time,  but  it  would  be 
worth  in  intelligent  effort  all  the  time  it  cost.  The  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions is  simply  the  administrative  agent  of  this  body. 

We  must  arouse  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  this  annual  gathering 
which  will  not  be  lightly  turned  over  to  a  smaller  group. 

While  the  apportionments  upon  the  parishes  will  be  made  by  the 
Committee  of  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments,  we  suggest 
that  the  division  of  the  gross  amount  to  be  spent  among  the  several 
Archdeaconries  may  be  properly  considered  by  this  body.  It  will  do 
us  good  to  consider  and  act  upon  it.  Therefore  we  propose  the  addi- 
tional resolution.  What  we  want  to  do  by  free  and  friendly  discussion 
is  to  commit  ourselves  as  representatives  to  carry  out  in  our  parishes 
what  we  vote  upon  here.  Far  better  a  lively  debate  than  a  too  easy 
acquiescence  or  feeling  that  responsibility  has  somehow  passed  from 
the  Convention  to  the  Committee  of  Missions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Ap- 
portionments be,  and/  hereby  is,  authorized  to  apportion  among  the  sev- 
eral parishes,  congregations  and  missions  the  sum  of  $23,000  for  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $23,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated 
in  bulk  as  follows :

SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORTS. 


The  Committee  of  Missions  is  also  charged  with  the  administration 
of  two  funds  other  than  the  Diocesan  Missions  Fund. 

1.  Tlie  Kcerl  Fund.  The  policy  adopted  years  ago  was  to  use 
the  income  (..*  il.is  fund  for  new  equipment  or  plant  in  various  parts 
of  the  Diocese  rather  than  for  inissionary  stipends  or  salaries.     The 
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total  income  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $2,571.74.    The  disbursements 
for  construction,  improvements  or  purchase  have  been  as  follows:

2.  The  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund.  The  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  this  fund  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  Report. 
It  will  be  noted  that  $1,824.37  was  received  from  Church  offerings  and 
$4,763.64  from  investments  belonging  to  the  fund.  The  appropriations 
for  the  year  amounted  to  $6,114.99.  There  are  now  22  families,  num- 
bering about  100  persons,  receiving  aid  from  the  fund. 

An  important  adjustment  will  have  to  be  made  when  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  goes  into  effect  March  1,  1917.  I  quote  two  sections 
of  Canon  XXXI  adopted  by  this  Convention  last  year,  Section  II, 
Par.  3,  and  Section  V : 

Section^  II,  No.  3.  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Super- 
annuated and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  the  annual  interest  accruing  on  the 
money  held  for  investment  by  said  Trustees  when  this  Canon  goes 
into  effect,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  to 
be  applied  ratably  on  account  of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid 
by  the  parishes,  congregations,  missions,  and  other  ecclesiastical  organi- 
zations in  the  EHocese  respectively. 

Section  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Super- 
annuated and  Disabled  Qergy  Fund  to  pay,  semi-annually,  or 
oftener  at  their  option,  to  the  said  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  all  of  the  Income  of  the  investments  held  by  said  Trustees, 
upon  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy 
Fund  receiving  satisfactory  assurance  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
that  the  latter  corporation  will  assume  and  pay  all  of  the  apinuities 
paid  by  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy 
Fund  when  this  Canon  goes  into  effect,  and  so  long  as  said  payments 
are  actually  made  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

These  sections  mean,  first,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  receive  and  transmit  the  income 
of  our  invested  funds  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  in 
New  York.  That  income  will  there  be  applied  ratably  on  account  of 
the  premiums  levied  upon  the  parishes,  congregations  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese,  the  principal  or  corpus  of  the  fund  remaining  in  our  hands. 
It  is  estimated  roughly  that  the  income  will  reduce  the  percentage  upon 
salaries  in  this  Diocese  from  7%o  to  about  5  per  cent.  The  second 
point  is  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated 
and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  i.  e.,  the  Committee  of  Missions,  to  pay 
semi-annually  or  oftener  at  their  option  the  income  of  said  Diocesan 
Fund  to  the  Committee  of  Church  Pension  Fund.  But  only. (and 
mark  this)  upon  receiving  satisfactory  assurance  from  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  that  it  will  assume  and  continue  to  pay  all  annuities 
in  force  at  the  time  the  Canon  goes  into  effect. 
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In  other  words,  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  on  March 
1,  1917,  will  take  over^  hoth  the  income  of  our  assets,  and  also  the 
payment  of  our  obligations  or  liabilities.  We  surrender  the  personal 
Diocesan  administration  of  the  income  of  our  invested  funds  but 
become  partners  in  a  nation-wide  plan  on  a  broader  basis,  providing 
for  automatic  voluntary  retirement  at  68  years  of  age  at  a  minimum 
pension  of  $600,  which  has  been  our  maximum. 

In  view  of  the  questions  which  may  arise  i>ending  this  adjustment, 
it  is  suggested  that  a  sub-G)mmittee  of  the  Committee  of  Missions 
be  appointed  to  represent  said  Committee  in  all  negotiations  with  the 
Committee  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  said  sub-Committee  to  con- 
sist of  the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer,  and  one  clergyman  and  one  lajrman 
in  addition.

On  the  closing  of  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  1916,  the  sum  of  111,773.11  had  been  contributed^ 
leaving  a  deficit  of  $1,973.23,  as  compared  with  the  amount  appor- 
tioned, and  an  overpayment  of  $908.17,  as  compared  with  that  ac- 
cepted. Of  the  sum  contributed,  $41.28  came  from  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  Missionary  Mass-Meeting  held  in  January,  and  $200  from 
the  Pro-Cathedral,  upon  which  there  was  no  apportionment.  This 
is  not  a  very  gratifying  exhibit,  as  it  is  not  more  than  85%  per  cent, 
of  the  apportionment,  though  it  will  be  noticed,  I  am  sure,  that 
never  before  have  the  weaker  congregations  done  as  well.  Their 
record,  as  shown  herein,  is  really  a  proud  one,  three  only  having 
come  short  of  the  accepted  apportionment,  while  six  exceeded  it. 
The  secret  of  this  iinprovemcnt  lies  in  the  early  and  systematic 
effort  employed  to  meet  their  Diocesan  obligations.  While  the 
Diocese  ought  to  feel  encouraged  at  this  evidence  of  appreciation 
and  a  growing  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  weaker 
Churches,  there  is  strong  ground  for  apprehension  that  similar 
enthusiasm  is  not  to  be  observed  in  another  direction. 

The  amount  appropriated  to  this  Archdeaconry  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Missions  for  the  year  was  $5,200.  The  Archdeacon  re- 
ceived from  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $5,233.68,  which  has  been 
disbursed  as  follows:

The   Treasurer   has  also   disbursed   under   the   direction   of  the 
Bishop  the  sum  of  $98  on  account  of  Emergencies.    There  have 
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been  but  two  changes  among  the  officiating  Clergy  in  these  several 
charges,  and  there  are  now  no  vacancies. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  and  expected  that  some  of  these  Churches, 
following  the  example  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Nativity,  Forest 
Park,  will  make  some  reduction  in  the  amount  asked  at  the  hands 
of  the  Committee  of  Missions.  Such  action  more  than  anything 
else  would  strengthen  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  stimulate 
the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  the  cause  of  Missionary  enterprise 
within  its  borders. 

Other  Mission  Churches  in  the  Archdeaconry,  not  aided  by  the 
Committee  of  Missions,  but  cared  for  by  individual  parochial  effort, 
have  greatly  enlarged  and  prospered  and  more  than  ever  give 
promise  of  becoming  self-supporting. 

Services  at  a  number  of  the  public  as  well  as  private  institutions 
continue  to  be  held  as  circumstances  will  permit  and  opportunity 
offers.  For  these,  we  are  chiefly  indebted  to  the  Rector  of  Christ 
Church  and  his  assistant;  the  Rector  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels' 
and  his  assistant;  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  and  his  assistants;  the 
Rector  of  Mt.  Calvary  and  his  assistants,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Humphries,  Lovett  and  Murray  and  some  members  of  the  Lay 
Readers'  League. 

The  Lay  Readers'  League,  under  the  direction  of  its  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Perkins,  continues  its  efficient  offices,  as  the 
report  of  its  Chaplain  will  more  fully  show.

There  was  no  Rector  at  Holy  Cross,  The  Rocks,  until  April  1,  1916, 
when  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Wright  took  charge,  who  has  rendered  efficient 
service.  The  Rev.  J.  F.  Plummer  resigned  Immanuel  Parish  May  1. 
1916;  and  the  Rev.  Carleton  Bamwell  resigned  Westminister  Parish, 
July  1st,  and  these  Churches  are  still  without  a  Rector. 

The  lapsed  appropriations  in  these  churches  amounted  to  $325.05. 
By  order  of  the  Bishop,  a  further  appropriation  was  made  to  Trinity, 
Ten  Hills,  of  $82.50  and  to  St.  Philip's,  Highlandtown,  of  $50,  for 
necessary  work.  Very  much  interest  centers  around  developments  at 
Sparrows  Point,  St.  Helena  and  Bay  Shore,  but  it  is  too  early  to 
make  any  definite  report.  The  situation  is  kept  well  in  hand  by  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Leslie  E,  Goodwin.  Two  lots  in  a  very  commanding 
position  at  Bay  Shore  have  been  donated  and  the  option  given  on  an 
adjoining  lot. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Crusoe  has  made  excellent  progress  at  St 
Philip's,  Highlandtown,  and  the  consolidation  of  the  work  there  with 
Holy  Evangelists',  Canton,  is  expected  to  be  the  next  development  for 
greater  efficiency. 
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The  Rev.  A.  T.  Pindell,  after  years  of  faithful  service  in  Sherwood 
Parish,  has  retired.  He  had  won  the  love  of  his  parishioners,  and  the 
affectionate  esteem  of  his  brethren  in  the  Ministry. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Steinmetz  resigned  the  work  at  Transfiguration, 
West  Arlington,  in  May,  1916,  and  was  immediately  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  H.  C.  Parkman,  who  has  carried  out  the  good  work  there  with 
marked  ability,  and  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  faithful  laymen. 

The  service  of  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Hull,  a  most  acceptable  Lay  Reader 
of  the  Diocese,  at  St.  Luke's,  Harrison ville,  and  at  Grace,  Mt.  Winans. 
deserves  honorable  mention  for  its  good  results;  and  Mr.  H.  W. 
Atkinson,  also  a  Lay  Reader,  must  be  commended  for  his  work  at 
St.  Andrew's,  Hamilton. 

The  Archdeaconary  will  show  by  its  parochial  reports  that  it  has 
been  a  year  of  progress.  The  amount  pail  on  apportionments  for 
Diocesan  Missions  is  over  $400  in  excess  of  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACONRY  OF 

CUMBERLAND. 

(Journal  p,  20.) 


1915-1916. 


The  changes  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Cumberland  during  the  past 
year  have  been  few  but  important. 

The  Reverend  William  Cleveland  Hicks  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
Emmanuel  Parish,  Cumberland,  at  the  close  of  1915,  and  from  January 
1st  to  June  30th  the  parish  was  without  a  rector,  services,  however, 
being  maintained  during  the  interim.  On  July  1st  the  Reverend  Am- 
brose H.  Beavin,  formerly  of  Chrisli  Church,  Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  entered 
upon  his  duties  as  rector  of  the  parish. 

The  work  at  Holy  Cross  Chapel,  Cumberland,  was  in  November 
removed  from  the  supervision  of  the  rector  of  Emmanuel  Parish,  and 
arrangements  were  made  to  combine  this  with  the  oversight  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Lonaconing,  under  a  priest  making  Cumberland  his 
headquarters.  With  the  1st  of  December  the  Reverend  George  Philip 
Jung  took  charge  of  this  field. 

The  Reverend  Adelbert  McGinnis,  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  position  of  missionary  in  Washington  County  in  Novem- 
ber, having  his  home  in  Smithsburg.  and  the  oversight  of  the  three 
congregations,  St.  Anne's,  Smithsburg,  St.  Andrew's,  Clear  Spring,  and 
St.  Qement's,  Indian  Spring. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  location,  difficulty'  in  transporta- 
tion, the  more  urgent  demands  of  other  points,  and  the  fewness  of  the 
laborers,  for  many  years  the  only  work  possible  at  Harriott  Chapel, 
in  the  Parish  of  Catoctin.  has  been  that  of  the  Sunday  School,  main- 
tained under  most  discouraging  circumstances  through  the  patient, 
painstaking  labors  of  a  mother  in  Israel  and  her  few  co-workers. 
Small  as  the  community  is,  the  Church  is  the  only  place  of  worship 
situated  directly  in  it,  and  many  heads  of  the  resident  families  have 
received  their  early  religious  training  here.  About  a  year  ago  a  factory 
established  in  the  place  brought  in  new  residents,  and  increased  our 
obligation  to  provide  regular  services  at  this  point.  With  the  second 
Sundlay  in  April,  after  repairs  and  renovation  of  the  Chapel  at  a  cost 
of  about  $125.00,  which  was  raised  by  individual  contributions,  these 
services  were  inaugurated,  and  the  Sunday  School,  which  had  been 
closed  for  months,  was  reopened.  Mr.  John  G.  Crawford,  lay  reader, 
of  All  Saints'  Parish,  has  taken  the  entire  work  under  his  charge, 
acting  as  Superintendent  in  the  Sunday  School  and  conducting  the 
services  every  Sunday  morning,  giving  freely  both  of  his  time  and  his 
means  to  the  cause,  with  most  gratifying  results. 

Another  point,  which  hitherto  has  been  unnoticed  in  official  reports, 
calls  for  a  word  of  mention. 

In  the  eastern  suburb  of  Frederick  a  small  band  of  devoted  Church 
workers — ^all  women — has  for  fifteen  years  maintained  a  Sunday  School, 
having  secured  a  lot  and  erected  a  chapel  of  their  own.  This  work  of 
St.  Timothy's  Chapel,  Schleysville,  with  its  six  teachers  and  seventy 
scholars,  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the  building  has  had  to 
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be  considerably  enlarged  this  summer,  and,  with  the  regular  Church 
services  provided  by  uie  Reverend  Louis  H.  Ewald  and  its  Boys'  Qub 
and  Missionary  Society,  has  become  the  centre  of  a  promising  growth 
in  Church  life. 

The  reports  from  the  clergy  in  charge  of  the  other  fields  within  the 
limits  of  this  Archdeaconry  will  doubtless  show  like  cause  for  con- 
gratulation— as,  for  example,  in  the  very  greatly  improved  method  of 
obtaining  offerings  for  missions  in  St.  George's  Church,  Mt  Savage, 
by  which  we  have  already  received  the  first  payment  toward  the  Dio- 
cesan Apportionment  for  the  year  1916-1917;  and,  again,  the  good 
news  that  comes  to  us  from  St.  John's,  Frostburg,  of  improvements, 
aggregating  more  than  $450.00,  made  and  paid  for  without  increasing 
the  parish  debt 

In  order  to  provide  for  an  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  purchase 
of  another  site  and  house,  long  coveted  for  rectory  purposes,  and  the 
improvement  of  this  property,  together  with  other  necessary  changes, 
the  congregation  of  All  Saints,  Frederick,  at  Easter  pledged  them- 
selves to  an  amount  exceeding  $12,000.00,  payable  in  two  years,  and 
contributed  more  than  $6,600.00  of  this  in  cash  on  Easter  Day.  There 
has  been  brought  about  by  this  means  and  through  the  sale  of  the  site 
of  the  old  colonial  church  and  cemetery  a  reduction  of  the  parochial 
indebtedness  from  $9,000.00,  reported  last  year,  to  $1,500.00. 

While  the  payments  upon  the  Apportionment  from  the  several  con- 
gregations this  year  have  not  covered  the  full  amount  asked  for,  we 
are  happy  to  state  that  all  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  have  paid 
something  towards  this ;  only  seven  have  failed  to  contribute  the  entire 
sum ;  four  have  paid  more  than  they  were  asked  to  give,  amounting  to 
$290.00,  and  one  has  made  a  payment  on  next  year's  apportionment 

Lists  of  the  Appropriations  to  the  several  nelds,  and  of  the  Appor- 
tionments upon  the  parishes  and  congregations  follow.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACONRY  OF  ANNAPOLIS. 


For  the  Year  Ending  September  30th,  1916. 

(Journal  p.  20.) 

To  this  Archdeaconry  was  apportioned  the  sum  of  11,760,  and 
the  various  Parishes,  Churches  or  Missions  accepted  apportion- 
ments amounting  to  $1,762.  The  deficiency  of  1914-15  has  been 
paid,  and  on  the  accepted  apportionments  for  1915-16  the  sum  of 
$1,787.44  has  been  paid — an  excess  of  $15.44. 

For  the  work  of  the  Archdeaconry  $4,665  was  appropriated  and 
all  but  $16.66  was  expended. 

Amid  many  discouragements  and  unprecedented  loss  of  com- 
municants from  death  and  removal,  the  work  of  the  Archdeaconry 
has  been  successfully  prosecuted.  No  new  mission  points  have 
been  opened  up,  but  the  regular  services  have  been  held  in  all 
Churches  and  Chapels. 

The  Rev.  W.  J.  Wright,  assistant  in  St.  John's  and  St.  Peter's 
Churches  and  Associated  Missions,  Howard  County,  resigned  in 
April  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  G.  Irwin.  The 
Rev.  T.  S.  Will  has  succeeded  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Stout  as  Rector  of 
Trinity  Parish,  Howard  and  Anne  Arundel  Counties,  and  is  meet- 
ing with  great  encouragement.  The  Rev.  T.  B.  A.  Allison  has. 
much  to  the  regret  of  his  people,  resigned  the  joint  Rectorship  of 
St.  Paul's  and  Christ  Church  Parishes,  Calvert  County,  and  will 
be  greatly  missed  not  only  in  these  parishes  but  throughout  the 
entire  Archdeaconry.  The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  McComas, 
Rector  of  St.  Anne's,  Annapolis,  has  taken  from  us  one  who  loved 
his  brethren  and  was  always  alive  to  the  interests  of  the  Arch- 
deaconry. His  resignation  carried  with  it,  of  necessity,  that  of  his 
assistant,  the  Rev.  James  L.  Smiley.  But  amid  all  these  changes 
the  work  goes  on — the  Gospel  is  preached,  the  Sacraments  adminis- 
tered, and  souls  are  added  to  the  Church  through  the  ministrations 
of  a  faithful  body  of  Clergy.

Report  of  Society  from  October  1st,  1915,  to  September  30th,  1916. 

(Journal,  p,  20.) 

The  strong  words  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  his  Convention 
address  of  1915,  urging  greater  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  clergy 
and  laity  in  the  efforts  of  the  Agent  of  this  Society,  have  resulted  in 
larger  offerings  for  the  year  1915-16.  The  total  receipts  for  the  year 
were  $1,656.76,  the  largest  total  for  any  year  since  the  organization 
of  the  Society,  excepting  the  first.  Last  year  there  were  only  64  con- 
tributors, including  but  one  Church,  contributing  as  such.  This  year 
539  contributors  (including  50  Sunday  Schools)  were  enrolled  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Society. 

\Vith  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  an  effort  was  made 
during  the  past  year  to  secure  (in  addition  to  the  regular  contribu- 
tions of  a  larger  amount)  one  dollar  each  from  one  thousand  per- 
sons, thereby  increasing  the  number  of  those  interested  in  the  work 
of  Church  Extension,  trusting  that  as  the  interest  increased  the  con- 
tributions would  do  likewise.  Although  over  1,500  appeals  were  writ- 
ten, the  one  thousand  individual  contributors  were  not  secured,  but  the 
$1,000  were.  Many  persons  gladly  contributed  the  dollar  asked  for 
and  sent  an  additional  amount  "for  those  who  may  not  be  able  to 
respond  favorably." 

The  result  of  the  year's  work  has  convinced  your  Agent  that  the 
Society  is  doing  a  necessary  work  in  the  Diocese  and  that  $3,000 
annually  can  be  raised  if  only  the  Clergy  will  help  as  they  can  and 
should.  Any  Sunday  School  can  spare  one  day's  offering — ^why  not 
provide  for  this  on  Advent  Sunday  by  resolution  of  the  Convention? 

In  appending  the  Annual  Report,  your  Agent  would  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Society  has  raised  $8,598.78  in  Its  six  years  of 
existence.  With  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  aided  the  Society  in

FORTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
TRUSTEES  OF  CHURCH  CHARITIES. 


(Journal  p.  11.) 

The  Trustees  of  Church  Charities  beg  respectfully  to  submit  to  the 
Convention  this  their  forty-sixth  annual  r'^port. 

Since  their  last  report  there  has  been  held  one  meeting  of  the  Board 
on  the  second  day  of  November,  1916. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  which  accompanies  this, 
contains  a  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  from 
October  1,  1915,  to  September  30,  1916.  and  shows  the  amounts  of  the 
various  funds,  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board,  and  also  the  new 
funds  received  since  the  last  report. 

The  bequest  received  during  the  year  is  as  follows: 

Balance  of  bequest  of  Annie  O.  Sprigg  for  the  benefit  of 

Superannuated  and  Disabled  Qergy $13,473.61 

Making  the  whole  amount  of  this  bequest 36,273.61 

The  value  of  the  total  invested  funds  in  the  Consolidated 

or  General  Fund  now  amounts  to 159,350.34 

And  of  the  Special  Funds 19,279.58 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  has  been  submitted  to  the  Auditing 
Committee,  as  required  by  the  resolution  of  this  Convention. 

The  Board  consists  at  present  of  the  Bishop  and  the  following  Lay 
Trustees,  viz :  Messrs.  Henry  F.  Baker  and  H.  Marcus  Denison  of  the 
first  class ;  Frederick  M.  Colston  and  Wilton  Snowden  of  the  second 
class ;  and  Herbert  M.  Brune  and  Arthur  Boehm  of  the  third  class.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 

DIOCESAN  LIBRARY. 


(Condensed.) 
(Journal  p.  29.) 

The  Library  has  acquired  during  the  year  222  volumes,  of  which 
173  were  by  gift  and  49  by  purchase. 

Dr.  Josiah  S.  Bowen,  of  Mt.  Washington,  presented  99  volumes,  the 
Rev.  William  Dunbar  Gould  4  volumes.  Judge  T.  J.  C.  Williams  5 
grand  folios  and  Bishop  Claggett's  copy  of  Stockius'  Clavis  Linguae 
Sacrae;  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Polk,  son  of  Bishop  and  Gieneral  Leonidas  Polk, 
a  new  edition  of  the  life  of  his  illustrious  father,  and  the  Misses  Mankin 
26  books  and  10  valuable  pamphlets.  The  donations  have  attained  a 
higher  average  value  than  in  any  year  since  the  present  Librarian  has 
been  in  charge. 

The  Book  Committee  has  purchased  7  reprints  of  the  smaller  works 
of  Dr.  Bray,  relating  mostly  to  the  Church  of  England  in  Maryland, 
and  had  them  finely  bound,  but  of  far  greater  value  are  the  original 
editions  of  five  of  these  books.  A  collection  of  Commissary  Bray's 
writings  were  sold  at  auction  in  New  York  last  June.  Although  the 
prices  were  high,  the  Library  secured  these  five  volumes.  One  of 
them  is  the  rare  first  edition  of  "Apostolic  Charity,  its  Nature  and  Excel- 
lence,*' one  of  the  rarest  books  pertaining  to  American  Church  History. 
These  five  volumes  are  splendidly  bound  by  Riviere  of  London  in  half 
Morocco. 

The  Library  has  been  used  as  much  as  ever  for  private  study  and 
refearch,  but  the  number  of  books  borrowed  has  been  smaller.  The 
lending  department  remains  unappreciated  by  those  to  whom  it  would 
be  of  the  greatest  service. 

The  cataloguing  of  Dalrymple  Room  3  has  been  completed  and  con- 
tains the  great  collection  of  18th  century  French  literature,  the  whole 
body  of  Greek  and  Latin  literature,  and  the  library  of  the  Humanist 
writers,  which  constitutes  one  of  the  gems  of  the  collection.  Dalrymple 
Room  4  has  been  classified  and  the  cataloguing  of  the  books  therein 
is  proceeding  rapidly.

REPORT  OF  HANNAH  MORE  ACADEMY. 


(Journal  p.  28.) 

Durinjjr  the  past  year  the  Academy  had  82  boarding:  and  6  day  pupils. 
The  Rich  property.  15  acres  of  land  and  a  good  house,  was  purchased, 
but  a  debt  of  $1,700  remains.  Pupils  and  patrons  added  one  archway 
and  fireplace  on  the  first  floor.  The  debt  to  the  Keerl  Fund  was 
reduced  $1,000,  leaving  $16,000  still  due.  The  debt  for  repairs  has 
been  reduced  to  $5,000  and  interest  at  4  per  cent,  has  been  paid  on  both 
debts.  With  its  low  tuition,  the  school  can  never  have  a  surplus  as 
long  as  these  obligations  must  be  met.  An  addition  is  much  needed. 
The  Principal  has  received  from  patrons  and  friends  $4,000  towards 
it,  but  $16,000  will  be  needed. 

The  teaching  staff  is  of  unusual  ability  and  the  general  tone  and 
conduct  of  the  school  is  simplicity  with  refinement  and  excellence. 
The  Diocese  should  be  proud  of  its  Church  school  and  stand  ready  to 
increase  its  usefulness  and  efficiency.  It  opened  September  27,  1916, 
with  a  roll  of  77  boarding  pupils,  one  from  China. 

There  is  but  one  disappointment  in  connection  with  the  school,  the 
continued  apathy  of  our  own  church  people.  Its  scholarship,  influence 
and  character  with  patrons  who  know  is  unchallenged.  Compared  with 
other  schools  of  higher  price,  about  whose  work  we  can  judge,  it  not 
only  equals,  but  excels.  It  has  girls  from  refined  and  cultivated  families, 
an  excellent  patronage  from  the  suburbs  of  Philadelphia  and  else- 
where. They  cannot  say  too  much  for  it,  but  our  own  people  will  not 
be  interested.  The  school  stands  for  exactly  what  the  world  needs  so 
greatly  today — solid,  sensible,  thorough  work,  Christian  duty  and 
courtesy.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  CATHEDRAL  FOUNDATION. 


(Journal  p.  12.) 

The  p?st  vear  has  been  niarVeH  by  quiet  progress  in  the  develooment 
of  our  Cathedral  proiect.  While  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
grounds  or  in  the  buildings,  there  have  been  several  events  which  have 
awakened  widespread  interest.  On  January  6th,  at  Albaugh's  Thea- 
tre, an  illustrated  lecture  was  given  by  iBertram  G.  Goodhue,  our 
Cathedral  Architect,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  League.  The 
attendance  was  very  large,  the  theatre  being  completely  filled.  As  the 
nractical  result  of  this  lecture  many  women  became  members  of  the 
League. 

On  May  11th  the  First  Annual  Festival  Service  of  the  Woman's 
League  was  held  on  the  Cathedral  grounds.  It  was  a  most  inspiring 
service  and  the  attendance  was  large.  The  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D.,  was  the  preacher.  The  Trus- 
tee* attended  in  a  body. 

The  enthusiastic  support  which  this  Woman's  League  is  lending  to 
vour  Trustees  promises  great  things  for  the  future.  One  of  its  officers 
presented  a  beautiful  Processional  Banner  to  the  Trustees  which  was 
n«ed.  for  the  first  time,  at  the  first  festival  service.  The  League  -has 
also  presented  to  the  Trustees  beautiful  designs,  prepared  by  an  heraldic 
exnert,  for  a  Coat  of  Arms  for  the  Diocese  and  also  for  the  Cathedral. 
These  await  the  approval  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  League  has  also  made  provision  for  the  temporary  support  of  a 
Dean,  whensoever  he  shall  be  elected. 

Your  Trustees  have  taken  action,  in  the  recent  past,  toward  the 
completion  of  the  Synod  Hall,  and  they  have  asked  the  Architect  to 
submit  plans  for  this  edifice.  It  is  their  hope  that  this  building  may  be 
completed  in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  suffered  several  serious  losses  in  the 
pa«t  year,  both  by  resignation  and  by  death. 

On  December  29th  last,  the  Rev,  William  Clevelnnd  Hicks  resicrned 
from  the  B\ird,  owing  to  his  removal  from  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Hicks 
had  rendered  very  valuable  service  to  the  Board  and  his  retirement 
w^as  deep'v  regretted.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Birck- 
hcT^'l  D.  D. 

On  June  7th  last,  the  Rev.  Jo^enh  P.  McComas.  D.  D.  retire'  from 
the  Board,  owing  to  his  removal  from  the  Diocese.  He.  too.  had  been 
a  very  valuable  member  of  the  Board.  The  Rev.  John  D.  La  Motl:e 
wa<  elected  his  successor. 

Mr.  John  Black  entered  into  rest  on  July  25th,  leaving  behind  him 
the  record  of  great  fidelity  as  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  Board.     Mr. 
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Black  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  June,  1909,  and  he  was  rarely 
ever  absent  from  a  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  generous  provision 
which  he  made  in  his  will  for  the  Cathedral  Foundation  evinces  his 
faith  in  the  Cathedral  project.  When  this  legacy  is  received  it  will 
greatlv  advance  the  plans  your  Trustees  have  in  hand.  Mr.  Blanchard 
Randall  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Black  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

There  have  been  some  marked  changes  in  the  Canons  during  this 
past  year.  By  the  elevation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fiske  to  the  episcopate 
your  Board  lost  his  helpful  services  as  Special  Preacher  and  desires  to 
place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  aid  he  so  freely  gave. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Birckhead  resigned  as  one  of  the  Canons  Residentiary 
in  order  to  accept  a  place  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He,  too,  had  done 
valuable  service  as  Special  Preacher,  for  which  the  Board  is  duly 
grateful. 

Uoon  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  the  Rev.  Samuel 
McComb,  D.  D.,  was  elected  a  Canon  Missioner  on  January  31st  last, 
and  assumed  the  duty  of  Special  Preacher  at  three  afternoons  and  one 
morning  service  of  each  month.  The  wisdom  of  this  election  is  very 
manifest,  inasmuch  as  even  in  this  short  period  Dr.  McComb  has  made 
for  himself  a  place  of  great  usefulness  and  power  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Open  Air  Services  held  on  the  Sunday  afternoons  of  the  past 
summer  were  well  attended.  The  Special  Preachers  were,  for  the  most 
part,  clergymen  of  Baltimore. 

The  Diocesan  House  on  Madison  avenue  has  received  the  careful 
attention  of  your  Trustees  and  is  in  excellent  condition.

Oespite  the  fact  that  St.  James'  has  encountered  financial  difficulties 
and  some  disappointments,  the  results  of  the  past  year  are  very 
encouraging. 

The  Christmas  term  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  40  boys.  During 
the  past  summer  the  dining  room  has  been  completely  renovated  and 
improved.  The  west  end  of  Claggett,  familiarly  known  as  the  "Rectory," 
has  been  most  attractively  furnished.  The  whole  property  is  now  in 
good  condition.  The  primary  need  of  the  school  is  the  interest  of  the 
church  people  of  Maryland.  The  next  great  need  of  the  school  is  an 
endowment  fund.  If  St.  James'  is  to  remain  loyal  to  the  ideals  and 
traditions  of  the  past  and  maintain  the  high  standard  by  which  it  has 
always  been  characterized,  it  must  have  funds  to  meet  the  requirements. 
As  soon  as  practicable,  a  satisfactory  plan  should  be  worked  out  by 
which  $8,000  can  be  raised  to  pay  in  full  the  present  constructive  in- 
debtedness. I  appeal  to  you  today  to  give  St.  James'  School  your  loyal 
and  continued  support. 

A  cordial  welcome  awaits  you  at  all  times.  Come  and  inform  your- 
self concerning  the  educational  and  cultural  advantages  which  the 
school  offers,  and  after  having  done  this,  we  are  conndent  that  you 
will  agree  that  this  is  the  proper  school  in  which  to  train  our  church 
boys.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

COMMISSION. 


(Journal  p.  17.) 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  your  Commissiofi  has  held 
monthly  meetings  except  during  July,  August  and  September.  A  deep 
interest  has  been  manifested  in  all  matters  of  human  welfare  to  which 
the  Commission  was  asked  or  sought  to  give  its  attention.  With  the 
cordial  endorsement  of  the  Bishop  we  added  our  voice  in  support  of 
the  Federal  Child  Labor  Law,  the  bill  to  secure  censorship  of  motion 
pictures,  and  the  effort  to  suppress  race  track  gambling  in  Maryland. 
All  legislation  on  the  subject  of  race  track  gambling  failed  of  passage. 
Some  advance,  however,  has  been  made.  On  all  mile  race  tracks,  the 
five  important  ones,  pool  selling  in  its  original  and  more  insidious 
and  dangerous  forms  has  been  abandoned.  Certain  it  is  that  the  at- 
tack upon  the  whole  nefarious  system  was  never  before  so  ably  and 
persistently  conducted,  and  such  widespread  interest  in  the  matter  and 
in  its  attendant  danger  to  the  community  aroused. 

An  effort  was  also  made  by  the  Commission  to  use  their  good  offices 
during  a  strike  of  clothing  operators. 

A  member  of  the  Commission  was  appointed  to  be  present  at  all 
hearings  on  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  colored  people,  and  to 
represent  the  Commission  in  all  concerted  movements  in  the  interests 
of  the  colored  population.  A  special  sub-committee  to  make  or  secure 
a  survey  of  the  general  conditions  of  the  colored  people  in  Baltimore 
reports  that  it  co-operated  with  the  Federated  Charities,  which  society 
engaged  an  expert  investigator  on  the  subject  of  housing  the  negro. 
This  investigator  has  not  completed  his  task.  One  of  the  greatest 
needs  in  the  city  and  state  is  to  arouse  public  opinion  that  sanatoria 
may  be  provided  for  negroes  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  The  special 
committee  of  the  Maryland  Association  for  the  Prevention  and  Relief 
of  Tuberculosis,  having  in  charge  the  campaign  for  providing  negro 
sanatoria,  has  as  its  chairman  one  of  the  members  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee of  the  Social  Service  Commission.  Other  members  of  our 
sub-committee  are  also  active  agents  in  the  Maryland  Association,  The 
purposes  for  which  this  sub-committee  was  appointed  will  therefore 
largely  be  accomplished  through  co-operation  with  existing  agencies.  A 
ipass-meeting  in  conjunction  with  the  Convention  to  arouse  deeper 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  colored  people  in  our  city  and  state  will  have 
been  held  before  this  report  is  read. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  on  our  Commission  two  physicians  asso- 
ciated with  city  and  state  health  bureaus.  All  opportunities  suggested 
by  them  for  your  Commission's  co-operation  have  been  gladly  wel- 
comed. 

Your  Commission  will  not  abate  its  interest  in,  nor  advocacy  of,  all 
desirable  measures  of  social  reform.    At  this  time,  however,  we  believe 
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that  there  is  special  need  of  convincing  our  Church  people  of  this  fact: 
that  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Gospel  teaching  emphasis  must  be  laid 
upon  social  as  well  as  upon  individual  responsibility. 

Such  emphasis  is  one  of  the  primary  needs  of  the  Church  today. 

We  are  convinced  that  among  many  clergy  and  laity  there  is  an  un- 
awalcened  interest  and  an  unrealized  grasp  of  the  Social  implications 
of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord.  At  the  same  time  one  of  the  most  promis- 
ing signs  of  the  present  is  the  increasing  number  of  utterances  from 
leaders  in  the  Church  and  from  Diocesan  Conventions  which  reveal  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  scope  and  ultimate  purpose  of  Social  Ser- 
vice. 

At  the  General  Convention  this  year  in  St.  Louis  meetings  were 
held  daily  under  the  auspices  of  the  Joint  Commission  of  this  Church 
on  Social  Service  in  a  tent  adjoining  the  Convention  Hall.  These 
meetings  were  held  during  the  recess  between  the  morning  and  after- 
noon sessions  of  the  Convention.  Bishops  and  Presbyters  read  in- 
teresting papers  to  large  audiences.  Both  addresses  and  discussions 
which  followed  revealed  a  growing  desire  within  the  Church  to  bring 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  bear  upon  all  problems  of  life.  To  manifest 
its  interest  in  this  particular  work  of  the  Joint  Commission  to  reach 
delegates  of  the  whole  Church/  your  Commission  asked  its  chairman 
to  go  to  St.  Louis  as  its  representative. 

In  our  last  report  we  endeavored  to  answer  briefly  the  question, 
"What  is  Social  Service?"  showing  that  it  included  more  than  any 
ameliorative  measures  hitherto  included  under  the  general  term 
"Church  Work." 

Both  for  the  purpose  of  quickening  interest  and  of  heralding  the 
voice  of  the  General  Church,  we  mailed  to  every  clergyman  of  the 
Diocese  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Convention  of  1913 
on  Social  Justice,  together  with  a  list  of  books  on  the  subject  in  our 
Diocesan  Library. 

The  Social  Service  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  ex- 
pressed its  regret  that  these  resolutions  had  to  a  large  extent  lain  hid- 
den in  the  journal  of  the  august  body  that  passed  them.  In  Maryland 
at  least  they  saw  the  light. 

From  various  parts  of  the  country  have  come  statements  presented 
to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  or  sent  out  by  them  sounding  the  same 
note  as  that  clearly  struck  by  the  General  Convention.  For  brevity, 
clearness  of  vision  and  unambiguous  directness  we  desire  to  repeat  a 
resolution  presented  to  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  by  its  Social 
Service  Commission  and  endorsed  by  that  Diocese : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  mind  of  this  Council  that  the 
highest  form  of  Christian  Social  Service  is  the  establishment 
of  Social  Justice,  that  is  to  say,  of  a  condition  of  life  wherein 
the  fruits  of  industry  shall  be  so  distributed  that  every  human 
being  shall  have  a  chance  to  live  a  full  human  life,  with  due 
chance  for  the  preservation  of  bodily  health,  the  cultivation 
of  mental  powers  and  the  exercise  of  spiritual  faculties;  and, 
further,  that  no  merely  ameliorative  or  charitable  activities 
can  ever  take  the  place  of  this  fundamental  duty." 

We  give  hearty  assent  to  this  pronouncement,  especially  to  the  as- 
sertion that  it  is  Christian.  The  charter  for  it  may  be  found  in  many 
words  and  acts  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  Christ.  A  single  word  of  His 
will  suffice,  "One  is  your  Father,  and  all  ye  are  brethren." 
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We  recognize  a  deeply  felt  fear  by  many  good  Christian  folk  that 
emphasis  on  Social  Justice  implies  a  substitute  of  physical  conditions 
and  comfort  for  religion,  and  an  underestimate  and  probable  loss  of 
spiritual  life.  One  ground  for  this  fear  doubtless  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  hitherto  this  emphasis  has  been  loud  on  the  lips  of  many  who 
have  been  regarded  as  unruly  people  and  who  have  repudiated  all  be- 
lief in  religion.  But  certainly  the  Church  shall  not  hesitate  to  rescue 
positive  truth  from  its  fellowship  with  negation. 

Repudiation  of  religion  may  result  from  abnormal  personal  experi- 
ences, from  maladjustments  in  society  which  have  caused  unwise  and 
untrue  attitude  of  mind  and  from  coldness  and  lack  of  sympathy 
where  Christian  love  might  have  been  expected. 

By  entering  into  sympathy  with  all  people  in  their  struggles  the 
Church  risks  no  loss  of  her  spirituality.  Rather  it  may  bring  to  light 
unrecognized  idealism.  It  may  and  can  reveal,  by  word  and  .living,  the 
true  motive  for  human  struggle,  the  inspiration  which  shall  both  sus- 
tain and  direct  effort — service  of  the  God  of  love,  of  truth  and  of 
right.  Surely  the  lesson  of  this  awful  day  is  the  need  of  God  in  life. 
No  worse  heresy  could  prevail  than  that  dualism  which  separates  the 
religion  of  God  in  Christ  from  the  affairs  of  the  workaday  world. 

The  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service  has  begun  a  fine  piece  of 
work  in  publishing  a  Social  Study  Series.  Two  short  pamphlets  have 
been  issued,  "What  is  Social  Service?"  and  "The  Social  Teaching  of 
the  Prophets."  We  recommend  to  the  clergy  that  they  organize 
classes  for  -study  with  these  pamphlets  as  text  books.  Social  Service 
study  is  not  a  more  or  less  useful  auxiliary  to  other  Christian  study, 
but  a  prerequisite  to  any  understanding  of  the  application  of  Chris- 
tianity. The  Church  has  established  a  three- fold  program  to  designate 
its  activities  in  the  world — Missions,  Religious  Education  and  Social 
Service.  The  three  are  indissoluble  and  their  oneness  inheres  in  So- 
cial Service. 

We  need  larger  power  of  imagination  to  grasp  the  meaning  of  the 
Incarnation.  It  was  not  a  phantom  life  or  that  of  an  angelic  mes- 
senger but  a  human  life  that  the  Son  of  God  lived.  For  the  redemp- 
tion of  man  on  earth,  as  well  as  for  the  salvation  in  the  world  to 
come.  He  was  born,  lived,  suffered,  died  and  rose  again. 

Thus  the  sphere  of  the  Church's  interest  is  as  wide  and  deep  as  hu- 
man life.  If  in  some  quarters  harsh  and  bitter  criticism  of  the  Church 
abounds,  shall  we  not  perceive  that  it  is  in  reality  a  tribute  to  what  is 
looked  for  in  the  Church  of  God?  Men  look  to  the  Church  to  see  the 
mind  and  heart  of  Jesus  Christ.  Dare  we  doubt  that  that  mind  and 
heart  would  proclaim  that  in  all  progress  and  prosperity  resulting  from 
human  direction  an  appropriation  of  the  forces  and  riches  of  this  world 
shall  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  all  God's  children? 

In  view  of  the  increasing  interest  in  Temperance  Reform,  and  of 
the  well-known  appalling  conditions  brought  about  in  America  by  the 
liquor  traffic,  this  Commission  on  Social  Service  desires  to  throw  its 
weight  on  the  side  of  the  Prohibition  movement. 

It  bases  this  decision,  first  on  the  grounds  of  good  morals,  as  the 
saloon  makes  continual  and  increasing  inroads  on  both  personal  and 
civic  morality.  Second,  on  the  grounds  of  health  and  social  economics, 
as  it  militates  against  health  and  efficiency  and  makes  for  economic 
waste. 

We  have  reason  to  hope  that  this  community  will  be  able  to  enforce 
a  prohibition  law,  as  has  been  done  in  large  sections  of  this  country, 
Canada,  and  Europe. 
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The  Commission  does  not  commit  itself  to  entire  concurrence  in, 
or  endorsement  of,  all  the  propaganda  of  the  prohibition  movement, 
but  by  and  large,  we  believe  that  prohibition  is  an  immediate  and 
practical  means  of  abolishing  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Therefore 
be  it  resolved  that  this  Commission  is  in  favor  of  prohibition  City  wide. 
State  wide,  and  Nation  wide,  and  that  we  respectfully  submit  this 
resolution  to  our  Diocesan  Convention,  begging  them  also  to  take  ac- 
tion endorsing  this  policy. 

Your  Commission  herewith  presents  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  endorses  the  policy  oi  the  Social  Service 
Commission  on  prohibition  as  set  forth  in  the  preamble  and  resolution 
in  this  report. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  Commission  during  the  Convention  year  of  1916-17.

THE  CHURCH  HOME  AND  INFIRMARY 

North  Broadway,  Baltimore. 

This  institution  of  the  Church  has  been  doing  its  beneficent  and 
charitable  work  for  more  than  fifty- four  years.  It  has  two  distinct 
characters  and  lines  of  work: 

/.    Church  Hospital, 

where  those  requiring  surgical  or  medical  attendance  can,  at  reasonable 
rates,  obtain  comfortable  rooms,  careful  nursing  and  the  service  of  any 
physician  whom  they  may  engage,  and  it  is  also 

//.    A  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Invalid, 

where  may  be  enjoyed  the  comforts  and  privileges  of  the  Church. 
There  are  daily  services  in  the  Chapel.  The  Church  Home  is  supported 
in  the  following  ways : 

1.  Partly  by  Churches  in  Baltimore,  which  engage  to  contribute  a 
certain  sum  for  the  year,  and  which  have  the  right  to  place  a  patient  in 
the  wards  for  every  $200  annually  contributed.  In  this  way  some  Balti- 
more Churches  keep  one,  or  two,  or  more  beneficiaries  in  the  Home. 
Any  Church  or  Congregation  may  make  use  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded  to  provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time. 

2.  Partly  by  Endowment  and  Income  from  Invested  Funds. 

3.  Partly  by  Receipts  from  Pay  Patients. 

The  Bishop  is  Visitor  of  the  Church  Home. 

The  Church  Home  opens  its  doors  freely  to  the  Clergy  of  Maryland 
who  may  need  its  care.  Bishop  Lay  was  nursed  here  in  his  last  illness 
in  1885.  Since  then  two  Priests  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton  and  seven 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  have  been  cared  for  in  their  last  illness. 

Clergymen,  Churches  and  individuals  may  aid  in  this  good  work: 

1.  By  making  the  existence  and  the  advantages  of  the  Church  Home 
known,  so  that  those  who  may  have  to  come  to  the  city  for  surgical 
care,  etc.,  may  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  it  offers. 

2.  By  sending  the  sick  and  aged,  and  providing  for  their  support. 

3.  By  an  occasional  offering  in  Church  or  by  private  donations. 

4.  By  engaging  to  support  a  Free  Bed,  with  the  privilege  of  nomi- 
nating the  patient. 

5.  By  testamentary  bequests  to  "The  Church  Home  and  Infirmary 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore."

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THE  MARYLAND  CATHEDRAL 

PLAN  OF  CATHEDRAL  ORGANIZATION 

Under  the  general  powers  conferred  by  the  Resolutions  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  in  the  years  1908,  1909  and  1910, 
the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  hereby  adopt  a  Plan  of 
Cathedral  Organization. 

I.    The  Chapter. 

Since  the  title  to  all  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
Cathedral  Foundation  is  vested  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  Convention  itself 
constitutes  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  ultimate  governing  body. 

The  Trustees,  six  Clerical  and  six  Lay,  together  with  the  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  are,  by  the  resolutions  above  men- 
tioned, possessed  of  the  executive  functions  of  a  Cathedral  Chapter. 

II.    The  Dean  and  Canons. 

* 

The  Chapter  may,  upon  nomination  by  the  Bishop,  elect  a  Dean, 
such  nomination  being  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  pre- 
ceding the  regular  meeting  at  which  the  election  is  held.  Until  a  Dean 
is  elected,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Bishop  shall  act 
as  Dean.  The  Dean  shall  have  spiritual  supervision  of  the  worship 
and  work  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be,  ex  officio,  an 
Honorary  Canon  of  the  Cathedral. 

Two  Canons  may,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
be  elected  by  the  Chapter,  the  one  to  have  charge  of  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean ;  the  other  to  act  as  Canon 
Missioner  of  the  Diocese  and  to  carry  on.  special  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop. 

Canons  Residenciary,  not  more  than  four  in  number,  upon  nomination 
of  the  Bishop,  may  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  to  serve  from  time  to 
time  as  Special  Preachers. 

III.    Internal  Government  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  supreme  control  of  the  ritual 
and  ordering  of  the  Cathedral  Services. 

By  a  concordat  entered  into  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter  and  the  Rector 
and  Vestries  of  St.  Barnabas*  and  St.  George's  Churches  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  two  congregations  as  at  present  existing  is  to  come  under 
the  spiritual  authority  of  the  Dean  and  Resident  Canon  or  Canons. 

There  shall  be  a  Lay  Council  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation 
consisting  of  eight  members  .which  shall  exercise  all  the  temporal 
functions  ordinarily  discharged  by  Vestries,  except  the  right  to  elect 
a  Rector  or  Assistant  Ministers,  or  to  control  the  property  of  the  Pro- 
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Cathedral  Congregation.  Within  one  month  after  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  has  entered  into  occupancy  of  the  Undercroft  to  be  used 
as  the  Pro-Cathedral,  the  Lay  Council  shall  be  elected  by  the  Congrega- 
tion, and  thereafter  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Vestry  Act  as  to  Easter  Monday 
elections. 

IV.    The  Cathedral  Council. 

The  Cathedral  Council  shall  be  an  advisory  or  consultative  board 
to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Cathedral  Organization 
as  an  adjunct  of  Diocesan  efficiency. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Chapter  and  all  of  the  Canons,  to- 
gether with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Deputies, 
clerical  and  lay,  to  the  General  Convention,  the  four  Archdeacons, 
the  Committee  of  Missions,  the  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese, 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  Social  Service  Commission 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  officers  and  Executive  Board  of  the  Cathedral 
League. 

The  Council  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  same  day  when 
the  Trustees  convene  for  the  last  time  prior  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. Other  meetings  may  be  called  during  the  year  by  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council. 

A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  to  keep  the  records  of  all  meetings. 

V.    Alterations. 

Any  provision  of  the  foregoing  articles  may  be  altered  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  or,  if  one  month's  previous  notice 
be  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation,  subject  in  the 
latter  case  to  ratification  by  the  next  succeeding  Convention  of  the 
Diocese.

OF  THE 


DIOCESE  OF  MARYLAND 


1916 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,^  after  the  year  1913,  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  such  places  as 
.shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention,  provided  that,  for 
special  reasons,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  may  in  any  year  change  the  day  of  njeeting.^ 

Art.  2.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen.  The  Bishop,  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,^  if  there 
be  one,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every 
Clergymen  of  this  Church,  of  whatever  Order,  being  a  settled 
Minister  of  some  Parish  or  Separate  Congregation,  acknowl- 
edged as  such  by  this  Convention,  within  this  Diocese;  or, 
being  a  president,  professor,  tutor  or  instructor  in  some  col- 
lie, academy,  or  seminary  of  learning,  incorporated  by  law; 
or  being  a  missionary,  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in 
Convention,  if  he  has  been  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention.  Provided,  that  no  Clergyman,  who 
has  been  once  entitled  to  a  seat  in  Convention,  shall  lose  his 
right  to  a  seat  therein  by  reason  of  his  having  ceased,  on  ac- 
count of  age  or  infirm  health,  to  have  charge  of  a  Parish  or 
to  be  in  the  service  of  a  college,  academy  or  seminary  of  learn- 
ing, or  to  be  a  missionary  as  aforesaid. 

The  Laymen  shall  consist  of  one  Delegate,  being  a  Communi- 
cant of  the  Church  in  good  standing,*  from  each  Parish  or  Sep-

arate  Congregation, ^  chosen  by  the  Vestry  thereof,  and  one  or 
more  Delegates,  being  Communicants  of  the  Church  in  good 
standing,  from  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  chosen  by  the  Lay 
Council  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation ;  provided  that  the  Cathe- 
dral Congregation  and  every  Parish  and  every  separate  Con- 
gregation, when  having  more  than  one  officiating  Minister,  who 
hath  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  as  many  Delegates,  being  Communicants  of  the  Church  in 
good  standing,  as  it  has  Ministers  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention.2-3 

Art.  3.  Twenty^  members  of  the  Clerical  and  twenty*  of 
the  Lay  Order  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  4.  In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Conven- 
tion, the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  but  if, 
upon  any  question,  it  be  required  by  five  members,  the  two  Or- 
ders shall  vote  separately,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any  measure. 

Art.  5.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  be 
made  in  Convention  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  Qergy  and 
of  the  Laity,  the  two  Orders  voting  by  ballots,  separately; 
and  when  all  the  votes  of  both  Orders  shall  have  been  de- 
posited, the  tellers  of  the  Clerical  and  of  the  Lay  vote,  re- 
spectively, shall  proceed  to  count  the  votes,  and  if  among  those 
voted  for,  one  shall  be  found  to  have  received  a  majority  in 
each  Order  of  the  votes  of  those  entitled  to  seats,  he  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected. 

Provided,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  proposed  to  elect  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given

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at  an  Annual  Convention,  and  the  election  shall  take  place  at 
the  succeeding  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention, 
called  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  6.  The  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  President  of  the  Convention,  in  which  character  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  give  to  the  Convention,  as  often  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  a  general  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church;  to  call 
special  conventions,  at  whatever  times  and  places  he  may 
think  necessary ;  to  preserve  order  during  the  time  of  session ; 
to  put  the  question,  collect  the  votes,  and  declare  the  decision. 
He  may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to 
the  good  of  the  Church,  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate,  and 
he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has  been 
discussed,  before  a  vote  thereon. 

Art.  7.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  the 
Convention,  inmiediately  upon  their  assembling,  shall  choose, 
by  joint  ballot,  a  President,  from  among  the  Order  of  Priests, 
who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent. He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  possess  all  the  privi- 
leges above  specified ;  but  he  shall  not  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Convention,  unless  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Standing  Committee;  but  if  at  any  time  there  shall 
be  no  President,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  when  deemed  neces- 
sary.^ And  if,"  while  there  is  a  Bishop  in  this  Church,  he  shall 
not  be  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  they  shall 
elect,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  a  President  pro  tempore. 

Art.  8.  A  Secretary  shall  likewise  be  chosen,  immediately 
upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  by  a  joint 
ballot;  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  of  a 
Secretary.  If  but  one  is  nominated,  the  ballot  may  be  dis- 
pensed with.2  His  duty  shall  be :  To  make  minutes  of  their 
proceedings ;  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records ;  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  body ;  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.

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It  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify,  through  the  channel  of  such  pub- 
lic papers  as  he  may  think  proper,  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention. 

Art.  9.  Before  the  adjournment  of  each  Annual  Convention, 
a  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  eight  members,^  shall  be 
chosen,  of  whom  four  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Order 
of  Priests  and  four  from  among  the  Order  of  the  Laity,  by  a 
joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  oc- 
cur by  death,  removal,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  remain- 
ing members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to 
fill  such  vacancy ;  always  supplying  the  vacancy  by  one  of  that 
order  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  have  occurred.  In  all  elec- 
tions of  committees,  by  joint  ballot,  no  member  of  the  said 
committee  shall  be  elected,  unless  he  shall  receive  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  all  the  attending  members. 

Art.  10.2  Every  Parish  and  separate  Congregation  within 
this  Diociese  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire  benefit  of  this  Con- 
stitution as  soon  as  it  shall  have  signified  its  ratification  there- 
of, either  in  writing,  or  by  sending  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
vention; and  such  Parish  and  separate  Congregation  shall 
thereafter  be  benefited  and  bound,  equally  with  the  other  Par- 
ishes and  separate  Congregations  in  this  Diocese,  by  every  rule 
or  canon  which  shall  be  framed  by  any  Convention,  acting  un- 
der this  Constitution,  for  the  government  of  this  Church  in 
ecclesiastical  concerns. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable  except  in 
the  following  manner:  A  proposition  for  any  change  shall 
be  introduced  in  writing  and  considered  in  Convention;  and,. 
if  approved  of,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  several 
Vestries  of  the  Parishes  and  separate  Congregations  which 
shall  have  ratified  this  Constitution.  And,  if  again  approved 
of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  re- 
spective Orders,  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shaU 
take  place  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
obligatory.

CANON  I. 


Of  the  titles  of  Clergymen  to  seats  in  Convention. 

No  Qcrgyman  removing  from  another  Diocese  into  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention, as  having  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected 
into  a  Parish  or  separate  Congregation,  unless  it  shall  have 
been  signified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  by  the 
Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  by 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  had  ob- 
tained from  him  a  certificate  of  his  Episcopal  ordination  and 
religious  character;  nor,  unless  the  Bishop  or  President,  shall 
have  received  from  the  Vestry  and  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary the  certificate  required  by  the  14th  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1904.  In  the  case  of  a  Clergyman  canoni- 
cally resident  in  the  Diocese,  elected  into  a  Parish  or  separate 
Congregation,  he  shall  be  required,  immediately  after  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  appointment,  to  transmit  to  the  Bishop  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  said  election.  Nd 
Qergyman  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  as  an  instructor 
of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  till  he  shall  have  pro- 
duced to  the  Convention  a  certificate  from  the  Rector  and 
Vestry,  and  if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  the  Vestry  of  the

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Parish  in  which  it  is  situated  or  of  some  separate  Congregation 
within  such  Parish,  acknowledged  as  such  by  the  Convention, 
that  he  is  so  occupied.  No  Qergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention  as  an  infirm  Clergyman  unless  he  shall 
produce  a  certificate  from  some  respectable  physician  that  his 
state  of  health  unfits  him  for  the  active  duties  of  the  min- 
istry, and  there  be  evidence  that,  at  the  time  his  health  became 
infirm,  he  was  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention.

CANON  11. 

Of  Absentees  from  the  Convention,  to  be  Noted, 

At  every  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  report  the  names  of  such  Qergymen,  en- 
titled to  seats,  as  may  have  absented  themselves  from  two  suc- 
cessive Conventions,  and  the  Convention  shall  take  such  order 
thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Sec- 
retary by  the  Constitution,  it  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to 
transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General 
.  Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  he  shall 
request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in 
exchange. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  each  General  Convention 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
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and  do  such  other  acts  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required 
of  him  by  authority  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention.

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  elected 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  un- 
til a  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  and  to  disburse  the  same 
under  its  authority;  and  when  incidental  expenses  arise,  not 
ordered  by  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  pay  them,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  simi  of 
$100  per  annum.  He  shall  render  his  accounts  annually  to  the 
Convention,  which  shall  be  audited  by  a  Committee  acting  un- 
der its  authority.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treas- 
urer, by  death,  removal  from  the  Diocese  or  by  resignation,  the 
Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Treasurer  to  act  until  an  ap- 
pointment is  made  at  the  next  succeeding  Convention.

CANON  V. 

Of  Provision  for  Defraying  Certain  Expenses, 

The  Vestry  of  each  Parish  or  Church  and  Advisory  Board 
of  every  Mission,  or  the  minister  in  charge  thereof,  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  of  May  of  each  year,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  such 
sums  as  may  be  required  from  them  respectively  by  resolution 
of  the  Convention  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,^  if 
there  be  one,  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee and  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the 
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Provincial  Synod;  printing  the  Journal;  compensation  to  the 
Secretary  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  Convention, 
and  such  other  appropriations  as  may  be  made  by  resolution 
of  the  Convention.

CANON  VI. 

Of  Parochial  Reports. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  any  Convention, 
the  reports  which  are  required  to  be  delivered  to  him  by  the 
47th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1904,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  President  of  the  Convention.

CANON  VII. 

Of  the  Erection  of  New  Parishes  or  Congregations. 

Sec.  1.  No  part  of  a  Parish  shall  separate  itself  from  the 
residue  thereof  as  a  distinct  Parish,  nor  shall  any  number  of 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  any  Parish, 
associate  themselves  as  a  separate  Congregation  therein, 
without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
judge  of  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  such  separation. 
And  leave  thus  obtained  for  such  separation  or  associa- 
tion, shall  be  a  guarantee  that  the  parties  interested  shall, 
on  application,  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention: 
Provided,  the  Convention  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  Parish  or 
Congregation  have  a  Church  edifice,  sufficient  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  a  reasonable  number  of  persons,  finished  or 
so  nearly  finished  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  to 
afford  a  reasonable  prospect  that  it  will  be  completed;  and 
further,  that  they  are  not  indebted  to  such  an  extent  as  to  en- 
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danger  their  stability,  and  have  also  a  reasonable  prospect  ol 
self-support.  Provided,  however,  that  no  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, although  constituted  with  the  consent  of  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese  without  a  strict  conformity,  on 
the  part  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  to  the  use  of  the 
Liturgy  of  the  said  Church,  nor  without  a  compliance 
in  case  of  a  Parish,  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled, 
"An  Act  for  the  Establishment  of  Vestries  for  each  Parish 
in  this  State,"  passed  November  session,  1798;  or,  in  case 
of  a  Congregation,  with  the  provisions  of  any  laws  which  have 
been,  or  may  be,  passed  by  the  State  of  Maryland.  ProTnded, 
said  laws  shall  be  first  accepted  by  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Persons  intending  to  apply  for  leave  to  organize 
a  new  Parish,  or  a  separate  Congregation,  within  an  estab- 
lished Parish,  shall  at  least  three  months  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  to  which  application  is  intended  to  be 
made,  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  a 
petition  for  leave  to  organize  a  new  Parish -or  separate  Con- 
gregation, which  petition  shall  be  in  the  proper  one  of  the 
two  forms,  numbered  I.  and  VII.  of  "Forms  for  the  Forma- 
tion of  New  Parishes  and  Congregations."  The  petition 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  reasons  why 
leave  to  organize  a  new  Parish  or  Congregation  is  asked; 
and  by  an  affidavit  of  the  person  or  persons  who  set  up  or 
gave  the  notice  or  notices  required  by  the  Instructions  for 
the  Formation  of  new  Parishes  or  Congregations,  which 
affidavit  shall  show  that  the  notices  were  set  up  or  given  as 
required  by  the  said  Instructions;  and  a  petition  for  leave  to 
organize  a  new  Parish  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  an  ac- 
curate map,  showing  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the  proposed 
new  Parish  and  of  the  Parish  or  Parishes  from  which  it  is 
proposed  that  it  shall  be  taken;  and  also  the  location  of  the 
Churches  and  Chapels  within  these  Parishes;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the   Bishop,   or  ecclesiastical  authority,  to  send 
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all  such  petitions,  statements  and  maps,  at  least  sixty  days  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  new  Parishes  and  Congregations,  which  was 
appointed  at  the  previous  session  of  the  Convention,  which 
Committee  shall  hear  and  consider  all  such  applications  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention  and  make  report  thereon  to 
such  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  A  Parish  or  Congregation  applying  for  admission 
into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  at  least 
three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  to  which 
the  application  is  to  be  made,  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Bishop,  or  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  a 
petition  for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention,  which 
petition  shall  be  in  the  proper  one  of  the  two  Forms  num- 
bered V.  and  X.,  of  Forms  for  the  Formation  of  New  Par- 
ishes and  Congregations,  together  with  the  other  requisite 
papers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  ecclesiastical 
authority,  to  send  all  such  petitions  and  papers,  at  least  sixty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  the  Committee . 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Congregations,  which 
Committee  shall .  consider  all  such  applications  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  and  make  report  thereon  to  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  hereafter  any  Church  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  shall  neglect  for  three  years  in  succession  to  make 
a  Parochial  Report,  and  shall  not  during  the  same  period 
have  employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  such 
Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection 
with  the  Convention  and  shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  send 
a  delegate  to  the  same.  The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Church 
to  the  Convention  in  his  Annual  Address.  Such  Qiurch,  how- 
ever, may  be  re-admitted  upon  application  to  the  Convention, 
accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such  terms 
as  shall  appear  just ;  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and 
after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admis- 
sion. 
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Sec.  5.  No  new  place  of  worship  shall  be  established  until 
consent  has  been  given  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee.

CANON  VIII. 
Of  Missions. 

Sec.  1.  Each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  take 
order  for  Church  Extension  and  Support.  It  shall  elect  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  of  Missions,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
shall  review  and  direct  the  ^ork  of  said  Committee  as  it  may 
deem  wise,  and  shall  authorize  the  Committee  to  raise  a  speci- 
fied sum  of  money  for  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Missions,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  the  Arch- 
deacons, one  Layman  to  be  elected  by  each  Archdeaconry,  as 
provided  in  Canon  IX.,  and  three  Clergymen  and  three  Lay- 
men to  be  elected  by  each  Annual  Convention.  All  members 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  Commit- 
tee shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the 
number  of  elected  members  between  meetings  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  it  may  adopt  such  rules  as  it  may  find  expedient  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business.  At  any  meeting  seven  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  have  supervision 
of  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  devise  plans 
for  Church  Extensipn  and  Support,  and  for  developing  Mis- 
sionary interest  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  con- 
tributions for  Diocesan  Missionary  work;  it  may  apportion  to 
the  several  Archdeaconries  the  sum  authorized  by  the  Conven- 
tion to  be  raised,  and  may  distribute  to  the  Archdeaconries  the 
amount  to  be  expended  for  Missionary  Work  within  their  lim- 
its.   It  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  give  pecuniary  assistance  to 
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Clergymen  in  charge  of  Parishes  or  Congregations  which  arc 
now,  or  may  be  hereafter  in  union  with  this  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  No  Mission  shall  be  established,  nor  any  Missionary 
appointed  by  said  Committee  of  Missions,  but  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  also  receive  and 
disburse  the  Fund  for  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and 
may  at  its  discretion,  out  of  the  current  oflEerings  for  said 
funds,  give  pecuniary  assistance  to  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland ;  and  any  Clergy- 
man, who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  and  continuously 
at  work  in  this  Diocese  for  twenty-five  years,  and  shall  have 
reached  the  age  of  seventy,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  on  his  ap- 
plication to  the  Bishop,  stating  his  desire  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  his  ministry,  shall  receive  a  minimum  retiring 
allowance  of  $400  per  annum  from  such  fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  one  of  its  lay  mem- 
bers Treasurer  of  the  funds  to  be  administered  by  it,  who  shall 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  and 
shall  report  to  each  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  in  charge  of 
each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  to  devise  and  carry  into 
effect  ways  and  means  for  the  collection  of  moneys  for  the 
work  of  the  Church  herein  provided  for. 

Sec  9.  It  is  hereby  declared  that,  in  so  far  as  the  City  of 
Baltimore  is  concerned,  said  Committee  of  Missions  is  intended 
to  be,  and  shall  be  considered  as  the  substitute  for  the  City 
Committee  of  Missions  in  Baltimore,  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
amble to  the  articles  of  association  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Protestant  Episcopal  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  Canon  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued or  taken  to  interfere  with  or  hinder  the  Baltimore  City 
Protestant  Episcopal  Missionary  Committee  in  conducting  Mis- 
sionary or  other  work  within  the  scope  of  its  charter:  nor  to 
prohibit  any  Parish  or  Congregation  from  conducting  any  Mis- 
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sionary  operations  of  its  own,  and  appropriating  to  such  op- 
erations any  funds  which  may  be  contributed  therefor.

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Archdeaconries  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  1.  For  the  prosecution  of  its  Missionary  Work  the 
Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  four  Archdeaconries,  as  fol- 
lows: 

First.  The  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be  known  as  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Baltimore. 

Second.  The  Counties  of  Baltimore,  Harford  and  Carroll, 
to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Towson. 

Third.  The  Counties  of  Howard,  Anne  Arundel  and  Calvert, 
to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Annapolis. 

Fourth.  The  Counties  of  Frederick,  Washington,  Allegany 
and  Garrett,  to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Cumberland. 

Sec.  2.  The  Archdeaconries  shall  be  organized  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
if  any,  shall  preside  when  present.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall 
have  an  Archdeacon  to  be  appointed  annually  at  the  first  meet- 
ing in  each  year  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Arch- 
deaconry. He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  appointed 
him  by  the  Bishop  or  Archdeaconry,  and  shall  report  to  the 
Convention,  through  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Session,  con- 
cerning the  Missionary  Work  in  his  Archdeaconry. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  meet  at  least  twice  each 
year.  Its  membership  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy  residing  with- 
in its  limits,  who  have  seats  in  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese or  are  engaged  in  pastoral  work,  and  of  at  least  one  Lay 
Delegate  from  each  Parish,  separate  Congregation  or  Mission ; 
provided  that  each  Parish,  separate  Congregation  or  Mission 
may  elect  as  many  Lay  Delegates  as  it  has  Lay  Delegates  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention.     The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  com- 
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municants,  and  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Vestries  of 
their  respective  Parishes  or  Congr^ations,  or  in  failure  of  an 
election,  or  where  there  is  no  Vestry,  they  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Minister  in  charge. 

Sec.  4.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  elect  annually  one  of  its 
Laymen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  take  order  to  inform  itself 
of  the  religious  needs  of  its  own  district,  and  shall  devise 
means  for  increasing  interest  in  Missions;  it  shall  under  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  administer  the  Missionary  Work  within 
its  own  limits;  it  shall  have  control  and  distribution  of  the

and  raise  funds  for  such  purposes,  provided  it  shall  first  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Committee  of  Missions.

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Support  of  Ministers. 

Whereas,  It  is  enjoined  that  the  Minister  of  the  Gospel  sliall 
live  of  the  Gospel,  and  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  every 
parishioner  or  member  of  a  Congregation  to  contribute  his 
or  her  share  to  the  support  of  the  Ministry,  as  God  hath  given 
ability;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  business  of  the  Vestry  of  each 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  take  care  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
Divine  Command,  by  the  diligence  of  the  people:  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  or  Congregation  to 
provide,  by  taking  care  for  the  gathering  of  offerings  in  Divine 
service,  except  the  alms  at  Holy  Communion,  or  by  the  pro- 
curement and  collection  of  subscriptions  or  of  pew-rents  by 
committees   or   otherwise,    for   the   payment   of   the  amount 
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stipulated  for  the  support  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  or  Min- 
isters quarterly  in  advance,  or  such  intervals  and  on  such  con- 
ditions as  may  be  stipulated  and  agreed  upon  by  the  Vestry 
and  Rector,  or  Minister  or  Ministers.

Of  the  Permanent  Clerical  Sustentation  Fund. 

There  shall  be  established,  under  the  sanction  of  this  Con- 
vention and  be  held  by  it,  a  Fund  to  be  entitled  **The  Perma- 
nent Clerical  Sustentation  Fund"  Until  otherwise  directed, 
this  Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Trustees  of  Church 
Charities,  and  the  income  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  until 
it  shall  amount  yearly  to  at  least  one  thousand  dollars.  From 
and  after  that  time  the  yearly  income  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  for  Pastoral  Aid,  and 
any  surplus  over  what  may  be  required  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  expended  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Mis- 
sion Stations  within  the  Diocese.

CANON    XII. 


Of  the  mode  of  instituting  Proceedings  against  Clergyman, 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall,  either  from  his  own  observa- 
tion or  from  any  information  which  he  shall  deem  worthy 
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of  notice,  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  grounds  for 
an  investigation  into  the  conduct  of  any  Priest  or  Deacon  of 
this  Diocese,  for  having  been  guilty  of  offenses  for  which 
he  is  liable  to  be  tried  according  to  Canon  22,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  convene  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  and  lay  before  them  the  information  in  his 
possession.  And  whenever  the  Standing  Committee,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall,  from  any  information  so  laid  before  them 
by  the  Bishop  or  from  any  other  information  which  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  may  think  worthy  of  notice,  be  of  opinion 
that  it  is  proper  that  a  judicial  investigation  of  the  conduct 
of  any  Priest  or  Deacon  should  take  place,  they  shall  present 
that  fact  to  the  Bishop,  with  such  a  general  statement  of  the 
facts  of  the  case  as  may  serve  for  a  ground  work  upon  which 
charges  may  be  drawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
upon  the  receipt  of  such  presentment,  to  cause  the  charge  or 
charges  to  be  drawn  up  in  such  form  as  will,  with  reasonable 
certainty,  give  to  the  accused  notice  of  the  particular  matters 
charged  as  offences.  This  style  of  charge,  or  charges,  shall 
be,  "Articles,  or  charges,  against ,  exhibited  on  be- 
half of  the  Church  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland, 

by ^  acting  as  Church  Advocate,  in  consequence  of 

a  presentment  made  to  the  said  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  said  Diocese."

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Advocates  and  of  Parties. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  determined  to  bring  to  trial  any  Clergy- 
man, the  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  person  as  Church  Advocate, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  the  charges  and  conduct  the 
trial,  on  the  part  of  the  Church.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
reduce  the  charges  into  form.  He  shall  conduct  the  case  with 
a  single  eye  to  eliciting  the  truth  and  shall  regard  himself  as 
much  bound  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  accused  as  those  of 
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the  church.  The  Church  Advocate  shall  be  considered  the 
party  on  one  side,  and  the  accused  on  the  other.  The  accused 
shall  have  a  right  to  call  in  any  one  person  whom  he  may 
choose  to  assist  him.

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Courts, 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland,  to  try  such  charges  as  may  be  preferred  against 
any  Priest  or  Deacon  of  said  Diocese.  It  shall  be  com- 
posed of  seven  Presbyters,  not  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  majority  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  during  the  present  Convention  (1847), 
and  biennially  thereafter,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  shall  have  been  chosen  in  their  places,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  The  Bishop, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  majority  of  the 
Convention,  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may 
occur  by  such  removal  or  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
the  Diocese,  or  election  into  the  Episcopate  or  Standing  Com- 
mittee. Provided,  that  whenever  any  vacancy  occurs  from  any 
of  the  aforesaid  causes,  in  the  interval  between  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same, 
until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.  Whenever  a  charge 
or  charges  against  any  Priest  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Church  Advocate,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Canons,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver 
to  the  Bishop  two  copies  of  the  same,  signed  with  his  own 
hand.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  transmit  one 
of  the  said  copies  to  the  accused,  together  with  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  trial,  both  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  pre- 
scribe. The  charges  and  notice  shall  be  delivered  to  the  ac- 
cused or  left  at  his  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
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the  time  appointed  for  the  trial.  The  Bishop  shall  also  issue  a 
precept,  directed  to  all  the  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court, 
requiring  them,  or  any  five  or  more  of  them,  to  proceed  to  the 
trial  of  the  accused  at  the  prescribed  time  and  place,  which 
precept,  together  with  another  copy  of  the  charges,  signed  by 
the  Qiurch  Advocate,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Bishop  to 
the  President  of  the  Court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  same,  to  cause  all  the  members  of  the  Court  to 
be  summoned  to  meet  at  the  prescribed  time  and  place.  Any 
five  of  them  who  shall  attend,  in  pursuance  of  such  summons, 
shall  constitute  the  Court.  It*shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Court  to  convene,  immediately  after  the  election,  at 
a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  elect,  from 
their  own  body,  a  President  and  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary,  within  five  days  after  such  election  and  after 
every  change  in  the  office  of  President,  to  notify  the  Bishop 
of  the  name  of  the  person  chosen  President.

If  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  himself  be  the 
exercise  all  the  powers  relating  to  discipline,  given  to  the 
Bishop  by  the  Canons,  except  such  as  belong  exclusively  to 
the  Episcopal  Order.

Of  the  Trial  of  Clergymen. 

Upon  the  trial  of  any  Clergyman  upon  any  charge  or  charges, 
both  parties  shall  have  a  right  to  summon  witnesses  and  have 
reasonable  delay,  if  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  to 
obtain  their  attendance,  and  both  parties  may  take  depositions, 
to  be  used  at  the  trial,  after  giving  to  the  other  reasonable 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  same.  No  accused 
Qergyman  shall  be  convicted  of  any  offence,  except  upon  the 
oath  of  two  credible  witnesses,  or  upon  the  oath  of  one  witness 
whose  testimony  is  corroborated  by  pregnant  circumstances. 

All  testimony  shall  be  upon  oath,  which  shall  be  administered 
by  the  President  of  the  Court. 

All  spectators  shall  be  excluded  except  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  or  Congregation  with 
which  the  accused  is  connected,  and  such  of  the  relations  and 
friends  of  the  accused  as  to  the  Court  may  appear  proper. 
The  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Court  shall 
be  requisite  to  the  transaction  of  any  business  connected  with 
the  trial,  and  on  the  final  question,  whether  the  accused  is  guilty 
or  not,  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or  considered 
present,  who  shall  not  have  been  present  at  the  delivery  of  all 
the  testimony  during  the  whole  trial  and  of  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  if  he  have  made  any.  Unless  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Court,  entitled  to  vote  on  the  final  question  of 
whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not,  shall  vote  that  he  is  guilty, 
he  shall  be  acquitted.  And  in  no  case  shall  he  be  found  guilty 
unless  at  least  three  members  of  the  Court  vote  for  his  convic- 
tion.

Of  the  mode  of  Compelling  the  Appearance  of  an  Accused 

Clergyman. 

If  any  Clergyman,  accused  of  any  offence,  shall  neglect  to 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Court  which  is  convened  to  try  him,  after  due  notice  given  to 
him,  the  Court  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
suspend  such  Clergyman  from  the  Ministry  for  contumacy, 
until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  a  trial.

Of  Clergymen  who  shall  be  charged  with  renouncing  the  Minis- 

try  or  separating  themselves  from  the  Communion  of  the

tinuing, without  lawful  cause,  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  or

Of  Ecclesiastical  Sentences,. 

If  the  accused,  after  canonical  trial,  shall  be  found  guilty 
by  a  canonical  majority,  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  together 
with  all  their  proceedings,  including  all  the  testimony  taken  in 
the  case,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  before  it  is  trans- 
mitted to  the  accused  or  in  any  way  made  public.

that  recommended  by  the  Court.

All  sentences  of  reproof,  suspension  or  degradation,  shall  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop^.  A  copy  of.  a  sentence  of  suspension 
shall  be  sent  to  the  accused  and  another  to  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  of  the  Parish  or  Parishes,  or  Congregation  or  Con- 
gregations, with  which  he  may  be  cariohically  connected,  and 
such  other  publicity  may  be  given  to  it  as  the  Bishop  may  think 
expedient. .  A  sentence  of  degradation  shall  be  made  known  in 
the  manner  directed  by  Canon  31  of  the  General  Convention

CANON  XXI. 

Provision  for  Pronouncing  Sentence  on  Clergymen,  during  a 

Vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office, 

In  case  any  Clergyman,  who  shall  have  been  duly  notified  of 
the  time  and  place  fixed  for  his  trial,  shall  have  neglected  to 
appear  or  been  canonically  found  guilty  of  any  charge,  the 
Court  may  transmit  their  report  in  the  case  of  contumacy,  or  in 
case  of  conviction,  their  opinion,  with  the  testimony  and  other 
proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese,  who  shall  be 
requested,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  thereon  and  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  as  he  would  be  authorized  to  do  were  he 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.

Communicants  to  have  Family  Worship. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Communicant  in  this  Church, 
who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  to  live  in  the  daily  exercise  of 
family  worship.

CANON  XXIV. 

Of  Parish  Registers. 

Whereas,  By  Canon  15  of  the  General  Convention  it  is  re- 
quired  that  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this 
Church  to  record  in  the  Parish  Register  all  Baptisms,  Con- 
firmation, Communicants,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  within  his 
cure,"  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
or  Church,  to  provide  a  suitable  and  substantial  book,  which 
book  shall  be  the  "Parish  Register;"  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Parish  or  Church,  and  left,  upon  his  death  or 
removal,  for  the  use  of  his  successor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Minister,  in  making  the  records,  to  specify  the  name  and 
date  of  birth  of  each  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of  the  adult  baptized,  the  wit- 
nesses ;  also  the  name  of  the  officiating  Minister ;  the  names  of 
the  persons  confirmed,  and  the  name  of  the  Bishop  who  per- 
formed the  rite ;  the  names  of  the  Communicants  in  the  Parish 
or  Congregation,  with  the  incidents  of  removal,  death  or  disci- 
pline; the  names  of  the  parties  married  and  the  name  of  the 
officiating  Minister;  the  names  and  ages  of  the  persons  buried, 
as  also  the  time  when  and  where  each  rite  was  performed. 

Every  Minister  shall  also  make  out  and  continue,  as  far  as 
practicable,  a  list  of  all  the  families  and  adult  persons  within 
his  cure. 
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**Every  Minister  shall  annually  correct  the  List  of  Com- 
municahts-  in  the  Parish  Register,  noting  thereon  all  deaths, 
all  removals  to  other.  Churches  by  Letters  of  Transfer  and  all 
removals  without  Letters  of  Transfer.  In  case  any  person 
whose  name  is  on  said  list  shall  not  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  within  a  year,  the  Minister  shall  make  diligent 
efforts  by  inquiry  of  him,  in  person  or  by  letter,  to  learn 
whether  the  name  of  said  person  has  been  placed  on  the  Regis- 
ter of  another  Church.  No  name  shall,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  erased  from  or  canceled  on  said  Parish  Register. 

Every  Minister  shall,  in  addition  to  revising  the  List  of 
Communicants  in  the  Parish  Register,  prepare  and  revise  an- 
nually a  separate  list  to  be  known  as  the  Roll  of  Communi- 
cants,  in  form  of  a  book  or  of  a  card  catalogue,  entering 
thereon  the  full  names  of  all  regular  Communicants  recorded 
in  the  Parish  Register  who  have  received  the  Holy  Com- 
munion within  a  year. 

The  Minister  shall  thereafter  enter  upon  the  Parish  Register 
and  the  Roll  of  Communicants  the  names  of  all  persons  who 
shall  be  confirmed  in  said  Church,  and  all  those  who  present 
to  him  a  Letter  of  Transfer  from  another  congregation,  and  of 
those  who  desire  to  be  enrolled  but  for  any  cause  satisfactory 
to  the  Minister  do  not  produce  a  Letter  of  Transfer.  But 
before  entering  such  names  in  the  Parish  Register  and  the 
Roll  of  Communicants  the  Minister  shall  notify  in  writing  the 
Minister  of. the  Church  in  which  said  person  was  confirmed, 
or  of  that  at  which. he  was  last  an  attendant,  that  he  intends  to 
place  such  name  on  the  Parish  Register ;  but  no  person  shall  be 
enrolled,  on  either  List  without  his  knowledge  and  consent. 

KvjLTy  Minister  receiving  such. notice  shall  e;nter  the  same 
upon  tbe  Roll  of  Communicants  and  the  *Parish  Register  of 
his  Church,  and  the  person  named  sliiill  be  held  to  be  ti:ans- 
f erred  as  though  a  Letter  of  Transfer  had  been  given  hiifi. 

The  Minister  shall,  after  noting  on  the  Roll  of  Communi- 
cants, separate  from  the  Parish  Register,  the  death  or  with- 
drawal of  any  member,  draw  a  canceling  line  through  the 
name,  of  such  member,  or  shall  remove,  his  card  from  the 
cataln^iie. 
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Every  Minister  shall  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  certify  that  he  returns  only  the  number  of  names 
shown  on  the  Roll  of  Communicants."

CANON  XXV. 

Of  the   Standing   Committee. 

Whereas,  By  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Convention  it  is  required  that  "In  every  Diocese  shall  be  a 
Standing  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  there- 
of," therefore,  in  addition  to  the  Canons  of' the  General  Con- 
vention and  the  provision  of  the  9th  Article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  touching  Standing  Committees,  it 
is  hereby  declared  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  necessary  and  expedient; 
and  also,  that  if  from  any  cause,  the  Annual  Convention  should 
not  be  held  at  the  appointed  time  or  if  such  Convention  should 
be  held  but  no  election  made,  then  the  last  Standing  Committee 
elected  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  until  a 
new  election  takes  place.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  its  pro- 
ceedings ;  which  record,  together  with  all  records  in  their  hands, 
relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of 
the  Bishop.  They  shall  annually  make  a  report  to  the  Con- 
vention of  their  official  acts.

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Sec.  2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make 
suitable  provision  for  the  due  and  regular  performance  of 
Divine  Services  and  for  such  ministerial  acts  as  may  be  re- 
quired during  the  vacancy.  Should  the  Vestry,  fail  through 
neglect  or  inability,  for  the  space  of  one  calendar  month,  to 
make  such  provision,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  or, 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  take  such  order  for  the  temporary  supply  as  in  each 
case  may  be  practicable ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
of  the  Parish  or  Congregation  thus  supplied  to  defray  the  rea- 
sonable expenses  thus  incurred.

CANON  XXVII. 

Informal  Ballots  for  Election  of  Bishop. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  after  opportunity  for  nominations  has  been  afforded, 
there  shall  be  three  informal  ballots  by  the  Qergy  and  the 
Laity,  voting  concurrently,  and  the  votes  shall  be  reported  by 
tellers  for  each  Order,  as  in  the  case  of  elections  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rules  of  Order.

CANON  XXVIII. 

Of  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Sec.  1.  At  the  Annual  Convention  immediately  preceding 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Deputies  to  said  General 
Convention,  who  shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  said  Deputies, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  four  Qerical  and  four  Lay 
Alternate  Deputies. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention at  least  one  month  before  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention  to  notify  each  of  the  deputies  elected,  to  signify  to 
him  at  least  one  week  before  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, his  acceptance  of  the  election  and  appointment,  and 
of  his  intention  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  office;  and  in 
default  of  receiving  such  notice  from  any  one  or  more  De- 
puties, the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  designate  and 
certify  from  the  list  of  persons  elected  as  Alternate  Deputies, 
such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  full  attendance 
of  the  Deputies  of  each  Order  from  this  Diocese  at  the  next 
ensuing  session  of  the  General  Convention. 

And  should  a  deficiency  in  such  attendance  occur  in  any  way 
thereafter  or  during  a  session  of  the  General  Convention,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  on  receiving  notice  thereof,  shall 
designate  and  certify  from  the  list  of  persons  elected  as  Alter- 
nate Deputies  such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  full 
attendance  of  the  Deputies  of  each  Order  from  this  Diocese 
at  the  next  ensuing  or  pending  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

And  the  persons  thus  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  wKen  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Conven- 
tion with  a  certificate  of  such  designation,  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  as  such  by  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Proznded,  however,  that  such  designation  from  such  list  of 
Alternate  Deputies  shall  be  made,  beginning  with  that  person 
of  the  order  among  whose  members  such  deficiency  may  have 
occurred,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast  for  persons  in  that  order;  and  designations  afterwards 
shall  be  made  in  succession  from  those  receiving  the  next 
higher  number  of  votes  in  such  order. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  person  who  acted  as  Assistant 
Secretary  at  that  session  of  the  Convention  at  which  the  election 
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of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was  had  shall  discharge 
the  duties  in  this  Canon  assigned  to  such  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention.

CANON  XXIX. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education, 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Religious  Education, 
subject  to  the  Convention,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote religious  education  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Suffragan  if 
there  be  such  {ex  officio),  and  fifteen  other  persons,  six  of 
whom  shall  be  of  the  order  of  the  Clergy  and  nine  of  the 
Laity,  men  or  women;  of  the  Laity  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
three.  The  Board  as  thus  constituted  shall  hold  office  until 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  1916. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from 
October  until  the  following  May  inclusive,  each  year.  At  the 
first  meeting  it  shall  select  from  its  members  fpur  to  serve  for 
one  year  and  a  like  number  to  serve  for  two  and  also  for 
three  years.  Of  the  members  so  elected  to  serve  for  each  of 
the  several  periods  at  least  two  shall  be  Clergymen.  Each  Con- 
vention thereafter  shall  elect  two  Clerg>Tnen  and  two  of  the 
Laity  to  serve  for  three  years,  to  take  the  place  of  those  whose 
terms  of  office  shall  have  expired.  The  Board  shall  €tc{  its 
own  officers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  shall  be  necessary  for  promoting  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  created  and-  for*  co-operating  with  the  Genial 
and  Provincial  Boards  of  Religious  Education. 

Sec.  5.  The  Hoard  shall  annually  present  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  an  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  for  the 
work  of  reli^2:iou's  education  in  the?  Dibcese  during  th)^'etislfing 
year.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  determine  how  this 
amount,  or  such  an  amount  as  the  Convention  may  approve, 
shall  be  provided. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Board  shall  report  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

CANON  XXX. 

On  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments, 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  ap- 
point two  Laymen  and  two  Clergymen,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  who,  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  Diocesan 
Assessments  and  Apf)ortionments.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  acting  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Committee,  shall  make  an  assessment  or  appor- 
tionment on  the  parishes,  congregations  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  total  of  the  amounts  fixed  by  the  proper 
authorities  for  the  following  objects: 

(a)  The  Convention  Fund. 

(b)  Diocesan  Missions. 

(r)  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions. 

Sec.  3.  The  assessments  and  apportionments  for  these  objects 
shall  be  based  upon  all  expenditures  within  the  parish  or  con- 
gregation (as  shown  by  its  Annual  Report),  including  payment 
of  salaries,  but  excluding  expenditures  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, repairs  and  improvements,  payment  of  debts  and  interest 
thereon,  and  expenses  of  Sunday  School. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  shall  classify  the  parishes,  congrega- 
tions and  missions  according  to  their  expenditures,  and  shall 
make  a  sliding  scale  assessment  based  on  such  classification. 
The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  from  time 
to  time  what  exceptions  and  allowances  shall  be  made  in  the 
case  of  missions  and  other  abnormally  weak  or  struggling 
churches. 

Sec.  5.  The  annual  report  of  each  parish,  congregation  or 
mission  shall  be  presented  by  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Con- 
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vention,  or  in  default  thereof  its  current  expenses  may  be  esti- 
mated by  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Ap- 
portionments. 

Sec.  6.  A  notice  of  the  amount  of  the  current  expenses  and  the 
assessments  thereon  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  each  parish,  congrega- 
tion or  mission  by  the  twentieth  day  of  November,  which 
notice  shall  invite  said  parish,  congregation  or  mission  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided 
for,  at  a  date  and  place  to  be  set  forth  in  said  notice,  and  in 
person  or  by  writing  show  cause,  if  any,  why  said  assessment 
should  be  changed. 

Sec.  7.  The  assessment  so  laid  by  the  Committee  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  confirmed  unless  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
December  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  change  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Each  parish,  congregation  or  mission  shall  make 
payment  of  its  assessments  and  apportionments  in  such  ways 
and  at  such  times  as  the  treasurers  of  the  various  funds  mav 
prescribe.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to 
report  to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  the  parishes,  con- 
gregations or  missions  which  for  two  successive  years  shall 
have  failed  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  them. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Adjustment,  consisting  of 
the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments 
and  the  Archdeacons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  con- 
sider any  petition  or  request  regarding  the  assessments  or  ap- 
portionments upon  any  parish,  congregation  or  mission,  and 
after  due  consideration  to  adjust  the  same  at  such  amount  as 
the  Board  shall  deem  to  be  fair  and  equitable. 

Such  petitions  or  requests,  if  in  writing,  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  some  member  thereof  on  or  before  the  date  set  forth  in  the 
Treasurer's  notice  hereinbefore  provided  for,  which  date  as 
well  as  the  place  of  hearing  shall  have  been  previously  fixed  by 
said  Board. 

The  Board  shall  certify  the  amount  so  determined  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  by  the  twentieth  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  and  thereupon  the  Treasurer  shall  canse  his 
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books  to  conform  with  the  action  of  the  Board  and  notify 
any  parish,  congregation  or  mission  if  any  change  has  been 
made  in  its  assessments  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment.

CANON  XXXI. 

Of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  1.  In  conformity  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1913,  setting  forth  the  principles 
upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  Qergy  of  the  Church  and 
their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the 
corporation  the  Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to 
carry  these  principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  Maryland 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  2.     The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 

m 

appoint  annually  a  Committee  to  be  entitled  The  Commit- 
tee on  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  and  to  consist  of  one  Clergy- 
man and  two  Laymen.  The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be 
as  follows: 

a.  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
canonical  roll  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Clergy 
canonically  belonging  to  other  dioceses  or  missionary  districts 
who  may  be  licensed  to  officiate  in  this  Diocese,  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  stipends  received  by  each  of  said  Qergymen  from 
any  parish,  congregation,  mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  or- 
ganization in  this  Diocese. 

b.  To  receive  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a 
statement  of  the  premium  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each  parish, 
congregation,  mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in 
the  Diocese,  in  order  that  the  Clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends 
from  such  parishes,  congregations,  missions,  and  other  ecclesi- 
astical organizations  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions. 

c.  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and 

Disabled   Qergy   Fund  the   annual   interest   accruing  on   the 

money  held  for  investment  by  said  Trustees  when  this  Canon 

•goes  into  effect,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Church  Pen- 
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sion  Fund  to  be  applied  ratably  on  account  of  the  premiums 
necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes,  congregations,  mis- 
sions, and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  in  the  Diocese 
respectively. 

d.  To  inform  the  duly  con.stituted  authorities  of  each  parish, 
congregation,  mission,  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in 
the  Diocese  of  the  premiums  payable  by  it,  and  of  the  time  and 
manner  of  payment  thereof. 

e.  To  elect  a  Treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member 
of  the  said  Committee,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  a  bond 
satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive,  monthly,  from  all  of  the  parishes,  congregations,  mis- 
sions and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  in  this  Diocese  the 
aforesaid  premiums  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

f.  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of 
the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergy,  canon- 
ically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  pensions  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

g.  In  general,  to  inform  the  clerg>'  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
of  the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  and 
committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as 
of  right,  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability, 
and  to  their  widows  and  minor  orphans  in  the  event  of  death, 
and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  the 
premises  to  the  end  that  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by 
the  parishes,  congregations,  missions,  and  other  ecclesiastical 
organizations  may  be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

Sec.  3.  a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means  of  the  Diocese  to  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
to  provide  for  the  annual  payment  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop 
and  the  Bishops  Suffragan,  if  there  be  such,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  pay  said  annual  premiums  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 
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b.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Committee 
of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  annual  payment 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  of  the  pre- 
miums payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergymen  receiving  stipends 
from  said  Committee. 

f.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  pay, 
annually,  to  the  said  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  other  clergymen  whose 
stipends  are  paid  directly  by  the  Diocese,  and  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such 
premiums. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese  to  pay,  annually,  to  the  said  Committee 
on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf 
of  all  clergymen  receiving  stipends  from  said  Committee, 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  to  pay,  semi- 
annually, or  oftener  at  their  option,  to  the  said  Committee  on 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  all  of  the  income  of  the  investments 
held  by  said  Trustees,  upon  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Super- 
annuated and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  receiving  satisfactory 
assurance  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  that  the  latter  cor- 
poration will  assume  and  pay  all  of  the  annuities  paid  by  the 
said  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund 
when  this  Canon  goes  into  effect,  and  so  long  as  said  payments 
are  actually  made  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiv- 
ing a  stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  parish,  congre- 
gation, mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the 
Diocese  paying  a  stipend  or  stipends  to  furnish  a  statement  of 
such  stipend  of  stipends  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund  whenever  said  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  ask  f<3r 
such  statement. 
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Sec.  7.  This  Canon  shall  go  into  effect  when  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention  shall  receive  notification  from  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  that  dioceses,  missionary  districts  and 
General  Boards  or  other  General  Institutions  of  the  Church 
have,  by  legislation,  provided  for  entering  into  the  pension 
system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  in  number  sufficient,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  Church  Pension  Fund,  to  enable  its 
system  to  go  info  operation;  provided  that  the  number  of 
clergy  canonically  connected  with  said  co-operating  dioceses 
or  missionary  districts,  or  whose  stipends  are  wholly  paid  by 
said  co-operating  Boards  or  General  Institutions  of  the  Church 
shall  be  not  less  than  two  thousand  individuals.

RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened 
with  Divine  Service,  beginning  at  lo  o'clock  A.  M. 

2.  The  Convention,  upon  its  first  assembling,  shall  be  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he 
be  absent,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  by 
some  member  of  that  body  appointed  by  those  of  its  members 
who  may  be  present. 

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  every  member  shall 
take  his  seat,  and  remain  uncovered  until  he  shall  have  left 
the  Convention. 

4.  The  names  of  the  Qergymen  entitled  to  seats  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or  in 
his  absence  by  some  one  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  other  per- 
son who  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  said  call  shall 
be  made  from  a  roll  furnished  by  the  Bishop  or  other 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  which  roll  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  right  of  such  CltTgymtn  to  seats  until  the  Con- 
vention shall  have  formally  acted  upon  that  question.  The 
Secretary  shall  then  call  a  provisional  roll  of  Lay  delegates, 
prepared  from  the  certificates  which  have  been  received  from 
the  vestries.  The  Lay  delegates  whose  certificates  have  not 
already  been  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  shall  then  lay  their 
certificates  upon  the  table,  with  the  declaration  subscribed 
as  required  by  the  Constitution.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call 
these  additional  names,  if  required  by  the  Chair,  or  by  any 
member.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates 
the  surname  only — with  the  prefix  of  "Mr." — shall  be  called, 
except  where  there  may  be  two,  or  more,  of  the  same  name, 
in  which  case  they  shall  be  designated  by  the  addition  of  their 
Christian  names.  If  a  quorum  of  both  orders  appear,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  announce  the  fact,  and  declare  that  the 
Convention  is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 
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5.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  the  person  who  called  the  Convention  to  or- 
der shall  announce  that  there  is  a  quorum  present.  The  Con- 
vention shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  President  according  to  the 
Seventh  article  of  the  Constitution ;  who  shall,  so  soon  as  his 
election  is  completed,  take  the  chair  and  declare  that  the  Con- 
vention is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

6.  The  first  business  after  the  declaration  is  made,  cither 
by  the  Bishop  or  the  President,  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary. The  Chair  shall  then  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary  and 
the  Committees  mentioned  in  the  Order  of  Business  (No.  III). 
The  Chair  shall  also  appoint  all  other  Committees  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Convention. 

7.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  Convention,  he  shall  arise,  and,  with  due  respect, 
address  himself  to  the  President. 

8.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  arise  at  the  same  time  to 
speak,  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate,  nor  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded, 
and,  if  desired  by  any  member,  reduced  to  writing  and  read 
by  the  Secretary. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  no  other  mo- 
tion shall  be  received,  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  com- 
mit or  to  amend ;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  If  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  an  amendment  be  carried,  the  matter  before 
the  Convention  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amend- 
ment had  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and 
to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  if  the  mover  has  the  floor, 

12.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.     No  after  amend- 
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ments  shall  be  in  order,  but  a  substitute  for  both  amendments 
may  be  received,  which,  if  adopted,  shall  operate  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  original  proposition.  No  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received 
under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

13.  If  a  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

14.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
without  debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision, and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  without  express  leave  of  the  Convention. 

15.  When  any  member  arises  to  a  point  of  order,  the  mem- 
ber who  has  the  floor  shall  take  his  seat  until  the  point  of  order 
is  decided  by  the  Chair. 

16.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  session,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention,  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider 
made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority  and  seconded 
by  a  member  who  also  voted  with  the  majority. 

17.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report  unless  upon 
a  motion  to  print  or  recommit  it;  but  reports  shall,  as  of 
course,  lie  upon  the  table.  If  a  Committee  deem  any  action 
of  the  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  present 
in  writing  such  Resolutions,  Acts  or  Canons,  as  it  may  think 
it  should  adopt,  which  only  shall  be  subject  to  the  action  of 
the  Convention.  Every  act  which  divides  a  Parish,  or  in  any 
way  affects  Parish  boundaries,  shall  distinctly  set  out  the  new 
boundaries  which  it  is  intended  to  establish.  The  Convention 
will  not  act  upon  any  proposed  Resolution,  Act  or  Canon  which 
is  not  conformed  to  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 

18.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered ; 
the  votes  of  the  Qergy  and  Laity  shall  be  received  and  counted 
separately ;  but  the  vote  shall  be  regarded  as  a  joint  one,  and 
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the  election  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  taken  together,  except  where  a  vote  by  orders 
shall  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

19.  Wheq  a  joint  ballot  is  taken,  the  procedure  shall  be 
as  follows :  The  President  shall  appoint  two  tellers  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  and  two  on  the  part  of  the  Laity.  The  Secre- 
tary shall  then  call  the  roll  and  the  tellers  shall  collect  the 
votes.  After  the  clerical  and  lay  votes  shall  have  been  counted 
by  the  respective  tellers,  the  teller  first  named  by  the  Chair 
shall  combine  them  in  one  joint  ballot,  which  he  shall  present 
to  the  Convention,  reading  out  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for,  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  votes  for  each  sep)- 
arately,  and  the  sum  total  of  votes  received  by  each  person. 
The  Chair  shall  then  state  to  the  Convention  the  result  of  the 
joint  ballot. 

20.  The  Convention,  after  Evening  Prayer,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  annual  session,  shall  consider  the  subject  of  Missions. 

21.  A  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  required  to  suspend  any  Rule  of  Order  or  make  any  change 
in  the  Order  of  Business;  but  "Orders  of  the  Day"  may  be 
intercalated  in  the  Order  of  Business  by  a  majority  vote. 

22.  "Roberts'  Rules  of  Order"  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
guide  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

23.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order,  together  with  the  Order 
of  Business  hereto  annexed,  shall  be  deemed  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der for  all  future  Conventions  until  altered  or  rescinded,  and 
the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Fourth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland,  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, on  Wednesday,  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  October,  A.  D., 
1917. 

The  services  were  begun  with  the  office  gf  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, which  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  the  Epistle  being  read  by 
the  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  and  the  Gospel  by  the 
Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Pere- 
grine Wroth,  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Niver,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.

Divine  Service  being  over,  the  Bishop  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order.

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the  Re- 
port be  referred  to  the  Commitee  on  Canons  and  Other  Busi- 
ness, and  that  it  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  of 
the  Committee  before  action  be  taken  thereon. 

Mr.  Edward  N.  Rich  offered  as  a  substitute  that  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  on  the  same  subject  be  printed  in- 
stead of  the  Committee's  report  and  distributed  among  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  which  was  accepted  and  carried. 
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The  Rev.  G.  Mosley  Murray  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Rights  of  Clergymen  to  Seats.

Mr.  George  C.  Thomas  presented  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections.

Mr.  Lawrason  Riggs  presented  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  same.  (See 
Appendix  No.  6,  p.  79.) 

On  motion  Messrs.  John  D.  Howard  and  Lawrason  Riggs, 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  whose  terms  of  office  had 
expired,  were  nominated  to  succeed  themselves.  On  motion 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  and  they  were  de- 
clared elected. 

Mr.  H.  Marcus  Denison  presented  the  Report  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  Church  Charities  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  same.

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Chil- 
ton Powell,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Douglass  Hooff  and  Messrs.  John 
Glenn,  Jr.,  and  William  W.  Chipchase,  Trustees  of  the  Cathe- 
dral Foundation,  whose  terms  had  expired,  were  nominated  to 
succeed  themselves.  On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with 
and  they  were  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Blanchard  Randall  presented  the  Report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, which  was  ordered  printed.   (See  Appendix  No.  9,  p.  94.)

allowed  the  secretary  to  enable  him  to  secure  services  of  some 
one  to  compile  the  statistics  of  the  Diocese.*  And  on  motion 
duly  seconded  the  said  allowances  were  approved  and  adopted. 

At  1  P.  M.  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  2  P.  M.

"Whereas,  certain  lots  or  parcels  of  ground  in  Harrisonville,  Balti- 
more County,  have  heretofore  been  granted  to  trustees  to  hold  for 
such  uses  and  purposes  as  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
the  Trustees  and  the  survivors  being  given  power  to  sell  the  property 
with  the  consent  of  the  Convention;

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On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  she  was  de- 
clared elected. 

The  Rev.  Philip  Cook  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education  make  an 
assessment  on  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  to  produce  $1,200,  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
amount  collected  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  for  the  General  Provincial  and  Diocesan  Boards  of  Re- 
ligious Education." 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Hannah  More  Academy.  (See  Appendix  No.  19,  p.  131.) 

Messrs.  William  Keyser,  Jr.,  John  G.  Brogden  and  Edward 
Guest  Gibson,  Trustees  of  Hannah  More  Academy,  whose 
terms  had  expired,  were  nominated  to  succeed  themselves,  and 
on  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  and  they  were  declared 
elected. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Diocesan  Library.     (See  Appendix  No.  20,  p.  132.) 

He  also  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the 
G>mmittee  on  Diocesan  House  and  Library  for  the  current  Conven- 
tion year,  $1  400  to  be  paid  from  the  Convention  Fund  and  $1,100  from 
the  Keerl  Fund." 

The  Rev.  John  L  Yellott,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report  of 
the  committee  to  investigate  the  question  of  Clerical  Salaries, 
which  was  ordered  printed.     (See  Appendix  No.  21,  p.  133.) 

The  following  resolutions  accompanying  the  same  were  con- 
sidered and  adopted.  They  are  as  follows : 

"Whereas  the  Committee  on  Clerical  Salaries,  appointed  at  the  Ses- 
sion of  this  Convention  in  1916,  has  reported  that  the  salaries  of  most 
of  the  Gergymen  in  this  Diocese  are,  because  of  the  extraordinary  in- 
crease in  the  prices  of  the  necessities  of  life,  grossly  insufficient  and 
that  in  consequence  there  is  deprivation  and  suffering  and  want  among 
these  faithful  workers  in  God's  service ;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  Convention  recommends  that  each  Vestry  and  Ad- 
visory Board  of  the  Diocese,  at  its  next  meeting,  confer  with  its  Rector 
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and  Assistants  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  his  salary  and  with  a  view  to  an 
increase  thereof  according  to  the  Rector's  and  Assistant's  needs  and 
tne  ability  of  each  congregation  to  increase  the  salary;  and 

"Resolved,  that  the  Register  of  each  Vestry  and  Advisory  Board 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  action  taken  by 
his  Vestry ;  and  further  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  one  thousand  copies  of  the  report  on  Clerical  Sal- 
aries be  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  Vestryman  and  member  of 
Advisory  Boards  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  report  be  read  by  a  lay- 
man to  each  congregation  in  place  of  the  sermon  at  a  Sunday  morning 
service;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  send  a  copy  of  this 
Resolution  to  the  Register  of  each  Vestry  and  Advisory  Board  in  the 
Diocese  as  speedily  as  possible." 

12  M.    Prayers  for  Missions  were  said. 

On  motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  postponed  to  enable  the 
Rev.  John  I.  Yellott,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  to  complete  the  reading  of  his 
report. 

The  Rev.  Benjan^in  B.  Lovett  moved  that  1,000  copies  of  this 
report  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  several  Parishes,  Congregations 
and  Missions  with  the  request  that  it  be  read  in  the  Churches 
within  the  next  month  by  some  layman  of  the  Congregation. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  there  being  but  four  nominations  in  each  order, 
by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention,  the  Secretary  was  di- 
rected to  cast  the  joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  and  the 
following  were  declared  elected :

The  order  of  the  day  being  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the 
Third  Provincial  Synod,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Wesley 
D.  Adams  and  the  Rev.  E,  Pinkney  Wroth  as  tellers  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  and  Messrs.  Robert  S.  Hart  and  William  W. 
Chipchase  as  tellers  on  the  part  of  the  Laity. 
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A  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Pardee  was  per- 
mitted to  address  the  Convention  on  the  American  Church 
Building  Fund. 

On  motion  unanimous  consent  was  given  to  the  Rev.  Philip 
Cook  to  present  to  the  Convention  immediately  after  lunch  the 
report  of  the  War  Committee  recently  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  for  the  Social  Service  Commission,  presented  its 
report.     It  is  as  follows: 

For  members  of  the  Commission  the  Rev.  Richard  W.  Hogue,  D.  D., 
the  Rev.  Philip  Cook,  the  Rev.  Samuel  McComb,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Ste- 
phen E.  McGinley,  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Brookins,  Dr.  John  S.  Fulton,  Mr.  E.

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  they  were  de- 
clared elected.  The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  following:  The 
Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries,  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Perkins  and 
the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Atwater  as  members  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Edward  N.  Rich  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Amend  form  of  "Calls  to  Rectorship"  (Compilation  page  55)  by  add- 
ing thereto  these  words:  "And  that  all  annual  payments  to  Church 
Pension  Fund  on  the  Rector's  Salary  shall  and  will  be  paid  by  the 
Vestry  as  and  when  the  same  shall  be  d^e,  and  that  the  Vestry  will 
also  comply  with  and  perform  all  other  requirements  of  Church  Pension 
Fund  in  reference  to  the  said  Parish  (or  Congregation)."

On  motion  the  report  of  the  War  Commission  was  postponed 
until  after  the  debate  on  the  report  on  Clerical  salaries. 

Mr.  Leigh  Bonsai,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  presented  the 
following  resolution  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  B.  Lovett  earlier  in  the  day : 

"Whereas,  the  Committee  on  Clerical  Salaries,  appointed  at  the  Ses- 
sion of  this  Convention  in  1916,  has  reported  that  the  salaries  of  most 
of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese  are,  because  of  the  extraordinary  in- 
crease in  the  prices  of  the  necessities  of  life,  grossly  insufficient,  and 
that  in  consequence  there  is  deprivation  and  suffering  and  want  among 
these  faithful  workers  in  God's  service ; 

"Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Convention  recommends  that 
each  Vestry  and  Advisory  Board  .of  the  Diocese,  at  its  next  meeting, 
confer  with  its  Rector  and  Assistants  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  his  salary 
with  a  view  to  an  increase  thereof  according  to  the  Rector's  and  Assist- 
ants' needs  and  the  ability  of  each  congregation  to  increase  the  salary; 

"And  Resolved,  that  the  Register  of  each  Vestry  and  Advisory 
Board  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  action 
taken  by  his  Vestry ; 

"And  Further  be  it  Resolved,  that  one  thousand  copies  of  the  report 
on  Clerical  Salaries  be  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  Vestryman  and 
member  of  Advisory  Boards  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  report  be  read 
by  a  layman  to  each  congregation  in  place  of  the  sermon  at  a  Sunday 
morning  service ; 

"And  be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
send  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  Register  of  each  Vestry  and  Ad- 
visory Board  in  the  Diocese  as  speedily  as  possible." 

Dr.  Josiah  S.  Bowen  offered  as  an  amendment  that  it  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Rector  as  to  whether  it  be  left  to  a  Lay- 
man to  read  it,  which  was  accepted. 
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The  resolution  as  thus  amended  was  considered  and  adopted. 
The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted : 


"Resolved,  that  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  pay  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Qerical 
Salaries  whatever  charges  may  have  been  incurred  in  preparing  and  cir- 
culating the  report." 

The  Rev.  Philip  Cook  presented  a  verbal  report  of  the  War 
Commission. 

And  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

"Whereas  fewer  than  200  Chaplains  have  been  appointed  to  the  Army 
up  to  this  time.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this  Convention  pledge 
its  support  to  every  effort  to  increase  this  number — ^and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Church  War  Council,  the  Committee  of  the  General  Convention 
on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  and  other  Christian  Communions  to  add 
to  the  number  of  ordained  Clergy  of  organized  Christianity  to  accom- 
pany the  men  of  the  Army  and  Navy  through  the  experiences  of  the 
conflict — and  to  uphold  the  standards  of  Christianity  among  men." 

The  Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  war  committees  by  the  Bishop  be 
and  hereby  is  approved  by  this  Convention,  and  that  authority  is  hereby 
given  said  committees  to  solicit  funds  and  do  such  other  things  as  in 
their  discretion  and  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose of  their  appointment." 


The  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business,  No  1,  which 
was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business  begs  leave  to  recom- 
mend the  following  changes  in  Canon  XI  ; 

After  the  word  "Aid"  in  the  eighth  line  insert  the  following  words : 
"or,  in  their  discretion,  for  Emergency  Relief  of  Qergymen  and  their 
widows  and  children,"  so  that  the  Canon  shall  read: 
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CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Permanent  Clerical  Sustentation  Fund. 

There  shall  be  established,  under  the  sanction  of  this  Convention  and 
be  held  by  it,  a  Fund  to  be  entitled,  "The  Permanent  Qerical  Sustenta- 
tion Fund."  Until  otherwise  directed,  this  Fund  shall  be  administered 
by  the  Trustees  of  Church  Charities,  and  the  income  shall  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  until  it  shall  amount  yearly  to  at  least  one  thousand  dollars. 
From  and  after  that  time  the  yearly  income  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  for  Pastoral  Aid  or,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, for  Emergency  Relief  of  Clergymen  and  their  widows  or  chil- 
dren, and  any  surplus  over  what  may  be  required  for  these  purposes 
shall  be  expended  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Mission 
Stations  within  the  Diocese.

REPORT  No.  2. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business  begs  leave  to  report 
that  it  does  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  the  Rev. 
Hugh  W.  S.  Powers  as  follows :  "In  Article  I  of  the  Constitution,  after 
the  words  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese,'  change  the  next  clause  to  read,  'After  the  year 
1918  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  January  of  every  year.* " 

The  Committee  recommends  the  addition  of  the  following  sentence  to 
Canon  XXIV,  at  the  end :  "He  shall  also  report,  as  a  separate  item,  the 
number  of  confirmed  persons  in  his  parish  or  congregation  who  have 
not  communed  within  the  past  year."

Mr.  Edward  N.  Rich  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Canons 
and  Other  Business  be  discharged  from  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  its  report 
No.  2,  which  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  the  sec- 
ond paragraph  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and 
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Other  Business  No.  2  was  then  considered  and  the  proposed 
amendment  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business  No.  3.  (See 
Appendix  No.  22,  p.  147.) 

The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  moved  to  strike  out  the  first 
sentence  in  Section  13,  i.  e.,  from  the  word  "Each"  to  the  word 
"prescribe,"  and  change  the  word  "shall"  in  the  second  sentence 
to  "may,"  so  that  said  section  shall  read :  "It  may  be  the  duty 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  report  to  the  Convention  the 
names  of  all  the  Parishes,  Congregations  or  Missions  or  the 
Cathedral  Congregation,  which  for  two  successive  years  shall 
have  failed  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  them,"  which  was  ac- 
cepted. 

The  proposed  Canon  was  then  considered  and  lost. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  basis  of  apportionment  for  the  Diocesan  Year 
beginning  October  i,  1917,  shall  be  the  combined  Reports  for  the  Dio- 
cesan Year  ending  September  30,  191 6,  required  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop  before  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  and  for  three  months 
ending  December  31,  1916,  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop  before 
the  meeting  of  this  Convention." 

The  Rev.  William  D.  Gould  offered  as  an  amendment  to 
strike  out  all  after  September  30i  1916,  which  was  accepted. 

The  resolution  as  thus  amended  was  then  considered  and 
adopted. 

Mr.  Edward  N.  Rich,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons 
and  Other  Business,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

"The  Committee  recommends  that  the  following  Section  to  be  known 
as  Section  3  be  added  to  Canon  III  *Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.* 

"Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next  preceding  each  triennial  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention  to  prepare  and  forthwith  forward  to  tlic 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  upon 
the  blanks  provided  by  the  General  Convention  for  that  purpose,  a  con- 
densed summary  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial  Reports  and 
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Bishop's  Statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  and  also  as  to  the  condi- 
tion  of  all  invested  funds  and  the  amount  of  all  contributions  received 
or  expended  by  the  Bishop  or  otherwise,  within  the  Diocese." 

Upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Atwater,  who  had  voted 
in  the  negative,  the  vote  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons  and  Other  Business  to  amend  Canon  XXIV 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words : 

"He  shall  also  report  as  a  separate  item  the  number  of  Confirmed  per- 
sons in  his  parish  or  Congregation,  who  have  not  communed  within  the 
past  year.** 

was  reconsidered  and  the  proposed  amendment  adopted. 

The  proposed  amendment  of  Canon  XXX  was  then  reconsid- 
ered and  adopted  in  the  form  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  Canons  and  Other  Business,  except  as  to  Section  13,  which 
was  adopted  in  the  following  form : 

Section  13.  It  may  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  re- 
port to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  the  Parishes,  Congregations  or 
Missions  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  which  for  two  successive  years 
shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  them. 

The  Rev.  John  Carl  presented  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Rev. 
Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  on 
Hospitality. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  returned  to  the 
Clergy,  Vestry  and  Congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Church  for  the  use  of 
their  Church  building  during  the  services  of  this  Convention,  and  that 
the  sum  of  $50,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  be  appropriated  to  the 
Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  for  any  special  expenses  in  connec- 
tion therewith. 

Mr.  T.  J.  C.  Williams  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Donations  and  Bequests  (See  Appendix  No.  23, 
p.  150),  and  the  resolution  accompanying  the  same,  which  was 
adopted : 
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**Resolved,  That  the  Convention  gratefully  accepts  the  bequests  of  the 
late  Walton  Gray  Hughes,  of  the  late  Mrs.  Anna  Austen  McCulloh,  of 
the  late  Sallie  H.  Conrad;  of  the  late  Mrs.  Alberta  Louise  Field,  and 
the  gift  of  Miss  Catherine  Welsh,  and  that  said  bequests  and  gift  be 
committed  to  the  Committee  of  this  Convention  on  Church  Charities  to 
be  administered  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  testators  and  donor. 

The  Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Convention  be  held 
in  Memorial  Church." 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Chilton  Powell,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees  for  Certain  Properties  for  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Hampden.     (See  Appendix  No.  24,  p.  152.) 

The  Rev.  Philip  Cook  presented  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education.

After  a  brief  address  by  the  Bishop  and  suitable  devotions 
with  the  Benediction,  the  Convention  at  6.15  P.  M.  adjourned 
sine  die.

My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland'' 

At  the  close  of  the  eighth  year  of  my  Episcopate,  it  is  my  blessed 
privilege  again,  as  in  every  one  of  the  preceding  seven  years,  to  report 
to  you  that  during  the  twelve  months  past  I  have  visited  every  parish 
or  congregation  in  the  Diocese.  I  held  confirmation  twice  in  6  con- 
gregations, made  occasional  visits  to  churches  without  ministers,  par- 
ticipated 44  times  in  Special  Services  held  under  various  Church 
auspices,  attended  81  trustee,  committee  and  organization  meetings  and 
offered  Invocations  at  24  public  community  functions  of  different 
kinds.  My  official  correspondence  was  larger  than  usual,  covering 
nearly  eight  thousand  letters,  and  the  conferences  with  individuals, 
committees  and  vestries  concerning  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical  affairs 
were  largely  in  excess  of  any  previous  year.  God's  gracious  providence 
has  enabled  me  to  keep  every  engagement,  and  your  loyal  co-operation, 
loving  sympathy  and  lenient  judgment  have  contributed  to  make  the 
labor  of  the  year  light,  and  to  fill  to  overflowing  my  cup  of  joy  in  its 
performance.  For  it  all  I  am  humbly  gfrateful  and  devoutly  determined 
to  strive  for  future  gfreater  worthiness  with  God  and  nobler  accom- 
plishment among  you,  my  people. 

My  journal  for  the  year  is  herewith  appended.  A  synopsis  of  it 
shows :

1,429,  of  whom  601  were  male  and  828  female,  109  being  colored;  ser-

The  Rev.  William    Henry    Harrison    Powers,    D.    D. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Reese  was  born  October  3,  1838,  and  died  March  30, 
1917.  He  received  his  early  education  at  St.  Timothy's  Hall,  Catons- 
ville,  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton  in  the  class  oi  1859  and  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  in  the  class  of  1863.  He  was  made 
Deacon  by  Bishop  Whittingham  in  1863,  but  was  never  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood,  owing  to  a  weakness  of  voice  which  came  upon  him 
suddenly  and  afflicted  him  during  his  entire  life.  Hoping  to  overcome 
this  difficulty  he  assumed  charge  of  Ascension  Church,  Westminster, 
in  1864,  and  continued  such  ministration  as  a  Deacon  until  1870,  when 
he  was  compelled  to  abandon  the  hope  of  his  life  and  turn  his  atten- 
tion to  educational  matters.  For  40  years  he  held  the  position  of 
Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  and  Literature  in  Western  Maryland 
College,  Westminster,  in  which  position  he  ranked  among  the  fore- 
most educators  of  our  country.  At  College  and  Seminary  his  class- 
mates pronounced  him  by  far  the  best  man  in  his  class  both  in  excel- 
lence of  literary  instinct  and  accuracy  of  scholarship.  He  was  a  loving 
and  lovable  man,  delightful  in  companionship,  simple  in  faith  and 
pure  of  life.  He  leaves  here  a  lasting  monument  to  his  memory  and 
usefulness  in  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  thousands  of  young 
men  and  women  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  come  under  his 
tuition  and  care,  and  I  am  sure  in  the  beyond  the  rest  of  Paradise 
is  now  his,  with  its  blessed  release  from  all  physical  infirmity  and  its 
renewal  of  hope  for  the  perfect  realization  of  our  highest  and  holiest 
desires. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Karcher,  born  June  15,  1850,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  class  of  1871, 
was  ordained  Deacon  in  1874  and  Priest  in  1875  by  Bishop  Howe  of 
Central  Pennsylvania.  He  exercised -a  useful  ministry  in  charge  of 
congregations  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Maryland.  From  June,  1909, 
to  August  1,  1917,  when  he  diied.  he  was  Rector  6f  All  Hallows*  Parish, 
Anne  Arundel  county,  and  as  such  endeared  himself  greatly  to  his 
own  people  and  served  most  profitably  the  entire  community  of  his 
parish.  Quiet  and  unostentatious,  he  was  faithful  and  efficient  in 
every  relationship  of  life,  and  the  kind  of  man  for  whom  we  thank 
God,  as  daily  he  witnesses  to  the  reality  of  the  Scriptural  declaration, 
"In  quietness  and  confidence  you  shall  find  strength." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powers  was  born  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  June  13,  1849, 
and  died  August  10,  1917.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  was  ordered  Deacon  in  1872  by  Bishop  Whittle  and 
Priest  in  1873  by  Bishop  Johns.  The  first  ten  years  of  his  ministry 
were  spent  in  his  native  State  and  the  remaining  thirty-live  ye«irs  here 
in  Maryland  as  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Towson.  During  his  rector- 
ship Trinity  Church  was  improved  and  enlarged,  and  missions  were 
established  by  him  at  Lutherville  and  Ruxton.  He  was  Archdeacon 
of  Towson  from  1894  to  1902,  served  as  a  member  of  the  Standing 
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Committee  continuously  from  1904  until  his  death,  and  was  also  one 
of  the  Cathedral  Canons  residentiary.  He  was  both  good  and  great. 
His  ministry  of  45  years,  in  the  service  he  rendered  God  and  man,  in 
the  parish,  the  diocese  and  the  Church  at  large,  has  never  been  sur- 
passed and  very  seldom  equalled.  As  a  preacher  he  was  convicting, 
convincing  and  compelling.  As  a  pastor  he  was  sympathetic,  sustain- 
ing and  satisfying.  As  a  priest  he  was  loyal  to  his  vows  of  ordina- 
tion, true  to  the  Church  and  her  Sacraments  and  a  watchman  of 
courage  upon  the  tower  of  warning  to  his  people.  He  will  be  sadly 
missed  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  diocese,  and  nowhere 
more  than  on  the  floor  of  this  Convention  where  his  wonderful  words 
so  frequently  won  the  day  for  his  always  worthy  cause.  May  the 
memory  of  the  man  continue  with  us  to  direct  us  in  the  way  we  know 
his  mind  would  will  that  we  should  go.  I  loved  him  very  dearly.  I 
mourn  him  very  deeply.    I  miss  him  very  sorely. 

Among  the  many  dear  brethren  of  the  laity  who  have  died,  the  going 
on  before  of  William  B.  Hurst  afflicts  me  with  a  deep  sense  of  per- 
sonal and  official  bereavement,  which  is  shared,  I  am  sure,  by  every 
member  of  the  Convention.  Enterprising  and  efficient  in  the  various 
spheres  of  his  splendid  endeavors,  he  was  especially  so  in  his  relation 
to  the  Church  and  her  work.  Loyal  and  true  in  life's  most  sacred 
relations,  he  was  supreme  in  his  consecration  to  his  Sacramental  vows 
and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  corresponding  obligations.  He 
was  in  active  touch  with  every  feature  of  our  Church  life  from 
Sunday  School  to  Vestry  in  the  parish,  and  to  Standing  Committee 
in  the  Diocese.  Our  children  all  knew  him  and  loved  him  for  the  simpli- 
city and  sincerity  of  his  interest  in  them.  We,  of  mature  years,  recog- 
nized in  him  the  kind  of  man  we  would  have  our  children  eventually  be, 
and  we  honored  his  ability  and  worth  while  he  was  with  us,  as  we 
esteem  and  cherish  his  memory  since  he  has  gone  from  us.  As  we 
realize  the  influence  of  his  life  in  the  universal  welfare  of  this  com- 
munity in  which  he  was  born  on  May  19,  1859,  and  from  which  he 
went  up  higher  on  June  20,  1917,  we  can  well  say  with  the  Psalmist, 
"Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright:  for  the  end  of  that 
man  is  peace."

There  are  a  few  congregations  without  ministers  temporarily,    ^^^ 
all  have  regular  supply  ministrations  and  our  parochial  life  in  genct^ 
is    most    satisfactory    and    encouraging.     The    members    of   the    t^^ 
Readers*   League,   under   the   direction   of   their    Chaplain,   the   Rc^' 
Charles  E.  Perkins,  are  doing  splendid  work  as  substitutes  in  churchc^ 
where  needed. 

The  Diocesan  Organizations,  in  meetings,  services  and  general  results* 
have  all  had  a  remarkably  splendid  year.    The  Church  Periodical  Oub 
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is  rendering  excellent  service  in  its  special  work,  and  markedly  so 
in  connection  with  the  supplying  of  literature  of  all  kinds  for  use 
in  our  military  camps.  The  Bishop's  Guild  contributed  $1,800  for  the 
formerly  silent  Church  Fund,  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Junior 
Auxiliary  and  Little  Helpers  $1,033  for  Parish  House  construction. 
Our  activities  were  all  energetic  and  well  sustained,  being  unusually 
free  from  the  frenzy  and  hysteria  which  frequently  characterizes  so 
great  a  variety  of  new  undertakings  and  such  universal  participation 
in  them.  Our  Advent,  Epiphany  and  Lenten  meetings  were  all  uni- 
formly good,  especially  the  latter  at  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  where 
they  will  be  continued  next  Lent  as  usual  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Churchman's  Club. 

The  Campaign  for  Missions  and  Parish  Support  under  the  initiative 
of  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  and  the  conduct  of  the  really  noble  com- 
mittee of  which  he  was  chairman,  marked  a  new  epoch  in  the  history 
of  the  Diocese.  The  record  of  the  wonderful  work  accomplished 
constitutes  only  the  introduction  of  a  serial  volume  which  we  hope 
to  continue  from  year  to  year  until  every  congregation  has  furnished 
its  particular  chapter  and  every  member  of  the  Church  has  name  and 
place  in  it.  To  this  end  I  am  giving  this  Committee  a  permanent 
place  among  the  Trustees  and  Committees  of  the  Convention,  and 
desire  your  approval  of  this  action.  One  of  the  most  important  matters 
the  Committee  will  immediately  consider  is  the  making  of  the  "Dioce- 
san Survey"  I  suggested  and  the  Convention  recommended  last  year. 

Two  matters  of  note  will  be  presented  to  you  this  year  in  the  report 
of  the  Church  Extension  Society. 

First — ^The  voluntary  surrender  of  the  field  now  occupied  by  St. 
Mark's  Church,  West  Lombard  street,  to  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  Columbia 
avenue,  about  two  blocks  from  St.  Mark's.  The  Convention  and  the 
Diocese  are  grateful  to  St.  Paul's  Parish  for  making  adequate  and 
desirable  provision,  material,  moral  and  spiritual,  for  the  ample  ac- 
commodation of  all  the  residents  in  the  immediate  territory  now  occu- 
pied by  St,  Paul's  Chapel  and  St.  Mark's  Church.  The  Committee  of 
Missions  is  thus  released  from  a  large  annual  appropriation  and  the 
Church  Extension  Society  free  to  seek  relief  from  a  heavy  obligation 
by  the  sale  of  St.  Mark's  property.  All  necessary  arrangements  have 
been  made  between  the  respective  ministers-in-charge  for  the  transfer 
of  Sunday  School  scholars  and  church  members,  and  the  last  services 
will  be  held  in  St.  Mark's  Church  on  Sunday  next,  the  28th  instant. 
The  change  eliminates  a  difficulty  and  enhances  an  opportunity.  It 
removes  our  weakness  and  augments  our  strength  in  Southwest 
Baltimore. 

Second — The  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Baltimore,  has  obtained 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  to  remove  from 
its  present  location  on  Gilmor  street  and  Riggs  avenue  to  a  site  on 
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Wheeler  and  Lafayette  avenues,  owned  by  the  Church  Extension 
Society.  This  will  be  a  most  desirable  change  from  a  very  limited 
area  of  rapidly  diminishing  constituency  to  a  large  field  of  new  develoi>- 
ment  and  growing  church  population.  The  present  communicancy  of 
the  church  will  in  nowise  be  disturbed  and  the  arena  of  the  congre- 
gation's usefulness  will  be  immeasurably  enlarged.  In  addition  to 
this,  it  will  expand  the  western  territory  of  other  city  congregations 
between  which  and  Holy  I'rinity  there  is  now  a  very  narrow  margin 
of  operation. 

The  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity  has  already  established  Church  Service 
in  the  new  neighborhood,  and  is  using  the  Lycett  Memorial  Portable 
Chapel,  having  the  assistance  of  a  Lay  Reader. 

The  establishment  by  the  General  Church  of  the  Pension  System  for 
the  clergy  and  the  inauguration  of  a  universal  uniform  method  for  the 
transaction  and  report  of  all  church  business,  and  our  participation 
therein,  have  created  certain  conditions  in  the  Diocese  calling  for 
present  special  consideration,  but  as  the  reports  of  the  Committees 
appointed  last  year  to  take  cognizance  of  these  matters  will  bring 
them  before  us  in  proper  order,  I  shall  only  refer  to  them  now,  reserv- 
ing the  privilege  of  speaking  upon  them  later. 

Cathedral, 

Our  church  and  community  life  drew  great  inspiration  and  much 
benefit  from  the  Cathedral  Foundation  during  the  past  year.  The 
Cathedral  League  of  Women  has  already  established  a  position  in 
diocesan  affairs  positively  its  own  and  wonderfully  beneficial  to  us  all. 
It  has  been  energetic  in  initiative,  wise  in  activity  and  prolific  in 
accomplishment.  Not  least  among  its  good  works  is  the  educational 
influence  it  has  exercised  upon  the  minds  of  all  and  especially  the 
active  diocesan  interest  it  has  created  among  the  women  of  the  indi- 
vidual parishes.  I  am  sure  we  can  confidently  look  to  the  League  for 
even  greater  things  this  coming  year. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  all  the  indebtedness 
upon  the  Cathedral  property  and  we  have  a  surplus  of  about  $100,000 
in  securities  and  cash.  Plans  are  about  to  be  submitted  to  us  by  our 
architect  for  the  completion  of  the  Synod  Hall,  but  our  action  relative 
thereto  is  uncertain  under  prevailing  conditions,  both  from  a  business 
and  patriotic  standpoint.  Being  diligent  in  business  may  advise  either 
the  creation  of  a  John  Black  Memorial  Endowment  Fund  of  $100,000, 
or  patient  waiting  for  more  favorable  prices  for  labor  and  material. 
Being  patriotic  in  action  may  also  prompt  us  to  hold  our  hand  and 
in  this,  as  in  everything  else,  gratify  supremely  the  desire,  I  am  sure, 
of  every  heart  among  us,  to  only  do  or  refuse  to  do  that  which,  in 
doing  or  refusing  to  do,  will  enable  us  to  "help  win  the  war." 
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All  attitudes  and  expressions  indicate  a  healthy  increase  of  general 
participation  in  the  Cathedral  project,  and  active  and  continuous  prose- 
cution of  fabric  construction,  we  can  reasonably  hopc^  will  soon  be  pos- 
sible. To  the  end  that  God  may  hasten  this  day  of  our  desire  with  His 
presence  and  power,  let  us  all  together  work  and  pray. 

The  War, 

The  world-war  is  still  waging,  and  in  it  now  we  are  taking  our 
legitimate  and  righteous  part  To  have  pleaded  neutrality  longer  would 
have  been  to  repudiate  our  national  lineage  and  disown  our  Qiristian 
birthright.  As  a  nation  we  are  rooted  in  the  soil  of  universal  liberty. 
As  a  Christian  people,  our  common  obligations  grow  out  of  relations 
that  are  world-wide.  Our  commission  is  the  establishment  of  God's 
will  and  the  maintenance  of  human  rights  from  centre  to  circumference 
of  the  earth.  The  only  possible  justification  for  war  is  that  it  is 
being  prosecuted  to  procure  and  perpetuate  righteous  peace.  All 
righteous  peace  is  absolutely  dependent  upon  full  recognition  of  God's 
supremacy  and  the  equal  rights  of  man.  Our  present  action  is  in 
defense  of  this  principle  and  for  the  enforcement  of  this  truth.  And 
now  that  we  have  openly  declared  for  universal  human  liberty  and 
absolute  Divine  authority,  we  cannot  stop  short  of  their  positive  realiza- 
tion and  permanent  establishment.  A  treaty  of  peace  upon  any  other 
basis  would  be  to  advocate  anarchy  and  arson,  abet  treason  and  deception, 
justify  the  rape  of  women  and  the  torture  and  murder  of  little  children, 
and  to  establish  among  civilized  nations  rules  of  warfare  so  barbaric 
and  devilish  that  the  simple  thought  of  them  chills  the  heart  and 
freezes  the  blood.  Such  a  truce  with  Satan  would  only  encourage  and 
continue  a  condition  where  no  matter  how  loudly  and  longingly  men 
might  cry  "peace,  peace,"  there  would  be  no  peace,  for  the  originators 
of  the  present  war  would  soon  again  develop  the  power  to  prosecute  fur- 
ther their  nefarious  purpose  and  would  exercise  that  power  more  perfidi- 
ously and  perseveringly  in  the  future  than  have  they  done  in  the  past,  or 
are  they  doing  in  the  present.  There  was  war  in  heaven  until  Satan  and 
his  hosts  were  cast  out,  and  there  will  be  war  upon  earth  until  the 
wickedness  directing  and  controlling  vicious  human  power  is  worn 
out.    Let  us  not  be  deceived  by  any  other  thought. 

The  only  practical  question  then  for  us  to  consider  is,  what  have  we 
already  done  and  what  additional  must  we  do,  as  our  full  share,  to 
help  wear  out  the  present  wickedness  that  is  devastating  the  world 
through  the  medium  of  a  powerful,  persistent,  pernicious  personality 
run  mad? 

Immediately  following  the  President's  war  proclamation,  as  your 
Bishop,  I  published  a  pastoral  and  set  forth  a  set  of  pertinent  Collects. 
Among  other  things,  I  suggested: 
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First — That  all  who  were  eligible  for  service  under  existing  law 
immediately  voluntarily  offer  themselves  for  that  service  without  delay. 

Second — That  all  who  might  be  exempt  under  existing  law,  but  who 
believed  themselves  fully  qualified,  with  proper  tramlng,  for  service, 
should  declare  a  waiver  of  their  exemptions,  and  follow  the  example 
of  those  subject  to  the  law. 

Third — That  all  who  were  ineligible  and  disqualified,  physically  or 
otherwise,  should  show  the  willing  spirit  that  was  in  them  and  assume 
responsibility,  according  to  reasonable  ability,  for  the  necessary  sup- 
port of  all  dependent  upon  those  who  should  enter  into  righteous 
battle  for  the  enjoyment  of  human  freedom  through  the  vindication  of 
Divine  justice. 

Fourth — That  common  cause  should  be  made  for  the  prompt  enact- 
ment of  such  legislation,  both  state  and  national,  as  would  provide 
reasonably  for  the  support  of  the  families  of  all  enlisted  men  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  until  the  war  should  cease,  and  those  engaged  in  it 
should  have  returned  to  their  several  vocations  of  peace.  That  this 
support  should  be  made  a  matter  of  legitimate,  discriminate,  regular 
compensation,  and  not  left  to  the  intermittent,  indiscriminate,  emotional 
efforts  of  charitable  dispensation.  That  the  war  is  for  the  protection 
of  a  government  of  all  the  people.  That  all  the  people  should  con- 
tribute through  that  Government  for  the  proper,  perfect  prosecution 
of  that  war.  That  our  women  and  children  would  be  found  cheerfully 
willing  in  all  necessary  sacrifice.  That  this  necessary  sacrifice  would 
be  sufficient  for  them  to  bear.  That  the  "government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  for  the  people"  should  see  that  no  unnecessary  burden 
is  added  thereto. 

Fifth — That  we  should  all  pray  continually  for  the  guidance  of 
Divine  wisdom,  the  courage  of  Divine  grace,  the  gift  of  Divine  power 
and  the  perseverance  of  Divine  patience,  so  that  we  may  endure  to 
the  end  for  the  full  accomplishment  of  that  surely  directing  Divine 
purpose  of  this  titanic  universal  struggle  which  will  be  eventually 
manifested  to  the  eternal  glory  of  God,  and  permanent  righteous 
development  of  man.  And  that  while  we  thus  persevere  and  endure 
we  should  unceasingly  supplicate  God  in  His  own  goodness  to  hasten 
the  time  when  this  and  all  earthly  hate  and  war  should  cease,  and 
heaven's  happiness  and  peace  unite  in  one  the  hope  and  hearts  of  all 
men  everywhere  for  all  time. 

That  this  publication  expressed  the  mind  of  our  people  was  made 
manifest  in  many  ways.  Every  demand  of  the  situation  for  soldiers, 
sailors  and  aviators;  for  the  time  and  talent,  service  and  sacrifice  of 
men  and  women  in  all  phases  of  war-need  and  government  administra- 
tion has  had  our  favorable  and  immediate  response  here  in  Maryland. 

We  have  given  of  our  best  in  every  case,  and  they  are  to  be  found 
wherever  and  whenever  needed  from  the  clean,  clever,  brave  boy  in 
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the  rank  and  file,  to  the  experienced,  efficient,  gallant  general  in  com- 
mand— from  our  children  just  learning  to  knit,  to  our  princes  and 
rulers  in  every  department  of  life,  religious,  educational,  financial,  in- 
dustrial and  commercial.    God  bless  them,  every  one. 

In  a  general  way  we  are  co-operating  with  our  brethren  of  all  affilia- 
tions in  the  work  of  ministering  to  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and 
religious  life  of  our  men  in  both  the  National  Guard  and  National  Army 
Camps.  We  have  sought  every  opportunity  and  welcomed  every  re- 
sponsibility of  useful  alliance  with  others,  so  that  we  might  avoid 
wasteful  duplication.  In  this  connection,  when  it  was  decided  to  erect 
a  National  Army  Cantonment  at  Admiral  in  our  Diocese,  we  offered 
the  Government  all  our  churches  within  the  selected  area  and  adjacent 
thereto  for  the  religious  use  and  purposes  of  the  Camp,  regardless  of 
denominational  affiliations.  We  sought  to  establish  a  practical  working 
basis  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  we  appointed  a  resident  volunteer 
Chaplain,  with  the  whole  field  for  his  parish.  We  contributed  to  the 
support  of  the  Church  clergymen  resident  at  Fort  Myer.  We  are 
associated  with  and  providing  largely  for  the  work  at  Camp  McQellan, 
Anniston,  where  7,000  of  our  Maryland  men,  representing  hundreds  of 
our  Church  families,  are  in  training.  And  we  have  sought  to  inform 
those  immediately  responsible  for  the  church  supervision  of  any  camp 
where  there  are  Maryland  men  that  we  court  the  privilege  of  sharing 
in  the  work.  We  have  a  strong  Committee  on  City  Welfare  and 
Hospitality  for  the  soldiers  of  Camp  Meade,  and  our  parish  houses 
and  other  facilities  are  available  for  their  use.  In  addition  to  all  this 
we  will  co-operate  fully  with  the  War  Commission  of  the  General 
Church.  « 

Personally  and  officially  I  consider  this  work  my  paramount  duty  at 
this  time  and  have  sought  to  participate  in  it  everywhere  by  corre- 
spondence, conferences  and  visitations  to  the  Cantonments.  We  must 
keep  in  touch  with  our  boys  and  keep  them  in  touch  with  us  for 
our  mutual  inspiration,  encouragement,  comfort  and  cheer,  and  the 
natural  medium  of  this  touch  is  surely  the  Church  of  God. 

In  a  more  definite,  distinctive  manner,  we  are  also  doing  our  part, 
through  the  individual  labors  of  both  diocesan  clergymen  and  laymen. 
The  Rectors  of  Christ  and  Emmanuel  churches  have  been  loaned  by 
their  respective  congregations  to  the  Government  to  render  services 
for  which  they  have  pre-eminent  aptitude  and  ability.  And  in  Food 
Administration.  Red  Cross,  Liberty  Loan,  Army  Recruiting  and  Ex- 
emption Board  affairs,  our  laity,  men  and  women,  are  foremost  and 
fruitful.  With  no  iota  of  evasion  or  equivocation,  as  Americans  and 
churchmen  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  position  we  have  taken 
places  us  on  record  as  supporters  of  the  Administration,  comrades  in 
the  war  and  participants  in  its  vigorous  prosecution  for  victory  with 
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every  indemnity  consonant  with  Divine  will  and  essential  to  human 
right 

Qjnsequently,  what  we  have  yet  to  do,  and  do  persistently  and  pcr- 
severingly,  is  simply  in  everything  to  continue  to  serve  and  sacrifice 
to  the  extreme  of  our  ability  to  satisfy  fully  the  duly  expressed  needs 
of  our  Government  and  Allies  for  the  winning  of  this  war,  as  we  have 
begun. 

To  my  war  pastoral  I  have  just  issued  a  sequel  in  behalf  of  the 
Second  Liberty  Loan  Bonds  in  which  I  say — "There  can  be  no  real 
piety  that  does  not  include  pure  patriotism.  We  profess  piety,  and 
consequently  should  be  patriotic  enough  to  subscribe  for  these  bonds 
in  50s,  100s,  or  1,000s,  according  to  our  means.  These  subscriptions 
must  be  made  before  October  27th.  I  appeal  for  many  of  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Church,  no  less  than  upon  the  call  of  our  country."  And 
this  I  reiterate  regarding  every  future  appeal  of  our  country  to  us  and 
demand  upon  us  for  the  support  of  this  righteous  war. 

In  a  money  way,  to  this  end  the  Committee  of  Missions  will  ask  us 
to  authorize  the  apportionment  of  $4,000  among  the  congregations  of 
our  Church.  This  we  will  willingly  do,  and  in  every  other  way  I  am 
sure  our  action  will  be  fully  as  commensurate  and  free. 

Then,  with  persevering  prayer  to  God  for  guidance,  with  ruling 
reliance  upon  Him  for  power,  and  with  complete  confidence  in  His 
pervading  and  prevailing  presence,  we  shall  find  that  our  every  extremity 
will  be  His  opportunity  and  our  vital  experience  the  comforting  con- 
sciousness of  endurance  to  the  end  in  this  life  and  positive  promise 
of  victory  over  all  wickedness  and  war  in  the  life  that  is  to  come. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  has  always  been  the  beginning  of  wisdom,  and 
we  should  recognize  that  fact  now  as  never  before.  God  is  at  present 
universally  manifesting  himself  as  the  Master  of  the  world  through 
the  medium  of  every  contending  force,  and  supremely  so  in  the  atti- 
tude and  expression  of  those  who  are  doubting  His  goodness,  question- 
ing His  justice  and  denying  His  mercy,  for  in  their  very  condemnation 
of  His  failure  to  correct  and  control  they  accord  Him  the  power  to 
do  so  if  He  would.  The  hero  Cardinal  Mercier  most  powerfully  em- 
phasizes this  thought  in  his  war  utterance  "The  Voice  of  Belgium,'' 
when  he  says: 

'•Many  are  the  thoughts  that  throng  the  breast  of  man  today, 
and  the  chief  of  them  all  is  this :  God  reveals  Himself  as  the 
Master.  The  nations  that  made  the  attack,  and  the  nations 
that  are  warring  in  self-defense,  alike  confess  themselves  to 
be  in  the  hand  of  Him  without  whom  nothing  is  made,  nothing 
is  done.  Men  long  unaccustomed  to  prayer  are  turning  again 
to  God.  Within  the  army,  within  the  civil  world,  in  public, 
and   within   the  individual  conscience,   there  is  prayer.     Nor 
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is  that  prayer  today  a  word  learnt  by  rote,  uttered  lightly  by 
the  lip;  it  surges  from  the  troubled  heart,  it  takes  the  form, 
at  the  feet  of  God,  of  the  very  sacrifice  of  life.    The  being  of 

man  is  a  whole  offering  to  God  . . And  even  those  who 

murmur,  and  whose  courage  is  not  sufficient  for  submission 
to  the  hand  that  smites  us  and  saves  us,  even  these  implicitly 
acknowledge  God  to  be  the  Master,  for  if  they  blaspheme  Him, 
they  blaspheme  Him  for  His  delay  in  closing  with  their  desires. 
"But  as  for  us,  m^  Brethren,  we  will  adore  Him  in  the  in- 
tegrity of  our  souls.  Not  yet  do  we  see,  in  all  its  magnificence, 
the  revelation  of  His  wisdom,  but  our  faith  trusts  Him  with  it 
all.  Before  His  justice  we  are  humble,  and  in  His  mercy 
hopeful.  With  holy  Tobias  we  know  that  because  we  have 
sinned  He  has  chastised  us.  but  because  He  is  merciful  He 
will  save  us." 

Let  this  closing  perfect  paragraph  of  the  good  Cardinal,  my  dear 
Brethren,  be  our  honest  confession  and  also  our  sufficient  absolution  for 
assurance  of  God's  present  mercy  and  the  exercise  of  His  future  jus- 
tice in  the  day  of  His  own  wise  choosing.  And  let  us  not  for  a  moment 
question  the  reasonableness  of  complete  confidence  in  Divine  authority 
and  absolute  faith  in  ultimate  human  happiness  through  the  merits 
of  our  crucified  Lord  whose  sufferings  for  a  world's  salvation  are 
now  being  shared  by  many  martyrs  upon  myriads  of  crosses  of  sacrifice 
for  God  and  country  and  right  in  the  battlefields  of  the  world. 

Special  Meeting  House  of  Bishops. 

The  House  of  Bishops  at  the  special  meeting  held  in  Chicago  last 
week  elected  a  Missionary  Bishop  for  the  District  of  Salina  and  a 
Suffragan  Bishop  for  the  District  of  South  Dakota;  confirmed  the 
action  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  appointing  a  Church  War  Commis- 
sion; affirmed  the  righteousness  of  the  present  war  by  resolutions  of 
approval  of  the  course  of  the  President  and  action  of  the  Government 
and  by  calling  upon  all  custodians  of  Church  funds  to  consider  favor- 
ably the  investment  of  balances  in  hand  and  the  reinvestment,  where 
possible  and  expedient,  of  present  investments  in  Liberty  Loan  Bonds ; 
upon  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Utah  instructed  the  Presiding  Bishop 
to  select  such  other  Bishops  as  he  might  choose  to  aid  him  and  proceed 
to  investigate  the  charges  made  by  the  Council  of  Advice  of  Utah  and 
others  against  their  Bishop,  accusing  him  of  disloyalty  to  the  country 
and  stating  that  his  usefulness  in  Utah  was  ended ;  and  suggested  that 
meanwhile  the  said  Bishop  of  Utah  should  be  granted  leave  of  absence 
from  his  District;  also  issued  a  War  Pastoral  to  be  published  and 
read  in  all  the  churches  of  the  country  next  Sunday. 
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And  now  as  I  close,  let  it  be  with  a  word  that  should  be  heeded 
by  all.  Our  obligations  have  multiplied  during  the  past  year  in  a 
manner  to  bewilder  us.  But  not  one  of  them  can  we  escape.  And 
as  it  has  ever  been  in  the  past  and  will  never  cease  to  be  in  the  future, 
so  in  the  present  is  our  duty  to  the  Church,  our  recognition  of  God's 
rule  over  us,  and  our  acknowledgment  of  His  claim  upon  us,  the 
supreme  responsibility  of  our  being,  individually  and  collectively.  And 
according  to  the  fidelity  with  which  and  to  the  degree  in  which  we 
discharge  their  responsibility  will  we  be  able  to  rise  to  the  performance 
of  and  have  power  to  accomplish  the  other  tasks  of  this  unparalleled 
age  and  make  fit  for  eternity  the  life  that  shall  survive  this  trying 
time.  God  give  us  the  will  to  walk  surely  and  strongly  this  one  way 
to  victory.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

(Journal,  p,  2.) 

The  Standing  Committee  be^s  leave  to  report  that  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  it  met  for  organiza- 
tion  and  elected  the  Rev.  William  M.  Dame,  D.  D.,  to  be  its  President, 
and  the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  to  be  its  Secretary. 

The  Committee  has  held  nine  meetings  and  has  made  the  following 
recommendations  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese: 

For  Admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders — Samuel  M.  Shoe- 
maker, Jr.,  Thomas  Donaldson,  Ronalds  Taylor,  Victor  S.  Ross,  Harry 
Graham  Bragg  and  Cornelius  R.  Dawson. 

For  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate — Edward  Pinkney  Wroth  and  Wal- 
lace R.  Everton. 

For  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood — ^The  Rev.  S.  Tagart  Steele,  Jr., 
and  the  Rev.  William  R.  G.  Irwin. 

Dispensation  from  Latin  and  Greek  was,  upon  request,  granted  Mr. 
Thomas  Donaldson  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

The  Committee  joined  with  the  Bishop  in  calling  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention for  Wednesday,  October  24,  instead  of  October  31,  as  the 
latter  date  would  embrace  All  Saints'  Day. 

Unanimous  consent  was  given  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Riggs  avenue 
and  Gilmor  street,  Baltimore,  to  move  their  Church  to  the  comer  of 
Wheeler  and  Lafayette  avenues.  For  the  reason  that  this  territory 
would  be  cared  for  by  Holy  Trinity  Church,  the  petition  of  Mr.  Wm. 
C.  Donnelly  and  others  to  establish  a  place  of  worship  at  or  within 
a  radius  of  two  blocks  of  Harlem  and  Lafayette  avenues  was  refused. 

Consent  was  given  the  Dioceses  of  Iowa,  Newark  and  Tennessee  to 
elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  reason  of  extent  of  diocesan  work,  in 
accordance  with  Canon  IX,  Section  2  (1). 

The  Committee  concurred  in  and  gave  express  consent  to  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Sheldon  Munson  Griswold,  D.  D.,  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Salina,  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Chicago. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  Arthur 
McElwain,  D.  D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  to  be  Bishop  of 
that  Diocese,  and  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Harry  S.  Longley, 
Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa,  to  become  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  that  Diocese,  and  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wilson  ReiflE 
Stearly,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  to  be 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  that  Diocese.

Judah  Mikell,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Atlanta. 
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The  Committee  was  twice  called  upon  during  the  year  to  suffer  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  number.  First  Mr.  William  B.  Hurst  entered  into  his 
rest,  and  then  the  Rev.  William  H.  H.  Powers,  D.  D.,  passed  from 
the  Church  Militant  to  the  Church  Expectant.  We  miss  them  from 
our  midst,  but  thank  Almighty  God  for  the  good  example  of  their 
lives,  and  pray  that  their  loyalty  to  and  love  for  the  Church  may  ever 
make  their  influence  felt  among  us.  Appropriate  minutes  were  drawn 
up  and  sent  to  their  families. 

Mr.  Charles  O.  Scull  was  elected  to  fill  the  one  vacancy  and  Arch- 
deacon Peregrine  Wroth  the  other.

APPENDIX  THREE. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HARMONIZING 
THE  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

(Journal,  p.  2.) 

Your  Committee  recommends:  That  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Canons  XLIX  and  L,  adopted  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention— 

1.  Beginning  the  first  of  January.  1917,  the  parochial  fiscal  year 
shall  be  made  to  correspond  with  the  calendar  year  and  the  parochial 
reports  for  the  year  1917  and  thereafter  shall  be  for  the  calendar  year 
and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  year 
following. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  before  each  triennial  session  of 
the  General  Convention  shall  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  a  condensed  summary 
of  the  parochial  reports  for  the  three  years  with  such  other  information 
as  is  required  by  Section  2  of  said  Canon  XLIX. 

They  further  recommend — 

That,  in  order  that  each  session  of  the  Convention  may  have  before 
it  at  all  times  during  the  session  a  full  knowledge  of  the  total  amount 
of  the  appropriations  to  be  asked  for  during  that  session,  all  resolu- 
tions carrying  appropriations  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  before  the  Con- 
vention meets,  so  that  this  Committee  may  submit  to  the  Convention 
when  it  meets  a  list  of  such  resolutions  and  a  tentative  budget  of  the 
expenditures  required  for  the  next  Diocesan  year. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  suggests  that,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
above  recommendations,  the  first  eight  sections  of  Canon  XXX,  "On 
Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments,"  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

CANON  XXX. 

On  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments. 

Section  1.  The  Fiscal  Year  of  each  Parish,  Congregation  and  Mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  shall,  beginning 
with  January  1,  1917,  be  the  Calendar  Year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  this  Diocese  in 
charge  of  a  Parish,  Cong^regation  or  Mission,  and  of  the  Canon  in 
Charge  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister  in 
charge,  of  the  Vestry  or  other  proper  officer  and  of  the  Lay  Council 
of  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  to  prepare  upon  the  blank  form  adopted 
by  the  General  Convention  a  Report  for  each  Fiscal  Year,  b^inning 
with  January  1,  1917,  and  to  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  the  31st  day 
of  January  succeeding  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Said  reports,  or 
such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  proper,  shall  be  published 
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in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  so 
delivered. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  any  Parish,  Congregation  or 
Mission  or  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  deliver  its  Report  within 
the  period  above  prescribed,  its  current  expenses  may  be  estimated  and 
its  basis  of  apportionment  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assess- 
ments and  Apportionments. 

Sec.  4.  At  every  annual  session  of  the  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
appoint  two  laymen  and  two  Clergymen,  who  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and 
Apportionments.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  be- 
ginning with  the  year  1918,  the  Reports  of  the  Parishes,  Congregations 
and  Missions  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  delivered  to  the 
Bishop  during  the  previous  month  shall  be  accessible  to  the  Committee 
on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments. 

Sec.  6.  All  resolutions  carrying  appropriations  intended  to  be  offered 
at  any  annual  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  by  the  first  day 
of  October  preceding  that  session  and  the  Committee  shall  have  said 
resolutions  printed  for  distribution  among  the  delegates  when  the 
Convention  meets. 

Sec.  7.  On  the  basis  of  the  Annual  Reports  and  the  Resolutions 
carrying  appropriations,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  acting  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee,  shall  make  an  assessment  or  apportion- 
ment for  the  ensuing  Diocesan  Year  on  the  Parishes,  Congregations 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  and  on  the  Cathedral  Congregation  for 
the  total  of  the  amounts  fixed  by  the  proper  authorities  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects: 

(a)  The  Convention  Fund. 

(b)  Diocesan  Missions. 

(c)  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions. 

Sec.  8.  The  assessments  and  apportionments  for  these  objects  shall 
be  based  upon  all  expenditures  within  the  Parish,  Congregation  or 
Mission  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  (as  shown  by  its  Annual  Re- 
port), including  payment  of  salaries,  but  excluding  expenditures  for 
charitable  purposes,  repairs  and  improvements,  payment  of  debts  and 
interest  thereon,  and  expenses  of  Sunday  School. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  classify  the  Parishes,  Congregations 
and  Missions  and  the  Cathedral  Congregation  according  to  their  ex- 
penditures and  shall  make  a  sliding  scsue  assessment  based  on  such 
classification,  and  shall  announce  to  the  Convention  at  the  opening  of 
each  annual  session  the  classification  of  the  apportionment  and  the 
proportion  of  the  same  for  which  each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mis- 
sion and  the  Cathedral  Congregation  shall  become  responsible  in  case 
said  resolutions  carrying  appropriations  are  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  10.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  from 
time  to  time  what  exceptions  and  allowances  shall  be  made  in  the  case 
of  missions  and  other  abnormally  weak  or  struggling  churches. 
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Sec.  11.  After  the  adjourament  of  the  Convention  the  Committee 
shall  amend  its  table  of  apportionments  to  correspond  to  the  appro- 
priations actually  voted  by  the  Convention,  and  a  notice  of  the  amount 
of  the  current  expenses  and  of  the  assessments  thereon  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  each 
Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation 
by  the  twentieth  day  of  November,  which  notice  shall  invite  said 
Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided  for,  at  a 
date  and  place  to  be  set  forth  in  said  notice,  and  in  person  or  by 
writing  show  cause,  if  any,  why  said  assessment  should  be  changed. 

Sec.  12.  The  assessment  so  laid  by  the  Committee  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  confirmed  unless  before  the  twentieth  day  of  December  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  change  the  same. 

Sec  13.  Each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  and  the  Cathedral 
Congregation  shall  make  payment  of  its  assessments  and  apportion- 
ments in  such  ways  and  at  such  times  as  the  treasurers  of  the  various 
funds  may  prescribe.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  report  to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  the  Parishes, 
Congregations  or  Missions  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  which  for 
two  successive  years  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  them. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  Section  9  of  said  Canon 
be  renumbered  so  as  to  read  Section  14. 

They  further  recommend  that  the  following  Section,  to  be  known 

as  Section  3,  be  added  to  Canon  III,  "Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention" : 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  next  preceding  each  triennial  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention  to  prepare  and  forthwith  forward  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  upon 
the  blanks  provided  by  the  Greneral  Convention  for  that  purpose,  a 
condensed  summary  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial  Reports 
and  Bishop's  Statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  and  also  as  to  the 
condition  of  all  invested  funds  and  the  amount  of  all  contributions 
received  or  expended  by  the  Bishop,  or  otherwise,  within  the  Diocese, 

Your  Committee  also  offers  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  that  the  basis  of  apportionment  for  the  Diocesan  year  be- 
ginning October  1,  1917,  shall  be  the  combined  Reports  for  the  Diocesan 
year  ending  September  30,  1916,  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
before  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  and  for  the  three  months 
ending  December  31,  1916,  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
before  the  meeting  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Harmonizingr  the 
Accounts  of  the  Diocese  with  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Canons 
and  proposed  resolution  therein  contained  be  referred  to  tfie  Committee 
on  Canons  and  Other  Business  for  consideration  and  report  to  this 
Convention.

The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  beg  to  submit  their  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1917.

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NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 
THE  CATHEDRAL  FOUNDATION. 

(Journal,  p.  3.) 

The  ardent  hope  entertained  at  the  time  of  the  last  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion that  the  Synod  Hall  might  be  so  far  completed  as  to  permit  this 
session  of  the  Convention  to  be  held  within  its  walls  has  not  been  ful- 
filled. That  no  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  is  almost 
wholly  due  to  the  fact  that  our  nation  is  at  war,  and,  hence,  all  build- 
ing operations,  not  essentially  necessary,  have  been  suspended  generally. 
Had  this  condition  not  have  arisen  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  your 
Trustees  would  have  been  able  to  report  substantial  progress  at  this 
time. 

But  the  past  year  has  not  been  without  progress  in  other  directions, 
so  that  your  Trustees  are  able  to  report  a  marked  advance  despite  the 
anxious  times  through  which  both  Church  and  State  have  passed  since 
last  we  met  in  Convention. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  said  resig- 
nation having  been  accepted,  with  deep  appreciation  of  Mr.  Atkinsons 
fiiithful  services,  on  May  18.  This  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Douglass  Hooff,  Rector  of  All  Saints'  Church, 
Frederick. 

Mr.  Atkinson  had  previously  vacated  his  position  as  Canon-in-Charge 
of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation  on  December  i,  1016.  A  soccial 
service  was  held  in  his  honor  on  Sunday,  November  26,  at  4.30  P.  M. 
This  service  was  in  charge  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  he  was 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Birckhead  and  Powell  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  by  Canon  McComb  and  Canon-elect  Arrowsmith. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Niver,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  an 
address  in  the  name  of  the  board,  in  which  he  portrayed  the  notable 
work  which  Canon  Atkinson  had  done  as  the  originator  of  the  Cathe- 
dral Idea  and  as  Canon-in-Charge  of  the  Congregation. 

Mr.  William  H.  Fehsenfeld,  on  behalf  of  the  Congregation,  also  made 
an  address  and  presented  the  retiring  Canon  with  a  suitable  token  of 
the  Cathedral  Congregation's  abiding  affection. 

A  very  large  congregation  was  present  to  attest  the  universal  esteem 
in  which  Canon  Atkinson  is  held. 

The  Rev.  Harold  Noel  Arrowsmith,  having  been  elected  Canon-in- 
Charge  on  November  23,  assumed  his  duties  on  Friday,  December  i, 
and  is  giving  great  satisfaction  in  the  discharge  of  the  same. 

On  November  23  the  Bishop  nominated  for  the  office  of  Dean  the 
Rev.  George  Craig  Stewart,  L.  H.  D.,  of  Evanston,  111.,  and  he  was 
unanimously  elected  on  December  14.  Dr.  Stewart  came  to  Baltimore 
the  latter  part  of  December  and  spent  almost  a  week  here.  He  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  on  January  2,  when  thejvhol^ 
situation  was  frankly  put  before  him  and  when  he  was  warmly  urged  to 
accept  the  office  of  Dean. 

(86) 
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But  after  careful  consideration  he  felt  constrained  to  remain  Rector 
of  St  Luke's  Church,  Evanston,  and  declined  the  election.  This  decli- 
nation was  received  by  the  Board  on  February  2  with  deep  regret 
Whereupon  the  Bishop  appointed  a  special  committee  to  search  for  an- 
other clerg3rman  suitable  for  the  deanship. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  making  progress  in  the  completion  of  the 
Synod  Hall,  your  Trustees  invited  the  Cathedral  architect  to  confer 
with  them  on  November  23,  at  which  time  he  was  instructed  to  pro- 
ceed to  prepare  revised  plans  for  the  whole  Cathedral  Group,  and  spe- 
cifically to  prepare  preliminary  sketches  for  the  Synod  Hall.  The 
architect  was  of  the  opinion  that  he  could  have  the  former  done  in  nine 
months  and  the  latter  in  four  months. 

On  May  18  he  submitted  to  the  Board  his  ground  plan  for  the  Cathe- 
dral Group,  and  also  a  perspective  sketch  of  the  proposed  Cathedral, 
Canons  Houses,  Diocesan  School  and  Synod  Hall. 

All  these  were  so  satisfactory  to  the  Board  that  the  architect  was  di- 
rected to  prepare  working  plans  for  the  Synod  Hall,  upon  which  an 
accurate  estimate  could  be  secured  as  to  the  cost  of  this  building. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  proceed  further  in  this  matter  owing  to 
the  war  conditions  and  prices  which  now  obtain. 

The  notable  legacy  devised  by  Mr.  John  Black  in  his  will  to  the  Con- 
vention for  the  benefit  of  the  Cathedral  Project  was  received  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Cathedral  Trustees.    It  amounted  to  $173462. 

On  September  29  your  Trustees  authorized  the  President  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  to  sell  sufficient  securities  to  liquidate  the  mortgage 
held  by  the  Central  Savings  Bank  for  $50,000,  and  also  the  mortgage 
held  by  Marian  E.  Trust  for  $18,000.  This  has  been  done  and  the 
former  mortgage  was  paid  on  October  19  and  the  latter  will  soon  be 
paid;  and  the  Cathedral  Property  will  be,  for  the  first  time  in  its  his- 
tory, free  from  encumbrance. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  provision  was  made 
ioT  the  creation  of  a  Cathedral  Council,  said  Council  to  consist  of  all 
the  more  important  officials  and  committees  of  the  Diocese.  The  initial 
meeting  of  this  Council  was  held  on  Monday,  October  22,  at  the  Dio- 
cesan House,  and  duly  organized. 

The  Open-Air  Services  were  conducted  as  usual  on  the  Sunday  after- 
noons of  the  past  summer  with  moderate  success.  The  Board  takes 
this  means  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  voluntary  service  which 
the  several  Qergymen  rendered  at  these  Open-Air  Services. 

The  Diocesan  House  has  received  the  attentive  care  of  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Trustees  during  the  past  year.  It  is  in  constant  use  and  is 
in  good  condition. 

The  Cathedral  Project  suffered  a  great  bereavement  by  the  death  of 
the  Rev.  William  Henry  Harrison  Powers,  D.  D.,  who  had  been  one  of 
the  Canons  Residentiary  at  the  Pro-Cathedral  for  the  past  three  years, 
he  having  been  among  the  first  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Powers  was  a  man  of  signal  charms  and  gifts,  and  his  contribution  to 
the  progress  of  the  Cathedral  Idea,  by  means  of  his  special  sermons. 
has  been  so  great  as  to  merit  the  grateful  recognition  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  well  as  of  the  large  congregations  which  attended  upon  his 
ministry  at  the  Pro-Cathedral.  He  entered  into  the  rest  that  remaineth 
for  the  people  of  God  on  August  10,  at  Towson,  leaving  behind  him  a 
name  and  a  fame  which  will  be  lovingly  cherished  by  all  who  knew 
him.

APPENDIX  TEN. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  OF 
DIOCESE  OF  MARYLAND.   1917. 

(Journal,  p.  6.) 

There  could  be  no  adequate  report  of  any  committee  or  commission 
dealing  with  matters  of  interest  to  the  Church  which  failed  to  give 
positive  evidence  of  the  effect  of  the  war  upon  its  thought  and  action. 

The  Christian  Church  has  been  the  object  of  severe  and  bitter  crit- 
icism. In  literature,  widely  read,  it  has  been  challenged,  and  declared  to 
be  obsolete  and  futile.  Even  some  of  the  righteous  within  the  fold  of 
the  Church  have  not  hesitated  to  smite  it  friendly. 

What  is  the  charge?  Well,  it  is  couched  in  different  terms,  but  all 
may  be  gathered  into  one  summary.  "The  Church  has  been  indifferent 
to  the  living  issues  of  humanity."  "It  has  not  probed  deep  into  the 
things  which  concern  man's  daily  relation  to  man,  and  sounded  a  fear- 
less and  constructive  message."  "Some  fine  resolutions  may  have  been 
passed  in  conventions,  but  they  have  been  quietly  and  effecttially  buried 
in  annual  reports,"  and  more  in  similar  vein.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to 
analyze  any  of  these  charges,  to  attempt  any  discrimination  between  just 
and  unjust  criticism.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  shallow  talk  about  the 
failure  of  the  Church,  and  of  Christianity  in  general,  which  neglects  to 
recognize  all  the  factors  which  have  been  active  in  the  development  of 
human  life  within  and  without  the  Church.  Our  chief  concern  should 
be  for  the  present  and  for  the  future.  What  about  our  own  vision, 
what  about  our  own  duty? 

It  is  within  the  province  and  power  of  the  Church  to  make  impossible 
any  future  charges  of  indifference  to  any  or  all  the  problems  of  social 
justice.  It  will  undertake  no  extraneous  service,  it  will  not  substitute 
something  for  the  Gospel,  it  will  simply  affirm  and  apply  the  plain  teach- 
ing of  Christ  and  His  apostles.  Of  course,  the  Church  must  always 
concern  itself  primarily  with  life,  and  not  with  things.  But  life  exists 
in  the  midst  of  things,  and  cannot  exist  without  them.  In  the  pursuit 
of  the  things  which  minister  to  the  needs,  comforts  and  luxuries  of 
life  we  affect  our  own  lives  for  good  or  ill,  we  render  justice  and  serv- 
ice, or  injustice  and  harm  to  the  lives  of  others.  Not  alone,  then,  with 
the  declaration  of  general  principles  should  the  Church  concern  itself, 
but  through  individual  pronouncement  of  its  prophets  and  te'ichers,  and 
in  corporate  expression  concern  itself  with  the  application  of  those  prin- 
ciples to  the  concrete  realities  of  life  whenever  issues  are  presented 
which  affect  social  well  being.  No  commission  needs  to  plead  in  advo- 
cacy of  a  social  service  program  today. 

Both  the  principles  and  their  application  are  receiving  nation-wide 
recognition.  Following  up  all  exhortations  for  co-operative  service  for 
general  well  being  in  the  sphere  of  morals  and  economics,  action  has 
been  taken  by  nation,  state  and  local  communities  to  see  to  it  that  not 
only  the  willing,  but  also  the  unwilling  and  indifferent,  shall  comply 
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with  them.  These  are  war  measures,  it  is  true,  but  how  far  some  may 
be  of  value  and  effectiveness  as  social  service  measures  for  peace  as 
well  as  for  war  times  is  a  matter  that  may  not  be  summarily  dismissed. 
An  English  writer  has  recently  suggested  the  Gospel  of  Social  Service 
as  a  new  religion  upon  which  to  reconstruct  society  after  the  war.  The 
answer  to  this  is  not  the  usually  understood  "old  gospel/'  which  was  a 
reflection  of  extreme  individualistic  philosophy,  but  the  real  old  gospel 
of  Christ  and  His  apostles,  which  taught  that  God  is  the  Father  of  us 
all,  and  that  all  are  brethren,  and  that  out  of  that  relation  of  one  father- 
hood grew  all  the  obligations  of  brothers  in  one  family;  that  failure 
to  recognize  the  life  of  brotherhood  is  in  fact  a  rejection  of  God's 
fatherhood. 

Your  Commission  was  specially  concerned  during  this  last  year  with 
questions  which  were  brought  to  the  fore  by  our  country's  participation 
in  the  world  war. 

We  were  among  the  first  to  pass  resolutions  against  lowering  indus- 
trial standards  and  change  in  school  attendance  laws  during  the  war. 
The  nation's  defense,  we  believed,  demanded  the  full  conservation  of  all 
home  forces,  especially  the  forces  of  life. 

We  urged  as  a  war  measure  the  prohibition  by  Federal  enactment  of 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  that  as  complete 
measures  as  possible  be  forwarded  toward  maintaining  wholesome 
moral  conditions  in  and  around  military  camps. 

It  is  pertinent  here  to  record  with  deep  appreciation  and  thankfulness 
the  widespread  moral  and  religious  work  among  our  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors. Never  before  has  such  interest  been  manifested  in  the  moral  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  our  young  men  in  the  service  of  the  army  and  navy. 
Everywhere  is  the  desire  that  our  "boys"  shall  not  only  be  strong  and 
able,  but  also  "pure  and  blameless."  Our  own  Bishop  has  been  one  of 
the  leaders  in  making  provision  for  religious  services  and  pastoral  help 
for  ^1  to  whom  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  can  and  should  minister.  In 
cantonments  near  by  we  have  direct  responsibility  and  opportunity.  At 
Anniston,  where  there  are  many  Maryland  boys,  the  Bishop  has  ar- 
ranged plans  of  co-operation.  What  our  clergy  and  laity  can  do  to  co- 
operate will  be  outlined  by  specially  appointed  committees,  and  your 
Social  Service  Commission  urges  fullest  response.  Without  extraordinary 
vigilance  Baltimore  may  become  a  menace  to  the  health  and  morals  of 
many  soldiers  encamped  near  by.  We  call  upon  the  men's  and  women's 
organizations  in  our  parishes  to  assist  in  arousing  a  public  sentiment 
which  shall  stimulate  and  encourage  the  city  authorites  to  wage  cease- 
less warfare  on  all  who  endeavor  to  establish  or  maintain  conditions  of 
vice  in  our  municipality. 

The  inadequacy  of  religious  education  without  a  study  of  the  prob- 
lems and  scope  of  social  service  has  been  recognized  by  the  General 
Board  of  Religious  Education.  A  course  of  study  for  older  scholars 
and  adults  on  social  service  is  now  being  issued  by  this  board,  and  is 
heartily  commended  to  the  clergy  and  Sunda>r  School  superintendents 
to  whom  it  is  our  purpose  to  send  sample  copies. 

A  matter  of  vital  importance,  in  which  we  ask  the  deep  interest  of  all 
our  church  members,  will  come  before  the  next  session  of  our  State 
Legislature.  Race-track  gambling  is  permitted  by  law  in  Mexico,  and 
in  two  States  of  our  Union,  Maryland  being  one  of  those  States.  The 
time  is  most  opportune  for  relieving  Maryland  of  this  unenviable  dis- 
tinction. 

When  our  nation  is  calling  upon  our  young  men  to  offer  their  lives  in 
sacrificial  service,  and  calling  on  all  individuals,  all  corporate  associa- 
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tions,  industrial,  philanthropic  and  religious,  to  contribute  in  every  con- 
structive way  to  individual  and  national  fitness,  surely  it  is  time  for 
Maryland  to  banish  from  its  borders  this  wasteful,  parasitic  and  demor- 
alizing institution.  One  of  the  most  flagrant  vices  within  the  military 
camps  is  gambling.  It  will  be  harder  to  combat  this  vice  while  we  per- 
mit race-track  gambling  under  the  sanction  of  the  law.  Your  Commis- 
sion, through  representatives,  has  conferred  with  others  for  the  state- 
wide organization  of  the  moral  and  religious  forces  in  common  assault 
upon  this  evil  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  interest  of 
good  morals  we  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  members  of  this  Convention, 
of  all  the  church  men  and  church  women  of  our  Diocese,  to  use  every 
influence  in  their  power  to  make  illegal  the  practice  of  race-track  gamb- 
ling in  this  State. 

Last  year  we  called  attention  to  the  need  of  sanatoria  for  negroes 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  No  provision  has  been  made,  and  unless 
there  be  an  urgent  and  insistent  advocacy  of  this  cause  it  is  doubtful 
tha*^  appropriation  of  funds  will  be  made  by  the  Legislature.  Simple 
justice,  as  well  as  regard  for  the  health  of  our  communities,  requires 
that  there  should  be  no  further  delay  in  providing  adequately  for  this 
great  need.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  is  in  favor  of  the  prohibition  by  law 
at  this  time  of  race-track  gambling  in  any  form  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  endorse  the  efforts  of  the  Maryland 
Association  for  the  Relief  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  to  secure 
appropriation  of  funds  by  the  State  for  providing  and  equipping  sana- 
toria for  negroes  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Social  Service  Commission  be 
authorized  to  call  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention  for  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Commission  for  the  year  1917-18.

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REPORT  OF  TEACHERS'  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

1916-17. 

(Journal,  p.  7.) 

The  Training  Classes  in  Child  Study  and  Religious  Pedagogy  were 
begun  October  2.1,  1916,  and  closed  April  10.  1917.  Owing  largely  to  the 
infantile  paralysis  scare,  which  caused  the  Sunday  Schools  to  be  late  in 
opening,  the  classes  did  not  entirely  organize  until  three  weeks 
later,  but  the  lost  lessons  were  supplied  in  extra  hours  given,  so  that 
practically  a  complete  course  of  a  minimum  of  20  hours  was  received 
by  all  members. 

As  usual  parallel  classes  for  first-year  work  were  run  on  Monday 
afternoons  and  Tuesday  evenings  of  each  week.  Fifteen  members  com- 
pleted the  course,  receiving  the  diocesan  certificate  for  same.  The  train- 
ing was  given  to  more,  but  some  did  not  take  the  tests,  and  a  few  did 
not  pass,  but  we  hope  they  will  return  to  us  this  year  and  try  once 
more. 

A  second-year  class  was  held  at  a  later  hour  each  Monday  from 
January  to  April,  a  course  with  a  minimum  of  12  hours'  work. 

This  class  was  open  only  to  those  who  had  already  taken  the  first- 
year  work  or  its  equivalent.  Ten  of  these  members  received  the  Gen- 
eral Board's  Certificate  in  Religious  Pedagogy.  Three  of  these  students 
had  taken  their  first-year  work  in  a  parochial  training  class.  After  the 
Superintendent  of  the  training  department  had  standardized  this  paro- 
chial work  through  talking  it  over  with  its  leader,  we  found  it  possible, 
by  requiring  a  little  further  study,  to  admit  these  students  to  our  sec- 
ond-year class.  We  wish  that  more  parochial  teacher  training  classes 
would  qualify  for  the  Diocesan  Certificate  in  Religious  Pedagogy.  In 
the  four  years  that  this  department  has  been  running  we  have  awarded 
66  certificates  for  first-year  work  and  32  for  second-year  work.  This  is 
only  a  small  per  cent,  of  what  it  should  be.  The  Superintendent  fully 
appreciates  the  sacrifices  made  by  those  who  attend,  for  the  classes 
mean  work,  but  it  is  a  preparation  for  work  in  one  of  the  most  fertile 
places  of  the  Master's  vineyard.  The  material  for  study  that  we  must 
eventually  adopt  in  our  Sunday  Schools  requires  some  knowledge  of 
child  life  and  methods  of  teaching  to  properly  present  them,  and  see  the 
results  of  systematized  work.  As  one  comes  more  closely  into  contact 
with  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  one  sees  so  many  cases  of  lost  op- 
portunities, chiefly  due  to  unsystematic  training,  because  of  lack  of 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  our  pupils,  much  more  than  lack  of 
earnest  spirit.     Both  are  necessary  for  complete  work. 

The  diocesan  class  for  parents  opened  on  October  31,  1916,  and  ran 
with  a  weekly  meeting  on  Tuesday  mornings  until  April  3,  1917.  While 
our  enrollment  numbered  only  12,  these  12  represented  seven  parishes. 
It  was  a  most  earnest  class  and  well  worth  while,  as  it  constituted  a 
point  of  contact  between  the  home  and  the  Sunday  School  work,  and 
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was  also  a  medium  for  exchanging  views  on  religious  education  in  the 
home. 

All  these  classes  will  be  continued  this  year,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to 
welcome  any  members  who  care  to  join  us. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  training  department  has  visited,  quite  a 
number  of  Sunday  Schools  during  the  past  year  and  on  invitation  has 
spoken  at  Teachers'  Meetings  during  the  week.  She  may  be  found  at 
the  office  each  morning  from  lo  to  i  o'clock,  where  she  is  glad  to  dis- 
cuss Sunday  School  material  on  exhibit  there  and  to  assist  in  all  Sunday 
School  problems,  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  The  office  has  proved  of 
assistance  to  many  schools  in  this  way.  Still  we  hear  individual  teach- 
ers say  that  they  know  nothing  about  our  classes  until  spoken  to  by  an 
ex-member.  Notices  are  sent  out  to  all  parishes  in  Baltimore  aiid  vicin- 
ity every  fall,  but  we  discover  that  they  sometimes  fail  to  be  passed  on. 

In  many  cases  it  is  the  smaller,  remote  parishes  that  are  really  gain- 
ing through  this  department,  through  meeting  members  at  the  office, 
through  visiting  and  through  correspondene. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Church  Book  Store  for  sending  to  the  office 
such  representatives  of  schools  that  otherwise  we  might  not  come  in 
contact  with  for  sometime. 

In  all,  77  classes  have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  besides  outside 
and  office  work.

Mr.  Dear  Dr.  Dame — In  submitting  my  report  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  "Public  and  Church  Secondary  Schools,"  I  would  say 
that  there  are  29  church  boarding  schools  in  the  Province  of  Washing- 
ton, containing  about  4,422  pupils.  There  are  two  colleges  where  there 
are  enrolled  8,150  church  students. 

The  number  of  Church  Clergy  devoting  their  entire  time  is  5,  devot- 
ing part  of  their  time  23.  Dr.  Gardiner  has  prepared  a  Home  Parish 
memorandum  containing  information  in  regard  to  those  attending  these 
various  institutions.  By  means  of  this  card  the  student  is  brought  into 
touch  with  the  clergyman  of  the  church  in  the  vicinity  of  the  institution. 

These  cards  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  parents  whose  chil- 
dren are  Attending  these  schools.

Dear  Dr.  Dame — For  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  I  wish  to 
report :  That  this  committee  has  been  chiefly  responsible  for  the  two 
meetings  held  during  the  year  in  the  interests  of  Christian  Education — 
that  of  the  Sunday  School  Institute  held  in  May  at  Memorial  Church 
and  Parish  House — and  the  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  The  institute  of  last  spring  was  considered  by  those  in  a 
position  to  judge  to  be  up  to  the  standard  of  helpfulness  and  interest 
of  former  meetings,  which  justifies  the  board  in  asking  the  continued 
support  of  those  for  whose  benefit  these  meetings  are  held.  The 
Bishop  has  appointed  the  first  Saturday  in  each  year  as  the  fixed  date 
of  the  institute. 

Your  committee  also  arranged  for  another  gathering,  which  last  year 
proved  a  great  success — the  Service  of  Presentation  of  Lenten  Offer- 
ings by  the  representatives  of  the  Sunday  Schools,  held  in  the  Churdi 
of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Sunday  after 
Easter.  It  has  been  some  years  since  so  many  members  of  the  various 
Sunday  Schools  have  met  at  one  time  as  on  that  occasion.  The  church 
was  crowded  and  the  service  inspiring.  A  banner  given  by  the  late  Wm. 
6.  Hurst  to  the  school  making  the  largest  per  capita  offering  was 
awarded  to  the  school  of  Grace  and  St.  Peter's,  of  which  Mr.  Hurst 
was  Superintendent.  We  recommend  that  such  a  service  be  held  this 
year,  and  that  even  a  larger  number  of  schools  have  a  share  and  part 
in  it.  The  same  banner,  now  held  by  the  school  of  Grace  and  St 
Peter's,  will  be  awarded  according  to  the  terms  of  the  gift. 

We  request  that  this  recommendation  be  made  a  part  of  your  report 
to  the  Convention,  that  the  authority  of  that  body  may  be  given  to 
this  undertaking.

(Journal,  p.  7.) 

Only  13  of  the  18  members  of  the  League  have  been  conducting  serv- 
ices during  the  past  convention  year.  Two  of  our  active  members  are 
enlisted  in  the  war.  The  work  is  maintained  without  interruption, 
however. 

Services  to  the  number  of  432  have  been  held  during  the  year  in  8 
churches  and  5  institutions.  In  4  churches  and  3  institutions  services 
have  been  held  regularly  every  Sunday  In  4  churches  and  2  institutions 
services  have  been  held  at  regular  or  varied  intervals. 

The  following  places  have  been  served :  St.  Andrew's,  Hamilton ;  St. 
Luke's,  Harrisonville ;  the  Churches  at  Franklin,  Mount  Winans,  Ross- 
ville ;  also  St.  Philip's,  Highlandtown ;  Bishop  Paret  Memorial ;  and  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Baltimore,  and  the  following  institu- 
tions ;  Bay  View  Hospital,  Melvale  School,  Bloede  Hospital,  Eudowood 
Sanatorium  and  the  National  Junior  Republic. 

On  Thursday  morning,  December  14,  1916,  at  7.30  o'clock,  a  Corporate 
Communion  was  held  in  the  Bishop's  Chapel,  at  which  Bishop  Murray 
celebrated,  assisted  by  the  chaplain.  After  the  service  all  present  were 
guests  of  the  Bishop  at  breakfast  in  the  Diocesan  House.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Lay  Readers'  League,  with  their  chaplain,  appreciate  the 
leadership  and  cheer  given  to  them  on  these  occasions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHURCH 

PENSION  FUND. 

(Journal,  p.  7.) 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  became  operative  March  i,  1917.  On  that 
date  there  were  in  this  Diocese  105  clergymen  qualiiied  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  the  Fund  under  the  terms  of  Canon  No.  31,  adopted  at  our 
Diocesan  Convention  in  1915. 

These  105  clergymen  were  distributed  as  follows: 

Archdeaconry  of  Annapolis 15 

Archdeaconry  of  Baltimore 41 

Archdeaconry  of   Towson 32 

Archdeaconry  of  Cumberland 14 

Administrative  and  Educational  Work 3 

During  the  period  from  March  i  to  the  present  time  the  Archdeacon- 
ries of  Annapolis  and  Towson  have  each  lost  one  clergyman  by  death. 

Eleven  of  our  churches  have  not  yet  made  any  provision  whatever,  of 
which  your  Church  Pension  Committee  has  been  advised,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  annual  premiums,  so  that  at  the  present  time  17  of  our 
clergymen  are  being  deprived  of  the  protection  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  affords,  and  which  is  theirs  by  right. 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  plan  has  been  approved  by  our  General 
Convention,  by  the  Convention  of  our  Diocese,  and  the  conventions  of 
all  the  other  Dioceses  of  our  Church.  It  is  the  result  of  the  collective 
wisdom  and  effort  of  the  best  minds  and  hearts  of  our  Church.  It  has 
received  the  approbation  of  the  political  economists  and  the  leaders  of 
thought  in  secular  and  religious  affairs  throughout  the  land.  It  is  a 
measure  of  tardj'  justice  to  these  beneficiaries,  and  the  burden  it  places 
on  the  parishes  can  easily  be  borne.  In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  deplor- 
able that  any  parish  in  this  Diocese  of  ancient  and  high  renown  should 
disregard  its  bounden  duty  and  thereby  display  not  only  indifference  to 
public  opinion,  but  also  contempt  for  the  well-considered  canons  of  our 
highest  legislative  bodies. 

On  the  basis  of  the  present  stipend  as  reported  to  your  Church  Pen- 
sion Committee,  the  annual  premiums  payable  at  7V2  per  cent,  are  as 
follows : 

By  the  Parishes $9,000  00 

By  the  Committee  of  Missions 1,688  62 

By  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention 657  co 


$11,345  62 


These  figures  are  subject  to  slight  variation  on  account  of  occasional 
vacancies  and  occasional  increases  or  decreases  in  stipend. 
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The  large  subscriptions  to  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  will  probably 
not  result  in  lessening  the  premium  charges  on  the  Parishes.  The  only 
source  of  abatement  in  those  charges,  to  which  we  can  look  with  reas- 
onable hope,  is  the  income  from  certain  invested  funds  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese.  If  the  Convention  in  its  wisdom 
decides  to  allocate  to  the  use  of  the  Church  Pension  Committee  tiie 
whole  or  any  portion  of  the  income  referred  to,  the  committee  will  ad- 
vise that  it  be  applied  first  to  the  payment  of  the  premium  chargeable  to 
the  Committee  of  Missions,  and  second,  to  the  reduction  of  the  prem- 
ium chargeable  to  the  parishes. 

Nearly  all  the  parishes,  except  the  ii  referred  to,  have  been  remitting 
their  premituns  with  reasonable  promptness  and  regularity. 

The  aggregate  of  the  remittances  on  premium  account  for  the  current 
calendar  year,  made  by  your  committee  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  at  New  York,  is  as  follows,  viz. : 

For  account  of  Parishes $6,350  00 

For  account  of  Committee  of  Missions 1,086  31 

For  account  of  Treasurer  of  Convention 350  00 

Total $7,786  31 

The  Church  Pension  Fund,  having  gone  into  operation  March  i,  the 
current  calendar  year  covers  only  10  months,  and  the  total  premiums 
for  10  months  would  be  about  $9454.70,  of  which  $7,786.31  has  actually 
been  paid  to  date,  or  over  82  per  cent

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REPORT  OF  ST.  JAMES'  SCHOOL,  WASHINGTON 

COUNTY,   1917. 

(Journal,  p,  lo.) 

The  work  of  St  James'  School  'the  past  year  has  been  most  successful 
and  encouraging/  The  Christmas  term  opened  with  an  enrollment  of 
49  boys.  This  increased  enrollment  over  preceding  years  necessitated 
the  enlargement  of  the  faculty.  During  the  past  year  the  health  of  the 
year  was  unusually  good.  I  think  it  is  fitting  upon  this  occasion  to 
mention  the  passing  into  Paradise  of  a  good  woman,  who  for  many 
3rears  was  prominently  identified  with  the  life  and  work  of  this  institu- 
tion, Mrs.  Henry  Onderdonk,  whose  strong  and  loving  personality  will 
ever  be  gratefully  remembered  by  all  those  who  were  privileged  to 
know  her.  A  beautiful  two-manual  organ  has  been  installed  in  the 
school  chapel  as  a  fitting  memorial  of  her  life  and  work  and  will  be 
dedicated  November  7.  The  increased  interest  in  the  school  on  the 
part  of  the  church  people  of  Maryland  who  have  sent  a  large  proportion 
of  the  enrollment  this  year  is  indicative  of  their  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Head  Master  and  his  teaching 
staff. 

Now  is  the  most  opportune  time  for  the  church  people  of  Maryland 
to  give  the  school  their  liberal  support.  Our  Government  authorities 
have  urged  that  there  be  no  retrenchment  of  educational  facilities  dur- 
ing the  war  period.  The  attendance  of  St  James'  is  largely  increased 
this  year.  This  is  an  indication  of  renewed  confidence  in  its  work. 
With  adequate  financial  backing  the  increased  success  and  usefulness 
of  the  school  is  assured.  Already  as  noted  the  faculty  has  been  en- 
larged, our  rates  are  moderate,  but  the  school  cannot  subsist  on  these 
alone.  We  need  immediately  the  beginning  of  a  substantial  endow- 
ment, the  modest  initial  sum  of  $20,000  will  give  assurance  that  the 
church  people  of  Maryland  value  the  contribution  that  St  James'  School 
is  making  and  shall  continue  to  make  to  the  Christian  manhood  of 
America.  I  appeal  to  you  to  give  this  matter  your  immediate  and  earn- 
est consideration.  In  scholarship  the  school  maintains  its  usual  stand- 
ard, and  the  general  conduct  is  excellent.  Although  St.  James'  is  a 
non-military  school,  military  drill  was  offered  as  a  voluntary  course. 
The  school  is  justly  proud  of  the  large  number  of  alumni  and  quondam 
students  who  have  responded  to  the  call  of  service  to  their  country. 
The  Head  Master  and  his  associates  will  gladly  welcome  visitors  at  all 
times.  Come  and  inform  yourselves  concerning  the  advantages  which 
the  school  offers  and  give  us  your  loyal  and  continued  support

The  balance  as  noted  here  is  more  apparent  than  real.  It  is  subject 
to  a  payment  of  $1,542.22  for  October  salaries. 

Your  Committee  is  also  in  debt  for  a  loan  contracted  four  years 
ago,  now  amounting  to  $3,150.00,  principal  and  interest. 

ANALYSIS  OF  RECEIPTS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  statement  of  receipts  from  the  aoportionments 
for  the  year,  that,  whereas  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  has  failed  in  meeting 
the  required  amount  in  the  sum  of  $2,000  or  more,  it  has  nevertheless 
raised  a  larger  sum  for  Diocesan  Missions  than  ever  before. 

'I'he  rural  archdeaconries  have  not  only  succeeded  in  meeting  what 
was  expected  of  them,  but  have  exceeded  it  by  some  hui'dreds  of 
dollars,  which  is  greatly  to  their  credit.  At  the  same  t^me.  it  is  well 
to  note  that  their  apportionment  in  bulk  was  less  by  $1,200  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

So  that  while  they  have  exceeded  their  apportionments,  they  have 
nevertheless  come  short  of  their  contributions  of  last  year  by  at  least 
$150.  If  we  deduct  the  ten  per  cent,  special  for  military  camps,  we  find 
they  have  come  short  of  last  year  by  $600  or  more. 
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While  the  Archdeaconry  of  Baltimore  has  given  more  than  ever, 
exceeding  last  year  by  at  least  $1,500,  it  is  yet  far  short  of  meeting 
the  amount  apportioned.  No  doubt,  the  large  demands  for  unexampled 
contributions  to  the  exigencies  of  the  world  conflict,  and  the  generous 
gifts  to  the  Pension  Fund,  had  something  to  do  with  this  failure. 
At  the  same  time,  we  are  disposed  to  believe  that  the  new  regulations 
in  connection  with  the  apportionments  upon  the  several  churches  under 
the  recent  canonical  requirement  has  not  yet  had  time  to  accomplish 
the  result  desired,  and  may  possibly  require  readjustment  in  ceftain 
particulars. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  in  apportioning  for  Diocesan  Missions 
that  six  of  our  Churches  are  alreadv  severally  providing  for  the  care 
of  one  or  more  most  promising  and  successful  missions,  which  were 
not  of  their  own  initiative,  but  were  taken  over  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop,  thereby  lessening  the  responsibility  of  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions by  the  amount  necessary  for  their  support.  More  than  that, 
just  as  it  has  become  a  more  expensive  matter  to  provide  for  the 
Missions  under  care  of  the  Dioce«e,  ro  the  Missions  of  individual 
Churches  are  making  larger  demands  upon  the  mothering  organization. 


OTHER  FUNDS. 

The  Committee  of  Missions  is  charged  with  the  administration  of 
two  other  funds  beside  that  of  Diocesan   Missions : 

1st.     The  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund. 

The   income   received  on   account   of  this   fund   for  the  year   is   as 
follows :

There  was  distributed  to  the  proper  recipients  of  this  fund  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year,  at  which  time  the  pension  fund  system 
of  the  Church  went  into  operation,  the  sum  of  $3,277. 

There  is  a  balance  in  hand  of  $3,268.35,  a  portion  of  which  will 
eventually  find  its  way  into  the  hands  of  the  "Church  Pension  Fund," 
in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  entered  into  between  the  authori- 
ties of  the  said  fund  and  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  For  the  full  par- 
ticulars respecting  this  arrangement,  please  see  page  85,  Journal  of 
Convention  for   1916. 

2nd.     The  Keerl  Fund. 

The  income  from  this  fund,  which  is  iippropriated  to  new  equipment 
or  plant  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  exclusively,  was  $2,501.97. 
The  appropriations  were  as  follows:

The  account  being  overdrawn,  a  temporary  loan  of  $171.29  was 
arranged  to  supply  the  deficiency. 

RECENT  ENTERPRISES. 

Your  Committee  has  little  to  report  of  essentially  new  work  in  the 
year  past,  its  chief  endeavor  having  been  in  the  direction  of  sustaining 
and  strengthening  that  already  in  being. 

However,  a  lot  has  been  purchased  at  the  corner  of  Lafayette  and 
Wheeler  avenues,  to  which  the  Lycett  Memorial  Chapel  has  been 
removed,  with  the  intention  of  the  removal  thither  of  Holy  Trinity 
Church  at  no  distant  date.  The  sum  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 
this  large  and  eligible  location,  namely  $7,000,  was  procured  at  the 
hands  of  the  **Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland." 
This  is  the  third  or  fourth  lot  purchased  through  the  good  offices 
of  this  Society,  upon  which  but  little  remains  to  be  paid.  Too  much 
cannot  be  said  in  commendation  of  the  work  of  this  Society  and  its 
most  efficient  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Its  successful  efforts  find 
witnesses  chiefly  in  the  promising  Churches  in  Forest  Park,  and  at 
Cedarcroft  on  the  York  Road.  St.  James',  Irvington;  St  Margaret's, 
Kate  avenue,  and  Trinity  Chapel,  Ten  Hills,  though  struggling  under 
many  difficulties,  are  making  encouraging  progress. 

THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  IMMEDIATE  FUTURE. 

In  addition  to  funds  for  responsibilities  already  contracted,  it  will 
be  necessary  this  year  to  provide  for  some  specials  that  may  very 
well  appeal  to  all  the  people  of  the  Diocese. 

Something  must  be  done  toward  supplying  religious  services  and 
helpful  diversions  for  our  soldiers  from  Maryland  at  Camps  Meade 
and  McClellan.    We  need  at  least  $4,000  for  this  purpose. 

We  need  $200  also  for  the  services  of  the  Church  at  the  State  Sana- 
torium, Sabillasvillc,  which  are  now  being  rendered  by  a  clergyman 
of  the  Diocese  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

But  do  not  let  us  be  dismayed  at  the  prospect  of  increased  appor- 
tionments. 

Some  reduction  may  certainly  be  expected  in  the  demands  for- 
merly made  upon  the  Churches.  It  will  no  longer  be  necessary 
to  contribute  toward  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund.  The  demands 
for  the  relief  of  our  own  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and 
the  widows  and  orphans  will  be  materially  lessened. 
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Thanks  also  to  the  income  derived  from  the  Diocesan  Fund  for 
the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Cleri?y,  the  premiums  required 
for  the  pension  fuifd  will  eventually  be  considerably  less  than  the 
seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  Qerical  salaries. 

Then,  too,  encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  "Every  Member 
Canvass,"  our  parochial  authorities  may  look  forward  with  hope 
and  confidence  to  more  ample  resources.  What  was  accomplished 
in  the  city  respecting  this  effort,  might  well  be  attempted  in  cer- 
tain towns  and  rural  communities.  While  your  Committee  cannot 
look  forward  to  retrenchment^  owing  to  new  opportunities  in  prom- 
ising fields,  and  to  the  increased  cost  of  living,  which  affects  the 
Clergy  and  their  families  as  well  as  other  fnembcrs  of  a  com- 
munity, we  may  well  consider  plans  for  consolidation  of  weaker 
Churches  wherever  practicable.  In  fact,  this  is  being  done  and 
something  has  already  been  accomplished. 

Missions  and  weaker  Churches  partly  dependent  upon  the  funds 
of  the  Committee  should  immediately  and  earnestly  consider  in  what 
way  they  can  .  co-operate,  either  by  consolidation  or  increased 
contributions.  The  larger  and  better  located  Churches  are  more 
than  willing  to  continue  and  even  increase  their  nursing  care,  pro- 
vided there  is  displayed  an  earnest  spirit  of  self-help  and  co- 
operation. 

Evidently  your  Committee  must  lay  stress  upon  new  enterprises 
where  large  increase  of  population  and  proposed  development  lend 
hope  to  work  and  service.  This  is  ecclesiastical  statesmanship, 
if  nothing  else.  Not  that  the  old  places  should  be  forgotten,  or 
the  places  whence  hope  has  largely  departed.  This  Diocese  has 
never  done  so  as  long  as  a  shred  of  encouragement  remained. 
In  fact,  it  has  erred  on  the  other  side.  The  history  of  the  last 
forty  or  fifty  years  is  a  witness  to  it. 

But  the  old  places  and  the  temporarily  depressed  communities 
must  be  reasonable  and  sympathetic.  If  they  cannot  command 
the  services  of  a  clergyman  for  every  Sunday  morning,  they  might 
at  least  be  glad  to  share  him  with  a  neighboring  Church,  having 
a  lay  reader  for  supply  on  alternate  Sundays.  Some  of  our  best 
work  has  been  achieved  at  the  hands  of  the  lay  reader.  In  this 
day  of  the  automobile,  it  ought  to  be  easy  to  accomplish  much  in 
the  way  of  consolidation. 

The  people  of  every  Church  should  endeavor  to  share  in  and 
further  the  wide  and  timely  movement  toward  the  conservation 
of  resources,  and  the  establishment  of  new  enterprises  where  the 
movement  is  auspicious. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  present  the  following  resolutions:

"Resolved,  First,  That  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments 
and  Apportionments  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  apportion 
among  the  several  Parishes,  Congregations  and  Missions  the  sum 
of  125,000  for  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing 
year."

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACONRY  OF 

ANNAPOLIS 


For  the  Year  Ending  September  30th,   1917. 

(Journal,  />.  ii.) 

To  the  various  Parishes,  Congregations  and  Missions  in  this  Arch- 
deaconry was  apportioned  the  sum  of  $1,192.  Every  one  of  these 
units  accepted,  without  appeal,  the  apportionment  placed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Apportionments  and  paid  in  full.  But  inasmuch  as  the 
sum  total  of  these  apportionments  was  over  $500  less  than  last  year 
it  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  any  part  of  this  went  towards 
increase  of  salaries  or  to  increase  the  contributions  to  other  objects. 
On  payments  there  was  an  excess  of  $62.69. 

For  the  work  of  the  Archdeaconry  was  appropriated  $4,765,  and  of 
this  there  was  turned  over  to  the  Bishop  on  account  of  'lapsed  appro- 
priations $198.50.  The  Parochial  and  Financial  Statistics  as  reported 
to  the  Bishop,  and  which  will  be  printed  in  the  next  journal,  tell  of 
the  work  being  done  and  the  monies  raised  and  expended.  There  are 
no  vacancies,  although  the  work  at  Alherton  has  been  suspended,  at 
least  for  the  present,  and  the  mission  near  Ilchester  has  been  abandoned 
and  the  Communicants  at  this  point  are  being  cared  for  otherwise. 

The  Rev.  Marcellus  Karcher  of  All  Hallows'  Parish,  Amie  Arundel 
County,  beloved  by  his  people  and  his  brethren  of  the  clergy,  tntered 
into  his  well-earned  rest  last  summer,  and  we  thank  God  for  the  good 
example  of  such  a  life. 

By  combining  parishes  or  congregations  the  stipends  of  several  of. 
our  clergy  have  been  increased  beyond  the  present  Diocesan  minimum 
of  $1,000,  but  there  are  several  who  receive  only  that  amount,  and 
the  Archdeaconry  has  memorialized  the  Committee  of  Missions  to 
carry  out  a  former  resolution  of  the  Convention  and  make  that  mini- 
mum $1,200.  In  view  of  the  increased  prices  the  farmers  are  receiving 
for  all  produce,  should  not  the  Convention  memorialize  the  vestries 
and  committees  in  this  so-largely-a-rural  Archdeaconry  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  present  prosperity,  and  themselves  secure  and  offer 
such  an  increase?  In  times  of  depression  the  appropriations  have 
frequently  been  increased;  should  not  the  rule  v/ork  at  present  to  the 
decrease  in  appropriation  or  the  increase  of  the  rector's  salary?

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On  the  closing  of  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  Septem- 
ber 30th  the  sum  of  $13,150.14  had  been  paid,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
$3,043.65  as  compared  with  the  amount  apportioned.  Possibly  this 
deficit  may  be  somewhat  reduced  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

It  will  be  observed,  of  course,  that  the  smaller  Churches  without  an 
exception  have  met  their  apportionment,  some  exceeding  it,  one  or  .two 
nearly  doubling  the  amount  expected.  This  record  would  have  been 
a  most  encouraging  feature  were  it  not  that  comparing  the  gross 
receipts  from  fifteen  of  them  with  the  amounts  contributed  last  year, 
we  find  a  falling  off  in  the  sum  of  nearly  $200.  The  large  deficit  wc 
are  compelled  to  note  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  falling  short  on  the  part 
of  some  of  our  stronger  Churches  which  for  years  have  never  failed 
in  meeting  their  full  share  of  all  apportionments.  Diocesan  and 
General.  This  is  owing  not  to  their  lack  of  interest,  but  because 
they  failed  to  cordially  recognize  the  largely  increased  apportionment 
laid  upon  them.  However,  despite  the  large  deficit,  and  the  reduced 
receipts  from  some  of  both  the  stronger  and  weaker  Churches,  wc 
find  the  Archdeaconry  as  a  whole  has  contributed  to  the  cause  of 
Diocesan  Missions  more  than  $1,400  in  excess  of  last  year. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  Convention  to  this  Archdeaconry 
for  the  year  was  $4,690.  •  Of  this  amount,  the  Archdeacon  has  re- 
ceived from  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $4,278.34.  This  he  has  dis- 
tributed as  follows:

Leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  Archdeacon  a  balance  of  $107.70  which 
has  been  remitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Treasurer  has 
also  disbursed  several  small  sums  for  emergencies  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop. 

There  have  been  several  changes  among  the  clergy,  necessitating 
some  reajustment  in  the  working  force,  though  without  any  inter- 
ruption of  services. 

Two  of  the  Churches  receiving  assistance  have  manifested  a  most 
commendable  spirit  in  voluntarily  suggesting  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  their  appropriation.  Possibly  this  is  partly  the  result  of  the 
**Every  Member  Canvass,"  in  which  they  took  a  lively  interest.  Such 
action  is  commended  to  the  attention  of  other  congregations  in  the 
hope  that  similar  action  may  be  taken  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Nothing  would  serve  more  to  strengthen  the  work  of  the  Comniittee 
of  Missions,  or  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  the  Missionary 
enterprises  within  its  borders.  The  promise^^  of  becoming  self-support- 
ing, and  the  efforts  thereto,  offer  the  greatest  spur  to  generous  giving. 
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Other  Mission  Churches  in  the  bounds  of  the  Archdeaconry,  not 
aided  by  the  Committee  of  Missions,  but  cared  for  by  mdividual 
parochial  effort,  if  they  will  permit  the  reference,  are  giving  great 
promise  of  large  return  for  the  nursing  care  they  have  received.  Some 
of  them,  it  is  expected,  will  soon  be  in  a  position  to  stand  alone, 
and  assume  all  the  responsibilities,  and  enter  into  the  privileges  of 
independent  congregations.  No  doubt  their  pastors  and  flocks  will 
take  pride  in  having  it  so.  ... 

Services  at  some  of  the  public  as  well  as  private  institutions  con- 
tinue to  be  held  as  circumstances  permit.  For  these  we  are  chietly 
indebted  to  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  lay  readers.        _,      ,  .      ^, 

The  Lay  Readers'  League,  under  the  direction  of  its  Chaplain,  the 
Rev.  Chas.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACONRY  OF 
CUMBERLAND,  1916-1917 


(Journal,  p,  ii.) 


The  changes  in  the  personnel  and  work  of  this  Archdeaconry 
for  the  past  year  have  been  as  follows: 

In  February  the  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Ware  resigned  the  rectorship 
of  St.  George's  Church,  Mt.  Savage,  and  removed  from  the  Dio- 
cese.   He  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Crusoe,  as  rector. 

In  May  the  two  fields  of  Holy  Cross  Chapel,  Cumberland,  and 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Lonaconing,  united  last  year  under  the  charge 
of  the  Rev.  George  Philip  Jung,  were  separated.  The  congrega- 
tion *  of  St.  Peter's  was  connected  with  that  of  St  John's,  Frost- 
burg,  under  the  Rev.  Luther  Martin.  Holy  Cross  Chapel  continued 
in  the  care  of  the  former  incumbent  until  August  1st,  when  Mr. 
Jung  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia. 

In  December  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Shaw  removed  from  this  Arch- 
deaconrv  to  that  of  Towson.  The  acceptance  in  March  by  the 
Rev.  W.  B.  McKinley  of  the  rectorship  of  Antietam  Parish,  made 
vacant  by  this  removal,  in  turn  left  St.  James'  Church,  Western- 
port,  without  clerical  supervision.  For  this  need  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  provide  until  quite  recently.  During  the  summer  the 
services  of  a  lay  reader  were  secured,  and  at  present  the  Rev. 
Ronalds  Taylor,  formerly  a  Methodist  Protestant,  now  a  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders,  is  acting  in  this  capacity  with  gratifying 
results. 

By  the  removal  of  Mr.  John  G.  Crawford,  lay  reader,  from 
Maryland,  the  work  under  his  charge  at  Harriott  Chapel,  Catoctin 
Parish,  has  been  seriously  handicapped.  The  Sunday  School  has 
been  maintained,  but  the  services  have  had  to  be  discontinued  for 
some  months.  The  Rev.  Louis  H.  Ewald,  by  a  rearrangement  of 
his  appointments,  will  be  able  to  make  partial  provision  for  this 
lack. 

The  congregation  of  St.  John's  Chapel,  Walkersville,  has  been 
reduced  to  one  family  by  the  removal  of  our  Church  people  to 
Frederick  and  elsewhere.  It  has  been  thought  better,  therefore, 
to  close  the  Chapel  temporarily,  and  provide  for  this  part  of  the 
field  from  Frederick. 

The  congregations  of  the  Archdeaconry  have  made  a  much 
better  showing  in  the  payment  of  their  apportionments  this  year 
than  last.  All  but  two  have  paid  up  their  apportionment  in  full. 
Fourteen  have  overpaid;  to  the  amount  of  $214.97;  and  besides 
this,  seven  have  paid  1204.85  toward  the  fund  for  the  Chaplains' 
work  at  Fort  Myer  and  Camp  Meade.  This  more  than  makes  up 
the  ten  per  cent,  called  for  from  this  Archdeaconry  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  the  whole  exceeds  the  full  apportionment  by  $389.28.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACONRY  OF  TOWSON 


For  the  year  ending  September  30th,   1917. 

(Journal,  p.  ii.) 

The  amount  apportioned  to  be  raised  by  this  Archdeaconry  was 
$4,071^. 

The  amount  received  to  date  is  $4,451.36,  which  is  $380.07  in  excess; 
of  which  $299.32  was  contributed  on  the  ten  per  cent,  additional  call 
for  the  special  work  at  Fort  Myer  and  Camp  Meade.  By  an  exam- 
ination of  the  appended  report  in  full  of  apportionments  and  payments 
to  October  15th,  it  will  be  seen  that  27  Parishes  or  Churches  have 
exceeded  their  apportionments,  14  have  paid  in  full,  and  only  three 
have  paid  less.  This  is  the  best  showing  we  have  ever  made,  and 
we  appeal  to  Baltimore  to  do  as  well.

An  additional  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  for  the  work  at 
Cedarcroft  beginning  January  1st,  1917;  and  on  May  1st  an  appro- 
priation of  $200  a  year  was  made  for  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Sabillas- 
ville.  In  this  connection  praise  should  be  given  to  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Atkinson,  assisting  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Hensel,  in  the  development  of  the 
work  at  Cedarcroft ;  and  to  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Shaw  for  his  faithful 
ministration  at  the  State  Sanatorium. 

Immanuel  Parish  has  made  no  call  for  its  appropriation  of  $300. 
and  St.  Philip's,  Highlandtown,  reluctantly  parted  with  its  Rector  in 
April,  and  part  of  that  appropriation  lapsed. 
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The  Archdeacon  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  of 
Missions  $5,096.60  to  be  disbursed  as  above  stated,  and  out  of  unused 
appropriations  has  turned  over  to  the  Bishop  $519.19  to  be  lised  by 
him  for  other  work  in  the  Diocese.  This  Archdeaconry  has  there- 
fore used  only  about  $4,577  of  its  first  appropriation  of  $4,790,  and  has 
raised  nearly  that  amount  from  its  own  Parishes. 

It  is  proposed  next  year  to  increase  the  appropriations  to  St.  An- 
drew's, Hamilton,  and  to  Trinity,  Ten  Hills,  to  develop  the  Church 
work  at  these  points  where  the  population  is  increasing.  Increased 
appropriation  will  also  be  asked  for  work  among  the  colored  people. 

This  Archdeaconry,  though  "rural,"  is  helping  Baltimore  take  care 
of  its  overflowing  population.

Report  of  Society  from  October  1st,  1916,  to  September  30th,  1917. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  $1,551.26.  This  is  about 
$100  less  than  last  year.  In  addition  to  interest  charges  on  indd)ted- 
ness  amounting  to  $97,  we  have  reduced  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Society  by  $1,575.     A  small  sum  was  expended  for  necessary  repairs 

•  to  the  Lycett  Memorial  Chapel.  The  present  indebtedness  of  the 
Society  is  $675,  plus  amount  borrowed  to  meet  past  indebtedness  of 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Lombard  street  (title  to  which  property  is  vested 
in   the   Society),   and   also   plus  amount  borrowed   to  purchase   lots, 

'  corner  Lafayette  and  Wheeler  avenues,  for  Holy  Trinity  Church,  this 
city.  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  having  received  permission  from 
the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  to  move  to  this  location,  the 
Society  authorized  the  borrowing  of  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $7,000 
for  the  purchase  of  these  lots.  This  has  been  done,  the  portable 
Chapel  has  been  moved  and  placed  on  the  lots  and  work  has  been 
started  by  Holy  Trinity  therein.  There  is  every  promise  of  a  growing 
and  successful  work  in  this  locality  and  the  Society  deemed  it  wise 
to  stand  back  of  Holy  Trinity  in  this  move.  Naturally.  St.  Mark's 
Church  and  its  property  will  care  for  the  loan  of  $6(X).  but  we  must  look 
to  our  contributors  for  the  reduction  of  this  increased  indebtedness 
and  the  payment  of  the  interest  charges.  This  $7,675  must  be  gradually 
paid  off  as  was  the  debt  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  the  lots  at  Forest 
Park  and  Cedarcroft.  Tftanking  our  contributors  for  1916-17  and 
asking  continued  interest  and  support.

MORE  ACADEMY. 

(Journal,  p.  13.) 

The  Hannah  More  Academy  on  June  5  last  completed  a  successful 
year  with  a  roll  of  80  pupils,  and  with  a  small  surplus  for  repairs 
after  meeting  all  its  obligations. 

The  property  recently  acquired  for  the  Academy  has  helped  mate- 
rially in  providing  vegetables  and  has,  in  many  respects,  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  institution. 

The  new  year  has  opened  auspiciously,  but  it  has  been  necessary  to 
raise  the  rate  of  tuition,  which  now  ranges  from  four  to  six  hundred 
dollars  for  school  year. 

With  no  endowment  and  no  scholarships,  dependent  entirely  upon  our 
own  earnings  to  maintain  the  standards  of  a  first-class  school,  this 
year  will  be  a  critical  one  and  will  decide  whether  even  these  present 
rates  can  be  continued.

(Journal,  p,  13.)

The  Library  having  rendered  some  assistance  to  the  Rev.  E,  de  S. 
Jury,  of  New  York,  in  his  endeavor  to  settle  the  question  as  to  which 
edition  of  the  Prayer-book  is  to  be  considered  the  Standard  of  1822, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Juny  presented  a  copy  of  Potter's  edition  of  the  1822 
Standard  to  the  Library.  Another  most  valuable  gift  is  a  copy  of 
the  exceedingly  rare  English  reprint  of  the  Proposed  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  dated  London,  1789.  Wright,  in  his  ''Early  Prayer-Books  of 
America,"  says  that  only  50  copies  of  this  reprint  appear  to  have  been 
made.  They  were  probably  prepared  mainly  for  the  scrutiny  of  the 
Englisli  Church  authorities.  The  copy  presented  to  us  was  inherited 
by  the  late  Joseph  Rasin  Foard  from  his  great-grandmother,  Mrs. 
Sarah  Gouldsmith,  and  Mr.  Foard's  widow,  Mrs.  Virginia  Lee  Foard, 
gave  it  to  us  on  the  eve  of  her  departure  for  France  to  take  up  Red 
Cross  work,  thus  carrying  out  an  often-expressed  wish  of  Mr.  Foard 
that  the  old  prayer-book  should  eventually  rest  in  the  Maryland 
Diocesan  Library. 

Thirty-five  parishes  responded  to  the  Whitsunday  reminder  con- 
cerning the  annual  subscription  of  $1.00  asked  by  the  Convention  from 
each  parish,  sending  in  all  $39.00. 

The  Library  has  been  steadily  used,  especially  for  advanced  and 
special  research,  and  has  assisted  in  the  collation  of  the  Prayer-books 
of  Revolutionary  times  with  those  in  the  possession  of  Christ  Church, 
Boston,  Mass..  and  in  the  preparation  of  the  Catalogue  of  Incunabula 
now  being  prepared  by  the  Bibliographical  Society  of  America,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Widencr  Library,  Cambridge.  Mass. 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  books  have  been  taken  out  from  the 
Lending  Department,  but  this  represents  only  a  small  fraction  of  the 
UFO  which  has  been  made  of  the  Library.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  INVESTIGATE 

CLERICAL  SALARIES. 

(Journal,  p,  13.) 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  investigate  the 
subject  of  clerical  salaries  in  the  Diocese  prepared  a  questionnaire 
and  sent  it  to  all  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese.  Replies  were  received 
from  a  little  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  clergy,  and  the  Committee 
would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  grateful  appreciation  of 
their  cordial  co-operation  in  its  work.  It  will  be  understood  that  this 
report  is  concerned  solely  with  the  financial  side  of  the  ministry. 
While  for  convenience's  sake  the  ministry  is  treated  as  an  occupation, 
it  is  not  meant,  of  course,  to  class  the  ministry  with  ordinary  occupa- 
tions except  in  so  far  as  remuneration  is  involved. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  fundamental  error  of  the  Church 
m  the  matter  of  clerical  salares  lies  in  the  fact  that  no  definite  formal 
provision  is  made  for  an  increase  in  them.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  ascertain  not  one  clergyman  in  this  Diocese  has  been  called  to  a 
parish  with  the  definite  promise  of  an  increased  salary,  under  any  con- 
I'itions.  Ordinary  salaried  workers,  professors  and  teachers,  soldiers 
and  sailors,  even  firemen  and  policemen,  do  their  work  under  the 
.«timitl:ts  of  the  prospect  of  increased  remuneration  after  prescribed 
periods  of  service.  No  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  labors  in  the  same 
kind  of  rational  hope.  It  matters  not  how  much  his  church  may  grow 
under  his  leadership,  it  matters  not  how  much  his  ability  may  increase, 
it  matters  not  how  much  his  family  may  increase,  it  matters  not  how 
much  the  cost  of  living  may  increase,  the  clergyman  has  no  guarantee 
or  promise  of  an  increase  in  salary.  Nobody  feels  bound  to  see  that 
his  salary  is  increased,  under  any  conditions,  and  with  nobody  charged 
with  such  a  responsibility  naturally  no  regular  efforts  are  made  by 
vestries  or  congregations  to  increase  clergymen's  salaries.  So  it  has 
come  to  pass  that  an  increase  in  a  minister's  salary  is  regarded  as  a 
gracious  gift  instead  of  an  act  of  simple  justice,  and  newspapers 
treat  such  an  incident  as  a  piece  of  news. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  ordinary  clergyman  of  our  Church,  the  man 
with  a  family,  needs  a  larger  income  as  his  family  increases  and  his 
children  grow  up.  A  certain  amount  of  money  is  necessary  to  feed, 
clothe  and  educate  a  child,  and  a  correspondingly  larger  amount  is 
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necessary  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  additional  <;^ildren.  But  a  con- 
gregation calls  a  rector  and  straightway  loses  sight  of  the  fact  that  if 
he  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  family  he  must  in  some  way  obtain 
more  money  to  provide  for  its  growing  needs.  If  it  be  asked  how  this 
increased  salary  is  to  be  obtained,  the  answer  is  from  the  increased 
revenue  of  the  church,  if  there  be  such;  if  not,  from  the  increased 
contributions  of  such  members  as  the  church  may  have. 

It  is  a  most  thoughtless  attitude,  surely,  that  enables  church-mem- 
bers to  go  through  life  without  ever  increasing  their  contributions 
.to  their  church,  voluntarily.  The  ordinary  clergyman,  like  the  ordi- 
nary lawyer  or  physician,  becomes  niore  valuable  to  his  parishioners 
as  time  goes  on,  and  his  parishioners  ought  to  expect  to  increase  their 
contributions  lowards  his  support  as  a  matter  of  course.  In  a  majority 
oi  instances  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  a  clergyman  can  expect  to 
obtain  a  needed  increase  of  income.  To  expect  a  minister  to  come 
to  a  parish  and  raise  a  family  with  virtually  no  increase  of  salary 
is  palpably  unreasonable,  yet  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  discover 
not  one  congregation  in  this  Diocese  has  ever  considered  this  funda- 
mental obligation  of  a  congregation  to  its  rector,  at  the  natural  time 
and  in  the  natural  way,  viz.,  at  the  time  of  his  call  and  in  the  terms  of 
his  call. 

The  simplest  way  for  the  average  small  congregation  to  provide 
its  rector  with  an  increase  of  salary  when  such  need  has  become 
glaring  is  to  increase  his  work — ^by  adding  -a  second  or  third  church. 
Accordingly  in  this  Diocese  arc  to  be  found  a  large  number  of 
ministers  attempting,  for  filthy  lucre's  sake,  to  minister  to  two  or 
more  widely  separated  congregations.  In  the  country  it  is  the  rule 
for  a  clergyman  to  have  two  or  more  churches  under  his  care.  In 
many  instances  no  harm  results  from  such  an  arrangement,  but  in 
some  instances  a  man  is  given  more  work  and  harder  work  than  may 
properly  be  expected  of  him.  In  Baltimore  we  find  several  clergy 
holding  three  services  in  their  main  church  with  an  afternoon  service 
at  a  mission  somewhere  in  the  more  or  less  adjacent  country.  Minis- 
ters may  accustom  themselves  to  such  arduous  exertions,  but  it  is  a 
costly  sacrifice  that  is  required  of  them.  Necessarily  their  efficiency 
is  impaired,  and  that  in  many  ways.  It  is  a  shortsighted  policy  that 
induces  a  congregation  to  cut  its  minister  in  two,  or  three,  to  save 
the  small  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  his  undivided  care. 
The  ordinary  minister  with  a  family  will  do  almost  anything  in  the 
way  of  extra  work  for  money,  and  vestries  ought  to  protect  such  a 
one  from  this  besetting  sin. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  it  has  found  very 
few  instances  of  salary  arrearages  in  the  Diocese.  Conditions  in  this 
respect  have  improved  immensely  in  the  last  ten  years.    We  have  been 
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surprised,  however,  to  find  a  few  instances  remaining  of  quarterly 
payments  of  salaries,  and  one  or  two  of  semi-annual  or  even  annual 
payments — in  arrears,  of  course.  Very  few  congregations  pay  their 
minister  in  advance.  The  rule  is  monthly  payments  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  Such  an  arrangement  is  evidently  based  on  the  assumption 
that  the  clergy  are  better  financiers  than  ordinary  workers,  most  of 
whom  require  to  be  paid  weekly  or  semi-monthly. 

One  seemingly  small  but  really  serious  injustice  that  vestries  are 
guilty  of  in  calling  a  rector  is  imposing  upon  him  the  expense  of 
moving.  Occasionally  this  expense  is  trifling,  but  in  most  instances 
it  amounts  to  considerable,  from  the  clergyman's  standpoint.  When 
as  frequently  happens  in  this  Diocese  a  clergyman  is  called  from  an- 
other State  his  moving  expenses  may  easily  amount  to  several  hun- 
dred dollars.  In  addition  to  the  freight  charges  on  his  household 
effects  there  are  always  expenses  of  adjustment  to  new  quarters,  so 
that  very  rarely  does  a  minister  assume  charge  of  a  new  parish  without 
incurring  an  expense  of  at  least  $100.  The  expense  not  infrequently 
amounts  to  several  hundred  dollars,  and  in  one  instance  a  clergyman 
reports  that  his  moving  expenses,  defrayed  by  himself,  amounted 
to  $1,200.  Vestries,  albeit  composed  usually  of  business  men,  appar- 
ently never  give  this  very  practical  matter  a  thought.  In  but  five  cases 
out  of  ninety  have  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  had  their  moving  expenses 
defrayed,  wholly  or  in  part,  by  their  new  congregations,  and  most 
of  the  clergy  seem  never  to  have  had  any  other  experience  than  that 
of  paying  all  of  their  moving  expenses.  '  At  the  least  the  congrega- 
tion calling  a  minister  should  pay  part  of  his  moving  expenses,  but 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  only  about  five  per  cent,  of  the  clergy  of  this 
Diocese  are  able  to  save  any  part  of  their  salaries  at  present,  in  cash, 
the  congregation  might  well  offer  to  bear  the  whole  expense.  When 
this  is  not  done  the  average  rector  either  comes  to  his  new  parish 
involved  in  debt  or  his  relatives  are  moved  to  help  him  meet  the 
expense.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  observed  that  parents  of 
ministers  ought  not  to  be  expected  to  contribute  their  normal  share 
to  their  own  parishes,  since  the  probabilities  are  that  they  are  help- 
ing some  other  congregation  support  their  rector — their  son. 

As  no  architect  has  yet  succeeded  in  building  an  adjustable  house 
it  is  not  surprising  that  rectories  should  frequently  fail  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  sorts  of  incumbents.  Accordingly  it  was  inevitable  that 
some  of  the  clergy  should  state  that  their  rectory  is  not  well  adapted 
to  their  families  or  their  salaries.  It  is  a  weakness  of  vestries, — not 
a  confirmed  weakness  but  an  occasional  one — to  build  rectories  match- 
ing the  church  or  the  congregation  rather  than  the  rector's  salary. 
When  this  weakness  is  indulged  it  would  seem  only  fair  for  the  con- 
gregation to  do  its  part  towards  maintaining  the  needlessly  large  and 
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expensive  house  that  i|  has  erected  or  acquired.  Not  in  the  city  alone 
but  in  the  country  as  well  are  to  be  found  rectories  whose  proper 
maintenance  would  require  an  income  three  times  as  large  as  the 
salary  of  the  incumbent.  As  sotne  laymen  are  land-poor,  so  some 
ministers  are  house-poor.  Your  Committee  may  not  specify  instances, 
of  course,  but  it  feels  justified  in  stating  that  many  of  the  clergy. 
20  per  cent.,  in  fact,  report  themselves  embarrassed,  tinancially  em- 
harrassed,  by  the  size  of  their  rectory.  One  country  rector,  whose 
salary  is  $800,  states  that  his  coal  bill  for  six  months  amounted  to 
$140.  The  furnance  of  another  rectory  consumes  five  tons  of  coal  a 
month.  Such  ministers  have  just  grievances,  your  Committee  feels, 
and  vestries  should  be  careful  not  to  encourage  this  form  of  vicarious 
extravagance. 

Quite  a  number  of  rectories  are  reported  in  bad  repair,  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  very  few  instances  is  definite  provision  made  for  repairs 
lo  the  rectory.  The  clergy  are  in  ihe  habit,  quite  generally,  of  con- 
tributing out  of  their  salaries  towards  rectory  repairs  and  improve- 
ments, bill  they  usually  add,  quite  superfluously,  that  they  do  not 
spend  very  much  in  this  way.  Every  parish  should  have  a  committee, 
a  mixed  committee,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  looking  after 
the  condition  of  the  rectory.  If  vestries  would  form  the  habit  of 
visiting  the  rectory  once  a  year,  accompanied  by  iheir  wives,  the 
rector  and  his  family  would  be  likely  to  be  much  more  comfortable. 

It  appears  to  be  the  custom  in  the  Diocese  for  the  congregation 
to  pay  the  water  rent  of  the  rectory  but  no  other  fixed  charge  of 
maintenance.  Some  congregations  pay  other  charges,  such  as  light 
and  telephone,  while  in  a  very  few  instances,  and  ihose  of  the  large 
churches,  fuel  is  supplied.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  the  more 
generous  provision  might  well  be  made  the  fashion  in  the  Diocese. 
Especially  would  tt  seem  to  be  equitable  for  the  congregation  to 
share  the  expense  of  the  rectory  telephone,  since  it  is  almost  as  much 
a  congregational  as  a  rectorial  convenience.  Many  of  the  clergy  are 
now  using  automobiles  in  their  parish  work,  and  deriving  much 
comfort,  at  times,  from  their  use.  Needless  to  add,  their  efficiency  is 
greatly  increased  thereby,  especially  in  the  country.  In  a  majority  of 
instances  the  minister  provides  his  own  automobile  or  horse,  and  main- 
tains it  as  well  at  an  annual  outlay  of  from  $100  to  $300.  Sometimes 
the  parish  provides  the  automobile,  or  maintains  it,  wholly  or  in  part; 
ficiiutntly  the  automobile  is  the  gift  of  friends.  Where  there  is  no 
aiitiimobile  the  city  minister  is  under  an  annual  expense  of  from  $30 
to  $150  for  car  fare. 

This  transportation  expense  is  rather  a  large  proportion  of  the 
average  minister's  income,  and  as  ordinary  business  men  expect  to  have 
their  official  expenses  defrayed  by  their  employer  or  the  business  it 
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would  seem  only  fair  for  the  minister  to  enjoy  a  similar  privilege  on 
a  smaller  scale.  A  physician's  traveling  expenses  can  be  incorporated 
in  his  patients'  bills,  a  lawyer's  traveling  expenses  will  be  found  in 
his  fee,  the  business  man's  time  and  labor-saving  devices,  soon  pay 
for  themselves  and  add  to  his  profits,  but  the  minister  is  obliged  to 
meet  his  official  expenses  out  of  his  inelastic  salary,  which  places  him 
at  a  disadvantage,  to  say  the  least. 

So,  again,  the  average  rector  has  no  fund  at  his  disposal  for  small 
official   expenses,   such  as  postage,   stationery,   official   hospitality,  etc. 
No  account  of  these  expenditures  is  likely  to  be  kept  by  the  minister, 
so  that  he  seldom  realizes  how  much  they  aggregate  in  the  course  of 
a  year.     When  a  rector  has  to  circularize  his  congregation  in  behalf 
of  some  offering,  the  postage  bill  should  not  fall  upon  him.     In  the 
larger  churches  it  does  not,  but  the  minister  on  the  small  salary  is 
very  likely  to  pay  such  a  bill  out  of  his  own  funds  and  say  nothing 
about  it.    It  is  not  a  fair  charge  upon  him,  and  many  such  small  items 
of  official  expense  should  be  met  out  of  a  rector's  expense  fund.    Your 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  clergy  were  relieved  cf  this 
expense,  as  in  common   fairness  they  should  be,  there  would  be  no 
minister  in   the  Diocese  joining  the  $5   or  $10  a  year  class   in   the 
Diocesan  Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the 
Clergy  on  the  ground  that  he  cannot  afford  membership  in  the  $15  or 
$20  a  year  class  which  would  yield  his  family  so  much  larger  a  return. 
The  minister's  income  is  further  reduced  by  his  habit  of  contribut- 
ing to  the  running  expenses  of  the  church  or  churches  of  which  he  is 
the  rector.    Almost  every  minister  in  the  Diocese  does  this,  and  while 
a   derjo^man  should  contribute  to  missions  and  charities  as  a  matter 
of   course   the   propriety   of   his   contributing   to  the   current   expense 
account  cf  his  own  church  is  doubtful,  since  such  contributions  virtu- 
ally amount  to  the  minister  paying  part  of  his  own  salary,  which  is 
reduced,  in  effect,  by  the  sum  he  thus  pays  himself.    The  rented  pew 
system  had  at  least  this  advantage,  that  nobody  expected   the   rector 
to  pay  for  his  pew.    Where  the  envelope  system  has  replaced  the  rented 
pew  system  the  rector  usually  pays  more  than  his  proportionate  share 
of  the  running  expenses  of  his  church,  and  as  in  most  instances  the 
rector's  salary  is  the  largest  item  in  the  parochial  budget,  such  envelope 
contributions  virtually  amount  to  the  rector  paying  part  of  his  own 
salary. 

The  average  minister  is  likely  to  feel  with  the  late  Bishop  Coxe  that 
he  pays  indirectly  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  minister,  in  the  reduced 
salary  'obtained  from  the  ministry  as  compared  with  professional  and 
business  life,  and  it  is  scarcely  fair  to  expect  him  to  pay  further  and 
directly  for  this  privilege  by  formalfy  paying  part  of  his  own  salary. 
Congregations  would  lose  little  or  nothing  by  excusing  their  rectors 
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from  this  dubious  duty,  since  most  of  them  would  promptly  put  this 
saving  into  missions  or  charities.  Ministers  help  their  congregations 
meet  their  missionary  apportionments  to  a  considerable  extent  as 
things  are,  and  if  they  were  not  required  to  pay  part  of  their  own 
salaries  they  would  gladly  help  them  more.  It  is  a  lesson  the  laity  are 
slow  to  learn,  that  the  clergy  of  all  men  can  safely  be  entrusted  with 
money. 

The  average  layman  will  doubtless  receive  with  surprise  and  incre- 
dulity the  assurance  that  a  minister's  fees  are  virtually  a  negligible 
factor  in  his  income.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  rectors  of  the 
smaller  churches,  whose  average  income  from  fees  of  all  sorts  does  not 
exceed  $10  a  year.  One  minister  states  that  his  total  income  from 
wedding  fees  was  $5  for  three  years;  another's  average  for  fees  of 
all  sorts  was  $6  a  year,  during  twenty-four  years.  City  rectors  receive 
larger  amounts,  of  course,  though  the  total  seldom  exceeds  $100  a 
year  in  the  case  of  the  rectors  of  the  larger  churches.  The  laity  will 
probably  be  further  surprised  to  learn  that  at  least  one  rector  in  the 
Diocese  accepts  no  fees  of  any  sort,  while  quite  a  number  accept 
wedding  fees  only.  To  offset  the  very  modest  income  the  clergyman 
has  from  wedding  fees,  it  is  to  be  noted,  are  wedding  presents,  which 
he  is  called  upon  to  make  both  personally  and  officially. 

Very  few  congregations  in  the  Diocese  fail  to  offer  their  minister 
an  annual  vacation,  your  Committee  finds,  but  unfortunately  we  find 
further  that  scarcely  half  of  them  make  it  practically  possible  for  the 
minister  to  avail  himself  of  th^  offer.  Many  of  the  clergy  state  that 
they  have  a  vacation,  but  do  not  take  it,  regularly  or  in  full.  The 
explanation  usually  is  either  that  the  minister  is  unable  to  finance  a 
real  vacation,  or  that  the  taking  of  a  vacation  would  involve,  the 
closing  of  his  church  or  churches.  Many  of  the  clergy  are  unwilling 
to  have  their  church  or  churches  closed,  especially  during  the  summer 
when  in  the  country  the  attendance  is  likely  to  be  best  Or  it  may  be 
that  the  minister  knows  from  sad  experience  that  to  close  the  church 
for  a  month  would  involve  the  treasury  in  acute  distress,  when  again 
he  refrains  from  accepting  the  proffered  vacation.  We  are  satisfied 
that  a  majority  of  the  clergy  in  this  Diocese  do  not  enjoy  an  adequate 
vacation,  and  cannot  do  so  under  existing  conditions. 

One  rector  of  a  country  parish  reports  10  days  vacation  in  8  years; 
others  have  worse  records.  Some  of  the  clergy  pride  themselves  on 
never  taking  a  vacation,  and  for  these  over-zealous  brethren  your 
Committee  has  more  pity  than  sympathy.  The  average  clergyman,  for 
the  good  of  all  concerned,  ought  to  be  forced  out  of  his  parish,  if  need 
be,  at  least  a  month  every  year.  If  he  cannot  obtain  the  money  for  a 
real  trip  he  ought  to  be  strong-minded  enough  to  close  his  church 
and  stop  sermonizing  for  one  month  each  year.  Thoughtless  people 
would  deem  such  a  minister  woefully  indolent,  to  be  sure,  and  cul-

pably  indifferent  to  the  welfare  of  the  souls  committed  to  his  charge, 
but  in  course  of  time  even  they  would  come  to  realize  that  regular 
rest  and  recreation  pay  good  dividends  to  all  concerned. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  clergy  do  "supply"  work  during  their 
vacations,  for  financial  reasons,  and  many  do  it  year  in  and  year  out 
Such  a  form  of  overwork  should  be  prohibited,  if  need  be,  by  the  law 
of  the  church.  It  is  undesirable  to  close  our  churches,  to  be  sure, 
and  if  they  are  to  be  kept  open  throughout  the  year  somebody  must 
conduct  the  services,  but  in  the  majority  of  instances  services  should 
be  conducted  during  the  minister's  absence  by  lay  readers.  Our  lay- 
men who  clamor  for  work  in  the  church  and  censure  the  church  for 
not  giving  them  work  might  well  start  here.  Small  churches  destitute 
of  suitable  material  for  lay  readers  could  be  helped  by  lay  readers 
from  the  larger  parishes.  Since  rest  is  largely  a  matter  of  change  of 
occupation,  such  exertion  would  not  be  a  hardship  to  the  busiest  pro- 
fessional or  business  man,  while  it  would  be  an  inestimable  relief  to 
many  a  weary  minister.  The  task  of  ceaseless  sermonizing  without  re- 
spite and  without  adequate  facilities,  as  will  be  shown,  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  sermons,  is  a  refined  form  of  torture  worthy  of  th^  Spanish  In- 
quisition. Vacations  are  tendered  ministers  because  they  are  needed  by 
them,  and  congregations  should  see  that  their  minister's  vacation  is 
more  than  a  nominal  thing.  We  find  that  a  few  ministers  provide  a 
"supply"  during  their  vacation,  at  their  own  expense.  This  is  certainly 
very  generous  on  the  clergyman's  part,  but  it  is  scarcely  generous  on 
the  congregation's  part  to  permit  such  an  arrangement. 

Your  Committee  feels  constrained  at  this  point  to  devote  a  separate 
paragraph  to  the  country  minister,  whose  lot,  at  best,  is  likely  to  be 
rather  a  hard  one.  As  a  young  man  he  meekly  allows  his  Bishop  tc 
send  him  to  the  country,  to  bear  the  yoke  in  his  youth,  and  usually  he 
is  permitted  to  remain  there,  he  being  ignored  by  the  ordinary  vestry, 
whose  members  assume  that  the  mere  fact  of  a  minister  being  in  the 
country  indicates  that  there  is  where  he  belongs  and  should  be  allowed 
to  remain.  However,  the  country  minister's  lot  would  be  a  very  happy 
one,  despite  the  obtuseness  of  city  and  town  vestries,  if  only  his  con- 
gregation were  gifted  with  a  wider  vision,  or  even  a  better  memory. 
For  example,  the  country  minister's  horse  feed  should  be  provided 
by  his  parishioners  as  a  matter  of  course — ^because  of  his  small  salary. 
But  it  is  not  always  so  done.  It  was  not  always  provided  when  com 
was  $3  a  barrel,  and  now  that  it  is  $7  and  upward  the  ordinary  farmer 
is  likely  to  think  a  long  while  before  he  leaves  a  barrel  of  corn 
at  the  rectory  as  a  present.  The  farmer  forgets  that  while  it  may  be 
hard  for  him  to  give  away  $8  corn  it  is  even  harder  for  the  rector  to 
buy  it.  It  has  been  gently  intimated  to  your  Committee  that  country 
vestries  in  search  of  a  rector  sometimes  resort  to  the  devious  devices 
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of  the  natural  man — viz.,  make  promises  that  they  are  not  always  care- 
ful later  on  strictly  to  fulfil. 

Because  ready  money  has  always  looked  so  big  to  the  farmer,  he 
having  so  little  of  it — until  recent  times — it  is  doubtful  whether  a 
majority  of  a  farming  community  will  ever  permit  a  mnister  to  have 
a  really  adequate  salary.  The  farmer  knows,  of  course,  that  con- 
ditions have  changed  radically  in  the  last  few  years,  but  he  is  still 
obsessed  with  the  idea  that  $1,000  is  salary  enough  for  any  minister, 
and  your  Committee  doubts  whether  any  country  rector  will  be  per- 
mitted by  his  people  to  enjoy  a  salary  of  $1,500  or  $1,800,  equivalent 
in  purchasing  value  though  such  salaries  would  be  to  $750  or  $900  five 
years  ago.  In  any  event  virtually  the  only  country  ministers  in  this 
Diocese  enjoying  salaries  of  more  than  $1,000  are  men  in  charge  of  two 
erstwhile  independent  churches,  the  members  of  which  are  thus  en- 
abled to  indulge  their  minister  with  the  extravagant  salary  he  thinks 
he  needs  without  violating  their  own  principle  of  never  going  above 
$1,000  for  a  preacher. 

While  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  many  of  the  clergy 
of  the  Diocese  are  attempting  more  than  may  properly  be  expected 
of  them  we  do  not  mean  to  imply  for  a  moment  that  all  of  our  clergy 
are  overworked,  or  that  judged  by  purely  business  standards  all 
deserve  the  larger  salaries  they  require  in  these  days  for  their  proper 
maintenance.  The  laity  have  a  feeling  that  some  of  the  clergy  are  not 
quite  so  industrious  as  is  to  be  desired,  and  they  feel  further  that 
an  increase  of  salary  should  be  clearly  earned.  To  some  extent 
therefore,  the  clergy  may  be  said  to  have  the  increasing  of  their  sal- 
aries in  their  own  hands.  The  response  to  appeals  in  their  behalf 
will  be  far  more  prompt  and  hearty  if  the  laity  are  made  to  feel  that 
the  increase  proposed  is  earned  as  well  as  needed. 

If  the  laity  of  this  Diocese  knew  the  utterly  insufficient  sums  the 
clergy  are  able  to  expend  on  books,  magazines,  papers,  etc.,  they 
would  never  complain  of  the  sermons  preached  by  them;  they  would 
wonder  rather  at  their  ability  to  prepare  sermons  at  all.  How  a 
clergyman  can  be  expected  to  be  up-to-date  along  all  lines,  or  even 
one  line,  when  he  has  no  more  than  $5  or  $10  a  year  to  spend  on 
books  and  magazines  is  more  than  your  Committee  is  able  to  under- 
stand. Many  of  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese,  probably  a  full  half  of 
them,  do  not  spend  more  than  $10  a  year  in  this  way,  because  they 
cannot  afford  more  than  this  sum.  Some  of  the  clergy  have  become 
accustomed  to  such  meagre  expenditures  along  this  line  that  they  no 
longer  appreciate  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  expended  on 
books  by  a  preacher  who  would  be  fresh  and  interesting  and  a  real 
leader  of  his  people.  Your  Committee  would  say  that  every  minister 
of  the  Diocese  should  expend  at  least  $50  a  year  on  intellectual  equip- 
ment for  his  ministry ;  the  number  who  do  spend  this  much  is  probably 
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less  than  a  dozen.  Many  of  the  clergy  have  'access  to  libraries,  of 
course,  and  use  them,  but  borrowing  from  libraries  is  at  best  a  poor 
substitute  for  the  personal  ownership  of  books.  It  is  true,  it  must  be 
admitted,  that  our  Diocesan  Library  is  not  extensively  patronized  by 
the  clergy,  but  one  explanation  of  this  fact  may  be  that  the  reading 
and  studying  faculty  in  many  of  the  clergy  has  become  atrophied 
through  disuse.  The  making  of  bricks  without  straw  was  no  harder 
task  for  the  Israelites  than  the  preparation  of  sermons  without  books 
is  for  the  modern  minister,  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
for  ministers  to  purchase  books,  circumstances  compelling  the  aver- 
age minister  to  esteem  them  luxuries.  If  any  layman  or  lay  woman 
wishes  to  make  a  Christmas  present  that  will  be  deeply  and  widely 
appreciated,  let  him  or  her  place  a  couple  of  hundred  dollars  in  the 
Bishop's  hands  to  be  distributed  among  the  poorer  clergy  for  books. 
It  will  be  well,  however,  to  send  them  an  order  on  a  book-store  and 
not  cash,  for  when  the  average  clergyman  gets  hold  of  money  he  has 
no  more  self-control  than  to  expend  it  on  flour  or  shoes. 

Your  Committee  has  been  surprised  to  learn  how  large  a  propor- 
tion of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  carry  life  insurance,  A  surprisingly 
small  number  of  them  belong  to  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  despite  the  extra- 
ordinarily liberal  inducements  that  Corporation  is  able  to  offer  its 
members,  but  almost  all  of  the  clergy  carry  insurance  of  some  kind. 
Needless  to  add,  it  is  not  always  or  usually  adequate  protection, 
amounting  frequently  to  no  more  than  a  thousand  or  two  thousand 
dollars,  but  at  least  it  serves  to  refute  the  popular  impression  that  the 
clergy  as  a  class  are  helpless  and  improvident.  The  Pension  Fund 
will  not  relieve  the  average  clergyman  of  the  necessity  of  carrying 
ordinary  insurance,  since  it  is  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  clergy 
who  will  receive  sufficient  sums  from  that  Fund  to  live  on  after  their 
retirement  or  for  their  families  to  live  on  after  their  decease.  The 
Church  Pension  Fund  is  a  blessing  for  which  the  younger  clergy 
especially  may  well  be  thankful,  but  it  is  by  no  means  a  panacea  for 
all  the  ills  that  clerical  flesh  is  heir  to. 

A  few  of  the  clergy  report  difficulty,  amounting  in  s.:me  instances 
to  inability,  in  the  matter  of  having  their  pension  premiums  duly  paid 
by  their  congregations.  One  or  two  congregations  are  reported  as 
flatly  rejecting  the  idea  of  pensioning  the  clergy.  While  there  are 
only  one  or  two  congregations  in  the  Diocese  formally  adhering  to 
this  conviction,  yet  any  congregation  that  fails  to  provide  its  clergy's 
pension  premium  indicates  a  similar  lack  of  belief  in  the  justice  or 
the  necessity  of  pensions  for  the  clergy.  The  rectors  of  such  default- 
ing congregations,  or  the  clergy  of  such  defaulting  congregations,  are 
helpless  indeed,  since  with  the  establishment  of  the  Church   Pension 
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Fund  has  gone  our  own  Diocesan  Clerical  Relief  Fund,  so  that  the 
clergyman  whose  pension  premiums  are  not  paid  has  nothing  in  pros- 
pect in  the  event  of  disability  or  retirement,  or  his  family  in  the  event 
of  his  death.  In  some  instances,  it  is  to  be  feared,  the  clergy  will 
be  forced  to  pay  their  own  pension  premium  in  order  to  protect  them- 
selves and  their  families.  It  is  a  matter  that  needs  careful  looking  after 
by  those  in  authority. 

Reports  were  received  from  eight  of  our  retired  clergy,  and  your 
Committee  found  these  reports  pitiful  reading.  The  retiring  allow- 
ances of  these  eight  clergy  vary  from  $15  a  year  to  $700.  The  largest 
amount  is  obviously  inadequate  when  the  beneficiary  has  any  one  de- 
pendent upon  him,  and  most  naturally  some  of  these  ministers  state 
that  their  need  of  a  larger  income  is  cruelly  urgent.  Unfortunately 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  as  at  present  conducted,  cannot  do  much 
for  clergymen  who  may  retire  in  the  near  future,  and  with  the  absorp- 
tion of  our  Diocesan  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  there  are  no 
longer  Diocesan  funds  available  for  the  relief  of  such  persons.  The 
Committee  would  earnestly  advise  the  clergy  not  to  retire  until  the 
Pension  Fund  gets  to  working  at  full  speed;  they  had  better  die  out- 
fight than  try  to  live  in  these  times  on  a  pension  of  $600  a  year. 

The  matter  of  the  private  incomes  of  the  clergy  and  their  wives  is 
obviously  a  delicate  one  to  deal  with,  and  the  Committee  contented 
itself  with  inquiring  whether  there  were  such  incomes,  and  if  so, 
whether  the  clergy  found  it  necessary  to  use  them  in  supplementing 
their  salaries.  About  a  fourth  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  appear 
to  possess  private  means,  though  often  it  is  the  wives  who  possess 
them,  and  with  but  a  single  exception  they  have  stated  that  they  do 
find  it  necessary  to  use  these  private  means  to  supplement  their  sal- 
aries; in  a  few  instances  the  principal  of  their  private  means  has  been 
encroached  upon  as  well.  Your  Committee  was  careful  to  ask  whether 
the  clergy  found  it  n€cessary  to  use  their  private  means  to  supple- 
ment their  salaries,  and  the  unanimous  reply  that  it  has  been  found 
necessary  indicates,  of  necessity,  the  insufficiency  of  the  salaries  these 
clergy  are  receiving. 

As  Churchmen  we  are  accustomed  to  resent  the  rumor  that  some- 
times gets  abroad  to  the  effect  that  the  possession  of  private  means 
has  been  a  consideration  in  an  election  to  office  in  the  church,  but 
when  a  vestry  knows  that  the  salary  offered  by  it  is  insufficient  to 
support  a  rector,  it  cannot  expect  the  church  to  escape  invidious  com- 
ments if  a  rector  with  private  means  is  chosen  by  it.  On  the  human 
side  the  Christian  Church  is  a  democracy,  but  it  cannot  be  that  in 
reality  if  the  occupancy  of  some  of  her  highest  positions  is  condi- 
tioned, practically,  upon  the  possession  of  private  means.  A  con- 
gregation ought  to  feel  itself  degraded  when  its  choice  of  a  rector  is 
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limited  to  clergymen  possessing  private  means.  It  is  a  form  of  un- 
conscious clerical  simony  from  which  the  Church  may  well  pray  to  be 
delivered. 

Before  proceeding  to  a  brief  statistical  examination  of  clerical 
salaries  in  the  EHocese  your  Committee  would  observe  that  there  are  a 
few  self-evident  truths  that  render  such  an  analysis  largely  superflu- 
ous. The  first  of  these  self-evident  truths  is  that  the  average  con- 
gregation calls  a  rector  on  a  salary  assumed,  however  erroneously,  to 
be  adequate  for  his  support,  but  recognized  to  leave  little  margin 
for  any  purpose.  This  holds  good  of  the  larger  churches  no  less 
than  the  smaller  ones.  The  rectors  of  the  larger  churches  receive 
larger  salaries  than  the  rectors  of  smaller  churches,  but  their  ex- 
penses are  correspondingly  greater,  so  that  in  neither  case  is  there 
likely  to  be  much  of  a  margin.  Accordingly  since  clerical  salaries 
do  no  more  than  suffice  for  a  minister's  support  when  he  is  called  to 
a  parish,  it  follows  of  necessity  that  any  considerable  subsequent 
increase  in  his  expenses  must  either  render  the  salary  insufficient 
for  support  or  entail  the  utmost  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  himself 
and  his  family.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  cost 
of  living  in  this  country  has  risen  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  the  last 
few  years.  On  every  hand  wages  and  salaries  are  being  increased  to 
help  meet  this  greatly  increased  cost  of  living  under  which  we  all 
groan.  The  amount  of  this  increase  in  rent,  food,  clothing  and  all 
incidentals  since  January  1,  1917,  the  Bankers  Trust  Company  of  New 
York  puts  at  62  per  cent.,  thus  bearing  out  the  statement  of  many  of 
the  clergy  that  their  living  expenses  have  doubled  in  the  last  few 
years.  In  the  face  of  these  obvious  facts  any  congregation  which 
has  not  increased  its  rector's  'salary  very  materially  in  the  last  five 
years  must  needs  know  either  that  it  is  not  now  sufficient  for  its 
rector's  maintenance  or  that  painful  self-denial  is  being  practiced  by 
the  rector  and  his  family.  The  only  possible  escape  from  this  di- 
lemma is  the  possibility  that  the  salary  of  the  rector  has  left  a  con- 
siderable margin  for  saving  in  the  past,  a  possibility  that  very  few 
congregations  will  care  to  believe  in.  There  is,  of  course,  one  other 
escape  from  the  dilemma,  and  some  congregations,  a  few,  may  resort 
to  it ;  it  is  the  possibility  that  in  the  last  five  years  the  rector's  family, 
bird-like,  has  grown  up  and  flown  away. 

The  second-self  evident  truth  that  we  would  call  attention  to,  and 
which  offsets  the  exception  just  allowed  a  few  congregations,  is  that 
while  a  minister  is  rearing  a  family  his  income  needs  to  be  larger 
than  at  any  other  time,  and  of  course  while  some  ministers'  families 
have  been  emerging  from  the  dependent  stage  in  the  last  five  years 
the  families  of  other  ministers  have  been  entering  it,  so  that  the  gen- 
eral situation  is  unchanged.  This  obvious  fact,  that  the  rearing  of 
a  family  entails  unusual  and  heavy  expense,  is  ignored  by  most  of

our  congregations,  as  congregations.  Church-members  know,  of  course, 
what  it  costs  them  to  feed,  clothe  an<l  educate  their  children,  and  they 
must  needs  realize  that  it  costs  their  minister  approximately  as  much- 
especial  ly  now  that  clerical  discounts  have  generally  been  withdrawn. 
In  this  Diocese,  for  example,  the  cost  of  educating  a  boy  and  a  girl 
at  our  Diocesan  Schools  amounts  to  $800  a  year  for  a  clergyman,  at 
the  least,  unless  he  is  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  scholarships,  which 
only  a  few  can  hope  to  do.  Obviously  if  there  are  other  children  in 
the  family  a  salary  of  $2,500  would  be  necessary  to  enable  a  clergr 
man  to  spend  $800  on  the  education  of  two  of  his  children,  simultan- 
eously; needless  to  remark,  $2,500  salaries  are  rare  in  this  Diocese. 

With  these  preliminary  observations  as  to  the  uselessness  of  crit- 
ical examination  of  the  statistics  we  have  gathered,  your  Committee 
I'Cgs  to  say  that  our  inquiry  has  disclosed  the  fact  that  of  the  seven- 
teen unmarried  clergy  reporting  to  us,  five  report  themselves  to  be 
living  on  their  salaries,  without  any  doubt;  nine  are  just  able  to  do  so, 
;ii)d  two  are  ur.able  to  do  it.  Three  of  the  seventeen  state  that  they 
are  saving  part  of  their  salarie?,  a  very  little.  (When  the  statement 
\:  made  that  nothing  is  being  saved,  the  meaning  often  is  nothmg  m 
cash,  since  as  already  stated  most  of  the  clergy  carry  life  insurance.) 
Three  of  these  unmarried  clergy  have  had  their  salaries  increased  since 
coming  to  their  charges,  and  their  salaries  vary  from  $750  to  $2,000. 
Even  the  unmarried  clergy  sometimes  have  persons  wholly  or  partially 
dependent  upon  them,  it  should  be  said,  and  the  married  clergy  some- 
times have  dependents  other  than  the  immediate  members  of  their 
families. 

Of  twelve  clergymen  married  but  childless  three  arc  definitely  able 
to  live  on  their  salaries,  four  say  that  they  are  trying  desperately  bar  1 
to  do  so,  and  five  have  given  up  the  attempt  as  hopeless.  Three  oi 
these  twelve  arc  saving  something  out  of  their  salaries,  (one  is  buy- 
ing a  house),  the  others  are  unable  to  save  anything,  now.  These 
mens  salaries  vary  from  ?800  to  $2,400,  and  three  of  the  twelve  have 
been  increased  since  the  clergy  came  to  their  present  charges. 

Of  twenty-three  clergy  having  one  child  or  whose  children  ar« 
l)ractically  independent  of  them,  two  state  that  they  are  li\*in?  ^^ 
their  salaries,  positively, — the  salaries  exceeding  $2,400:  seven  arc 
barely  al)le  to  do  so,  and  eleven  arc  unable  to  do  it.  Two  of  *"^^^ 
men  are  able  to  save  a  little  of  their  salaries,  in  cash,  two  save  ^"^|J^ 
for  insurance,  and  eighteen,  with  salaries  ranging  from  $900  to  ^'^  ' 
find  it  impossible  to  save  anything,  now.  Five  of  these  men  have  ha 
tl-.eir  salaries  increased,  but  few  within  the  last  five  years. 

Of  thirty-one  clergy   with  from  two  to  seven   children,  chiefly  "^' 
pendent,  five  are  living  on  their  salaries,  definitely,  eleven  are  bare 
doing  so,  and  fifteen  confess  failure  in  the  attempt.    Twenty-seven

these  thirty-one  are  saving  no  part  of  their  salaries,  which  range  from 
$1«000  to  $6,000.  Thirteen  of  these  thirt3rone  salaries  have  been  in- 
creased, though  only  a  few  of  them  within  the  last  five  years. 

Your  Committee  makes  no  effort  to  summarize  these  statistics,  since 
the  whole  point  of  this  report  is  that  in  the  matter  of  support  the 
clergy  should  be  considered  as  individuals  and  not  lumped.  In  choos- 
ing a  rector  a  vestry  individualizes  the  clergy  very  sharply;  its  mem- 
bers select  the  particular  clergyman  best  qualified  to  meet  their  par- 
ticular needs;  they  would  resent  the  suggestion  that  the  man  of  their 
choice  was  anything  else  than  an  unusual  man.  Since  the  laity  thus 
insist  upon  dealing  with  the  clergy  as  individuals  when  choosing  one 
for  a  rector  it  would  seem  but  fair  for  them  to  continue  to  do  so  after 
obtaining  one  as  a  rector.  Thus  a  man  with  two  children  or  four 
children  or  six  children  should  not  be  treated  in  the  matter  of  salary 
as  a  clergyman  with  one  child  would  be.  The  fatal  fallacy  of  the 
whole  salary  situation  is  tliat  the  laity  refuse  to  cut  their  financial 
cloth  to  suit  the  minister  and  insist  upon  pouring  all  of  the  clergy 
into  the  same  financial  mould.  The  result  in  most  instances  is  hard 
on  the  clergy  and  harder  on  their  families. 

Believing  that  rectors  ought  to  be  dealt  with  as  individuals  and 
that  each  congregation,  or  at  least  each  vestry,  should  be  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  status  of  its  own  rector,  your  Committee  has  no 
intention  of  recommending  that  salaries  of  clergy  in  this  Diocese 
should  be  fixed  at  a  specified  minimum  sum  for  married  men,  and  a 
smaller  sum  for  single  men.  We  think  it  of  vital  importance  that 
congregations  should  individualize  their  rectors  and  endeavor  to  deal 
tvith  them  on  the  basis  of  their  personal  needs. 

Accordingly,  while  your  Committee  has  no  resolutions  to  offer,  it 
begs  to  submit  the  following  suggestions.  We  recommend  first,  that 
when  a  parish  falls  vacant  the  Bishop  should  send  to  the  vestry  a 
memorandum  stating  the  fundamental  rights  of  the  clergy  in  the 
matter  of  support,  these  rights  including  a  salary  adequate  to  sup- 
port at  all  stages  of  a  clergyman's  rectorship  and  not  merely  at  the 
time  the  call  is  extended. 

Your  Committee  recommends  secondly,  that  vestries  who  have  rec- 
tors should  be  requested  by  the  Bishop  to  have  an  early  conference 
with  them  on  their  financial  status  at  this  critical  time.  Of  course 
those  of  the  clergy  who  are  in  possession  of  ample  salaries  will  decline 
such  a  conference  with  thanks,  but  there  are  few  vestries  in  the  Dio- 
cese who  can  safely  assume  that  their  rectors  are  in  this  favored 
class.  For  not  alone  the  country  minister  on  a  salary  of  $1,000  or 
$13X)  but  the  city  rector  as  well,  regardless  of  his  salary,  is  finding 
it  impossible  in  these  days  to  meet  his  living  expenses,  sometimes  with 
the  help  of  a  private  income,  and  vestries  who  will  confer  with  their 
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rectors  will  be  greatly  surprised  to  learn  what  their  expenses  are  today, 
even  when  pruned  to  the  utmost 

Your  Committee  recommends  thirdly,  that  in  order  to  encourage 
congregations  to  increase  the  salaries  of  their  ministers,  such  in- 
creases should  not  be  subiect,  at  least  at  first,  to  the  full  rate  of 
Diocesan  assessments  for  Missions  and  the  Convention  Fund.  If  the 
full  rate  should  be  applied,  such  salary  increases  would  be  subject  to 
a  total  assessment  of  from  twenty  to  fortyrcight  per  cent.,  including 
the  pension  premium.  The  assessment  would  be  even  heavier  this 
year  because  of  the  large  increase  in  our  General  Missionary  appor- 
tionment. It  is  obvious  that  such  a  prospect  would  be  likely  to  deter 
many  congregations  from  increasing  their  rector's  salary,  at  all  largely, 
— unless  our  fourth  suggestion  should  be  successfully  carried  out. 

Your  Committee  recommends,  finally,  that  in  order  to  obtain  the 
money  necessary  to  afford  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  reasonable  cup- 
port,  a  campaign  for  parish  support  and  pissions  be  held,  under  com- 
petent leadership,  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese  where  such  a  campaign 
has  not  yet  been  held.  When  the  latent  resources  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  shall  have  been  intelligently  developed  we  shall  be  cleared 
of  the  reproach  under  which  we  now  labor,  the  fact,  namely,  that 
of  sixty-six  married  clergy  making  returns  to  this  Committee  only 
ten,  or  less  than  one-seventh,  are  positively  living  on  their  salaries. 
And  of  these  ten  ministers  definitely  living  on  the  salaries  paid  them 
by  their  congregations,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  five  are  cither  childless 
or  without  dependent  children;  the  sixth  has  one  child  and  a  salary 
exceeding  $4,000;  the  seventh  has  one  young  child  and  a  salary  of 
$2,000;  the  eighth  has  two  young  children  and  a  salary  of  $1,750;  the 
ninth  has  three  young  children  and  a  salary  of  $2,500;  and  the  tenth, 
who  has  four  very  young  children  and  a  salary  of  $1,200,  having 
been  in  his  parish  only  a  few  months  is  scarcely  in  a  position  to  speak 
positively  as  to  the  adequacy  of  his  salary  for  the  support  of  his 
family. 

Our  people,  we  are  satisfied,  will  not  acquiesce  in  such  conditions 
as  these,  conditions  which  will  probably  grow  worse  in  the  next 
year,  when  the  facts  are  clearly  brought  home  to  them.  And  such  a 
campaign  as  we  recommend  will  make  it  possible,  we  believe,  to 
open  our  people's  eyes  to  facts  and  conditions  of  which  at  the  present 
time  most  of  them  are,  happily  or  unhappily,  quite  unconscious.

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THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS  AND  OTHER  BUSI- 
NESS RECOMMENDS  THAT  CANON  XXX  BE 
REPEALED  AND  RE-ENACTED 
TO  READ  AS  FOLLOWS: 

On  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apport:onments. 

CANON  XXX. 

Section  i.  The  Fiscal  Year  of  each  Parish,  Congregation  and  Mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  shall,  beginning 
with  January  i,  191 7,  be  the  Calendar  Year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  this  Diocese  in  charge 
of  a  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission,  and  of  the  Canon  in  Charge  of 
the  Cathedral  Congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister  in  charge,  of 
the  Vestry  or  other  proper  officer  and  of  the  Lay  Council  of  the  Cathe- 
dral Congregation  to  prepare'  upon  the  blank  form  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  a  Report  for  each  Fiscal  Year,  beginning  with  January 
I,  191 7,  and  to  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  January 
succeeding  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Said  reports,  or  such  parts  of 
them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  proper,  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  the  Convention  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  so  delivered. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  any  Parish,  Congregation  or 
Mission  or  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  deliver  its  Report  within 
the  period  above  prescribed,  its  current  expenses  may  be  estimated  and 
its  basis  of  apportionment  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assess- 
ments and  Apportionments. 

Sec.  4.  At  every  annual  session  of  the  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
appoint  two  laymen  and  two  Clergymen,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportion- 
ments. Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Com? 
mittee. 

Sec.  5.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year  begin- 
ning with  the  year  1918,  the  reports  of  the  Parishes,  Congregations  and 
Missions  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
during  the  previous  month  shall  be  accessible  to  the  Committee  on  Dio- 
cesan Assessments  and  Apportionments. 

Sec.  6.  All  resolutions  carrymg  appropriations  intended  to  be  offered 
at  any  annual  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  by  the  first  day  of 
October  preceding  that  session,  and  the  Committee  shall  have  said  res- 
olutions printed  for  distribution  among  the  delegates  when  the  Conven- 
tion meets. 
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Sec.  7.  On  the  basis  of  the  Annual  Reports  and  the  Resolutions 
carrying  appropriations,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  acting  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee,  shall  make  an  assessment  or  apportionment 
for  the  ensuing  Diocesan  Year  on  the  Parishes,  Congregations  and  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese  and  on  the  Cathedral  Congregation  for  the  total 
of  the  amounts  fixed  by  the  proper  authorities  for  the  following 
objects : 

(a)  The  Convention  Fund. 

(b)  Diocesan  Missions. 

(c)  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions. 

Sec.  8.  The  assessments  and  apportionments  for  these  objects  shall 
be  based  upon  all  expenditures  within  the  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mis- 
sion or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  (as  shown  by  its  Annual  Report), 
including  pa3mient  of  salaries,  but  excluding  expenditures  for  chari- 
table purposes,  repairs  and  improvements,  payment  of  debts  and  in- 
terest thereon,  and  expenses  of  Sunday  School. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  classify  the  Parishes,  Congregations 
and  Missions  and  the  Cathedral  Congregation  according  to  their  expen- 
ditures and  shall  make  a  sliding  scale  assessment  based  on  such  classifi- 
cation, and  shall  announce  to  the  Convention  at  the  opening  of  each 
annual  session  the  classification  of  the  apportionment  and  die  propor> 
tion  of  the  same  for  which  each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  and 
the  Cathedral  Congregation  shall  become  responsible  in  case  said  reso- 
lutions carrying  appropriations  are  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  10.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  from 
time  to  time  what  exceptions  and  allowances  shall  be  made  in  the  case 
of  Missions  and  other  abnormally  weak  or  struggling  Churches. 

Sec.  II.  After  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  the  Committee 
shall  amend  its  table  of  apportionments  to  correspond  to  the  appropria- 
tions actually  voted  by  the  Convention,  and  a  notice  of  the  amount  of 
the  current  expenses  and  of  the  assessments  thereon  shall  be  sent  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  each  Par- 
ish, Congregation  or  Mission  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congre^tion  by  the 
twentieth  day  of  November,  which  notice  shall  invite  said  Parish,  Con- 
gregation or  Mission  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  appear  before 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided  for,  at  a  date  and  place 
to  be  set  forth  in  said  notice,  and  in  person  or  by  writing  show  cause, 
if  any,  why  said  assessment  should  be  changed. 

3ec.  12.  The  assessment  so  laid  by  the  Committee  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  confirmed  unless  before  the  twentieth  day  of  December  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  change  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  Each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  and  the  Cathedral 
Congregation  shall  make  pa3rment  of  its  assessments  aad  apportion- 
ments in  such  ways  and  at  such  times  as  the  treasurers  of  the  various 
funds  may  prescribe.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  report  to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  the  Parishes,  Congre- 
gations or  Missions  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  which  for  two  suc- 
cessive years  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  them. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Adjustment,  consisting  of  the 
Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  and  the 
Archdeacons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  consider  any  petition 
or  request  regarding  the  assessments  or  apportionments  upon  any  Par- 
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ish,  Congregation  or  Mission,  and  after  due  consideration  to  adjust  the 
same  at  such  amount  as  the  Board  shall  deem  to  be  fair  and  equitable. 

Such  petitions  or  requests,  if  in  writing,  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
Board  of  Adjustment,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  some  mem- 
ber thereof  on  or  before  the  date  set  forth  in  the  Treasurer's  notice 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  which  date  as  well  as  the  place  of  hearing 
shall  have  been  previously  fixed  by  said  Board. 

The  Board  shall  certify  the  amount  so  determined  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  by  the  twentieth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and 
thereupon  the  Treasurer  shall  cause  his  books  to  conform  with  the 
action  of  the  Board  and  notify  any  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  if 
any  change  has  been  made  in  its  assessments  by  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  following  Section,  to  be  known 
as  Section  3,  be  added  to  Canon  III,  "Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention" : 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next  preceding  each  triennial  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention  to  prepare  and  forthwith  forward  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  upon  the 
blanks  provided  by  the  General  Convention  for  that  purpose,  a  con- 
densed summary  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial  Reports 
and  Bishop's  Statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  and  also  as  to  the 
condition  of  all  invested  funds  and  the  amount  of  all  contributions  re- 
ceived or  expended  by  the  Bishop,  or  otherwise,  within  the  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  also  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  basis  of  apportionment  for  the  Diocesan  Year 
beginning  October  i,  1917,  shall  be  the  combined  Reports  for  the  Dio- 
cesan Year  ending  September  30,  1916,  required  to  bs  delivered  to  the 
Bishop  before  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  and  for  three 
months  ending  December  31,  1916,  required  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop  before  the  meeting  of  this  Convention. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DONATIONS 

AND  BEQUESTS. 

The  Committee  on  Donations  and  Bequests  respectfully  reports  that 
during  the  Convention  year  they  have  been  advised  of  the  following 
bequests : 

First — A  bequest  to  the  Convention  of  the  sum  of  $12,000,  by  the  late 
Walton  Gray  Hughes  for  the  benefit  of  St.  John's  Parish  in  Hagers- 
town ;  the  use  thereof  specified  in  the  will  is  as  follows :  'The  said  sum 
to  be  invested  in  trust,  and  the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  semi-annually 
or  oftener,  to  said  St.  John's  Church  for  the  purpose  of  emplojring  a 
Deaconess  to  work  among  the  poor,  to  visit  from  house  to  house,  to 
bring  the  children  to  Baptism  and  Sunday  School,  to  teach  Bible 
classes  among  the  women  and  catechetical  classes  among  the  children 
and  young  people,  and  in  other  ways  deemed  by  the  Rector  of  said 
Church  most  judicious  for  reaching  the  undisciplined  and  uninstructed 
people  of  the  parish." 

Second — A  bequest  by  Anna  Austen  McCulloh  of  various  securities 
valued  at  $9,400  and  the  cash  sum  of  $550.07.  The  will  specifies  the  use 
of  the  income  of  said  funds  as  follows : 

"i.  To  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  building  of  Immanuel 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  Glencoe,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland, 
and  the  structures  appurtenant  thereto. 

"2.  To  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  church  jrard  and  burial 
ground  appurtenant  to  said  Church,  and  primarily  lots  Nos.  17,  2,  3  and 
5  therein  and  the  tombs  in  the  same,  which  last  shall  take  precedence  of 
all  other  purposes  hereunder;  and  the  acceptance  and  performance  of 
this  last  purpose  is  made  an  express  condition  of  the  validity  of  the 
gift  to  said  Convention. 

"3.  The  balance,  if  any  thereafter  remaining,  of  the  net  annual  in- 
come, to  pay  to  the  Rector  for  the  time  being  of  said  Church,  if  there 
be  one,  as  an  addition  to  his  salary. 

"4.  Should  there  at  any  time  be  no  Rector  of  said  Church,  and  serv- 
ices cannot  otherwise  be  maintained  therein,  to  pay  the  cost  of  holding 
therein  at  least  one  service  in  each  calendar  month  of  the  year,  so  that 
the  said  Church  may  always  remain  as  a  place  of  worship  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church. 

"5.  In  its  entire  discretion,  to  add  to  the  principal  of  the  fund  and 
invest  and  reinvest  any  part  of  income  not  required  in  any  given  year 
for  the  foregoing  first,  second  and  fourth  purposes  (should  there  be  no 
Rector  of  said  Parish)  with  full  power  of  sale  of  such  investments  and 
reinvestments  to  that  end  (so  as,  however,  no  purchaser  shall  be  re- 
quired to  see  to  the  application  of  the  purchase  money." 

Third — A  bequest  by  the  late  Sallie  H.  Conrad  of  the  sum  of  $5,000, 
the  income  thereof  to  be  used  for  the  salary  of  the  Rector  of  St  John's 
Church,  Western  Run  Parish,  Baltimore  County. 

Fourth — ^A  bequest,  subject  to  two  life  estates  still  outstanding  of 
the  residuary  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Alberta  Louise  Field,  of  the 
amount  of  which  your  Committee  has  not  been  accurately  advised,  but 
which  they  understand  to  be  about  $125,000,  the  testatrix  making  in 
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her  will  the  following  earnest  desire  and  request  "that  the  said  fund  or 
the  income  thereof  shall  be  expended  by  said  Convention  for  the  sup- 
port and  assistance  of  superannuated,  disabled,  or  poor  and  needy 
Qergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  of  whatever  age  they  may  be,  who  may  stand  in  need  of 
financial  help  or  assistance;  believing,  as  I  do,  that  no  more  worthy 
object  of  my  bounty  could  exist.  And  I  request  that  such  fund  shall 
be  called  the  Alberta  von  Lingen  Field  Endowment  Fund.  But  if  either 
said  Catherine  Webb  or  said  Monimia  M.  Wood,  or  both,  shall  survive 
my  said  husband,  then  from  and  after  his  death  I  give,  devise  and  be- 
queath all  of  said  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate  of  every  kind  to  the 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  of  Baltimore,  in  trust  to  hold,  pre- 
serve and  control  the  corpus  or  principal  of  said  estate ;  collect  and  re- 
ceive the  income  thereof,  and  after  payment  of  any  expenses  or  taxes 
arising  out  of  said  trust  fund,  if  any,  together  with  a  commission  of 
five  percentum  upon  said  income  to  said  trustee  for  its  services  as  such, 
to  apply  the  income  thereof  as  follows,  viz.:  (a)  To  pay  to  my  said 
cousin,  Catherine  Webb,  if  she  be  living  and  so  long  as  she  shall  live, 
and  to  my  said  friend,  Monimia  M.  Wood,  if  she  be  living  and  so  long 
as  she  shall  live  the  said  income  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  per  annum  to 
each,  with  an  additional  annual  payment  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  to 
each  of  said  beneficiaries,  so  that  each  shall  receive  from  and  after  the 
death  of  my  said  husband  the  annual  income  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dol- 
lars during  her  natural  life,  (b)  And  to  pay  over  all  the  balance  of 
said  income  to  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  to  be  held  by  said  Convention  as  its  own 
property,  with  the  request  and  desire  that  it  be  expended  by  said  Con- 
vention for  the  same  uses  and  purposes  as  hereinbefore  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  clause  of  this  my  will,  (c)  And  upon  the  death  of 
both  said  Catherine  Webb  and  said  Monimia  M.  Wood  then  the  trust 
created  by  this  clause  shall  cease  and  the  entire  principal  or  corpus  of 
said  trust  fund  or  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate  shall  at  once  be  paid 
over  by  the  said  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  of  Baltimore,  trustee, 
to  the  said  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Maryland,  to  be  held  by  said  Convention  as  its  own  property 
with  the  same  earnest  request  and  desire  on  my  part  that  it  or  the 
income  thereof  be  expended  by  said  Convention  for  the  same  uses  and 
purposes  as  previously  named  in  the  preceding  clause  of  this  my  will." 

Fifth — A  gift  of  the  sum  of  $200  by  Miss  Catherine  Welsh  for  the 
use  of  All  Hallows'  Church.  Anne  Arundel  County. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends  the  acceptance  of  all  these 
bequests  and  the  gift  of  Miss  Catherine  Welsh,  to  be  administered 
according  to  the  directions  and  desires  expressed  in  the  several  wills 
and  by  said  donor  by  the  Committee  on  Church  Charities  and  your 
Committee  offers  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  Convention  gratefully  accepts  the  bequests  of 
the  late  Walton  Gray  Hughes,  of  the  late  Mrs.  Anna  Austen  Mc- 
Culloh.  of  the  late  Sallie  H.  Conrad,  of  the  late  Mrs.  Alberta  Louise 
Field,  and  the  gift  of  Miss  Catherine  Welsh,  and  that  said  bequests 
and  ^ift  be  committed  to  the  Committee  of  this  Convention  on  Church 
Charities  to  be  administered  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  testators 
and  donor.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

This  institution  of  the  Church  has  been  doing  its  beneficent  and 
charitable  work  for  more  than  fifty-four  years.  It  has  two  distinct 
characters  and  lines  of  work: 

/.  Church  Hospital, 

where  those  requiring  surgical  or  medical  attendance  can,  at  reasonable 
rates,  obtain  comfortable  rooms,  careful  nursing  and  the  service  of  any 
physician  whom  they  may  engage,  and  it  is  also 

//.  A  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Invalid, 

where  may  be  enjoyed  the  comforts  and  privileges  of  the  Church. 
There  are  daily  services  in  the  Chapel.  The  Church  Home  is  supported 
in  the  following  ways : 

1.  Partly  by  Churches  in  Baltimore,  which  engage  to  contribute  a 
certain  sum  for  the  year,  and  which  have  the  right  to  place  a  patient  in 
the  wards  for  every  $200  annually  contributed.  In  this  way  some  Balti- 
more Churches  keep  one,  or  two,  or  more  beneficiaries  in  the  Home. 
Any  Church  or  Congregation  may  make  use  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded  to  provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time. 

2.  Partly  by  Endowment  and  Income  from  Invested  Funds.

The  Bishop  is  Visitor  of  the  Church  Home. 

The  Church  Home  opens  its  doors  freely  to  the  Clergy  of  Maryland 
who  may  need  its  care.

1.  By  making  the  existence  and  the  advantages  of  the  Church  Home 
known,  so  that  those  who  may  have  to  come  to  the  city  for  surgical 
caxe,  etc.,  may  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  it  offers. 

2.  By  sending  the  sick  and  aged,  and  providing  for  their  support. 

3.  By  an  occasional  offering  in  Church  or  by  private  donations. 

4.  By  engaging  to  support  a  Free  Bed,  with  the  privilege  of  nomi- 
nating the  patient. 

5.  By  testamentary  bequests  to  "The  Church  Home  and  Infirmary  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore."

Under  the  general  powers  conferred  by  the  Resolutions  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  in  the  years  1908,  1909  and  1910, 
the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  hereby  adopt  a  Plan  of 
Cathedral  Organization. 

I.    The  Chapter. 

Since  the  title  to  all  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
Cathedral  Foundation  is  vested  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  Convention  itself 
constitutes  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  ultimate  governing  body. 

The  Trustees,  six  Qerical  and  six  Lay,  together  with  the  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  are,  by  the  resolutions  above  men- 
tioned, possessed  of  the  executive  functions  of  a  Cathedral  Chapter. 

II.    The  Dean  and  Canons. 

The  Chapter  may,  upon  nomination  by  the  Bishop,  elect  a  Dean, 
such  nomination  being  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  pre- 
ceding the  regular  meeting  at  which  the  election  is  held.  Until  a  Dean 
is  elected,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Bishop  shall  act 
as  Dean.  The  Dean  shall  have  spiritual  supervision  of  the  worship 
and  work  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be,  ex  officio,  an 
Honorary  Canon  of  the  Cathedral. 

Two  Canons  may,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
be  elected  by  the  Chapter,  the  one  to  have  charge  of  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean ;  the  other  to  act  as  Canon 
Missioner  of  the  Diocese  and  to  carry  on  special  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop. 

Canons  Residenciary,  not  more  than  four  in  number,  upon  nomination 
of  the  Bishop,  may  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  to  serve  from  time  to 
time  as  Special  Preachers. 

III.    Internal  Government  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  supreme  control  of  the  ritual 
and  ordering  of  the  Cathedral  Services. 

By  a  concordat  entered  into  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter  and  the  Rector 
and  Vestries  of  St  Barnabas'  and  St.  George's  Churches  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  two  congregations  as  at  present  existing  is  to  come  under 
the  spiritual  authority  of  the  Dean  and  Resident  Canon  or  Canons. 

There  shall  be  a  Lay  Council  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation 
consisting  of  eight  members  which  shall  exercise  all  the  temporal 
functions  ordinarily  discharged  by  Vestries,  except  the  right  to  elect 
a  Rector  or  Assistant  Ministers,  or  to  control  the  property  of  the  Pro- 
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Cathedral  Congregation.  Within  one  month  after  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  has  entered  into  occupancy  of  the  Undercroft  to  be  used 
as  the  Pro-Cathedral,  the  Lay  Council  shall  be  elected  by  the  Congrega- 
tion, and  thereafter  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Vestry  Act  as  to  Easter  Monday 
elections. 

IV.    The  Cathedral  Council. 

The  Cathedral  Council  shall  be  an  advisory  or  consultative  board 
to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Cathedral  Organization 
as  an  adjunct  of  Diocesan  efficiency. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Chapter  and  all  of  the  Canons,  to- 
gether with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Deputies, 
clerical  and  lay,  to  the  General  Convention,  the  four  Archdeacons, 
the  Committee  of  Missions,  the  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese, 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  Social  Service  Commission 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  officers  and  Executive  Board  of  the  Cathedral 
League. 

The  Council  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  same  day  when 
the  Trustees  convene  for  the  last  time  prior  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. Other  meetings  may  be  called  during  the  year  by  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council. 

A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  to  keep  the  records  of  all  meetings. 

V.    Alterations. 

Any  provision  of  the  foregoing  articles  may  be  altered  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  or,  if  one  month's  previous  notice 
be  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation,  subject  in  the 
latter  case  to  ratification  by  the  next  succeeding  Convention  of  the 
Diocese.

RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened 
with  Divine  Service,  beginning  at  lo  o'clock  A.  M. 

2.  The  Convention,  upon  its  first  assembling,  shall  be  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he 
be  absent,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  by 
some  member  of  that  body  appointed  by  those  of  its  members 
who  may  be  present. 

3.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  every  member  shall 
take  his  seat,  and  remain  uncovered  until  he  shall  have  left 
the  Convention. 

4.  The  names  of  the  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or  in 
his  absence  by  some  one  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  other  per- 
son who  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  said  call  shall 
be  made  from  a  roll  furnished  by  the  Bishop  or  other 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  which  roll  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  right  of  such  Clergymen  to  seats  until  the  Con- 
vention shall  have  formally  acted  upon  that  question.  The 
Secretary  shall  then  call  a  provisional  roll  of  Lay  delegates, 
prepared  from  the  certiflSates  which  have  been  received  from 
the  vestries.  The  Lay  delegates  whose  certificates  have  not 
already  been  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  shall  then  lay  their 
certificates  upon  the  table,  with  the  declaration  subscribed 
as  required  by  the  Constitution.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call 
these  additional  names,  if  required  by  the  Chair,  or  by  any 
member.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates 
the  surname  only — with  the  prefix  of  "Mr." — shall  be  called, 
except  where  there  may  be  two,  or  more,  of  the  same  name, 
in  which  case  they  shall  be  designated  by  the  addition  of  their 
Christian  names.  If  a  quorum  of  both  orders  appear,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  announce  the  fact,  and  declare  that  the 
Convention  is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

(xxxix) 
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5.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  the  person  who  called  the  Convention  to  or- 
der shall  announce  that  there  is  a  quorum  present.  The  Con- 
vention shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  President  according  to  the 
Seventh  article  of  the  Constitution ;  who  shall,  so  soon  as  his 
election  is  completed,  take  the  chair  and  declare  that  the  Con- 
vention is  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

6.  The  first  business  after  the  declaration  is  made,  either 
by  the  Bishop  or  the  President,  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary. The  Chair  shall  then  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary  and 
the  Committees  mentioned  in  the  Order  of  Business  (No.  III). 
The  Chair  shall  also  appoint  all  other  Committees  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Convention. 

7.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  Convention,  he  shall  arise,  and,  with  due  respect, 
address  himself  to  the  President. 

8.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  arise  at  the  same  time  to 
speak,  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, nor  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded, 
and,  if  desired  by  any  member,  redubed  to  writing  and  read 
by  the  Secretary. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  no  other  mo- 
tion shall  he  received,  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  com- 
mit or  to  amend ;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  If  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  an  amendment  be  carried,  the  matter  before 
the  Convention  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amend- 
ment had  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and 
to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  if  the  mover  has  the  floor. 

12.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  imder  consideration,  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.     No  after  amend- 
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ments  shall  be  in  order,  but  a  substitute  for  both  amendments 
may  be  received,  which,  if  adopted,  shall  operate  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  original  proposition.  No  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received 
under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

13.  If  a  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

14.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
without  debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision, and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  without  express  leave  of  the  Convention. 

15.  When  any  member  arises  to  a  point  of  order,  the  mem- 
ber who  has  the  floor  shall  take  his  seat  until  the  point  of  order 
is  decided  by  the  Chair. 

16.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  session,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention,  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider 
made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority  and  seconded 
by  a  member  who  also  voted  with  the  majority. 

17.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report  unless  upon 
a  motion  to  print  or  recommit  it;  but  reports  shall,  as  of 
course,  lie  upon  the  table.  If  a  Committee  deem  any  action 
of  the  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  present 
in  writing  such  Resolutions,  Acts  or  Canons,  as  it  may  think 
it  should  adopt,  which  only  shall  be  subject  to  tfte  action  of 
the  Convention.  Every  act  which  divides  a  Parish,  or  in  any 
way  affects  Parish  boundaries,  shall  distinctly  set  out  the  new 
boundaries  which  it  is  intended  to  establish.  The  Convention 
will  not  act  upon  any  proposed  Resolution,  Act  or  Canon  which 
is  not  conformed  to  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 

18.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered ; 
the  votes  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  be  received  and  counted 
separately;  but  the  vote  shall  be  regarded  as  a  joint  one,  and 
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the  election  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  taken  together,  except  where  a  vote  by  orders 
shall  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

19/  When  a  joint  ballot  is  taken,  the  procedure  §hall  be 
as  follows :  The  President  shall  appoint  two  tellers  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  and  two  on  the  part  of  the  Laity.  The  Secre- 
tary, shall  then  call  the  roll  and  the  tellers  shall  collect  the 
votes.  After  the  clerical  and  lay  votes  shall  have  been  counted 
by  the  respective  tellers,  the  teller  first  named  by  the  Chair 
shall  combine  them  in  one  joint  ballot,  which  he  shall  present 
to  the  Convention,  reading  out  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for,  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  votes  for  each  sep- 
arately, and  the  sum  total  of  votes  received  by  each  person. 
The  Chair  shall  then  state  to  the  Convention  the  result  of  the 
joint  ballot. 

20.  The  Convention,  after  Evening  Prayer,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  annual  session,  shall  consider  the  subject  of  Missions. 

21.  A  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  required  to  suspend  any  Rule  of  Order  or  make  any  change 
in  the  Order  of  Business ;  but  "Orders  of  the  Day"  may  be 
intercalated  in  the  Order  of  Business  by  a  majority  vote. 

22.  "Roberts'  Rules  of  Order"  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
guide  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

23.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order,  together  with  the  Order 
of  Business  hereto  annexed,  shall  be  deemed  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der for  all  future  Conventions  until  altered  or  rescinded,  and 
the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Fifth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland,  assembled  in  Memorial  Church,  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, on  Wednesday,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  A.  I)., 
1919. 

The  services  were  begun  with  the  office  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, which  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  the  Epistle  being  read 
by  the  Rev.  William  Page  Dame,  D.  D.,  and  the  Gospel  by  the 
Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  the  Rev. 
Hobart  Smith,  the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  and 
the  Rev.  Douglass  Hooff. 

Divine  Service  being  over  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention 
to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  then  called  the  roll

•  "Resolved,    That    whereas    at    the    annual    session    of    this    Con- 
vention  held   in   the  year   1912,   it   was   resolved,   That   the   Diocesan 
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House  be  conSmitted  to  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral 
Foundation  for  the  purposes  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Diocesan  Houser'and  that  the  Convention  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses 
for  furnishing  and  maintenance. 

And  Whereas,  at  the  annual  session  of  this  Convention  held 
in  the  year  1915  it  was  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Diocesan 
Library  and  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  House  be  merged  in  one 
Committee  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  House  and 
Library. 

And  Whereas,  the  affairs  of  this  joint  committee  have  been, 
since  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  conducted  practically  by  members 
of  the  Cathedral  Trustees  serving  on  this  Committee  and  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  Convention  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Diocesan  House  and  Library  have  been  paid  to  and  disbursed  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  acting  as 
Treasurer  of  this  Committee. 

And  Whereas  the  officers  of  the  various  Diocesan  Organiza- 
tions and  the  Diocesan  Libraries  now  housed  in  the  Diocesan  House 
are  essential  parts  of  the  Diocesan  Centre  for  Worship  and  Work 
intended  eventually  to  be  provided  by  the  Oithedral  Group. 

Now  Therefore  Be  If  Resolved,  First,  that  the  functions 
heretofore  exercised  by  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  House  and 
Library  be  hereafter  exercised  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral 
Foundation,  and  that  the  action  of  the  Convention  in  relation  to 
said  committee  be  hereby  rescinded. 

Resolved,  Second,  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  for  the  current 
Convention  Year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Diocesan  House  and 
Library,  $1,400  to  be  paid  from  the  Convention  Fund  and  $1,100  from 
the  Keerl  Fund."

First:  To  proclaim  the  fact  to  the  world,  at  the  moment  of  final 
ratification,  from  the  City  of  Jerusalem ; 

Second :  To  name  the  world  peace,  the  Peace  of  Jerusalem  f  and 
Third:  To  recommend  that  the   day  on   which  this  Peace   is   pro- 
claimed be  an  International  Thanksgiving  Day,  on  which  all  peoples 
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of  all  countries  and  all  beliefs  shall  in  their  homes  and  houses  of 
worship  offer  thanks  to  God."

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $200.  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  need- 
ed, be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Commission. 
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Resolved,  That  the  apportionment  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents,  asked  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social 
Service  of  the  Dtocese  of  Maryland  for  the  year  1918,  be  approved  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
remit  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Joint  Commission. 

The  first  resolution  was  then  considered  and  adopted. 

The  second  resolution  was  then  considered  and  adopted. 

The  third  resolution  was  then  considered  and  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Bonsai  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission  the  words 
"and  ultimately  in  the  financial  management"  was  stricken 
out  and  the  letter  "s"  added  to  the  word  "enterprise"  and  as 
thus  amended  was  adopted.

The  Rev.  Walter  B.  Stehl  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  for- 
ward a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Rev.  George  Mosley  Murray. 

"Resolved,  the  Convention  notes  with  regret  the  absence  of  the  Rev. 
G.  Mosley  Murray  from  its  sessions,  that  it  expresses  its  s>Tnpathy  for 
him  and  his  family  in  his  serious  illness,  and  prays  for  his  ultimate 
recovery." 

The  Convention  then  at  4  P.  -M.  took  a  recess  until  8  P.  M. 

On  reassembling  at  8  P.  M.,  after  Evening  Prayer,  which 
was  said  by  the  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Wolfe  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
Kell,  the  Bishop  giving  the  Benediction,  the  Bishop  took  the 
chair. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  John  D.  La  Mothe  on  the 
Joint  Commission  on  Joint  Diocesan  Lemons, 

Mr.  Charles  O.  Scull  presented  the  Report  of  the  Church 
Pension  Fund,  which  was  ordered  printed.  (See  Appendix 
No.  17.) 

He  also  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay.  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  from  the  income  of  the  Bertha  von  Ligen  Field  bequest,  such 
an  amount'  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the 
income  received  by  said  Committee  from  the  Superannuated  and  Dis- 
abled Clergy  Fund  and  the  proportion  of  the  pension  premiums  charge- 
able to  the  Diocese. 
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The  Re\'.  William  Meade  Dame,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  which  was 
ordered  printed.     (See  Appendix  No.  16.) 

The  following  were,  nomuiated  to  fill  the  vacapi^es  in  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  viz:  Tl^Rev.  Ben- 
jamin  B.  Lovett,  the  Rev.  Smith  Hilton  Orrick,  ^Ir.  Richard 
B.  Norris  and  Miss  Jane  Millikin. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  and  they  were 
unanimously  elected. 

Mr.   Joseph    Packard   presented   the    following   resolution, 

which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, in  authorizing  the  Trustee  of  the  Field  Fund  to  pay  to  the 
annuitants  for  life  the  amount  of  their  annuities  out  of  the  uninvested 
principal  of  the  Fund,  the  same  to  be  returned  from  the  income  when 
avaliable,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Convention,  the  Rev.  Philip  Cook, 
D.  D.,  was  requested  by  the  Bishop  to  address  the  Convention 
in  regard  to  the  training  of  young  women  by  the  playground 
association. 

Dr.  Cook  also  addressed  the  Convention  on  the  question 
of  Religious  Education  and  Uniformity  in  Sunday  School 
Work. 

The  Rev.  John  D.  La  Mothe  spoke  on  the  subject. 

The  Rev.  Henry  B.  Lee,  Jr.,  spoke  on  the  subject. 

The  Rev.  Hugh  Birckhead,  D.  D.,  spoke  on  the  subject. 

The  Rev.  Philip  Cook,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Convention  that  a  meeting  of 
the  Rectors  and  Ministers  in  charge  of  Parishes  ought  to  be  held — 
and  plans  made  for  Diocesan  recognition  of  the  work  done  by  the 
scholars  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  of  Missions  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  same, 
which  was  ordered  printed  (see  Appendix  18),  and  the  reso- 
lution accompanying  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  by 
this  Convention  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  the 
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Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  be  and  here- 
by is  authorized  to  apportion  the  said  amount  among  the  several 
Parishes,  Congregations,  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  were  nominated  as  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions, the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Niver,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  William  A. 
McClenthen,  D.  D.,  the  Rev  Romilly  F.  Humphries,  and 
Messrs.  Edward  Guest  Gibson,  Arthur  Boehm  and  J.  Smith 
Orrick,  and  on  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  and  they 
were  unanimously  elected. 

The  Rev.  John  I.  Yellott,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments. 

He  then  offered  the  following  resolution,  the  items  of  which 
were  separately  passed  upon  by  the  Convention  and  adopted:

After  the  Litany,  which  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  the  minutes 
of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  after  several  corrections 
were  approved. 

The  names  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates,  who  had  not 
responded  yesterday,  were  called  and  several  answered  to  their 
names. 

With  unanimous  consent  the  rules  of  order  were  suspended 
and  the  Rev.  Arthur  Chihon  Powell,  D  D.,  presented  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business  No. 
1  and  the  resolution  therein  contained,  which  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business  No.  1. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  offered  by 
the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  as  follows: 

"In  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  change  1913  to  1920  in  the  second 
line,  and  October  to  January  in  the  third  line"  so  that  the  article  will 
read : 

"There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
11!  this  Diocese,  after  the  year  1920,  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of 
January  in  every  year,  in  such  places  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Convention,  provided  for  special  reasons,  the  Bishop,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  in  any  year  change  the  day  of 
meeting."

"Provided,  however,  that  the  territory  recently  added  to  the  City 
of  Baltimore  by  the  Annexation  Act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  at  its  session  held  in  the  year  1918  be  considered  as  part 
of  the  Archdeaconry  to  which  said  territory  was  attached  prior  to 
said  Annexation  Act"  so  that  Article  IX,  Section  1,  subdivision  First 
will  read: 

First:  The  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Baltimore,  provided,  however,  that  the  territory  recently  added  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore  6y  the  Annexation  Act  passed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Maryland  at  its  session  held  in  the  year  1918  be  considered  as 
part  of  the  Archdeaconry  to  which  said  territory  was  attached  prior 
to  said  Annexation  Act."

The  Bishop  presented  the  Report  of  the  Hannah  More 
Academy  and  the  Trustees  whose  terms  had  expired  were 
nominated  to  succeed  themselves.  On  motion  the  ballot  was 
dispensed  with  and  they  were  unanimously  elected. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Diocesan  Library,  which  was  ordered  printed.  (See 
Appendix  No.  21.) 

With  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention  the  Rev.  Roy 
B:  Guild  was  permitted  to  address  the  Convention  on  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  committee  to  make 
nominations  for  the  Social  Service  Commission,  viz :  The  Rev. 
Charles  E.  Perkins  and  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Atwater. 

Mr.  George  C.  Thomas  presented  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons  and  Other  Business: 

Add  after  line  8  of  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  after  the  word  "law,"  "or  being  a  commissioned  chaplain  of 
the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  in  active  service  and  canoni- 
cally  resident  within  this  Diocese." 

The  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Sanatoria  for  Colored  People,  and  stated 

that  the  Legislature  had  appropriated  the  sum  of fpr 

that  purpose. 

The  Bishop  with  the  consent  of  the  Convention  appointed 
Dr.  Henry  Barton  Jacobs  and  the  Rev.  George  Freeman 
Bragg,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  as  additional  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Sanatoria  for  Colored  People. 

On  motion  the  bequests  of  Mrs.  Sallie  Conrad  and  Miss 
Alniira  J.  Phelps  were  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Church 
Charities  for  administration. 

Mr.  George  C.  Thomas  presented  the  following  resolution, 

which  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention  be  held  at  the 
Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Baltimore." 

The  Rev.  John  I.  Yellott,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted : 
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"Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  laj^men  and  one  clergyman  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  study  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions  in 
this  Diocese  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  Convention." 

And  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Hugh  Birckhead,  D.  D., 
and  Messrs.  Blanchard  Randall  and  George  C.  Thomas  as 
such  committee. 

At  12  M.  prayers  for  Missions  were  said  by  the  Bishop. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Robert  A.  Mayo 
and  the  Rev.  Edwin  E.  Burgess  tellers  on  the  part  of  the 
Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Charles  E.  Falconer  and  J.  Frank  Turner 
tellers  on  the  part  of  the  Laity. 

A  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee to  make  nominations  for  the  Social  Service  Commission, 
presented  the  following  names :  the  Rev.  Romilly  F.Humphries, 
the  Rev.  Philip  Cook,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Richard  Hogue,  D.  D., 
the  Rev.  Edward  Dering  Evans,  the  Rev.  John  D.  La  Mothe, 
the  Rev.  Edward  T,  Helfenstein,  D.  D.,  and  Dr.  John  S.

Martin  and  the  Rev.  Wallace  E.  Everton  as  tellers 
on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Charles  W.  Beers 
and  W.  Beatty  Harlan  as  tellers  on  the  part  of  the  Laity. 

A  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions, 
which  was  ordered  printed.

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My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland: 

I  aflPectionately  greet  you  upon  this  occasion  when  we  assemble  in 
the  capacity  of  our  postponed  Annual  Convention.  The  facts  and 
figures  I  shall  present  you  are  for  the  Regular  Convention  year,  ending 
September  30  last,  except  those  of  a  hecrological  nature  and  Letters 
Dimissory  accepted  anti  granted. 

During  the  year  I  visited  every  Parish  or  Congregation  in  the  diocese, 
held  confirmation  at  the  State  Sanatorium,  Sabillasville,  the  Industrial 
School  for  Colored  Girls,  Melvale,  17  times  in  the  Bishop's  Chapel  and 
6  times  at  Epiphany  House,  Camp  Meade.  I  held  second  confirmations 
in  8  different  congregations,  visited  all  churches  without  ministers,  par- 
ticipated 56  times  in  special  church  services,  attended'  86  different 
routine  meetings,  offered  invocations  at  38  public  functions  of  various 
kinds,  presided  at  14  sundry  dedications  and  officiated,  in  one  capacity 
or  another,  in  6  different  war  camps. 

The  year  was  a  very  busy  one,  with  correspondence  and  all  kinds 
of  conferences.  God  gave  me  strength  to  do  the  regular  work  of  the 
diocese,  as  in  ordinary  years,  and  also  the  extraordinary  work  (shared 
by  all)  in  connection  with  the  war,  added  thereto,  without  injuring  my 
health  or  overtaxing  my  endurance,  for  which  I  am  humbly  grateful. 

My  Journal  for  the  year,  herewith  appended,  shows  confirmation 
services,  public  181,  private  16;  persons  confirmed,  1,226,  of  whom  523 
were  male  and  703  female — 87  being  colored;  sermons,  146;  addresses, 
94;  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  72;  baptisms,  10;  burials, 
14;  marriages,  6;  received  1  person  as  postulant;  made  3  candidates 
Deacons;  ordered  3  Deacons  Priests;  renewed  special  licenses  to  6 
Clergymen  of  other  dioceses,  and  issued  or  renewed  lay  readers' 
licenses  to  72  persons.

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Necrologicai 

We  sustained  a  great  loss  during  the  year  by  the  death  of  Miss 
Anna  L.  Lawrence,  Principal  of  Hannah  More  Academy.  No  woman 
ever  more  fully  found  her  vocation  in  life,  or  more  faithfully  and  suc- 
cessfully pursued  it,  than  she.  A  sincere  Christian,  a  ripe  scholar,  a 
capable  executive,  a  sympathetic  counsellor,  and*  a  wise,  impartial  ad- 
ministrator, she  had  few  equals  in  her  profession,  and  particularly  in 
her  position  as  principal  of  a  girls'  school.  That  she  should  have  been 
taken  from  us  in  the  very  zenith  of  her  powers  and  accomplishment,  is 
one  of  those  mysterious  visitations  of  Providence  which  we  cannot 
now  understand,  but  with  prayerful  resignation  can  and  do  accept  in  the 
spirit  of  righteous  resolve  to  honor  her  memory  and  perpetuate  her 
influence  by  consecrated  endeavor  to  preserve  in  the  school  the  high 
standard  of  Christian  excellence  she  so  consistently  maintained. 

Miss  Lawrence  was  born  in  1871  and  died  December  4,  1918.  She 
was  a  native  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  came  here  to  accept  a 
position  as  teacher  in  the  Hannah  More  Academy,  about  23  years 
ago.  After  serving  twelve  years  as  teacher  she  became  principal  of 
the  school.  Her- successor.  Miss  Mary  S.  Bliss,  was  associated  with  her 
during  this  term  of  years,  and,  in  the  administration  of  the  school,  had  a 
familiar  knowledge  of  all  its  affairs.  She  has  the  full  confidence  of  the 
trustees,  and  her  faculty  associates,  and  the  love  and  esteem  of  all 
the  pupils.  We  are,  therefore,  reasonably  assured  of  a  continuation 
of  the  same  successful  principal  ship  we  have  had  for  so  many  years. 

The  Rev.  Robert  H.  Gernand,  Deacon,  died  January  21,  1919,  aged 
69  years.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop  Whittingham  May  27, 
1877,  and  continued  in  that  Order  during  his  lifetime,  eieer  earning  a 
good  degree  and  rendering  faithful  and  valuable  service  to  the  Church. 
For  manjr  years  he  served  as  assistant  minister  at  Mt.  Calvary  Church, 
Baltimore  (always  without  compensation),  and  great  integrity,  profound 
piety  and  deep  consecration  characterized  all  his  work.  In  everything 
he  was  faithful  unto  death,  and  thus  worthy  the  promised  crown  of 
life. 

The  Rev.  Custis  Parson  Jones,  one  of  our  non-parochial  diocesan 
clergymen,  was  born  in  1852,  and  died  August  19,  1918.  He  was 
ordained  Deacon  and  Priest,  both  in  1869,  by  Bishop  Odenheimer, 
and  exercised  his  active  ministry  in  New  Jersey,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Indiana  and  Maryland,  respectively,  until  1887 
when  he  retired,  and  was  placed  on  our  non-parochial  list.  Dur- 
ing his  remaining  years,  for  his  pulpit  he  substituted  his  pen, 
which  was  that  of  a  clear  and  ready  writer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  Julius  Sams  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina, 
where  he  was  born  January  14,  1826,  on  the  Island  of  Datha.  He 
died  in  Baltimore,  October  16,  1918,  in  his  ninety-third  year.     Grad- 
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uating  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  he  was-  ordained 
Deacon  in  1854  by  Bishop  Meade  and  Priest  in  1855  by  Bishop 
Johns.  His  active  ministry  of  one-half  century  was  spent  in  South 
Carolina,  Virginia  and  Maryland.  He  came  to  Baltimore  in  1878 
and  for  25  years  was  rector  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  of  which  he 
then  became  rector-emeritus  for  life.  To  few  meil  has  it  been 
given  to  see  the  development  and  progress  in  human  events  as 
was  it  the  privilege  of  Dr.  Sams.  In  it  all  and  through  it  all  he 
was  a  conscientious,  constant,  Christian  contributor  to  the  best 
accomplishment  of  his  time,  loved  by  all  who  knew  him,  because 
he  loved  all  whom  he  knew.  By  nature  conservative  and  construc- 
tive, in  "quietness  and  confidence"  he  ever  found  strength,  and  has 
left  to  his  children,  his  church  and  his  country  a  wholesome 
example  and  blessed  memory. 

The  Rev.  Adolphus  Thomas  Pindell  was  born  August  50,  1840, 
and  died  at  Cockeysville  on  December  15,  1918,  in  his  seventy- 
eighth  year.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  on  September  27,  1865, 
and  Priest  on  December  24,  1865,  both  by  Bishop  Whittingham. 
His  whole  ministry  was  exercised  io  Maryland.  For  more  than 
40  years  he  served  in  Sherwood  Parish,  where  he  was  rector- 
emeritus  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  span  of  his  rectorship  in 
the  diocese  touched  the  episcopate  of  four  Bishops,  to  all  of  whom 
he  was  lovingly  loyal,  and  by  every  one  of  whom  his  fidelity  was 
recognized  and  appreciated.  As  a  shepherd  of  the  "flock  of  Christ" 
he  knew  his  sheep  by  name  and  was  known  of  them.  As  a  "steward 
of  the  mysteries  of  God,"  he  was  scrupulous  in  observance  of  his 
ordination  vows  and  faithful  in  his  obedience  to  the  law  of  the 
Church.  In  the  light  of  the  revelation  we  have  of  divine  recogni- 
tion of  human  devotion  to  duty,  this  good  man  has  be«p  called 
to  higher  things. 

From  these  fathers  in  Israel  I  turn  to  two  of  my  own  sons  in 
the  Faith,  the  Rev.  Philip  Howard  Williams  and  Edmund  Howard 
Prince,  both  of  whom,  ruddy  in  their  youth,  righteous  in  their 
life  and  full  of  promise  of  a  vigorous  and  victorious  manhood  in 
time,  have  been  promoted  to  eternity's  nobler  sphere  of  activity 
and  accomplishment. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  June  27,  1885,  and  died  October  24,  1918. 
He  graduated  from  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  and  was 
ordained  Deacon  by  me  June  21,  1915,  and  Priest.  May  29,  1914, 
immediately  entering  upon  a  most  successsful  work  as  assistao*^ 
minister  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Garrison  Forest.  While  a  Candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders  he  had  rendered  valuable  service  as  a  Lay 
Reader  in  numerous  churches  of  the  Diocese,  temporarily  without 
regular  ministers,  and  this  experience   proved  profitable   to   him 
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upon  the  immediately  succeeding  threshold  of  his  ministry.  Dur- 
ing his  stay  at  St.  Thomas'  Church  he  endeared  himself  to  every- 
one, but  especially  to  the  young  people  there  and  the  boys  at 
McDonogh  School,  who  were  under  his  immediate  ministry  and 
care.  Obedient  to  what  he  conscientiously  considered  the  call  of 
duty,  in  September,  1915,  he  went  to  Alaska  and  after  an  absence 
of  three  years  returned  home  last  October  to  consult  me  concern- 
ing  entering  the  Service  as  Chaplain  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 
At  that  time  there  was  a  diocesan  vacancy  (occasioned  by  the  war) 
for  which  I  felt  he  was  peculiarly  fitted,  and  I  succeeded  in  per- 
suading him  to  accept  my  appointment  to  it,  at  least  temporarily. 
Together  in  my  office  we  prayed  for  the  divine  blessing  upon  this 
proposed  work,  and  he  went  out  happy  and  hopeful  in  contempla- 
tion of  its  accomplishment.  But  it  was  no  earthly  vacancy  the 
Master  had  for  him  to  fill,  for  the  succeeding  day  he  was  com- 
pelled to  take  to  his  bed,  a  victim  of  that  dread  influenza  scourge, 
which  in  the  recent  months  has  brought,  and  in  the  present  days 
is  still  bringing,  mourning  to  so  many  homes,  and  my  next  prayer 
with  and  for  him  was  when.  Almighty  God  having  ''taken  his  soul 
to  Himself,"  I  committed  "his  body  to  the  ground"  in  peaceful 
Druid  Ridge;  "looking  for  the  general  Resurrection  in  the  last  day, 
and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
On  March  29,  1911,  Dr.  Powers,  of  sainted  memory,  brought 
to  me  a  boy  whose  open  countenance  and  modest  demeanor  im- 
mediately challenged  my  attention  and  won  my  favor.  He  was 
then  in  his  eighteenth  year,  having  been  born  May  27,  1893.  I 
accepted  him  as  a  Postulant  and  entered  him  in  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  where  he  pursued  his  studies  with  a  grit  and  grim 
perseverance  that  fully  proved  his  earnestness  of  purpose  and 
determination  of  will.  The  pathway  of  learning  was  not  easy  for 
him,  but  he  had  to  pursue  it  to  reach  his  coveted  goal.  In  this 
pursuit  he  never  faltered  but  pushed  persistently  on,  until  finally 
he  compassed  his  university  course  with  honor  to  himself  and  with 
the  admiration  and  esteem  of  all  interested  in  him.  On  October  1, 
1915,  I  admitted  him  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  and  sent  him 
to  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary.  There  again  he  had  to 
work  harder  than  most  others  for  the  learning  he  sought,  but 
with  natural  ease  won  the  confidence  and  love  of  the  entire  faculty 
and  student  body.  Preliminary  to  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  I 
had  assigned  him  temporary  work  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Highland- 
town.  In  the  meantime  our  country  entered  the  war  and  the  young 
man  petitioned  me  to  let  him  go.  I  reminded  him  that  he  was 
exempt  under  the  terms  of  the  call  to  arms,  but  when  he  replied 
that  hi.^  conviction  of  what  constituted  his  supreme  duty  was  such 
that  unless   he   went    he   must   labor  on   deprived  of   self-respect,   I 
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felt  that  he  was  not  exempt  under  a  higher  call,  and  invoking  upon 
him  the  blessing  of  the  Triune  God,  embraced  him  and  told  him 
to  go.  He  went  out  smiling  and  entered  the  training  school 
for  officers  at  Fort  Myer.  I  saw  him  only  once  again  and  that  was 
when  he  came  to  me,  happy  and  handsome  in  his  uniform,  to 
show  me  his  Lieutenant's  Commission,  which  like  all  other  objects 
of  his  striving,  he  had  honestly  and  worthily  won.  In  May,  1918, 
as  Lieutenant,  Interpreter  and  Censor  in  Company  G  of  the  320th 
Infantry,  he  went  to  France,  and  faithful,  brave  and  true  to  his 
calling  there,  as  he  ha4  ever  been  in  all  things  here,  on  September 
27th  last,  in  his  first  battle,  he  passed  from  the  life  temporal  to  the 
life  eternal  as  he  nobly  fought  at  the  front  for  divine  justice  and 
human  right.  And  so  Edmund  Howard  Prince  and  his  sponsor,  Wil- 
liam Henry  Harrison  Powers,  are  together  today  in  the  Paradise  of 
God,  happy  in  each  other's  presence  there  and  in  the  common  con- 
sciousness of  all  earthly  duty  by  both  well  done  here.  Who  among 
us  could  deserve  more?  Who  among  us  would  desire  more?  No 
one,  I  am  sure.  Therefore,  as  we  contemplate  the  passing  of  these  our 
friends,  some  of  whom  have  gone  to  renew  their  youth,  and  the  others 
never  to  grow  old,  let  us  emerge  from  the  shadow  of  a  sense  of  loss 
here  into  the  sunshine  of  an  assurance  of  gain  there,  for  them,  and  all 
the  redeemed,  as  they  serve  God  "day  and  night"  in  His  Eternal 
Temple.  I  am  incorporating  here  tf  copy  of  a  letter  from  a  comrade 
officer  in  arms  to  the  mother  of  Lieutenant  Prince,  so  that  it  may  be 
preserved  in  the  permanent  records  of  our  diocese  fov  the  youth  of 
Maryland  in  the  generations  to  come  to  read,  that  they  may  mark  the 
walk  of  Edmund  Howard  Prince,  take  him  for  an  example,  a©d  be 
followers  together  with  him  in  the  pathway  of  duty  to  God  lud 
altruistic  service  for  man. 

France,  3  December,  1918. 

Mrs.  Martha  V.  Prince,  Towson,  Md. : 

Dear  Mrs.  Prince. — Your  letter  of  October  31  reached  me  yesterday, 
and  I  assure  you  I  am  glad  to  comply  with  your  request. 

Your  son's  death  was  a  severe  blow  to  us,  for  we  all  loved  him  very 
dearly,  not  only  for  his  splendid  soldierly  qualities,  but  also  for  the 
beautiful  Christian  character  which  made  us  admire  him  so  highly. 

I  can  ^ve  you  all  the  circumstances  concerning  his  death,  for  I  was 
by  his  side  when  he  was  killed.  And  none  of  the  thousands  of  our 
gallant  American  boys  who  have  died  so  nobly  for  their  flag  went  to 
their  death  more  bravely  than  your  son. 

We  were  leading  our  troops  forward  to  attack  at  midnight  on  Sep- 
tember 27,  when  your  boj^  was  hit  in  the  head  by  a  fragment  of  a 
shell  which  exploded  very  near  to  us.  He  died  instantly,  a  soldier's 
death. 

He  was  buried  the  next  day  in  one  of  the  little  valleys  along  the 
Meuse,  which  his  gallant  fighting  helped  to  win  back  to  France. 
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His  grave  is  marked,  and  the  Regimental  Chaplain,  Father  Edward 
Wallace,  .can  give  you  the  exact  location  by  map  reference,  if  you 
wish  to  write  him  about  it.  It  was  he  who  buried  your  son,  in  the 
presence  of  the  officers  and  men  of  our  company,  all  of  whom,  now 
surviving,  send  you  our  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy. 

It  was  a  privilege  to  be  in  the  same  company  with  stKh  a  gallant 
soldier  and  gentleman  as  was  he.    God  rest  his  pure  soul. 

If  I  can  render  any  further  assistance,  you  have  only  to  command  me.

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Diocesan  Conditions. 

Our  church  activities  during  the  year  have  been  uniformly  satis- 
factory. At  present  several  of  our  congregations  are  temporarily  under 
the  charge  of  ministers  and  lay  readers  who  are  supplying  in  place 
of  the  regular  clergymen  who  have  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for 
war  service,  and  so  no  churches  are  closed. 

The  members  of  the  Lay  Readers'  League  and  their  Chaplain^  the 
Rev.  Qiarles  £.  Perkins,  have  fully  provided  for  all  emergencies  as 
they  have  arisen. 

The  work  of  our  diocesan  organizations  has  been  characterized  by 
special  endeavor  and  unprecedented  accomplishment.  The  temptation 
to  substitute  war  work  for  regular  church  duties  has  been  very  great, 
but  in  nearly  every  case  has  been  successfully  overcome.  And  while 
no  legitimate  war  demand  has  gone  unheeded,  it  has  generally  been 
met  through  additional  effort,  and  not  at  a  sacrifice  of  church  welfare. 
The  one  we  have  done  and  not  left  the  other  undone.  This  is  all 
very  gratifying,  and  is,  I  trust,  promise  of  fulfilment  of  the  momentous 
further  duties  now  pressing  upon  us. 

The  special  Advent  meetings,  inaugurated  and  managed  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  also  the  services  now  being  conducted  monthly 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Cathedral  League,  have  been  full  of  inspira- 
tion and  will,  I  am  sure,  accomplish  profitable  results. 

Of  fabric  construction  there  has,  naturally,  been  very -little.  A  notable 
exception  is  the  Chapel  and  Clergy  House  of  the  Epiphany,  at  Odenton, 
Camp  Meade.  Through  the  generosity  of  two  sisters,  Mrs.  B.  H. 
Buckingham  and  Miss  Isabel  C.  Freeman,  communicants  of  Epiphany 
Church,  Washington,  we  have  on  the  Camp  border  a  complete  plant 
of  pleasing  architecture  and  permanent  construction,  erected  upon 
ground  purchased  by  the  Dioceses  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland 
jointly — the  whole  costing  about  $15,000.00  in  round  figures.  The  title 
to  this  property  is  vested  in  our  Church  Extension  Society  for  the 
joint  use  of  the  three  dioceses  of  Pennsylvania,  Washington  and 
Maryland  so  long  as  it  may  prove  serviceable  for  camp  religious  wel- 
fare. Failing  this,  it  is  to  be  used  for  our  diocesan  missionary  work. 
Upon  the  testimony  of  the  four  successive  commanding  officers  at 
Camp  Meade,  other  officers,  enlisted  men,  army  chaplains  and  all 
impartial  religious  workers,  clerical  and  lay,  in  the  cantonment,  our 
work  there  under  the  supervision  first  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  Mont- 
gomery and  then  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  N.  Bird,  both  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  their  associates  from  Washington  and  our  own  diocese,  has  been 
pertinent  and  profitable  to  a  degree  supremely  justifying  the  under- 
taking from  every  pious  and  practical  viewpoint.  Our  architect,  Mr. 
Riggin  Buckler,  donated  his  services  as  his  generous  contribution  to 
the  cause,  and  to  him  and  Messrs.  George  C.  Thomas  and  Arthur 
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Thompson,  our  executive  representatives,  who  have  both  given  of  their 
time  and  talent  without  stint,  we  owe  a  real  debt  of  gratitude,  appre- 
ciative public  acknowledgment  of  which  I  welcome  this  opportunity  to 
make.  The  Maryland  clergy  who  have  rendered  efficient  service  in  this 
relation  are  S.  Tagart  Steele,  Jr.,  A.  J.  Torrey,  J.  M.  Magruder,  George 
W.  Dame  and  Jesse  R.  Bicknell,  the  latter  being  a  member  of  the 
present  staff. 

No  one  now  can  speak  with  perfect  knowledge  concerning  the  future 
scope  of  our  work  in  this  camp,  but  judging  by  present  conditions 
and  activities  there,  permanency  of  occupation  of  some  sort  is  con- 
templated by  the  Government.  At  any  rate,  there  is  imperative  need 
for  us  there  at  the  present  time  to  care  for  the  sick  and  wounded  who 
are  being  brought  from  the-  different  ports  of  debarkation,  and  no  less 
to  minister  as  heretofore  to  the  thousands  awaiting  demobilization.  We 
change  chiefs  on  February  1,  the  Rev.  Romilly  F.  Humphries  succeed- 
ing the  Rev.  Mr.  Bird,  who  returns  to  his  parish  which  generously 
loaned  Mim  free  of  charge  to  us  for  the  six  months  he  has  so  ably 
served.  Our  overhead  charges  for  1918  were  about  $1,000  per  month, 
of  which  Pennsylvania  furnished  fifty,  Washington  fifteen  and  Mary- 
land thirty-five  per  cent.  The  other  two  dioceses  have  pledged  their 
continued  support  for  1919,  and  we,  of  course,  will  also  do  our  part. 
The  War  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  have  asked  us  to  act  with  a 
free  hand  in  our  supervision  of  the  work,  fully  assuring  us  that  we 
may  depend  upon  their  financial  assistance.  Without  their  initiative 
and  persevering  co-operation  from  the  beginning  we  could  never  have 
realized  our  present  success.  It  is  characteristic  of  them  to  decide  to 
stay  with  us  to  the  end.  The  combination  of  the  three  dioceses  has 
been  to  all  of  us  a  great  joy,  the  results  realized  a  supreme  satisfaction, 
and,  I  am  sure,  with  God's  blessing,  it  will  so  continue  until  our 
joint  task  shall  have  been  fully  completed. 

Our  Immediate  Opportunity  and  Obligation. 

The  uncertain  future  of  Camp  Meade  affairs  very  pertinently  sug- 
gests the  thought  that  the  same  unsettled  atmosphere  pervades  all 
relations  of  secular  life  and  its  pending  developments.  Our  institutions, 
social,  economic  and  political,  are  alWin  the  crucible  of  radical  trans- 
formation and  change.  Far  from  definite  has  been  our  knowledge  of 
what  we  have  poured  into  the  melting  pot.  For  this  very  reason  we 
can  make  no  intelligent  basic  analysis  of  what  should  naturally  come 
out.  Our  ignorance  of  the  eliminations  that  will  occur  (even  that  are 
really  necessary)  and  of  the  combinations  that  will  be  formed  (aye, 
that  are  absolutely  essential)  in  the  smelting  process  occasions  us 
unrest  and  anxiety,  and  fills  us  with  the  fear  and  trembling  of  well- 
founded  apprehension.     On  all  sides  the  arena  of  private  and  public 
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suspense  and  surmise  is  full  of  words,  words — ^spoken  and  written — 
some  wise,  and  many  otherwise,  of  interpretation  and  prognostication. 
Of  one  thing  regarding  it  all,  are  we  reasonably  and  solemnly  sure,  and 
that  is  that  we  are  undergoing  universal  reciprocal  transmigration  of 
practical  recognition  of  God-established  everyday  relationships— our 
souls  seeing  with  the  vision  of  each  other-— and  that  we  are  crossing  the 
threshold  into  a  new  sphere  of  human  life  and  endeavor. 

Of  another  thing  it  is  essential  that  we,  as  Christians,  should  be 
positively  sure,  and  that  is  that  the  only  competent  interpreter  of  the 
situation  is  the  God-man,  Christ  Jesus,  and  that  the  only  true  chart 
of  reference,  conference,  consideration  and  conduct  for  the  proper  and 
profitable  solution  of  the  momentous  problems  of  this  supreme  crisis 
of  the  world  is  that  embodying  the  precepts  of  His  love  and  the  pious 
practice  of  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  His  Church  is 
founded.  In  all  ages  of  evolution  and  revolution,  human  and  divine, 
this  is  an  eternal  verity — the  same  yesterday,  today  and  forever. 

Above  the  materialism  of  physics  and  the  mandate  of  morals;  above 
the  meditative  deductions  of  philosophy  and  the  growing  develop- 
ments of  science ;  above  the  clash  of  the  unruly  passions  of  sinful  men ; 
above  the  smoke  of  conflict  and  the  carnage  of  cruel  war;  above  the 
defeat  of  unholy  ambition  and  the  overthrow  and  destruction  of  God- 
less empires,  rises  the  indestructible  throne  of  the  Almighty.  And 
seated  thereon  is  the  Son  of  Man  in  His  glory,  proclaiming  that  His 
Kingdom  is  an  everlasting  Kingdom — ^that  the  kingdoms  of  this  world 
shall  become  subject  to  it,  and  that  for  ever  and  ever  over  all  of  them 
He  shall  reign. 

By  faith  we  have  believed  this  testimony  to  be  true.  By  accumulated 
experience  we  now  know  it  to  be  valid  and  add  our  attestation  to  its 
seal.  And  this  assurance  of  a  permanent  peaceful  future  gives  us  work- 
ing orders  and  inspiration  in  the  troubled  present.  By  striving  to  do 
the  will  of  God  in  the  titanic  struggle  from  the  shadow  of  which  we 
are  perseveringly  seeking  to  emerge  into  the  sunlight  of  tmiversal 
harmony,  we  have  acquired  more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  true  doctrine 
of  life.  We  have  new  revelation  of  the  meaning  of  the  Master  when 
He  said  "whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  God,  the  same  is  my  brother, 
and  my  sister,  and  my  mother." 

We  have  learned  what  it  is  to  have  a  common  universal  cause,  com- 
pelling recognition,  support  and  defense,  to  save  us  from  utter  destruc- 
tion by  its  vindication. 

We  have  learned  what  it  means  to  mobilize  men  with  no  distinction 
between  class  and  mass,  or  discriminating  selection  of  color  or  creed. 
into  one  nnified  mighty  body  for  the  prosecution  of  an  undivided  task 
in  the  discharge  of  an  indivisible  duty.  Silk  sleeve  and  brawny  arm 
have  felt  the  thrill  of  elbow  touch,  and  haughty  heart  and  modest 
mind  have  mutually  trembled  with  a  new-found  joy  under  the  inspira- 
tion of  reciprocal  harmonious  patriotic  throb. 
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We  have  learned  what  it  means  to  study  the  tactics  and  master  the 
strategy,  to  undergo  the  discipline  and  practice  the  drill — ^absolutely 
necessary  for  instructors  and  instructed  alike — to  educate,  train  and 
equip  that  mobilized  force  for  the  successful  accomplishment  of  its 
declared  purpose  and  the  permanent  establishment  of  its  proclaimed 
principles. 

We  have  learned  what  it  means  to  clothe  the  penny  of  the  poor  with 
the  same  significance  as  the  dollar  of  the  rich,  pouring  all  indiscrimi- 
nately into  the  treasury  of  our  Liberty  Loans  to  provide  funds  for 
training  camp  preliminary  preparation,  and  battle  armament,  ammu- 
nition and  supplies  for  successful  accomplishment. 

We  have  learned  what  it  means  to  assemble  in  spirit  and  purpose 
the  tenants  of  cabin  and  castle  from  east  and  west  and  north  and 
south  and  domicil  them  in  the  common  center  of  our  Capital,  a  Red 
Cross  family,  in  one  abode,  with  the  divine  symbol  of  succor  and 
salvation  flying  from  its  turret  tops  and  the  gracious  greeting  of 
human  love,  ''welcome  home  to  the  Mother  of  us  all."  inscribed  upon 
its  open  door,  so  that  every  unit  member  of  that  total  sum  comprising 
the  armed  forces  of  our  nation  might  be  strong  in  the  confidence  that 
he  had  the  backing  of  his  unified  country,  and  that  the  care  and  pro- 
vision necessary  for  him  and  his,  in  every  misfortune  that  might 
come — in  the  service  or  at  home — ^would  be  fully  commensurate,  and 
all  contributed  as  a  voluntary  expression  of  spontaneous  appreciative 
gratitude. 

We  have  learned,  I  say,  what  all  this  means,  and  we  have  learned 
one  thing  more,  supremely  important  and  controlling.  Thus  united, 
thus  inspired,  thus  prepared,  thus  provided,  thus  assured,  with  our  one 
war  word,  "for  God  and  humanity,"  we  entered  the  conflict,  we  met 
and  overcame  the  enemy  and  have  learned,  as  our  most  noble  lesson, 
what  it  means  not  only  to  have  the  joy  of  winning,  but  also  the  glory 
of  knowing  by  and  with  -whom  we  have  won,  and  being  able  to  say 
with  the  Apostle  conqueror,  "Thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

This,  in  aggregate,  is  a  synopsis  of  what  we  have  learned.  It  is 
much,  but  it  is  of  the  past.  The  burning  question  of  the  hour  is, 
*'what  are  we  going  to  do  with  what  we  have  learned?"  And  this  is 
more,  for  it  is  of  the  present,  and  the  answer  given  it  in  action  will 
determine  the  future  not  only  of  this  generation,  but  many  others 
to  come. 

The  summary  universal  conviction  created  by  our  immediate  past 
experience  is  that  the  supreme  worth  and  pleasure  of  all  ability — 
physical,  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual — can  be  realized  only  in  the 
exercise  of  that  ability  in  the  realm  of  altruistic  service;  and  that  the 
measure  of  this  realization  is  the  degree  of  this  service  both  in 
quantity  and  quality.    The  person  without  joy  today,  and  gratitude  to 
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God  for  the  wonderful  manifestation  of  His  presence  and  power,  is 
one  whose  war  service  has  been  dictated  only  by  thought  of  self  and 
selfish  gain,  of  whatsoever  kind,  and  characterized  by  neglect  of  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  world  and,  in  so  doing, 
''increase  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man." 

And  if  so  in  war,  why  not  so  in  peace?  Have  we  found  ourselves 
and  each  other  thus  to  remain  discovered,  or  only  soon  to  be  lost 
again?  Are  we  to  be  willing,  working  witnesses  of  the  things  we  know 
because  we  have  learned  them  by  having  seen  and  heard  and  proved 
them,  or  is  all  now  to  be  with  us  as  if  these  things  had  been  woven  of 
dream  stuff,  and  our  last  state  be  worse  than  our  first? 

There  must  necessarily  be  a  physical  demobilization  of  our  unified 
forces,  but  are  we  going  to  permit  also  a  social,  moral  and  spiritual 
demobilization,  as  well?  If  so,  it  will  not  be  essential  demobilization, 
but  deplorable,  demoralizing  and  destructive  disintegration,  and  there 
is  a  vast  difference  between  the  two. 

The  present  war  of  physical  combat  is  ended,  the  battle  has  been 
won  and  there  Is  a  furlough  for  the  body,  hand  and  foot,  please 
God.  for  all  time.  But  the  war  of  the  soul,  the  conflict  with  self, 
the  treachery  of  the  spies  within,  the  truculency  of  the  foes  with- 
out, still  survive,  are  rampant  and  raging,  and,  God  forg^ive  and 
deliver  us,  will  so  continue  for  all  time. 

The  forces  of  the  enemy,  determined  and  destructive,  are  mobil- 
ized, disciplined,  equipped  and  provisioned  for  the  fray.  Should  wc 
be  less  prudent  and  wary  than  they?  Shall  the  children  of  light 
be  less  wise  in  this  generation  of  the  special  revelation  of  the 
Father  of  light  than  are  the  marauders  of  darkness?  If  so,  then  for 
us  there  is  no  hope,  now,  or  ever,  for  upon  the  way  of  God  for  us 
have  the  effulgent  rays  of  light  shined,  and  unto  us,  through  the 
medium  of  events  incapable  of  misinterpretation,  hath  come  the 
divine  voice  of  command,  "this  is  the  way,  wtilk  ye  in  it." 

We  know  our  goal.  It  is  exalted  as  God's  throne,  and  yet  so 
humble  that  it  also  compasses  the  things  of  His  footstool.  The 
object  of  our  vision  may  be  beyond  the  clouds,  but  to  reach  it  our 
feet  must  tread  the  rough  places  and  our  hands  conquer  the  difficul- 
ties of  earth.  Our  progress  must  be  made  not  only  in  the  hope  of 
the  future,  but  also  in  proving  the  works  of  the  past  and  faithfully 
meeting  every  test  and  performing  every  task  of  the  present,  and 
we  have  the  necessary  knowledge  and  power  for  success.  God 
certainly  has  not  only  shown  us  what  is  good;  has  not  only  told 
us  that  all  He  requires  of  us  is  to  do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  to 
walk  humbly  with  Him,  but  has  also  made  as  clear  as  day  to 
us,  how  we  can  do  it.  In  these  latter  days  surely  hath  He  spoken 
unto  us  by  His  Son.    We  heard  and  heeded  Him  in  His  command 
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for  us  to  destroy  men's  temporal  bodies.  Shall  we  not  now  open 
more  widely  our  ears  to  hear  and  make  more  ready  our  hands  to 
obey  His  present  call  for  us  to  save  their  eternal  souls?  With  Him 
and  for  Him  we  have  won  a  war  militant.  Shall  we  not  with  the 
wisdom  we  have  acquired,  now  with  Him  and  for  Him  go  on  to 
greater  glory  and  also  win  the  war  triumphant?  By  His  ready  and 
available  help  w  can,  if  we  will.  For  this  purpose  have  we  come 
into  His  Kingdom  and  to  this  end  is  our  citizenship  with  Him. 
As  we  have  mobilized,  trained,  provided  and  served,  without  count- 
ing cost  or  measuring  sacrifice,  for  the  establishment  of  earthly 
democracy,  safe  and  sane,  so  may  we  also  do,  only  in  greater 
degree,  for  the  enthronement  of  the  liberty  of  sons  of  God,  through 
the  vindication  and  spread  of  that  truth,  knowledge  of  which  will 
make  all  men  free.  We  have  a  common  cause — that  for  which 
Christ  came  and  is  with  us  now  in  all  the  fullness  of  His  promise 
and  the  plenitude  of  His  power.  We  are  witnessing  an  epochal 
Coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  to  unify  and  spiritualize  with  Himself 
and  for  Himself  the  sons  of  men.  He  has  come  unto  us  as  His 
own,  and  we  must  receive  Him.  We  must  make  room  for  Him 
in  the  Inn. 

The  world-wide  new-born  spirit  of  common  unity,  interest,  in- 
spiration, service  and  sacrifice  in  the  sphere  of  patriotism  must 
never  be  allowed  to  die,  but  must  be  nursed  and  nourished  to 
riper  maturity  for  perfect  accomplishment  in  piety's  realm.  What- 
ever else  may  come  to  the  birth  through  the  world-travail  and 
agony  of  the  past  four  and  one-half  years,  the  supreme  opportunity 
of  Christianity,  since  the  day  of  its  establishment,  has  already  of 
that  accouchement  been  born.  Before  the  world  is  set  its  open 
door,  and  no  man  can  shut  that  door,  or  pass  it  by,  except  at  his 
peril.  But  whatsoever  any  individual  man  may  do,  the  Church 
must  enter,  or  perish,  for  there  supremely  is  her  present  obligation 
and,  in  the  dutiful  discharge  of  that  obligation,  her  future  life. 
She  has  proclaimed  the  right  in  the  past,  she  must  continue  to 
practice  it  in  the  present  and  promote  it  in  the  future. 

Of  that  Church,  my  dear  brethren,  we  are  an  integral  part,  and 
I  exhort  that  through  that  open  door  we  go,  in  the  proceedings  of 
this  assembled  Convention,  and  sup  with  our  Lord  for  such  enlight- 
enment of  our  minds  and  nourishment  of  our  souls  as  shall  estab- 
lish in  us  the  same  mind  with  Him  for  the  accomplishment  of  His 
work  among  and  by  us. 

To  this  end  I  have  arranged  to  have  some  things  which  I  deem 
peculiarly  pertinent  in  this  great  crisis  of  opportunity  and  obliga- 
tion, and  supremely  necessary  for  our  welfare,  parochial  and  dio- 
cesan, presented  to  this  .Convention.     They  will  come  before  us 
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respectively  under  our  regular  order  of  business  and  upon  each  of 
them  I  shall  have  something  to  say.  My  consuming  desire  and 
earnest  purpose  is  for  practical  realization  of  some,  at  least,  of 
the  noble  ideals  born  in  all  of  us  through  the  experience  of  this 
testing,  teeming  time.  My  only  request  is  that  in  all  our  delibera- 
tions, and  consideration,  not  only  of  these  particular  things,  but 
also  regarding  all  things  else  that  may  be  presented,  the  dominat- 
ing thought  shall  be,  not  how  much  money  will  be  required,  not 
how  much  time  will  be  necessary,  not  how  much  service  will  be 
demanded,  not  how  much  sacrifice  will  be  involved,  but  whether 
for  divine  glory  and  human  salvation  the  thing  should  be  done. 
And  that  because,  if  for  this  it  should  be  done,  then  we  as  Christ- 
ians ought  to  do  it,  just,  as  Americans,  we  have  for  America  done 
what  her  honor  and  liberty  demanded,  without  counting  the  cost, 
without  stinting  service,  without  halting  at  sacrifice  even  of  oar 
very  life. 

And  if,  under  God,  we  find  we  ought  to  do  it,  then  with  God 
we  can  do  it,  for  He  fixes  upon  us  no  obligation,  for  the  full  dis- 
charge of  which  He  does  not  provide  corresponding  adequate 
ability. 

Let  there  be  no  desire  upon  our  part  to  be  relieved  of  any 
important  obligation  of  the  hour,  but  only  universal  earnest  wish 
that  in  the  light  of  divine  revelation  'Ve  may  both  perceive  and 
know  what  things  we  ought  to  do,  and  also  have  grace  and  power 
faithfully  to  fulfill  the  same;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord."

I,  there f<M-e,  consented  that  he  should  go  and,  after 
invoking  the  Divine  blessing  upon  him,  bade  him  good-bye  and  God- 
speed. Thus  departing  the  life  temporal  he  has  entered  upon  the  life 
eternal.  God  comfort  the  dear  ones  he  has  left  behind  to  mourn  his 
departure  in  their  earthly  home.

The  Standing  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  it  met  for  organiza- 
tion and  elected  the  Rev.  William  M.  Dame,  D.  D.,  to  be  its  President, 
and  the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Helfenstein,  D.  D.  to  be  its  Secretary. 

The  Committee  has  held  nine  meeting^,  and  has  made  the  following 
recommendations  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

For  ordination  to  the  Diaconate — Messrs.  Thomas  Donaldson, 
Miles  Hutchinson  McCormick,  Paul  Lampkin  Powles,  Ronalds  Taylor 
and  Clarence  Edward  Wolfe.  *" 

For  ordination  to  the  Priesthood — The  Rev.  Messrs.  Arthur  D. 
Appleton,  Wallace  R.  Everton,  Clarence  Edward  Wolfe  and  Edward 
Pinkney  Wroth. 

Upon  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Committee  was  given  to  shorten  the  time  of  candidateship  of 
Messrs.  Thomas  Donaldson,  Miles  H.  McCormick,  Paul  Lampkin 
Powles  and  Ronalds  Taylor,  candidates  for  Orders  desiring  to  be 
ordained  Deacons.  The  advice  and  consent  of  the  Committee  was  also, 
upon  request  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  given  to  shorten  the  time 
of  the  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Wolfe,  Deacon,  desiring  to  be  ordained 
Priest. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee,  according  to  Article  1  of  the  Con- 
stitution, was  given  the  Bishop  to  postpone  the  date  of  the  annual 
convention  from  the  last  Wednesday  of  October,  1918,  to  the  last 
Wednesday  of  January,  1919. 

Under  Canon  47,  Section  II  of  the  General  Convention,  consent  was 
given  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Anne's  Parish,  in 
Anne  Arundel  County,  to  the  sale  of  St.  Anne's  Chapel,  Annapolis. 
The  advice  and  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  sale  of 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Baltimore,  and  all  property  connected  therewith 
for  any  worldly  or  common  use,  provided  it  cannot  be  disposed  of  to 
a  purchaser  for  religious  purposes. 

Consent  was  given  the  Dioceses  of  western  New  York,  Mississippi 
and  southern  Virginia  to  elect  a  Bishop  coadjutor  for  reason  of 
extent  of  Diocesan  work,  in  accordance  with  Canon  IX,  Section  2  (1). 
The  Committee  concurred  in,  and  gave  express  consent  to,  the  election 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Rev.  John  Charles  Sage,  to  be  Bishop 
of  the  Missionary  District  of  Salina,  of  the  Rev.  William  Proctor 
Remington  to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  in  the  Missionary  District  of  South

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Dakota,  and  of  the  Rev.  James  Wilmer  Gresham,  D.  D.,  to  be  a 
Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

The  Committee  concurred  in,  and  gave  consent  to,  the  election  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  H.  Brent,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  to  be  Bishop  of  western  New  York. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  ordination  and  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Robert  LeRoy  Harris  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Mar- 
quette, of  the  Rev.  Henry  Beard  Dulany,  D.  D.,  to  be  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  Colored  Work,  and  of 
the  Rev.  Qinton  Simon  Quinn,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Texas.

APPENDIX  SEVEN. 


TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 

THE  CATHEDRAL  FOUNDATION. 

(Journal,  p.  S.) 

Your  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  have  but  little  to  report, 
in  the  way  of  actual  progress,  to  this  Convention ;  but  there  are  several 
matters  of  interest  which  merit  your  attention. 

As  was  to  be  expected  no  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  past  year 
to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  Synod  Hall,  owing  to  the  demands 
which  the  war  has  made  upon  all  our  resources;  but  your  Trustees 
and  the  Cathedral  architect  have  improved  the  time  to  discuss  certain 
features  of  the  preliminary  plans,  so  that  some  definite  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction;  and  when  the  time  is  opportune  more 
rapid  advance  can  be  made  than  could  otherwise  have  been  possible. 

Your  Trustees  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  complet- 
ing the  Synod  Hall  at  the  earliest  practical  moment.  Admirable  as  the 
sub-structure  is  as  a  Crypt,  it  is  far  from  satisfactory  as  a  Church; 
and  there  can  be  no  contentment,  either  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees 
or  of  the  Pro  Cathedral  congregation,  until  the  super-structure  is 
added,  wherein  the  worship  of  God  can  be  conducted  amidst  sur- 
roundings that  are  uplifting  and  inspiring,  and  not  in  a  room  where 
various  organizations  are  wont  to  meet,  the  choir  to  rehearse,  and 
the  Sunday  School  to  hold  its  sessions. 

To  this  end  your  Trustees  propose,  in  the  near  future,  to  begin  such 
a  campaign  of  education,  in  every  part  of  the  diocese,  as  shall  make 
known,  both  to  our  church  people  and  to  the  public  at  large,  the  far- 
reaching  aims  and  uses  of  a  Cathedral  Plant;  and  then  to  inaugurate 
such  a  campaign  for  funds  as  shall  enable  your  Trustees  to  complete 
the  Sjmod  Hall  and  to  erect  the  permanent  Episcopal  Residence. 

Both  these  edifices  are  important  features  of  the  Cathedral  Group, 
and  when  completed  will  mark  a  distinct  advance  in  the  development 
of  the  whole  project.  The  erection  of  the  permanent  Episcopal 
Residence  is  deemed  desirable,  aye  necessary,  in  the  near  future,  in 
order  that  the  house  now  occupied  by  the  Bishop  may  be  converted 
into  a  Deaconry  for  the  use  of  the  Dean,  whom  the  Trustees  have 
taken  action  to  elect  sometime  within  the  present  year. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  your  Trustees  stated  that  steps  had  been 
taken  to  liquidate  the  mortgage  indebtedness  of  $68,000,   which  had 
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rested  upon  the  Cathedral  Property  for  several  years,  by  using  a 
portion  of  the  munificent  bequest  which  had  been  left  by  Mr.  John 
Black  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Cathedral  Foundation. 

This  indebtedness  was  in  the  form  of  two  mortgages;  one  for 
$50,000  and  another  for  $18,000.  The  former  has  been  paid;  but 
payment  of  the  latter  has  been  deferred  until  a  more  favorable  market 
can  be  found  for  the  sale  of  sufficient  securities  to  liquidate  it.  When 
this  has  been  done,  the  residue  of  Mr.  Black's  legacy  (amounting, 
it  is  estimated,  to  about  $100,000)  will  be  set  apart,  in  accordance  with 
a  recent  action  of  the  Trustees,  as  'THE  JOHN  BLACK  MEMORIAL 
ENDOWMENT  FUND,"  said  Fund  to  be  maintained  as  a  permanent 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Current  Expense 
Fund.- 

For  the  past  year  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  Black  Legacy  have 
been  applied  to  the  Current  Expense  Fund;  hence  the  recent  action 
of  the  Trustees  has  established  an  Endowment  Fund  which  the  Trustees 
hope  to  increase,  from  time  to  time,  so  that  this  fund  may  be  found 
adequate  to  meet  the  increasing  expenses  of  the  Cathedral  Founda- 
tion as  it  shall  develop  its  various  buildings  and  agencies. 

It  has  been  found  a  wise  policy  elsewhere  to  set  aside  a  dollar  for 
Endowment  over  against  every  dollar  appropriated  for  Equipment,  and 
it  is  the  desire  of  your  Trustees  to  follow  this  method  here. 

The  Rev.  Harold  N.  Arrowsmith,  Canon-in-Charge,  having  been 
granted  by  the  Bishop  a  year's  leave  of  absence  for  work  with  the 
Red  Cross  Society  in  Europe,  the  Rev.  James  M.  Magnider,  D.  D., 
has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Pro  Cathedral  Congregation  during 
his  absence. 

The  Open-Air  Services  were  not  held  this  )rear  on  the  Cathedral 
Grounds;  but  a  very  notable  service  was  held  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon, April  3rd,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cathedral  League,  when 
the  Archbishop  of  York  made  an  address  and  planted  an  oak  tree. 

The  Bishop's  Guild  held  a  festival  on  the  Cathedral  Grounds  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  June  1st. 

The  Diocesan  House  has  received  the  usual  care  of  the  special 
committee  of  the  Trustees  during  the  past  year,  and  is  in  a  good 
state  of  repair. 

The  terms  of  the  following  Trustees  expire  with  this  Convention: 
The  Rev.  Edwin  Barnes  Niver,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Douglass  HooflF,  and 
Messrs.  Joseph  Packard  and  Blanchard  Randall.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  RECORDS  OF 

THE  DIOCESE. 

(Journal.  /».  6.) 

The  Committee  on  Records  begs  to  report  that  since  its  last  report 
it  has  had  placed  in  its  hands  for  safe-keeping  the  Parish  Registers 
and  Vestry  Minutes  of  Spring  Hill  and  Stepney  Parishes,  Wicomico 
County.  The  records  from  1767  to  1867  of  Chester  Parish,  Kent 
County,  have  been  copied  by  the  photostat  process,  which  permits  the 
easy  reproduction  of  any  pages  in  it  at  a  trifling  expense.  These  books 
have  been  placed  in  the  vault  at  the  Diocesan  Library.  The  cost  of 
the  photostat  copy  was  in  all  $48.00. 

The  Committee  has  also  had  prepared  a  photostat  copy  of  the  Allen 
Manuscript,  which  has  for  years  been  the  most  frequently  consulted 
of  any  documents  belonging  to  the  Convention.  This  work  was  done 
in  order  that  the  old  record  might  be  put  away,  and  the  copy  used 
by  those  engaged  in  research.  By  this  means  the  old  document  may 
be  much  longer  preserved;  for  it  is  needless  to  say  that  it  has  become 
somewhat  mutilated  and  otherwise  injured  by  handling:,  so  dry  and 
brittle  has  become  the  paper  on  which  it  was  written.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  OF 
THE  DIOCESE  OF  MARYLAND. 

(Journal,  p.  7.) 

Many  interests  of  vital  concern  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Social 
Service  Commission  since  the  meeting  of  our  last  Convention. 

We  were  in  close  touch  during  the  year  with  various  moral  and 
social  agencies  and  co-operated  by  personal  presence  and  advocacy  at 
hearings,  and,  through  drafted  resolutions,  in  securing  remedial  and 
beneficial  legislation.  At  the  request  of  representatives  of  the  Fosdick 
Commission  and  with  the  hearty  endorsement  of  the  Bishop,  your 
chairman  spoke  before  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  improving 
the  condition  of  rooming  houses  in  the  city — the  same  as  constituted 
being  a  special  menace  to  good  morals. 

Conditions  which  were  inimical  to  the  welfare  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  at  one  of  our  railway  stations  were  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  railway  authorities  and  remedied. 

Your  Commission  endorsed  the  movement  to  place  boys  on  farms 
under  proper  government  supervision. 

At  the  request  of  one  of  our  members.  Dr.  Anna  Abercrombie,  of 
the  State  Board  of  Labor  Statistics,  your  Commission  used  its  influ- 
ence on  behalf  of  measures  for  mentally  retarded  children,  for  secur- 
ing State-wide  school  attendance  laws,  for  extending  the  ten-hour  law 
for  female  workers,  and  for  placing  safety  devices  in  munition  plants. 

Both  to  give  information  and  to  secure  as  wide  co-operation  of 
our  Church  people,  as  possible,  bulletins  and  circulars  were  issued  from 
time  to  time  and  sent  to  the  Clergy,  hoping  that,  in  turn,  they  would 
be  read  to  the  people.  Of  the  two  matters  specially  referred  to  the 
Convention  last  year  for  its  approval,  the  abolition  of  Race  Track 
Gambling  and  the  provision  of  Sanatoria  for  colored  people  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis,  the  latter  was  acted  upon  favorably  by  the  Legis- 
lature. The  bill  to  abolish  Race  Track  Gambling  failed  of  passage. 
Your  Commission  worked  in  co-operation  with  a  State-wide  organiza- 
tion to  secure  passage  of  this  bill,  and  was  also  active  on  its  own  initia- 
tive. The  Chairman  addressed  House  and  Senate  Committees,  also 
a  public  meeting  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  The  opposition  was  too 
well  entrenched,  and,  in  spite  of  all  efforts,  the  evils  of  race  track 
gambling  were  continued  by  State  legislative  enactment.  Recently 
some  prominent  citizens  of  Maryland,  with  theJ  co-operation  of  a  lead- 
ing newspaper  of  Baltimore — all  which  aid  we  would  have  welcomed 
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earlier— -endeavored  to  secure  the  closing  of  the  race  tracks  during 
the  war  by  an  appeal  to  the  Governor.  Their  efforts  were  late  and 
unavailing.  However,  the  contest  is  not  over  and  the  moral  forces 
of  this  State  will  continue  their  unabated  antagonism  until  this  para- 
sitic institution  is  driven  from  Maryland. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Social  Service  Commissions  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  our  own  Com- 
mission was  held  to  consider  what  opportunities  for  co-operative  en- 
deavor were  presented  by  the  large  increase  of  our  industrial  popula- 
tion engaged  in  shipbuilding,  in  munition  and  other  factories.  A 
survey  of  the  city  and  its  environs  was  agreed  upon. 

It  was  found  to  be  desirable  that  this  survey  should  be  made  in 
co-operation  with  a  special  board  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches, 
which  sent  its  representative  to  Baltimore.  The  report  was  submitted 
to  the  Commissions  mentioned  and  to  an  organization  of  all  the  minis- 
ters of  this  community.  The  immediate  result  of  the  report  is  an 
effort  to  effect  co-operation  of  Christian  forces  in  an  organization  to  be 
known  as  the  Council' of  Churches.  A  tentative  plan  presented  has 
received  the  commendation  of  our  Bishop.  We  ask  in  advance  for 
the  careful  consideration  by  our  clergy  and  laity  of  this  proposed  plan 
for  united  service  and  for  their  hearty  co-operation. 

The  program  of  Social  Service  is  large  and  inclusive.  While  it 
demands  reform  and  reorganization  wherever  needed  in  the  interest 
of  the  welfare  of  all,  it  does  not  overlook  the  daily  need  of  care  and 
ministration.  In  Baltimore  there  is  a  large  field  and  an  urgent  need 
for  service  which  this  Church  is  peculiarly  fitted  to  render  and  in 
which  it  has  been  singularly  successful  in  other  large  cities,  and  that 
is  City  Missionary  Work.  So  far  as  we  know,  Baltimore  is  the  only 
city  of  its  size  in  this  country  in  which  this  Church  has  not  a  well- 
manned  and  active  City  Missionary  Society.  While  it  might  not  prop- 
erly come  under  the  direction  of  the  Social  Service  Commission,  wc 
would  like  to  see  a  City  Missionary  appointed,  who  in  time  would  have 
a  staff  of  workers  to  minister  regularly  and  continuously  in  the 
prisons,  reform  and  benevolent  institutions  and  to  project  and  develop 
religious  and  welfare  work  among  our  foreign  population. 

It  is  commonplace  today  to  say  that  we  face  great  changes  in  our 
industrial  and  social  world.  But  though  a  commonplace,  it  is  no  less 
a  reality.  It  is  equally  important  to  secure  peace  within  national 
borders  as  to  secure  peace  between  those  borders.  To  a  large  extent 
our  industrial  life  has  been  presumably  governed  by  the  so-called  law 
of  supply  and  demand.  In  the  face  of  many  injustices  and  much 
misery  in  life,  a  more  or  less  laissez-faire  attitude  was  adopted.  The 
truth  is  that  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  is  not  an  inflexible  law,  so 
far  as  human  comfort  and  the  cost  of  living  are  concerned.    Artificial 
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interference  has  frequently  controlled  prices  and  output  without  re- 
gard to  any  economic  law,  but  solely  in  regard  to  all  the  profit  that 
cotdd  be  obtained.  We  have  learned  by  recent  experience  that  even 
with  limited  supply  and  extraordinary  demand,  prices  may  be  regu- 
lated and  more  or  less  equitable  distribution  effected.  It  is  surely  a 
short-sighted  policy  which  says  that  these  were  only  war  measures, 
and  with  the  coming  of  peace  we  may  return  to  the  old  system  of  com- 
petition for  profit,  a  system  which  considers  human  needs  only  as  a 
means  for  the  increase  of  profit.  The  demand  in  some  quarters  today 
for  removal  of  restrictions  and  regulations  governing  production  and 
distribution,  spells  redestruction,  not  reconstruction. 

Man  is  far  from  being  the  master  of  all  forces  whether  in  the 
sphere  of  economics  or  in  the  physical  world.  Nor,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  he  the  helpless  sport  of  them.  He  can  create  and  direct.  In  remark- 
able ways  he  can  make  these  forces  obey  his  directive  will.  He  can 
construct  a  machine  which  will  go  up  into  the  air  with  fifty  pieople 
in  it.  So,  within  limits,  we  can  defy  the  old  interpretation  of  economic 
laws,  and  by  guidance  and  direction  can  make  them  serve  the  best 
interests  of  humanity,  just  as  he  has  often  made  them  serve  the 
interests  of  profit.  But  this  hinges  on  one  provision,  namely,  that  eco- 
nomics be  shot  through  with  ethics.  For  us  this  means  Christian 
ethics.  Economics  includes  the  factor  of  human  life,  and  it  is  fatal 
to  exclude  ethics  from  any  problems  that  include  the  factor  of  htmian 
life.  In  the  words  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  (Mr.  Redfield),  "the 
proper  spirit  of  trade  is  not  the  excessive  profits,  but  service,  and  the 
American  business  man  should  take  into  account  moral  values  when 
dealing  with  his  customers." 

The  study  of  human  well-being  must  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
whole  industrial  program.  Prosperity  must  be  measured  not  by  out- 
put, but  by  the  condition  of  all  engaged  in  that  output  and  to  all 
who  should  be  affected  by  it.  Decent,  wholesome  living  must  be  the 
standard  which  shall  govern  the  hour  and  wage  problem. 

In  the  reconstruction  movement,  moral  and  spiritual  motives  and 
ideals  may  or  may  not  find  a  place.  It  is  vital  to  the  church  life  and 
essential  to  its  mission  and  leadership  that  it  should  through  its  Con- 
ventions and  other  means  of  public  pronouncement  show  a  sympathetic 
interest  in  all  that  affects  the  movement  toward  the  democratization 
of  industry.  Bishop  Gore,  whose  message  was  so  gladly  heard  recently 
in  this  country,  says:  "The  conviction  arises  in  our  minds  that  we 
need  by  peaceful  means  and,  if  it  may  be,  by  general  consent  to  accom- 
plish such  a  redistribution  of  property  as  shall  reduce  the  inordinate 
amotmt  of  'property  for  power'  in  the  hands  of  the  few,  and  give  to 
all  men  in  reasonable  measure  'property  for  use.'  " 
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It  was  impossible  for  the  world  to  pass  through  the  overw^helming 
scourge  of  the  last  four  years  without  being  stirred  to  its  depths.  The 
slogan  with  which  men  marched  and  fought  for  victory  was  "Truth, 
Justice  and  Freedom."  It  was  impossible  again,  in  this  age,  that  men 
would  be  content  to  expect  from  these  rallying  words  only  a  political 
application.  Thus  it  has  come  to  pass  that  we  witness  an  upheaval, 
in  some  quarters,  and  everywhere  are  threatened  with  similar  up- 
heaval, which  reaches  deeper  foundations  than  those  upon  which  rests 
either  military  despotism  or  political  autocracy.  This  upheaval,  actual 
or  threatened,  affects  the  whole  structure  of  modem  society.  It  is 
concerned  not  only  with  kings  and  kaisers,  but  with  our  whole  social 
and  industrial  order,  which  is  based  on  the  elemental  need  of  securing 
daily  bread.  On  its  material  side  it  has  to  do  with  production  and 
distribution  of  the  necessities  of  life.  Elemental  passion,  issuing  in 
violence  and  disorder,  and  exercising  a  tyranny  of  unreason,  is  one 
of  the  fruits  of  the  war.  In  its  extreme  form  it  may  or  may  not 
threaten  us  seriously.  But  one  would  be  bold,  indeed,  to  say  that  w^c 
are  in  no  danger  whatever.  Has  the  Church  a  place  and  function  in 
such  a  crisis,  or,  rather,  before  such  a  crisis  comes?  Does  it  fulfill  its 
obligation  in  the  world  by  remaining  quiet  until  an  issue  is  precipi- 
tated, and,  when  conflict  comes,  by  exerting  all  its  energies  solely  to 
champion  external  law  and  order?  Has  it  not  a  message  to  proclaim, 
and  has  it  not  a  ministry  of  reconciliation  to  exercise  in  order  to 
establish  the  harmony  of  brotherhood  through  right  and  justice  to 
all?  In  the  spirit  of  Bishop  Gore's  words,  just  quoted,  does  not  that 
right  and  justice  demand  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  fruits 
of  God's  earth  and  man's  toil  to  all  the  members  of  God's  family? 

It  may  no  longer  be  contended  and  what  we  have  repeatedly 
affirmed  was  never  rightly  contended,  that  the  Church  in  its  corporate 
life  had  no  concern  with  affairs  not  included  within  the  limits  of  a 
very  restricted  definition  of  the  term  religious.  The  problems  of  life 
are  fundamentally  the  problems  of  religion. 

But  in  practical  support  of  our  position,  we  need  only  to  recall 
some  concrete  illustrations  of  the  last  year  and  a  half.  Our  govern- 
ment, through  its  various  departmental  heads,  has  written  letters  to 
the  clergy  of  this  cojintry  seeking  their  official  support,  and  through 
them  the  co-operation  of  their  congregations  in  Liberty  Loan  and 
Thrift  Stamp  Campaigns,  in  the  program  of  Food  Administration,  in 
Farming  enterprises,  in  Community  Welfare  work  among  soldiers  and 
sailors,  and  among  men  and  women  in  industry,  and  in  many  other 
ways  to  accomplish  material  as  well  the  spiritual  well-being  of  the 
people. 

Recently  letters  were  received  from  the  National  Security  League, 
signed  by  some  who  would  be  listed  among  the  conservative  ranks  of 
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our  church  people,  calling  upon  the  clergy  to  ask  the  active  co-opera- 
tion of  their  people  in  nominating  and  electing  the  right  kind  of  men 
for  Congress.  If  we  seek  the  reason  for  these  calls  to  help  and  service 
we  shall  find  it  not  in  the  suggestion  that  in  a  crisis  the  Church  was 
asked  to  forego,  temporarily,  or  go  beyond,  its  legitimate  and  appointed 
task,  but  because  of  the  conviction  that  the  Church,  with  its  rich  and 
idealistic  faith,  is  peculiarly  fitted  to  exert  due  influence  in  all  affairs 
of  life.  Shall  not  our  conviction  go  further,  and  say  that  as  our  Leader 
and  Head  declared  that  He  was  among  us  as  He  that  serveth,  His 
Church  can  be  true  to  Him  only  as  it  freely  gives  itself  in  largest  and 
fullest  service  to  all  men? 

Your  Commission  would  ask  careful  reading  and  study  of  some 
documents  recently  issued.  One,  the  manifesto  of  the  British  Labor 
Party,  which  Bishop  Brent  declares  to  be  the  one  great  religious  utter- 
ance of  the  war;  another,  a  statement  of  twenty  British  Quaker 
employers,  and  the  manifesto  of  the  Chicago  Federation  of  I^bor. 
They  are  not  put  forth  as  final  programs,  but  as  contributions.  The 
statement  of  the  British  employers,  as  might  be  expected,  is  more  con- 
servative than  the  other,  but  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  written,  and 
in  its  plans  for  immediate  reconstruction,  it  oflFers  the  beginning  of  a 
thorough  and  comprehensive  reform.  We  urge  especially  that  Men's 
Clubs  and  Women's  organizations,  or  groups  of  men  and  women  in 
all  our  parishes  shall  study  and  discuss  the  subjects  presented  in 
these  documents,  co-operative  movements  and  all  other  subjects  which 
are  germane  to  them.  The  Commission  would  be  glad  to  furnish  a 
syllabus  of  study,  and  to  arrange  a  training  class  for  teachers. 

One  of  the  lessons  from  the  war  has  been  the  demonstration  of 
the  power  to  reduce  vice  and  intoxication  to  a  minimum.  We  have 
had,  for  the  most  part,  a  clean  and  sober  army.  Mr.  McAdoo,  Secre- 
tary Baker  and  Secretary  Daniels  have  recently  issued  statements  in 
behalf  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  urging  that  the 
campaign  begun  in  war  to  insure  military  fitness  of  men  be  main- 
tained to  save  men  for  civil  efficiency.  We  urge  continued  interest  in 
providing  wholesome  recreation  outdoors  and  indoors  for  the  men 
after  they  have  taken  off  their  uniforms,  and  unabated  suppression 
of  all  forms  of  commercialized  vice  and  suppression  of  the  traffic  in 
intoxicating  beverages. 

Now  that  the  world  war  has  been  brought  to  an  end  victoriously 
for  the  cause  of  right  and  justice,  there  can  be  no  more  important 
service  rendered  than  the  effort  to  make  permanent  in  the  world  the 
principles  for  which  we  have  fought.  We  shall  ask  the  Convention 
to  give  its  endorsement  and  pledge  its  moral  support  to  the  move- 
ment to  secure  a  League  of  Nations  for  maintaining  justice  to  small 
and  great  nations  alike.     No  age  in   the  history  of   Christianity  has 
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the  possibility  of  surer  warrant  for  being  designated  as  the  age  of 
faith  than  the  present  one.  Greater  things  than  those  done  in  His 
day  were  promised  by  Christ  to  those  led  by  the  Spirit  Through 
opposition,  neglect  or  indifference  we  may  fail  and  God's  Kingdom  on 
earth  be  kept  back,  or  we  may  gladly  take  up  the  cross  of  sacrifice  and 
service  and  have  a  large  share  in  est^lishing  glory  to  God,  peace  and 
good-will  among  men. 

Your  Commission  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  favors  the  formation  of  a  League 
of  Nations  to  enforce  peace  and  to  secure  justice  to  all  nations,  large 
and  small. 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  place  itself  on  record  as  endorsing 
a  minimum  wage  in  industry,  interpreted  as  a  "comfort  wage,"  an 
amount  on  which  a  man  can  bring  up  his  family  in  wholesome  decency. 

Resolved,  that  we  favor  increasing  application  of  the  plan  of  co- 
operation of  employees  with  employers  in  the  working  management  of 
business  enterprise  and  ultimately  in  the  financial  management 

Resolved,  that  the  sum  of  $200,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
needed,  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Commission. 

Resolved,  that  the  apportionment  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents,  asked  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Soda! 
Service  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  for  the  year  1918  be  approved 
and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  remit  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Joint  Commission.

APPENDIX  FIFTEEN. 


REPORT  OF  THE  LAY  READERS'  LEAGUE. 

(Journal,  ^.9.) 

Twelve  of  the  sixteen  members  of  the  League  have  been  conducting 
services  during  the  past  year.    One  member  is  still  in  war  service. 

Services  have  been  held  in  six  churches  and  four  institutions,  as 
follows : 

St.  Luke's,  Harrisonville ;  the  churches  at  Mt.  Winans,  Franklin  and 
Rossville;  Bishop  Paret  Memorial  and  Holy  Trinity  Chapel,  Baltimore; 
and  the  following  institutions:  Bay  View  Hospital;  Melvale  School; 
Bloede  Hospital  and  Eudowood  Sanatorium.  Other  occasional  services 
have  been  held,  as  the  members  of  the  League  have  been  called  upon. 

Each  year  of  the  present  chaplain's  service  has  brought  before  him 
the  necessity  for  more  direct  supervision  of  this  work,  so  that  the 
Sacraments  of  the  Church  may  be  administered  to  these  churches, 
where  a  lay  reader  is  in  charge,  and  especially  to  these  institutions.  The 
Diocese  is  responsible  for  this  work.  A  missionary,  who  could  give 
his  time  to  such  work,  and  who  might  call  to  his  assistance  the  services 
of  the  neighboring  priests,  is  greatly  needed,  that  this  Church  may 
minister  to  these  more  or  less  unshepherded  souls  in  our  midst.  This 
Convention  can  do  nothing  more  in  keeping  with  the  Church's  tradi- 
tions, and  in  fulfilling  the  mind  of  our  Master,  than  by  making  pro- 
vision  for  ministrations  to  the  least  of  these,  our  brethren.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  BOARD  OF  RELIGIOUS 

EDUCATION. 

(Journal,  />.  9.) 

The  Board  has  held  eleven  meetings  since  the  Convention  of  1917, 
at  which  various  topics  have  been  discussed.  The  main  work  of  the 
Board  has  been  conducted  through  the  Presentation  Service,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Nurture  in  the  Home,  and  the  Teacher  Training 
Department. 

The  service  for  the  presentation  of  reports  of  the  Children's  Lenten 
Offering  was  held  on  Sunday,  April  21st,  at  3.30  P.  M.,  in  Emmanuel 
Church.  After  communicating  with  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  through 
three  letters,  badges  were  sent  to  the  parishes  that  responded,  every 
such  parish  being  allowed  a  representation  of  two  delegates  from 
each  class  in  the  Sunday  School.  Forty-one  parishes  received  badges, 
two  more  asking  for  them  too  late  to  have  them  struck  off.  In  all 
the  office  sent  out  one  thousand  badges.  Eight  hundred  children 
responded,  the  other  two  hundred  probably  being  detained  by  a  very 
inclement  afternoon. 

Reports  were  collected  and  the  per  capita  amount  of  each  school 
found,  the  result  of  the  highest  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Bishop,  who  awarded  the  banner.  Grace  and  St.  Peter's  Sunday  School 
had  the  honor  of  receiving  the  banner  for  the  second  time,  with  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  for  a  close  second. 
Forty  schools  reported  with  a  total  of  $4,558.85. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Nurture  in  the  Home  made  a  great 
effort  to  interest  parents  through  the  meeting  held  in  connection 
with  the  Sunday  School  Institute,  at  which  we  had  speakers  who 
were  especially  conversant  with  problems  pertaining  to  childhood, 
and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  rectors  and  Sunday  School  super- 
intendents to  send  delegates  from  among  the  parents  of  the  congrega- 
tions. The  number  was  not  to  exceed  ten  for  the  largest  parishes,  but 
in  spite  of  our  asking  for  this  very  limited  co-operation  we  succeeded 
in  having  only  48  parents  with  us  in  1917  and  59  in  1918,  although 
the  quota  at  which  we  had  arrived  in  our  tabulation  of  communicants 
showed  that  the  number  of  delegates  should  have  been  320. 

These  figures  cannot  fail  to  convince  us  that  a  great  deal  remains 
to  be  done  if  we  are  to  arouse  parents  to  their  responsibilities  and 
make  them  realize  their  part  in  passing  on  the  heritage  of  religion 
to  the  coming  generation. 
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The  Sunday  School  Institute  referred  to  above  was  held  on  Satur- 
day, May  4th,  at  Memorial  Church.  The  afternoon  session  from  4 
to  6.30  P.  M.  was  devoted  to  ways  and  means  of  helping  Sunday 
School  teachers,  apd  after  supper  the  evening  session  tried  to  meet 
the  parents*  part  in  Reh'gious  Education.  Able  speakers  at  both  ses- 
sions gave  us  very  helpful  suggestions,  but  as  so  many  of  the  schools 
close  in  summer  the  Board  is  considering  whether  it  would  be  wise 
to  hold  also  an  Institute  in  the  fall  to  bring  more  enthusiasm  with 
the  opening  of  the  Winter  Season. 

The  Teacher  Training  Qasses  bsive  been  held  as  usual  on  Mondays 
at  4  P.  M.  and  Tuesdays  at  8  P.  M.  Certificates  were  awarded  to 
those  who  took  examinations  in  this  course  in  Religious  Pedagogy, 
which  is  the  only  course,  at  present,  being  carried  on  by  the  department 

The  classes  in  second-year  work  opened  in  January,  being  held  each 
Monday  at  5.  P.  M.  In  all  100  classes  have  been  held,  including  a 
class  for  parents  at  11  A.  M.  Tuesdays,  but  the  attendance  has  not 
warranted  our  continuing  the  parents'  class  this  year.  Six  students 
took  the  Diocesan  Certificate  and  four  the  General  Board's  certificate 
in  Religious  Pedagogy. 

The  superintendent  of  the  department  met  the  members  of  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Cumberland  for  three  talks  on  Child  Study,  has  attended 
by  invitation  five  parochial  teachers'  meetings  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  has  spoken  at  a  parochial  parents'  meeting.  But  our  Board 
should  come  in  touch  with  the  parishes  much  more  frequently  than 
this.  If  the  parishes  would  occasionally  invite  us  to  their  teachers' 
meetings,  the  Board  stands  ready  to  accept  such  invitations  and  seeks 
this  opportunity  of  reaching  the  teachers. 

Today  ignorance  on  the  subject  of  Child  Nature  may  lead  to  dire 
trouble  in  the  coming  generation.  There  has  never  been  a  time  that 
we  more  truly  needed  to  understand  how  to  present  world  conditions 
to  childhood,  older  people  can  have  reasoning  power  if  they  choose  to 
use  it,  but  the  child  is  only  developing  it,  and  we  must  know  how  to 
meet  him  or  his  plane  in  order  tq^  help  him  meet  conditions  in  the 
world  today.    Are  we  doing  our  best  here? 

For  the  past  winter  and  the  present,  our  numbers  in  the  training 
classes  have  been  very  small.  Notwithstanding  the  effort  made  by 
the  Board,  the  response  to  notices  sent  out  in  October  has  given  just 
seven  members  to  the  classes.  We  are  working  as  best  we  can,  but 
that  best  is  very  poor,  because  our  numbers  are  too  small  to  bring 
either  enthusiasm  or  discussion,  and  unless  changes  come  by  another 
year  it  would  seem  that  this  part  of  the  work  had  better  be  discon- 
tinued, even  though  we  appreciate  that  the  epidemic  as  well  as  die  tax 
on  time  brought  about  by  the  war  has  helped  to  keep  conditions  at  low 
ebb.  Jane  Moxikin.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  PENSION 

FUND. 

(Journal,  p.  9.) 

During  the  calendar  year  1918,  pension  premiums  were  paid  on  be- 
half of  107  clergyipen  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  The  payments 
were  distributed  as  follows : 

By  the  Parishes $7,892  72 

By  the  Diocese  6,097  41

The  Parishes  paid  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the 
salary  each  paid  its  clergy,  and  in  all  cases  where  a  rectory  was  pro- 
vided, the  Parish  paid  five  per  cent,  upon  an  additional  sum  equal  to 
one-sixth  of  the  salary.  *' 

The  Diocese  paid  seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  all  salaries  and 
parts  of  salaries  paid  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and 
the  Committee  of  Missions,  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  all 
salaries  and  additional  sums  paid  by  the  Parishes. 

The  sources  from  which  were  drawn  the  payments  made  by  the 
Diocese  are  the  income  from  investments  in  the  Superannuated  and 
Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  which  income  amounts  to  about  $4,500.00  per 
annum,  and  an  appropriation  from  tfie  income  of  the  bequest  made 
to  the  Convention  by  the  late  Mrs.  Bertha  von  Lingen  Field. 

Upon  the  basis  of  the  present  list  of  clergymen  and  salaries,  your 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  can  continue  to  make  the 
Parish  premium  assessment  five  per  cent.,  same  as  last  year,  provided 
the  Convention  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to  apply  to  that  purpose, 
from  the  income  of  the  Bertha  von  Lingen  Field  bequest,  the  sum 
necessary  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the  income  received  from 
the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  and  the  amount  of  the 
premiums  chargeable  to  the  Diocese. 

Since  March  1,  1917,  the  date  the  Church  Pension  Fund  became 
operative,  four  grants  have  been  made  to  clergymen  from  this  Diocese, 
or  their  families,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  Pension  Fund  has  con- 
tinued to  pay  all  the  grants  previously  made  by  our  Diocesan  Super- 
annuated and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  premiums  have  been  paid  with 
commendable  promptness.  There  are  but  three  Parishes  delinquent 
and  the  total  amount  in  arrear  is  $293.46.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
the  cause  of  these  delinquencies  is  only  temporary  and  that  it  may 
never  be'iome  necessary  to  drop  the  name  of  a  clergyman  from  the 
pension  roll  because  his  parishioners  have  failed  in  their  obligation 
and  duty.

The  Convention  of  1917  by  resolution  authorized  the  Committee  on 
Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments  to  apportion  among  the 
several  Parishes,  congregations,  and  Missions  the  sum  of  $25,000  for 
the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  to  follow. 

This  amount  was  to  be  distributed  and  appropriated  as  follows:

These  appropriations  were  for  the  period  of  twelve  months  following. 
In  each  case  one  fourth  of  the  amount  must  be  added  to  cover  the 
time  for  the  new  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1918.

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  payments  on  the  various  apportion- 
ments should  be  made  monthly.  Deferred  payments  are  the  occasion 
of  serious  inconvenience  and  embarrassment  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
missionary  funds.  Pa3anents  of  stipends  to  the  clergy  whose  parishes 
or  missions  are  receiving  aid  from  the  Diocesan  Missionary  funds  must 
be  made  regularly  every  month,  and  unless  returns  come  in  with  com- 
mensurate regularity,  the  Diocese  is  put  to  the  extra  expense  of  paying 
interest  on  borrowed  money. 

The  apportionment  for  the  War  Work  Fund  was  separated  from  the 
usual  missionary  apportionment  in  the  hope  that  this  fund  would  be 
raised  almost  immediately. 

Unfortunately  not  only  was  the  hope  of  immediate  raising  of  this 
fund  not  realized,  but  as  the  treasurer's  statement  will  show,  only  73 
per  cent,  was  collected.  It  is  evident  that  the  good  intentions  of  those 
who  secured  the  separation  of  these  apportionments  were  based  on 
false  hopes  and  the  unwisdom  of  folloiying  the  course  this  year  is 
apparent.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  JAMES*  SCHOOL.  WASHINGTON 

COUNTY. 

(Journal,  />.  13.) 

St.  James*  School  opened  in  September,  1918,  with  65  boys.  This 
number  represents  the  largest  enrollment  since  the  days  when  the 
school  was  a  college,  before  thp  Civil  War.  The  work  this  year  was 
interrupted  for  three  weeks  by  the  Influenza  epidemic.  There  were 
thirty  cases  of  Influenza  and  two  cases  of  Pneumonia.  Two  vacancies 
in  the  Faculty  have  been  satisfactorily  filled.  The  Reverend  Walter  B. 
McKinley  is  rendering  excellent  service,  both  as  Chaplain  and  as  a 
resident  Master.  Last  June  a  class  of  nine  boys  was  presented  for 
Confirmation.  The  school  suffered  a  terrible  loss  in  the  death  of  the 
Senior  Master,  Mr.  Henry  Webster  Keating,  who  was  associated  with 
the  Institution,  first  as  a  pupil  and  subsequently  as  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  for  eighteen  years.  He  was  faithful  and  efficient  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties.  His  quiet  and  genial  personality  won  for  him 
the  love  and  confidence  of  both  students  and  Faculty.  As  wc  think 
of  the  marked  influence  of  this  good  man  we  can  well  sa}-,  "Blessed 
are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth ;  yea.  saith  the 
Spirit  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  for  tht^ir  works  do  follow 
them."  The  capacity  of  the  school  is  now  taxed  to  the  utmost.  Had 
it  been  able  to  consider  all  applications  its  enrollment  this  year  would 
be  far  in  excess  of  the  present  number.  An  immediate  need  of  the 
school  is  a  new  Dormitory  for  the  younger  boys.  There  is  a  large 
room  which  might  be  converted  to  such  usage  at  an  approximate  cost 
of  $3,000.  True  to  its  tradition,  the  school  is  maintaining  its  usual 
high  standard  in  both  scholarship  and  deportment.  The  loyal  support 
which  the  church  people  of  Maryland  are  giving  the  school  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  excellent  service  that  is  being  rendered  by  the  Head 
Master  and  his  associates.  St.  James*  School  is  open  to  visitors  at 
all  times.  Come  and  inform  yourselves  of  the  advantages  that  are 
offered.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  LIBRARIAN. 

(Journal,  />.  14.) 

October  1,  1917,  to  September  30,  1918. 

The  Library  has  bctn  used  to  as  great  extent  as  in  any  year  and  has 
continued  to  serve  its  high  purposes..  We  have  to  report  another 
fortunate  year  with  regard  to  gifts,  having  received  119  volumes.  Ani!>rg 
them  may  l)e  mentioned  the  volume  prepared  to  illustrate  the  mem  rial 
windows  placed  in  Bland  ford  Church  by  fifteen  Memorial  Associa- 
tions in  the  southern  States  presented  by  the  Bishop,  together  with 
twenty-four  other  books  and  pamphlets;  fifteen  volumes  from  the 
library  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Noel  Wyatt;  thirty  from  the  library  of  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  Hodges,  presented  by  Mrs.  J.  Shaler  Hodges;  a  fine  copy  of 
the  Bagster  reprint  of  Miles  Coverdale's  Bible,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
William  L.  Glenn;  fifteen  volumes  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  Burns  Trun- 
dle; a  set  of  Clarke's  Commentaries,  presented  by  Mrs.  William  G. 
Hall.  From  the  Rev.  Clfarlcs  E.  Hensel,  seven  books.  Another  book 
calls  for  special  mention.  Mrs.  William  H.  Whitridge  has  presented 
a  copy  of  the  costly  work  on  the  "Old  Silver  of  American  Churches," 
to  which  this  library  was  oiie  of  the  earliest  subscribers.  Mrs.  W^hit- 
ridgc  presents  this  book  as  a  token  of  her  appreciation  of  the  spiritual 
help  received  from  the  Bishop  and  the  Reverend  Romilly  F.  Humphries. 
I  would  ask  the  Committee  to  consider  whether  the  copy  which  tht! 
Library  already  possesses  might  not  be  disposed  of.  Its  original  co>t 
was  £5,  which  amounted  to  about  $30. 

Also  Mrs.  J.  Shaler  Hodges  has  given  a  fine  portrait  of  the  Reverenrl 
Dr.  Brand.  She  has  also  given  au  album  containing  seventy-five  photo- 
graphs of  Bishops  and  distinguished  presbyters  of  the  fifties  and  early 
sixties,  including  the  only  portrait  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  which  the 
Library  possesses,  and  a  photograph  of  Phillips  Brooks  as  a  young  man. 
When  the  last  rector  at  St.  Mark's  parish,  the  Rev.  W.  Fred  Allen. 
deposited  with  us  the  records  of  that  parish  he  also  brought  a  numljcr 
of  portraits  of  former  rectors  including  one  of  Bishop  Kinsolvinj^  of 
Texas  and  of  the  Rev.  Fleming  James.  Also  a  splendid  lithoijraphic 
portrait  of  Bishop  Christopher  Wordsworth,  of  Lincoln,  with  an  auto- 
graph note,  both  framed  and  presented  by  Mrs.  J.  Shaler  Hodges.  -Also 
a  large  photograph  of  most  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  of  U>S6. 
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We  have  bought  but  10  books;  two  volumes  of  which  are  most 
valuable.  The  first  is  a  copy  of  "Stillingfieet's  Sermons,"  London, 
1673;  and  a  work  by  Dr.  Twisse,  Moderator  of  the  Westminster 
Assembly  of  the  English  Presbyterians,  "The  Riches  of  God's  Love," 
Oxford,  1653.  Also  the  edition  of  the  Latin  poems  of  "Faustus  An- 
drelinus"  and  "Johannes  Arnolletus,"  edited  Professor  Mustard  of 
Johns  Hopkins  University. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  the  Library  has  been  carried  on  steadily. 
Our  principal  task  has  been  the  cataloguing  of  the  very  large  collection 
of  hymn  books  made  by  Bishop  Whittingham;  the  historical  books  in 
the  Allen  collection  and  the  liturgical  books  in  the  Whittingham  depart- 
ment. Among  these  is  included  a  set  of  the  liturgies  and  books  of 
worship  issued  by  the  petty  German  princes  during  the  Reformation. 
Also  the  great  Roman  Pontifical  of  1595,  and  the  grand  Liege  Missal, 
Paris,  1523.  Many  of  these  books  were  transferred  to  the  vault  as 
soon  as  they  were  catalogued. 

Another  of  our  tasks  has  been  the  re-arrangement  of  the  vault,  and 
the  preparation  of  its  treasures  for  ^taloguing.  For  several  years 
we  have  been  placing  in  the  vault  sffh  extremely  rare  and  valuable 
books  as  we  came  across  in  the  course  of  cataloguing;  and  last 
spring  these  were  all  arranged  on  the  shelf  in  order.  All  the  Dalrymple 
collection  of  Elzevirs  have  been  thus  transferred,  and  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  make  room  for  the  Reformation  liturgical  books  referred  to 
above.  It  is  our  purpose  to  prepare,  not  only  the  ordinary  catalogue 
cards  for  these  books  but  also  a  catalogue  raisonne  of  this  great  col- 
lection which  may  serve  as  a  handbook  of  the  most  precious  treasures 
of  our   Diocesan   Library.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DOMESTIC  AND 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

(Journal,  p.  15.) 

The  deficit  in  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  year  1917,  was  in  round 
numbers,  we  are  told— $150,000.  That  deficit  had  grown  to  be  $250,000 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1918.  The  three  chief  causes  of 
this  large  deficit  were  declared  by  the  Board  itself  to  be  the  fact 
that  the  China  exchange  was  against  us,  to  the  additional  cost  of 
pensions  for  those  working  under  the  Board  and  to  the  greatly  in- 
creased cost  of  living  expenses. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  deficit  will  be  reduced  by  the  time  of 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  For  the  five  years  ending  October, 
1915,  there  was  a  steady  increase  in  this  Diocese  for  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions.  In  1915,  Tor  the  first  time,  Maryland  met  her 
apportionment  of  $30,69076,  exceeded  it  by  $457.76,  and  gave  to  an 
emergency  fund  $4,395.75  beyond  this,  making  a  grand  total  of  $34,658.70 
for  that  year.  During  that  year  sixty  churches  and  missions  paid 
and  forty-seven  overpaid  their  apportionment.  Then  in  spite  of  the 
war  the  apportionment  was  increased,  being  for  the  past  year  $41,637 
for  fourteen  months,  or  $35,688  for  the  last  twelve  months'  period. 
It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  some  of  our  strongest  are  confident  that 
the  basis  of  apportionment  used  by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  New 
York  contains  items  which  should  not  be  included  and  which  make 
the  apportionments  of  some  of  the  parishes  and  of  the  Diocese  exces- 
sive. 

But  in  spite  of  this,  up  to  December  1st  Maryland  had  given  towards 
the  $41,637,  $39,623,  leaving  a  deficit  today  of  only  $2,014.  Seventy 
odd  parishes  have  met  or  exceeded  their  minimum  apportionment  and 
there  is  a  loyal  and  general  resolve  to  stand  by  the  great  cause  in  this 
diocese.  We  desire  to  do  this  first,  because  Maryland  in  1915,  attained 
a  position  among  the  dioceses  which  had  met  their  apportionment  for 
general  missions.  We  desire  to  do  it  next  because  our  Bishop  is  the 
president  of  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Washington,  a  very  signal 
distinction.  We  desire  most  of  all  to  meet  what  is  justly  required  of 
us  because  missions,  that  is  taking  the  Gospel  of  our  Blessed  Lord  and 
the  ministrations  of  this  Apostolic  Church  to  those  in  this  land  and  her 
dependencies  and  to  the  peoples  of  other  lands  who  are  without  the 
privileges  of  our  Holy  Religion. 
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During  the.  war  in  Mother  England,  whence  we  derive  our  Christian- 
ity, there  has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  missionary  offerings, 
and  this  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  England  has  been  called  upon 
so  largely  to'finance,  for  European  nations,  this  terrible  and  costly  war. 
In  a  nation  where  people  of  means  are  taxed  to  from  forty  to  eighty 
per  cent  of  their  incomes,  these  offerings  for  the  extension  of  Christian- 
ity have  increased  during  the  pendency  of  the  war.  It  is  a  high 
tribute  to  English  character  that  this  is  true.  Last  year  England  gave 
35,000  pounds  or  $175,000  more  to  this  cause  than  during  any  previous 
year.  We  in  the  United  States,  and  especially  in  the 'old  and  favored 
dioceses,  should  be  inspired  by  this  heroic  example.  It,  as  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  intimated  yesterday  in  his  earnest  address,  after  the 
stresses  of  physical  warfare  are  removed,  we  do  not  redouble  our 
efforts  in  that  spiritual  and  nobler  warfare  which  goes  on  unceasingly, 
we  shall  not  be  worthy  of  the  victory  which  God  in  his  mercy  has 
vouchsafed  us. 

•  Your  Committee  would  urge  the  faithful  extension  of  the  Duplex 
envelope  system  in  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese.  Instruct 
the  congregation  and  the  Sunday  School  in  the  facts  concerning 
missions;  teach  them  to  pray  for  missions;  gather  them  in  groups 
to  make  specific  studies  of  our  various  mission  fields  and  our  mission- 
ary leaders.  Train  the  young  in  the  heroic  story  of  self-sacrifice  and 
achievement  which  the  soldiers  and  pioneers  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ, 
the  Martyrs,  the  Livingstones,  the  Hanningtons,  the  Patons,  the  Patte- 
sons  and  a  hundred  others  have  written  with  their  toil  and  blood  on 
the  pages  of  Christianity,  and  there  will  be  no  difficulty  about  either 
keeping  up  the  succession  of  missionary  workers  or  maintaining  those 
who.  are  in  the  field.

//.  //  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Itwalid, 

where  may  be  enjoyed  the  comforts  and  privileges  of  the  Church. 
There  are  daily  services  in  the  Chapel.  The  Church  Home  is  supportetl 
in  the  following  ways : 

1.  Partly  by  churches  in  Baltimore,  which  engage  to  contribute  a 
certain  sum  for  the  year,  and  which  have  the  right  to  place  a  patient  in 
the  wards  for  every  $200  annually  contributed.  In  this  way  some  Balti- 
more churches  keep  one,  or  two,  or  more  beneficiaries  in  the  Home. 
Any  church  or  congregation  may  make  use  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded  to  provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time. 

2.  Partly  by  Endowment  and  Income  from  Invested  Funds.

PLAN   OF  CATHEDRAL  ORGANIZATION 

Under  the  general  powers  conferred  by  the  Resolutions  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  in  the  years  1908,  1909  and  1910, 
the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation  hereby  adopt  a  Plan  of 
Cathedral  Organization. 

I.    The  Chapter. 

Since  the  title  to  all  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
Cathedral  Foundation  is  vested  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  the  Convention  itself 
constitutes   to  all   intents  and   purposes  the   ultimate  governing  body. 

The  Trustees,  six  Clerical  and  six  Lay,  together  with  the  Bishop 
and  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  are,  by  the  resolutions  above 
mentioned,  possessed  of  the  executive  function  of  a  Cathedral  Chap- 
ter. 

«  *     -  ■ 

II.    The  Dean  and  Canons. 

The  Chapter  may,  upon  nomination  by  the  Bishop,  elect  a  Dean, 
such  nomination  being  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  pre- 
ceding the  regular  meeting  at  which  the  election  is  held.  Until  a  Dean 
is  elected,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Bishop  shall  act 
as  Dean.  The  Dean  shall  have  spiritual  supervision  of  tlie  worship 
and  work  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be,  ex  officio,  an 
Honorary  Canon  of  the  Cathedral. 

Two  Canons  may,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
be  elected  by  the  Chapter,  the  one  to  have  charge  of  the  Pro-Cathedral 
Congregation  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean ;  the  other  to  act  as 
Canon  Missioner  of  the  Diocese  and  to  carry  on  special  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

Canons  Residenciary,  not  more  than  four  in  number,  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  may  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  to  serve  from  time 
to  time  as  Special  Preachers. 

III.    Internal  Government  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  supreme  control  of  the  ritual 
and  ordering  of  the  Cathedral  Services. 

By  a  concordat  entered  into  by  the  Cathedral  Chapter  and  the 
Rector  and  Vestries  of  St.  Barnabas'  and  St.  George's  Churches  the 
organization  of  the  two  congregations  as  at  present  existing  is  to 
come  under  the  spiritual  authority  of  the  Dean  and  Resident  Canon 
or  CanoQs. 

There  shall  be  a  Lay  Council  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Congregation 
consisting  of  eight  members  which  shall  exercise  all  the  temporal 
functions  ordinarily  discharged  by  Vestries,  except  the  right  to  elect 
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a  Rector  or  Assistant  Ministers,  or  to  control  the  property  of  the  Pro- 
Cathedral  Congregation.  Within  one  month  after  the  Pro- Cathedral 
Congregation  has  entered  into  occupancy  of  the  Undercroft  to  be  used 
as  the  Pro-Cathedral,  the  Lay  Council  shall  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
gregation, and  thereafter  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Vestry  Act  as  to  Easter  Monday 
elections. 

IV.    The  Cathedral  Council. 

The  Cathedral  Council  shall  be  an  advisory  or  consultative  board 
to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Cathedral  Organization 
as  an  adjunct  of  Diocesan  efficiency. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Chapter  and  all  of  the  Canons,  to- 
gether with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Deputies, 
clerical  and  lay,  to  the  General  Convention,  the  four  Archdeacons. 
tlie  Committee  of  Missions,  the  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese* 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  Social  Service  Commission 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  officers  and  Executive  Board  of  the  Cathedral 
League. 

The  Council  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  same  day  when 
the  Trustees  convene  for  the  last  time  prior  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. Other  meetings  may  be  called  during  the  year  by  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Council. 

A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  to  keep  the  records  of  all  meetings. 

V.    Alterations. 

Any  provision  of  the  foregoing  articles  may  be  altered  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  or,  if  one  month's  previous  notice 
be  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation,  subject  in  the 
latter  case  to  ratification  by  the  next  succeeding  Convention  of  the 
Diocese.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,^  after  the  year  1913,  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  October  in  every  year,  in  such  places  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention,  provided  that,  for 
special  reasons,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  may  in  any  year  change  the  day  of  meeting.^' 

Art.  2.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen.  The  Bishop,  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,^  and  Suf- 
fragan Bishop,'*  if  there  be  such,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in 
the  Convention.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  of  whatever 
Order,  being  a  settled  Minister  of  some  Parish  or  Separate 
Congregation,  acknowledged  as  such  by  this  Convention,  within 
this  Diocese;  or,  being  a  president,  professor,  tutor  or  instruc- 
tor in  some  college,  academy,  or  seminary  of  learning,  incor- 
porated by  law ;  or  being  a  missionary,  under  the  direction  of 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  and  vote  in  Convention,  if  he  has  been  canonically 
resident  within  this  Diocese  for  the  space  of  six  calendar 
months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Provided,  that 
no  Clergyman,  who  has  been  once  entitled  to  a  seat  in  Conven- 
tion, shall  lose  his  right  to  a  seat  therein  by  reason  of  his  hav- 
ing ceased,  on  account  of  age  or  infirm  health,  to  have  charge 
of  a  Parish  or  to  be  in  the  service  of  a  college,  academy  or 
seminary  of  learning,  or  to  be  a  missionary  as  aforesaid. 

The  Laymen  shall  consist  of  one  Delegate,  being  a  Communi- 
cant of  the  Church  in  good  standing,^  from  each  Parish  or  Sep-

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arate  Congregation,^  chosen  by  the  Vestry  thereof,  and  one  or 
more  Delegates,  being  Communicants  of  the  Church  in  good 
standing,  from  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  chosen  by  the  Lay 
Council  of  the  Cathedral  Foundation ;  provided  that  the  Cathe- 
dral Congregation  and  every  Parish  and  every  separate  Con- 
gregation, when  having  more  than  one  officiating  Minister,  who 
hath  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  as  many  Delegates,  being  Communicants  of  the  Church  in 
good  standing,  as  it  has  Ministers  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention.2-3 

Art.  3.  Twenty^  members  of  the  Clerical  and  twenty*  of 
the  Lay  Order  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  4.  In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Conven- 
tion, the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body;  but  if, 
upon  any  question,  it  be  required  by  five  members,  the  two  Or- 
ders shall  vote  separately,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any  measure. 

Art.  S.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  be 
made  in  Convention  by  a  concurrent  vote  of,  the  Qergy  and 
of  the  Laity,  the  two  Orders  voting  by  ballots,  separately; 
and  when  all  the  votes  of  both  Orders  shall  have  been  de- 
posited, the  tellers  of  the  Clerical  and  of  the  Lay  vote,  re- 
spectively, shall  proceed  to  count  the  votes,  and  if  among  those 
voted  for,  one  shall  be  found  to  have  received  a  majority  in 
each  Order  of  the  votes  of  those  entitled  to  seats,  he  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected. 

Provided,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  proposed  to  elect  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given

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at  an  Annual  Convention,  and  the  election  shall  take  place  at 
the  succeeding  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention, 
called  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  6.  The  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  President  of  the  Convention,  in  which  character  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  give  to  the  Convention,  as  often  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  a  general  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church;  to  call 
special  conventions,  at  whatever  times  and  places  he  may 
think  necessary ;  to  preserve  order  during  the  tkne  of  session ; 
to  put  the  question,  collect  the  votes,  and  declare  the  decision. 
He  may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to 
the  good  of  the  Church,  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate,  and 
he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has  been 
discussed,  before  a  vote  thereon. 

Art.  7.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  the 
Convention,  immediately  upon  their  assembling,  shall  choose, 
by  joint  ballot,  a  President,  from  among  the  Order  of  Priests, 
who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent. He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  possess  all  the  privi- 
leges above  specified ;  but  he  shall  not  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Convention,  unless  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Standing  Committee;  but  if  at  any  time  there  shall 
be  no  President,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  tlie  Convention  when  deemed  neces- 
sary.^ And  if,  while  there  is  a  Bishop  in  this  Qiurch,  he  shall 
not  be  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  they  shall 
elect,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  a  President  pro  tempore. 

Art.  8.  A  Secretary  shall  likewise  be  chosen,  immediately 
upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  by  a  joint 
ballot;  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  of  a 
Secretary.  If  but  one  is  nominated,  the  ballot  may  be  dis- 
pensed with.2  His  duty  shall  be :  To  make  minutes  of  their 
proceedings;  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records;  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  body;  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.

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It  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify,  through  the  channel  of  such  pub- 
lic papers  as  he  may  think  proper,  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention. 

Art.  9.  Before  the  adjournment  of  each  Annual  Convention, 
a  Standing  Cofnmittee,  consisting  of  eight  members,^  shall  be 
chosen,  of  whom  four  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Order 
of  Priests  and  four  from  among  the  Order  of  the  Laity,  by  a 
joint  ballot  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  oc- 
cur by  death,  removal,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  remain- 
ing members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to 
fill  such  vacancy ;  always  supplying  the  vacancy  by  one  of  that 
order  in  which  the  vacancy  shall  have  occurred.  In  all  elec- 
tions of  committees,  by  joint  ballot,  no  member  of  the  said 
committee  shall  be  elected,  unless  he  shall  receive  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  all  the  attending  members. 

Art.  10.2  Every  Parish  and  separate  Congregation  within 
this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire  benefit  of  this  Con- 
stitution as  soon  as  it  shall  have  signified  its  ratification  there- 
of, either  in  writing,  or.  by  sending  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
vention; and  such  Parish  and  separate  Congregation  shall 
thereafter  be  benefited  and  bound,  equally  with  the  other  Par- 
ishes and  separate  Congregations  in  this  Diocese,  by  every  rule 
or  canon  which  shall  be  framed  by  any  Convention,  acting  un- 
der this  Constitution,  for  the  government  of  this  Church  in 
ecclesiastical  concerns. 

Art.  U.  This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable  except  in 
the  following  manner:  A  proposition  lor  any  change  shall 
be  introduced  in  writing  and  considered  in  Convention;  and, 
if  approved  of,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  several 
Vestries  of  the  Parishes  and  separate  Congregations  which 
shall  have  ratified  this  Constitution.  And,  if  again  approved 
of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  re- 
spective Orders,  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall 
take  place  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
oblifjatory.

CANON  I. 

Of  the  titles  of  Clergymen  to  seats  in  Convention. 

No  Clergyman  removing  from  another  Diocese  into  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention, as  having  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected 
into  a  Parish  or  separate  Congregation,  unless  it  shall  have 
been  signified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  by  the 
Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  by 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  had  ob- 
tained from  him  a  certificate  of  his  Episcopal  ordination  and 
religious  character;  nor,  unless  the  Bishop  or  President,  shall 
have  received  from  the  Vestry  and  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary the  cert:!:cate  required  by  the  14th  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1904.  In  the  case  of  a  Clergyman  canoni- 
cally resident  in  the  Diocese,  elected  into  a  Parish  or  separate 
Congregation,  he  shall  be  required,  immediately  after  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  appointment,  to  transmit  to  the  Bishop  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  said  election.  No 
Clergyman  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  as  an  instructor 
of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  till  he  shall  have  pro- 
duced to  the  Convention  a  certificate  from  the  Rector  and 
Vestry,  and  if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  the  Vestry  of  the

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Parish  in  which  it  is  situated  or  of  some  separate  Congregation 
within  such  Parish,  acknowledged  as  such  by  the  Convention, 
that  he  is  so  occupied.  No  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention  as  an  infirm  Qergyman  unless  he  shall 
produce  a  certificate  from  some  respectable  physician  that  his 
state  of  health  unfits  him  for  the  active  duties  of  the  min- 
istry, and  there  be  evidence  that,  at  the  time  his  health  became 
infirm,  he  was  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention.

CANON  II. 

Of  Absentees  from  the  Convention,  to  be  Noted, 

At  every  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  report  the  names  of  such  Qergymen,  en- 
titled to  seats,  as  may  have  absented  themselves  from  two  suc- 
cessive Conventions,  and  the  Convention  shall  take  such  order 
thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Sec- 
retary by  the  Constitution,  it  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to 
transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General 
Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  he  shall 
request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in 
exchange. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  each  General  Convention 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 
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and  do  such  other  acts  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required 
of  him  by  authority  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next  preceding  each 
triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  to  prepare  and 
forthwith  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  upon  the  blanks  provided  by  the 
General  Convention  for  that  purpose,  a  condensed  summary  of 
the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial  Reports  and  Bishop's 
Statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  and  also  as  to 
the  condition  of  all  invested  funds  and  the  amount  of  all  con- 
tributions received  or  expended  by  the  Bishop  or  otherwise, 
within  the  Diocese.

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention, 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  elected 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  un- 
til a  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  and  to  disburse  the  same 
under  its  authority;  and  when  incidental  expenses  arise,  not 
ordered  by  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  pay  them,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
$100  per  annum.  He  shall  render  his  accounts  annually  to  the 
Convention,  which  shall  be  audited  by  a  Committee  acting  un- 
der its  authority.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treas 
urer,  by  death,  removal  from  the  Diocese  or  by  resignation,  the 
IJishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Treasurer  to  act  until  an  ap- 
pointment is  made  at  the  next  succeeding  Convention.

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CANON  V. 

Of  Provision  for  Defraying  Certain  Expenses. 

The  Vestry  of  each  Parish  or  Church  and  Advisory  Board 
of  every  Mission,  or  the  minister  in  charge  thereof,  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  of  May  of  each  year,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  such 
sums  as  may  be  required  from  them  respectively  by  resolution 
of  the  Convention  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor, ^  and 
Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  be  such,  the  traveling  expenses  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  to  the  Provincial  Synod;  printing  the  Jour- 
nal; compensation  to  the  Secretary  and  other  incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  appropriations  as 
may  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Convention.

CANON  VI. 

Of  Parochial  Reports. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  any  Convention, 
the  reports  which  are  required  to  be  delivered  to  him  by  the 
47th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1904,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  President  of  the  Convention.

CANON  VII. 

Of  the  Erection  of  New  Parishes  or  Congregations, 

Sec.  1.  No  part  of  a  Parish  shall  separate  itself  from  the 
residue  thereof  as  a  distinct  Parish,  nor  shall  any  number  of 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  any  Parish, 
associate    themselves    as    a    separate    Congregation    therein. 
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without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
judge  of  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  such  separation 
And  leave  thus  obtained  for  such  separation  or  associa- 
tion, shall  be  a  guarantee  that  the  parties  interested  shall, 
on  application,  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention: 
Provided,  the  Convention  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  Parish  or 
Congregation  have  a  Church  edifice,  sufficient  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  a  reasonable  number  of  persons,  finished  or 
so  nearly  finished  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  to 
afford  a  reasonable  prospect  that  it  will  be  completed;  and 
further,  that  they  are  not  indebted  to  such  an  extent  as  to  en- 
danger their  stability,  and  have  also  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
self-support.  Provided,  however,  that  no  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, although  constituted  with  the  consent  of  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese  without  a  strict  conformity,  on 
the  part  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  to  the  use  of  the 
Liturgy  of  the  said  Church,  nor  without  a  compliance 
in  case  of  a  Parish,  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled, 
"An  Act  for  the  Establishment  of  Vestries  for  each  Parish 
in  this  State,"  passed  November  session,  1798;  or,  in  case 
of  a  Congregation,  with  the  provisions  of  any  laws  which  have 
been,  or  may  be,  passed  by  the  State  of  Maryland.  Provided, 
said  laws  shall  be  first  accepted  by  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Persons  intending  to  apply  for  leave  to  organize 
a  new  Parish,  or  a  separate  Congregation,  within  an  estab- 
lished Parish,  shall  at  least  three  months  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  to  which  application  is  intended  to  be 
made,  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  a 
petition  for  leave  to  organize  a  new  Parish  or  separate  Con- 
gregation, which  petition  shall  be  in  the  proper  one  of  the 
two  forms,  numbered  I.  and  VII.  of  "Forms  for  the  Forma- 
tion of  New  Parishes  and  Congregations."  The  petition 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  reasons  why 
leave  to  organize  a  new  Parish  or  Congregation  is  asked; 
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and  by  an  affidavit  of  the  person  or  persons  who  set  up  or 
gave  the  notice  or  notices  required  by  the  Instructions  for 
the  Formation  of  new  Parishes  or  Congregations,  which 
affidavit  shall  show  that  the  notices  were  set  up  or  given  as 
required  by  the  said  Instructions;  and  a  petition  for  leave  to 
organize  a  new  Parish  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  an  ac- 
curate map,  showing  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the  proposed 
new' Parish  and  of  the  Parish  or  Parishes  from  which  it  is 
proposed  that  it  shall  be  taken;  and  also  the  location  of  the 
Churches  and  Chapels  within  these  Parishes;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  to  send 
all  such  petitions,  statements  and  maps,  at  least  sixty  days  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  new  Parishes  and  Congregations,  which  was 
appointed  at  the  previous  session  of  the  Convention,  which 
Committee  shall  hear  and  consider  all  such  applications  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention  and  make  report  thereon  to 
such  Convention.  ^ 

Sec.  3.  A  Parish  or  Congregation  applying  for  admission 
into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  at  least 
three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  to  which 
the  application  is  to  be  made,  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Bishop,  or  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  a 
petition  for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention,  which 
petition  shall  be  in  the  proper  one  of  the  two  Forms  num-

on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Congregations,  which 
Committee  shall  consider  all  such  applications  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  and  make  report  thereon  to  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  hereafter  any  Church  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  shall  neglect  for  three  years  in  succession  to  make 
a   Parochial  Report,  and  shall  not  during  the  same  period 
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have  employed  a  Qergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  such 
Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection 
with  the  Convention  and  shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  send 
a  delegate  to  the  same.  The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Church 
to  the  Convention  in  his  Annual  Address.  Such  Church,  how- 
ever, may  be  re-admitted  upon  application  to  the  Convention, 
accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such  terms 
as  shall  appear  just;  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and 
after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admis- 
sion. 

Sec.  5.  No  new  place  of  worship  shall  be  established  until 
consent  has  been  given  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee.

CANON  VIII. 
Of  Missions, 

Sec.  1.  Each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  take 
order  for  Church  Extension  and  Support.  It  shall  elect  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  of  Missions,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
shall  review  and  direct  the  work  of  said  Committee  as  it  may 
deem  wise,  and  shall  authorize  the  Committee  to  raise  a  speci- 
fied sum  of  money  for  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Missions,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan 
Bishop,  if  there  be  such,  the  Archdeacons,  one  Layman  to  be 
elected  by  each  Archdeaconry,  as  provided  in  Canon  IX.,  and 
three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  to  be  elected  by  each 
Annual  Convention.  All  members  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  number  of  elected  members 
between  meetings  of  the  Convention,  and  it  may  adopt  such 
rules  as  it  may  find  expedient  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness. At  any  meeting  seven  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  have  supervision 
of  the  Missionary  Work,  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  devise  plans 
for  Church  Extension  and  Support,  and  for  developing  Mis- 
sionary interest  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  con- 
tributions for  Diocesan  Missionary  work;  it  may  apportion  to 
the  several  Archdeaconries  the  sum  authorized  by  the  Conven- 
tion to  be  raised,  and  may  distribute  to  the  Archdeaconries  the 
amount  to  be  expended  for  Missionary  Work  within  their  lim- 
its. It  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  give  pecuniary  assistance  to 
Clergymen  in  charge  of  Parishes  or  Congregations  which  are 
now,  or  may  be  hereafter  in  union  with  this  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  No  Mission  shall  be  established,  nor  any  Missionary 
appointed  by  said  Committee  of  Missions,  but  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  6.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  also  receive  and 
disburse  the  Fund  for  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and 
may  at  its  discretion,  out  of  the  current  offerings  for  said 
funds,  give  pecuniary  assistance  to  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland ;  and  any  Qergy- 
man,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  and  continuously 
at  work  in  this  Diocese  for  twenty-five  years,  and  shall  have 
reached  the  age  of  seventy,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  on  his  ap- 
plication to  the  Bishop,  stating  his  desire  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  his  ministry,  shall  receive  a  minimum  retiring 
allowance  of  $400  per  annum  from  such  fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  one  of  its  lay  mem- 
bers Treasurer  of  the  funds  to  be  administered  by  it,  who  shall 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  and 
shall  report  to  each  Annual  Convention. 

Sec  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  in  charge  of 
each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  to  devise  and  carry  into 
effect  ways  and  means  for  the  collection  of  moneys  for  the 
work  of  the  Church  herein  provided  for. 

Sec  9.  It  is  hereby  declared  that,  in  so  far  as  the  City  of 
Baltimore  is  concerned,  said  Committee  of  Missions  is  intended 
to  be,  and  shall  be  considered  as  the  substitute  for  the  City 
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Committee  of  Missions  in  Baltimore,  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
amble to  the  articles  of  association  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Protestant  Episcopal  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  Canon  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued or  taken  to  interfere  with  or  hinder  the  Baltimore  City 
Protestant  Episcopal  Missionary  Committee  in  conducting  Mis- 
sionary or  other  work  within  the  scope  of  its  charter;  nor  to 
prohibit  any  Parish  or  Congregation  from  conducting  any  Mis- 
sionary operations  of  its  own,  and  appropriating  to  such  op- 
erations any  funds  which  may  be  contributed  therefor.

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Archdeaconries  of  the  Diocese, 

Sec.  1.  For  the  prosecution  of  its  Missionary  Work  the 
Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  four  Archdeaconries,  as  fol- 
lows: 

First,  The  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be  known  as  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Baltimore. 

Second.  The  Counties  of  Baltimore,  Harford  and  Carroll, 
to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Towson. 

Third,  The  Counties  of  Howard,  Anne  Arundel  and  Calvert, 
to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Annapolis. 

Fourth,  The  Counties  of  Frederick,  Washington,.  Allegany 
and  Garrett,  to  be  known  as  the  Archdeaconry  of  Cumberland. 

Sec.  2.  The  Archdeaconries  shall  be  organized  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
and  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  by  such,  shall  preside  when 
present.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  have  an  Archdeacon  to  be 
appointed  annually  at  the  first  meeting  in  each  year  by  the 
Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Archdeaconry.  He  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  appointed  him  by  the  Bishop 
or  Archdeaconry,  and  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  through

the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Session,  concerning  the  Missionary 
Work  in  his  Archdeaconry. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  meet  at  least  twice  each 
year.  Its  membership  shall  consist  of  the  Qergy  residing  with- 
in its  limits,  who  have  seats  in  the  Convention  of  the  Dio-  ' 
cese  or  are  engaged  in  pastoral  work,  and  pf  at  least  one  Lay 
Delegate  from  each  Parish,  separate  Congregation  or  Mission ; 
provided  that  each  Parish,  separate  Congregation  or  Mission 
may  elect  as  many  Lay  Delegates  as  it  has  Lay  Delegates  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  com- 
municants, and  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Vestries  of 
their  respective  Parishes  or  Congr^ations,  or  in  failure  of  an 
election,  or  where  there  is  no  Vestry,  they  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Minister  in  charge. 

Sec.  4.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  elect  annually  one  of  its 
Laymen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese.  • 

Sec.  S.  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  take  order  to  inform  itself 
of  the  religious  needs  of  its  own  district,  and  shall  devise 
means  for  increasing  interest  in  Missions;  it  shall  under  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  administer  the  Missionary  Work  within 
its  own  limits;  it  shall  have  control  and  distribution  of  the 
money  which  may  be  allotted  to  it  by  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions ;  it  shall  apportion  among  its  several  Parishes,  Congrega- 
tions and  Missions  the  amount  of  Money  which  may  be  de- 
sired of  it  by  said  Committee ;  it  may  at  its  discretion,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop,  undertake  special  Missionary  Work 
and  raise  funds  for  such  purposes,  provided  it  shall  first  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Committee  of  Missions.

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Support  of  Ministers, 

Whereas,  It  is  enjoined  that  the  Minister  of  the  Gospel  shall 
live  of  the  Gospel,  and  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  every 
parishioner  or  member  of  a  Congregation  to  contribute  his

or  her  share  to  the  support  of  the  Ministry,  as  God  hath  given 
ability;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  business  of  the  Vestry  of  each 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  take  care  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
Divine  Command,  by  the  diligence  of  the  people:  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  or  Congregation  to 
provide,  by  taking  care  for  the  gathering  of  offerings  in  Divine 
service,  except  the  alms  at  Holy  Communion,  or  by  the  pro- 
curement and  collection  of  subscriptions  or  of  pew-rents  by 
committees  or  otherwise,  for  the  payment  of  the  amount 
stipulated  for  the  support  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  or  Min- 
isters quarterly  in  advance,  or  such  intervals  and  on  such  con- 
ditions as  may  be  stipulated  and  agreed  upon  by  the  Vestry 
and  Rector,  or  Minister  or  Ministers.

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Permanent  Clerical  Sustentation  Fund. 

There  shall  be  established,  under  the  sanction  of  this  Con- 
vention and  be  held  by  it,  a  Fund  to  be  entitled,  *The  Perma- 
nent Clerical  Sustentation  Fund.'*  Until  otherwise  directed, 
this  Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Trustees  of  Church 
Qiarities,  and  the  income  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  until 
it  shall  amount  yearly  to  at  least  one  thousand  dollars.  From 
and  after  that  time  the  yearly  income  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  for  Pastoral  Aid  or,  in 
their  discretion,  for  Emergency  Relief  of  Clergymen  and  their 
widows  or  children,  and  any  surplus  over  what  may  be  re- 
quired for  these  purposes  shall  be  expended  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  Mission  Stations  within  the  Diocese.

CANON   XII. 

Of  the  mode  of  instituting  Proceedings  against  Clergymen, 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall,  either  from  his  own  observa- 
tion or  from  any  information  which  he  shall  deem  worth> 
of  notice,  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  grounds  for 
an  investigation  into  the  conduct  of  any  Priest  or  Deacon  of 
this*  Diocese,  for  having  been  guilty  of  offenses  for  which 
he  is  liable  to  be  tried  according  to  Canon  22,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  convene  the  Stand- 
ing Comfnittee  and  lay  before  them  the  information  in  his 
possession.  And  whenever  the  Standing  Committee,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall,  from  any  information  so  laid  before  them 
by  the  Bishop  or  from  any  other  information  which  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  may  think  worthy  of  notice,  be  of  opinion 
that  it  is  proper  that  a  judicial  investigation  of  the  conduct 
of  any  Priest  or  Deacon  should  take  place,  they  shall  present 
that  fact  to  the  Bishop,  with  such  a  general  statement  of  the 
facts  of  the  case  as  may  serve  for  a  ground  work  upon  which 
charges  may  be  drawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
upon  the  receipt  of  such  presentment,  to  cause  the  charge  or 
charges  to  be  drawn  up  in  such  form  as  will,  with  reasonable 
certainty,  give  to  the  accused  notice  of  the  particular  matters 
charged  as  offences.  This  style  of  charge,  or  charges,  shall 
be,  "Articles,  or  charges,  against ,  exhibited  on  be- 
half of  the  Church  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland, 

by ,  acting  as  Church  Advocate,  in  consequence  of 

a  presentment  made  to  the  said  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  said  Diocese."

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CANON  XIII. 

Of  Advocates  and  of  Parties. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  determined  to  bring  to  trial  any  Qergy- 
man,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  person  as  Church  Advocate, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  the  charges  and  conduct  the 
trial,  on  the  part  of  the  Church.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
reduce  the  charges  into  form.

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Courts, 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland,  to  try  such  charges  as  may  be  preferred  against 
any  Priest  or  Deacon  of  said  Diocese.  It  shall  be  com- 
posed of  seven  Presbyters,  not  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  majority  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  during  the  present  Convention  (1847), 
and  biennially  thereafter,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  shall  have  been  chosen  in  their  places,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.

mittee. Provided,  that  wh  ^  ^uC  vacancy  occurs  from  any 
of  the  aforesaid  causes,    *  ^K  \^  ^  ^  ^^  between  the  sessions 
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of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same, 
until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.  Whenever  a  charge 
or  charges  against  any  Priest  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  shaU 
have  been  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Church  Advocate,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Canons,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver 
to  the  Bishop  two  copies  of  the  same,  signed  with  his  own 
hand.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  transmit  one 
of  the  said  copies  to  the  accused,  together  with  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  trial,  both  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  pre- 
scribe. The  charges  and  notice  shall  be  delivered  to  the  ac- 
cused or  left  at  his  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  trial.  The  Bishop  shall  also  issue  a 
precept,  directed  to  all  the  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court, 
requiring  them,  or  any  five  or  more  of  them,  to  proceed  to  the 
trial  of  the  accused  at  the  prescribed  time  and  place,  which 
precept,  together  with  another  copy  of  the  charges,  signed  by 
the  Church  Advocate,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Bishop  to 
the  President  of  the  Court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  same,  to  cause  all  the  members  of  the  Court  to 
be  summoned  to  meet  at  the  prescribed  time  and  place.  Any 
five  of  them  who  shall  attend,  in  pursuance  of  such  summons, 
shall  constitute  the  Court.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Court  to  convene,  immediately  after  the  election,  at 
a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  elect,  from 
their  own  body,  a  President  and  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary,  within  five  days  after  such  election  and  after 
every  change  in  the  office  of  President,  to  notify  the  Bishop 
of  the  name  of  the  person  chosen  President.

CANON  XV. 

Provisions  relative  to  Discipline,  during  a  vacancy  in  the 

Episcopal  Office, 

If  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  himself  be  the 
exercise  all  the  powers  relating  to  discipline,  given  to  the 
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Bishop  by  the  Canons,  except  such  as  belong  exclusively  to 
the  Episcopal  Order. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  the  €^resi- 
dent  of  the  Convention,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  and 
person  accused,  any  two  members  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee may  apply  to  any  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  exercise  the  powers  of  the 
Bishop  of  Maryland  in  the  particular  case,  and  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  take  the  canonical  steps  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused  under  the  direction  of  such  Bishop.

CANON  XVI. 
Of  the  Trial  of  Clergymen.

Upon  the  trial  of  any  Qergyman  upon  any  charge  or  charges, 
both  parties  shall  have  a  right  to  summon  witnesses  and  have 
reasonable  delay,  if  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  to 
obtain  their  attendance,  and  both  parties  may  take  depositions, 
to  be  used  at  the  trial,  after  giving  to  the  other  reasonable 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  same.  No  accused 
Qergyman  shall  be  convicted  of  any  offence,  except  upon  the 
oath  of  two  credible  witnesses,  or  upon  the  oath  of  one  witness 
whose  testimony  is  corroborated  by  pregnant  circumstances. 

All  testimony  shall  be  upon  oath,  which  shall  be  administered 
by  the  President  of  the  Court. 

All  spectators  shall  be  excluded  except  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  or  Congregation  with 
which  the  accused  is  connected,  and  such  of  the  relations  and 
friends  of  the  accused  as  to  the  Court  may  appear  proper. 
The  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Court  shall 
be  requisite  to  the  transaction  of  any  business  connected  with 
the  trial,  and  on  the  final  question,  whether  the  accused  is  guilty 
or  not,  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or  considered 
present,  who  shall  not  have  been  present  at  the  delivery  of  all 
the  testimony  during  the  whole  trial  and  of  the  defence  of  the 
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accused,  if  he  have  made  any.  Unless  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Court,  entitled  to  vote  on  the  final  question  of 
whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not,  shall  vote  that  he  is  guilty, 
he  shall  be  acquitted.  And  in  no  case  shall  he  be  found  guilty 
unless  at  least  three  members  of  the  Court  vote  for  his  convio- 
tion.

CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  mode  of  Compelling  the  Appearance  of  an  Accused 

Clergyman. 

If  any  Qergyman,  accused  of  any  offence,  shall  neglect  to 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Court  which  is  convened  to  try  him,  after  due  notice  given  to 
him,  the  Court  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
suspend  such  Clergyman  from  the  Ministry  for  contumacy, 
until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  a  trial.  If  he  apply  to  the 
Bishop,  within  six  months  from  the  day  on  which  the  sentence 
of  suspension  shall  have  been  pronounced,  for  a  trial,  a  Court 
shall  be  convened  and  the  trial  proceed  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  the  Canons.  If  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial  within  six 
months,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  of  degradation 
from  the  Ministry,  for  contumacy.

CANON   XVIII. 

Of  Clergymen  who  shall  be  charged  with  renouncing  the  Minis- 
try or  separating  themselves  from  the  Communion  of  the 
Church,  and  shall  neglect  to  answer  such  charge. 

If  any  Qergyman  shall  be  charged  with  wilfully  discon- 
tinuing, without  lawful  cause,  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  or 
with  separating  himself  from  her  Communion,  and  shall,  after 
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having  been  canonically  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial, 
neglect  to  appear  at  such  time  and  place,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Court,  if  they  think  proper  to  do  so,  to  hear  the  case  in  his 
absence;  if  the  majority  shall  find  him  guilty,  to  report  to  the 
Bishop,  as  if  he  had  appeared,  whereupon. the  Bishop  shall 
proceed  to  pass  sentence.

CANON  XIX. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Sentences. 

If  the  accused,  after  canonical  trial,  shall  be  found  guilty 
by  a  canonical  majority,  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  together 
with  all  their  proceedings,  including  all  the  testimony  taken  in 
the  case,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  before  it  is  trans- 
mitted to  the  accused  or  in  any  way  made  public.  The  Court 
shall  also  declare  to  the  Bishop  the  punishment,  which,  in  their 
opinion,  the  offence  or  offences  deserve.

always  provided,  that  he  shall  inflict  no  punishment  beyond 
that  recommended  by  the  Court.

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CANON  XXI. 

Provision  for  Pronouncing  Sentence  on  Clergymen,  during  a 

Vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Office. 

In  case  any  Qergyman,  who  shall  have  been  duly  notified  of 
the  time  and  place  fixed  for  his  trial,  shall  have  neglected  to 
appear  or  been  canonically  found  guilty  of  any  charge,  the 
Court  may  transmit  their  report  in  the  case  of  contumacy,  or  in 
case  of  conviction,  their  opinion,  with  the  testimony  and  other 
proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese,  who  shall  be 
requested,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  thereon  and  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  as  he  would  be  authorized  to  do  were  he 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.

Communicants  to  have  Family  Worship, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Communicant  in  this  Church, 
who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  to  live  in  the  daily  exercise  of 
family  worship.

The  members  of  this  Church  to  instruct  their  families  in  the 

principles  of  Religion. 

The  members  of  this  Church  shall  instruct  their  families  as 
far  as  they  are  able,  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion 
and  shall  cause  their  children  to  attend  the  catechetical  in- 
structions of  their  Rector;  and  as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently 
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informed  and  impressed  with  the  importance  and  sacredness 
of  their  baptismal  vow»  they  shall  present  them  to  the  Rector  as 
candidates  for  Confirmation,  who  shall  examine  them  and,  if 
satisfied  of  their  fitness,  recommend  them  to  the  Bishop  for 
Confirmation.

CANON  XXIV. 

Of  Parish  Registers. 

Whereas,  By  Canon  15  of  the  General  Convention  it  is  re- 
quired that  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this 
Church  to  record  in  the  Parish  Register  all  Baptisms,  Con- 
firmation, Communicants,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  within  his 
cure,"  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
or  Church,  to  provide  a  suitable  and  substantial  book,  which 
book  shall  be  the  "Parish  Raster;"  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Parish  or  Church,  and  left,  upon  his  death  or 
removal,  for  the  use  of  his  successor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Minister,  in  making  the  records,  to  specify  the  name  and 
date  of  birth  of  each  child  baptized,  with  the  names*  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of  the  adult  baptized,  the  wit- 
nesses ;  also  the  name  of  the  officiating  Minister ;  the  names  of 
the  persons  confirmed,  and  the  name  of  the  Bishop  who  per- 
formed the  rite ;  the  names  of  the  Communicants  in  the  Parish 
or  Congregation,  with  the  incidents  of  removal,  death  or  disci- 
pline; the  names  of  the  parties  married  and  the  name  of  the 
officiating  Minister;  the  names  and  ages  of  the  persons  buried, 
as  also  the  time  when  and  where  each  rite  was  performed. 

Every  Minister  shall  also  make  out  and  continue,  as  far  as 
practicable,  a  list  of  all  the  families  and  adult  persons  within 
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his  cure.  He  shall  also  report,  as  a  separate  item,  the  number 
of  confirmed  persons  in  his  parish  or  congregation  who  have 
not  communed  within  the  past  year. 

"Every  Minister  shall  annually  correct  the  List  of  Com- 
municants in  the  Parish  Register,  noting  thereon  all  deaths 
all  removals  to  other  Churches  by  Letters  of  Transfer  and  aD 
removals  without  Letters  of  Transfer.  In  case  any  persor 
whose  name  is  on  said  list  shall  not  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  within  a  year,  the  Minister  shall  make  diligenf 
efforts  by  inquiry  of  him,  in  person  or  by  letter,  to  leani 
whether  the  name  of  said  person  has  been  placed  on  the  R^s 
ter  of  another  Church.  No  name  shall,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  erased  from  or  canceled  on  said  Parish  Register. 

Every  Minister  shall,  in  addition  to  revising  the  List  of 
Communicants  in  the  Parish  Register,  prepare  and  revise  an- 
nually a  separate  list  to  be  known  as  the  Roll  of  Communi- 
cants, in  form  of  a  book  or  of  a  card  catalogue,  entering 
thereon  the  full  names  of  all  regular  Communicants  recorded 
m  the  Parish  Raster  who  have  received  the  Holy  Com- 
munion within  a  year. 

The  Minister  shall  thereafter  enter  upon  the  Parish  Register 
and  the  Roll  of  Communicants  the  names  of  all  persons  who 
shall  be  confirmed  in  said  Church,  and  all  those  who  present 
to  him  a  Letter  of  Transfer  from  another  congregation,  and  of 
those  who  desire  to  be  enrolled  but  for  any  cause  satisfactory 
to  the  Minister  do  not  produce  a  Letter  of  Transfer.  But 
before*  entering  such  names  in  the  Parish  Register  and  the 
Roll  of  Communicants  the  Minister  shall  notify  in  writing  the 
Minister  of  the  Church  in  which  said  person  was  confirmed, 
or  of  that  at  which  he  was  last  an  attendant,  that  he  intends  to 
place  such  name  on  the  Parish  Register;  but  no  person  shall  be 
enrolled  on  either  List  without  his  knowledge  and  consent. 

Every  Minister  receiving  such  notice  shall  enter  the  same 
upon  the  Roll  of  Communicants  and  the  Parish  Register  of 
his  Church,  and  the  person  named  shall  be  held  to  be  trans- 
ferred as  though  a  Letter  of  Transfer  had  been  given  him. 

The  Minister  shall,  after  noting  on  the  Roll  of  Communi- 
cants, separate  from  the  Parish  Register,  the  death  or  with- 
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drawal  of  any  member,  draw  a  canceling  line  through  the 
name  oi  such  member,  or  shall  remove  his  card  from  the 
catalogue. 

Every  Minister  shall  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  certify  that  he  returns  only  the  number  of  names 
shown  on  the  Roll  of  Communicants."

CANON  XXV. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee, 

Whereas,  By  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Convention  it  is  required  that  "In  every  Diocese  shall  be  a 
Standing  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  there- 
of," therefore,  in  addition  to  the  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention and  the  provision  of  the  9th  Article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  touching  Standing  Committees,  it 
is  hereby  declared  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  necessary  and  expedient; 
and  also,  that  if  from  any  cause,  the  Annual  Convention  should 
not  be  held  at  the  appointed  time  or  if  such  Convention  should 
be  held  but  no  election  made,  then  the  last  Standing  Committee 
elected  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  until  a 
new  election  takes  place.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  its  pro- 
ceedings ;  which  record,  together  with  all  records  in  their  hands, 
relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of 
the  Bishop.  They  shall  annually  make  a  report  to  the  Con- 
vention of  their  official  acts.

CANON  XXVI. 
Of  Vacant  Parishes  or  Congregations.  ' 

Sec.  1.  When  a  Parish  or  Congregation  becomes  vacant, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  forthwith  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Bishop  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make 
suitable  provision  for  the  due  and  regular  performance  of 
Divine  Services  and  for  such  ministerial  acts  as  may  be  re- 
quired during  the  vacancy.  Should  the  Vestry,  fail  through 
neglect  or  inability,  for  the  space  of  one  calendar  month,  to 
make  such  provision,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  or, 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  take  such  order  for  the  temporary  supply  as  in  each 
case  may  be  practicable ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
of  the  Parish  or  Congregation  thus  supplied  to  defray  the  rea- 
sonable expenses  thus  incurred.

CANON  XXVII. 

Informal  Ballots  for  Election  of  Bishop. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  after  opportunity  for  nominations  has  been  afforded, 
there  shall  be  three  informal  ballots  by  the  Qergy  and  the 
Laity,  voting  concurrently,  and  the  votes  shall  be  reported  by 
tellers  for  each  Order,  as  in  the  case  of  elections  tmder  the 
provisions  of  the  Rules  of  Order.

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CANON  XXVIII. 

Of  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  the  Annual  Convention  immediately  preceding 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  four  Qerical  and  four  Lay  Deputies  to  said  General 
Convention,  who  shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  said  Deputies, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  four  Qerical  and  four  Lay 
Alternate  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention at  least  one  month  before  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention  to  notify  each  of  the  deputies  elected,  to  signify  to 
him  at  least  one  week  before  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, his  acceptance  of  the  election  and  appointment,  and 
of  his  intention  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  office;  and  in 
default  of  receiving  such  notice  from  any  one  or  more  De- 
puties, the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  designate  and 
certify  from  the  list  of  persons  elected  as  Alternate  Deputies, 
such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  full  attendance 
of  the  Deputies  of  each  Order  from  this  Diocese  at  the  next 
ensuing  session  of  the  General  Convention. 

And  should  a  deficiency  in  such  attendance  occur  in  any  way 
thereafter  or  during  a  session  of  the  General  Convention,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  on  receiving  notice  thereof,  shall 
designate  and  certify  from  the  list  of  persons  elected  as  Alter- 
nate Deputies  such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  full 
attendance  of  the  Deputies  of  each  Order  from  this  Diocese 
at  the  next  ensuing  or  pending  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

And  the  persons  thus  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  when  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Conven- 
tion with  a  certificate  of  such  designation,  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  as  such  by  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese. 
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Provided,  however,  that  such  designation  from  such  list  of 
Alternate  Deputies  shall  be  made,  beginning  with  that  person 
of  the  order  among  whose  members  such  deficiency  may  have 
occurred,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast  for  persons  in  that  order;  and  designations  afterwards 
shall  be  made  in  succession  from  those  receiving  the  next 
higher  number  of  votes  in  such  order. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Qjnvention,  the  person  who  acted  as  Assistant 
Secretary  at  that  session  of  the  Convention  at  which  the  electicHi 
of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was  had  shall  discharge 
the  duties  in  this  Canon  assigned  to  such  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention.

CANON  XXIX, 

Of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Religious  Education, 
subject  to  the  Convention,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote religious  education  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Suffragan  Bishop, 
if  there  be  such  (ex  officio) ,  and  fifteen  other  persons,  six  of 
whom  shall  be  of  the  order  of  the  Qergy  and  nine  of  the 
Laity,  men  or  women;  of  the  Laity  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
three.  The  Board  as  thus  constituted  shall  hold  office  until 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  1916. 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  from 
October  until  the  following  May  inclusive,  each  year.  At  the 
first  meeting  it  shall  select  from  its  members  four  to  serve  for 
one  year  and  a  like  number  to  serve  for  two  and  also  for 
three  years.  Of  the  members  so  elected  to  serve  for  each  of 
the  several  periods  at  least  two  shall  be  Clergymen.  Each  Con- 
vention thereafter  shall  elect  two  Qergymen  and  two  of  the 
Laity  to  serve  for  three  years,  to  take  the  place  of  those  whose 
terms  of  office  shall  have  expired.  The  Board  shall  elect  its 
own  officers. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  shall  be  necessary  for  promoting  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  created  and  for  co-operating  with  the  General 
and  Provincial  Boards  of  Religious  Education. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  annually  present  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  an  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  for  the 
work  of  religious  education  in  the  Diocese  during  the  ensuing 
year.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  determine  how  this 
amount,  or  such  an  amount  as  the  Convention  may  approve, 
shall  be  provided. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  shall  report  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

CANON  XXX. 

On  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments, 

Section  1.  The  Fiscal  Year  of  each  Parish,  Congregation 
and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congrega- 
tion shall,  beginning  with  January  1,  1917,  be  the  Calendar 
Year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  this  Dio- 
cese in  charge  of  a  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission,  and  of 
the  Canon  in  Charge  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Minister  in  charge,  of  the  Vestry  or  other  proper 
officer  and  of  the  Lay  Council  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation 
to  prepare  upon  the  blank  form  adopted  by  the  General  Con- 
vention a  Report  for  each  Fiscal  Year,  beginning  with  January 
1,  1917,  and  to  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
January  succeeding  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Said  reports, 
or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  proper,  shall 
be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  year  in 
which  they  are  so  delivered. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  any  Parish,  Congre- 
gation or  Mission  or  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  deliver 
its  Report  within  the  period  above  prescribed,  its  current 
expenses  may  be  estimated  and  its  basis  of  apportionment 
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fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Appor- 
tionments. 

Sec.  4.  At  every  annual  session  of  the  Convention  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint  two  laymen  and  two  Qergymen,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  who, 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  shall  constitute  a  Commit- 
tee on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Apportionments.  Vacan- 
cies in  said  Committee,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Treasurer, 
shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  5.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year 
beginning  with  the  year  1918,  the  reports  of  the  Parishes,  Con- 
gregations and  Missions  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congr^^on 
delivered  to  the  Bishop  during  the  previous  month  shall  be 
accessible  to  the  Coihmittee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Ap- 
portionments. 

Sec.  6.  All  resolutions  carrying  appropriations  intended  to 
be  offered  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Assessments  and 
Apportionments  by  the  first  day  of  October  preceding  that 
session,  and  the  Committee  shall  have  said  resolutions  printed 
for  distribution  among  the  delegates  when  the  Convention 
meets. 

Sec.  7.  On  the  basis  of  the  Annual  Reports  and  the  Reso- 
lutions carrying  appropriations,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Conrniittee,  shall  make  an 
assessment  or  apportionment  for  the  ensuing  Diocesan  Year 
on  the  Parishes,  Congregations  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
and  on  the  Cathedral  Congregation  for  the  total  of  the  amounts 
fixed  by  the  proper  authorities  for  the  following  objects : 

(a)  The  Convention  Fund. 

(b)  Diocesan  Missions. 

(c)  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions. 

Sec  8.  The  assessments  and  apportionments  for  these  ob- 
jects shall  be  based  upon  all  expenditures  within  the  Parish, 
Congregation  or  Mission  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  (as 
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shown  by  its  Annual  Report),  including  payment  of  salaries, 
but  excluding  expenditures  for  charitable  purposes,  repairs  and 
improvements,  payment  of  debts  and  interest  thereon,  and 
expenses  of  Sunday  School. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  classify  the  Parishes,  Con- 
gregations and  Missions  and  the  Cathedral  Congregation  ac- 
cording to  their  expenditures  and  shall  make  a  sliding  scale 
assessment  based  on  such  classification,  and  shall  announce  to 
the  Convention  at  the  opening  of  each  annual  session  the 
classification  of  the  apportionment  and  the  proportion  of  the 
same  for  which  each  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  and 
the  Cathedral  Congregation  shall  become  responsible  in  case 
said  resolutions  carrying  appropriations  are  adopted  by  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  10.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  determine 
from  time  to  time  what  exceptions  and  allowances  shall  be 
made  in  the  case  of  Missions  and  other  abnormally  weak  or 
struggling  Churches. 

Sec.  11.  After  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  the  Com- 
mittee shall  amend  its  table  of  apportionments  to  correspond 
to  the  appropriations  actually  voted  by  the  Convention,  and  a 
notice  of  the  amount  of  the  current  expenses  and  of  the  assess- 
ments thereon  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  corporate  authorities  of  each  Parish,  Congregation  or 
Mission  and  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  by  the  twentieth 
day  of  November,  which  notice  shall  invite  said  Parish,  Con- 
gregation or  Mission  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation  to  appear 
before  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided  for,  at 
a  date  and  place  to  be  set  forth  in  said  notice,  and  in  person 
or  by  writing  show  cause,  if  any,  why  said  assessment  should 
be  changed. 

Sec.  12.  The  assessment  so  laid  by  the  Committee  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  confirmed  unless  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
December  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  change  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  It  may  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  report  to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  the  Parishes,  Con- 
gregations or  Missions  or  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  which 
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for  two  successive  years  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  sums 
assessed  them. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Adjustment,  consisting 
of  the  Committee  on  EHocesan  Assessments  and  Apportion- 
ments and  the  Archdeacons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
and  consider  any  petition  or  request  regafding  the  assessments 
or  apportionments  upon  any  Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission, 
and  after  due  consideration  to  adjust  the  same  at  such  amount 
as  the  Board  shall  deem  to  be  fair  and  equitable. 

Such  petitions  or  requests,  if  in  writing,  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  some  member  thereof  on  or  before  the  date  set  forth  in 
the  Treasurer's  notice  hereinbefore  provided  for,  which  date 
as  well  as  the  place  of  hearing  shall  have  been  previously  fixed 
by  said  Board. 

The  Board  shall  certify  the  amount  so  determined  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  by  the  twentieth  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  and  thereupon  the  Treasurer  shall  cause  his 
books  to  conform  with  the  action  of  the  Board  and  notify  any 
Parish,  Congregation  or  Mission  if  any  change  has  been  made 
in  its  assessments  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment.

CANON  XXXI. 
Of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  1.  In  conformity  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1913,  setting  forth  the  principles 
upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  Qergy  of  the  Church  and 
their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the 
corporation  the  Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to 
carry  these  principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  Maryland 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 
appoint  annually  a  Committee  to  be  entitled  The  Commit- 
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tee  on  the  Qiurch  Pension  Fund,  and  to  consist  of  one  Qergy- 
man  and  two  Laymen.  The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be 
as  follows: 

a.  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
canonical  roll  of  the  Qergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Clergy 
canonically  belonging  to  other  dioceses  or  missionary  districts 
who  may  be  licensed  to  officiate  in  this  Diocese,  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  stipends  received  by  each  of  said  Qergymen  from 
any  parish,  congregation,  mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  or- 
ganization in  this  Diocese. 

b.  To  receive  from  the  Church  Pension. Fund  annually  a 
statement  of  the  premium  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each  parish, 
congregation,  mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in 
the  Diocese,  in  order  that  the  Clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends 
from  such  parishes,  congregations,  missions,  and  other  ecclesi- 
astical organizations  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions. 

c.  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and 
Disabled  Qergy  Fund  the  annual  interest  accruing  x>n  the 
money  held  for  investment  by  said  Trustees  when  this  Canon 
goes  into  effect,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund  to  be  applied  ratably  on  account  of  the  premiums 
necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes,  congregations,  mis- 
sions, and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  in  the  Diocese 
respectively. 

d.  To  inform  the  duly  constituted  authorities  of  each  parish, 
congregation,  mission,  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in 
the  Diocese  of  the  premiums  payable  by  it,  and  of  the  time  and 
manner  of  payment  thereof. 

e.  To  elect  a  Treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member 
of  the  said  Committee,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  a  bond 
satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive,  monthly,  from  all  of  the  parishes,  congregations,  mis- 
sions and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  in  this  Diocese  the 
aforesaid  premituns  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

f.  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of 
the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergy,  canon- 
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ically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  pensions  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

g.  In  general,  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
of  the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  and 
committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as 
of  right,  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability, 
and  to  their  widows  and  minor  orphans  in  the  event  of  death, 
and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  the 
premises  to  the  end  that  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by 
the  parishes,  congregations,  missions,  and  other  ecclesiastical 
organizations  may  be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

Sec.  3.  o.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means  of  the  Diocese  to  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
to  provide  for  the  annual  payment  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop 
and  the  Bishops  Suffragan,  if  there  be  such,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  pay  said  annual  premiimis  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Committee 
of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  annual  pa)rment 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  of  the  pre- 
miums payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergymen  receiving  stipends 
from  said  Committee. 

c.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  pay, 
annually,  to  the  said  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  other  clergymen  whose 
stipends  are  paid  directly  by  the  Diocese,  and  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such 
premiums. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese  to  pay,  annually,  to  the  said  Committee 
on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf 
of  all  clergymen  receiving  stipends  from  said  Committee. 
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Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  • 
Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  to  pay,  semi- 
annually, or  oftener  at  their  option,  to  the  said  Committee  on 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  all  of  the  income  of  the  investments 
held  by  said  Trustees,  upon  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Super- 
annuated and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  receiving  satisfactory 
assurance  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  that  the  latter  cor- 
poration will  assume  and  pay  all  of  the  annuities  paid  by  the 
said  Trustees  of  the  Superannuated  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund 
when  this  Canon  goes  into  effect,  and  so  long  as  said  payments 
are  actually  made  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  6,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiv- 
ing a  stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  parish,  congre- 
gation, mission,  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the 
Diocese  paying  a  stipend  or  stipends  to  furnish  a  statement  of 
such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund  whenever  said  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  ask  for 
such  statement. 

Sec.  7.  This  Canon  shall  go  into  effect  when  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention  shall  receive  notification  from  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  that  dioceses,  missionary  districts  and 
General  Boards  or  other  General  Institutions  of  the  Church 
have,  by  legislation,  provided  for  entering  into  the  pension 
system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  in  number  sufficient,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  Church  Pension  Fund,  to  enable  its 
system  to  go  into  operation;  provided  that  the  number  of 
clergy  canonically  connected  with  said  co-operating  dioceses 
or  missionary  districts,  or  whose  stipends  are  wholly  paid  by 
said  co-operating  Boards  or  General  Institutions  of  the  Church 
shall  be  not  less  than  two  thousand  individuals.
